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Sir. The edition of the Navigation Laws issued in 1S90 has been 
exhausted During the four years which have elapsed since its pub- 
lication Congress has made many changes in the statutes comprised 
in the volumo Especially the act approved Feliruayy li, 1903, to 
establish the Department of Commerce and Labor, lias tuiusfexicd to 
that Department from the Treasury Department the branches of gov- 
ernment principally employed m the administration of the laws i elat- 
ing to navigation and merchant shipping 

By section 10 of that act 

^‘All duties, power, authoiity and jurisdiction, whethei supeivisory, 
appellate or otherwise, now imposed or confeiied upon the Hetu’ctaiy 
of the Treasury by acts of Congress i elating to merchant vessels or 
yachts, their measurement, nimibors, names, registers, enrollments, 
licenses, commissions, records, moitgages, bills of sale, transfers, 
entry, clearance, movements and transportation of then cargoes and 
pas&engei's, owners, officers, seamen, passengers, fees, inspection, 
equipment for the better * security of life, and b^^ acts of Congress 
relating to tonnage tax, boileis on steam vessels, the carrying of inflam- 
mable, explosive or dangeious cargo on vessels, the use of petroleum 
or othei similar substances to pioduce motive power, and relating to 
the remission or refund of hues, penalties, forfeitures, exactions oi 
charges incurred for violating any provision of law relating to vessels 
or seamen or to informer’s shares of such fines, and by acts of Con- 
gress relating to the Commissioner and Bureau of Navigation, ship- 
ping commissioners, their officers and employees, Steamboat-Inspection 
Service and any of the oflicials thereof,” have been tiansferred to and 
imposed and conferred upon the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

By section 7 of that act jurisdiction, supervision, and control by the 
Department of the Treasury ovei the f iu*-seal, salmon, and other fish- 
eries of Alaska and oyer the immigration of aliens into the United 
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Stiitos have been transferred and vested in the Department of Com- 
merce and Laboi, and authority, power, and jurisdiction exercised by 
the Hecretary of the Tieasury by virtue of any law in i elation to the 
exclusion from and the residence within the United Stato>s of Chinese 
and persons of Chinese descent have been transferred to and conferred 
upon the Secretary of Commerce and Lalior, and the authority, power, 
and ]iuisdiction in relation thereto vested liy law or treaty in the col- 
lectors of customs and the collectois of internal revenue, have boon 
confoiued upon and vested in such officers under the control of the 
Commissioner- General of Immigration, as the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor may designate. 

These sections involve maii}^ and important changes in the relations 
of collectors and other officers of the customs to the Tieasuiy Depart- 
ment and amend many sections of the Revised Statutes and subsequent 
acts of Congress. In some cases the transfer of duties from the Sec- 
rctaiy of the Tieasury to the Secietaryof Commerce and Labor is 
not explicit, and in such instances the language of the statute bcfoi'c 
July 1, 1903, has been ictaiued, with a margimil reference to the act 
of February 14, 1903, to indicate that the icadjustnient of duties is j^et 
to bo determined. 

As ill the editions of 1395 and 1399, the oilbrt has been made to 
include in this volume onlj^ laws actually in foice. Where sections of 
the Revised Statutes or other laws have been specifically repealed or 
amended by subsequent legislation, the lepealed portions of the law arc 
omitted and the piesent, not the original, reading of amended sections 
is adopted. In instances where the eflfcct of repealing or amendatory 
acts upon pievious legislation is not clear and specific both original and 
repealing or amendatory statutes have been incorporated or indicated. 

The effort further has been made to confine the law included in this 
volume to tho navigation law, meaning by that term the law relat- 
ing to vessels, with which owners, masteis and agents should be 
actjuainted. The lino between this law And the customs law is not 
always clearly defined, The laws diiectly relating to duties on imports 
audio invoices aie not included in this volume, while those relating 
to entry, clearance, manifests, and transportation by watei have been 
comprised within its limits 

Tho scheme of arrangement will appear from the Table of Contents. 
The law has been divided into laigo divisions by subjects, called pai’ts, 
while these parts have been subdivided into headed jiaragraphs. 

For further convenience of reference is published a Table of Laws, 
giving the sections of the Revised Statutes and subsequent laws which 
have been included in tins compilation, the date of enactment and 
amendment, together with the page of this compilation on which they 
may be found. The Table of Laws may be found at the end of the 
volume, together with the nsual Alphabetical Index A marginal ref- 
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erence gives the number of the section of the Eevised Statutes included 
in each paragraph, or the date and section of the act, if enacted sub- 
sequent to the Revised Statutes, with the date of amendatory acts 
which have been incorporated, if practicable, in the paragraph. 
Where leference is made in a paragraph to a title or chapter of the 
Revised Statutes, the numbers of the sections comprised in such title 
oi chaptei have been printed in brackets. Reference to the Table of 
Laws at the end of the volume will show which of those sections have 
been included in this volume as pertinent or in force, and will also 
show the page where they may bo found. Fees payable by the mas- 
ters and owners of vessels of the United States were m most instances 
abolished in 1886 and 1890, and accordingly the statutes imposing 
such fees are not retained in this compilation, though they furnish 
a basis on which officers are compensated from the Tieasury for 
services

1 * Definition of vessel 

The word vessel” includes every desciiption of water- 
craft or other artificial contrivance used or capable of beiug 
used as a means of transportation on water, 

2 Vessels of the United States 

Vessels legisteicd pursuant to law and no others, except 
such as shall bo duly qualiticd according to laAv for can ying 
on the coasting or fishing trade, shall bo deemed vessels of 
the United States, and entitled to the benefits and piivileges 
appertaining to such vessels; but no such vessel shall en]oy 
such benefits and piivilcges longer than it shall continue to 
bo wholly owned by a citizen or citizens of the United States 
oi a corporation created under the laws of any of the States 
thereof, and be commanded by a citizen of the United States 
And all the officers of vessels of the United States who shall 
have chaigo of a watch, including pilots, shall in all cases 
be citizens of the United States [See also Qualification of 
officers, page 53.] 

No vessel which has been recorded or registered as an 
American vessel of the United States, pursuant to law, and 
which was licensed or otherwise authorized to sail under a 
foreign flag, and to have the protection of any foreign gov- 
ernment cmring the existence of the rebellion, shall bo 
deemed or registered as a vessel of the United States, or 
shall have the rights and privileges of vessels of the United 
States, except under piovisions of law especially authoiiz- 
ing such registry. 

3 Registered vessels 

Vessels built Avithm the United States, and belonging 
Avholly to citizens thereof, and vessels which may be cap- 
turedln war by citizens of the United States, and lawfully 
condemned as prize, oi which may be adjudged to be foi- 
foited for a broach of the laws of the United States, being 
wholly owned by citizens, and no others, may ))e icgistered 
as directed in this title [R. S., 4131-4305], 
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The ComniisBioncr of NaviMJ^tion ma}’- issue a register or 
onrollmeut for any vessel built in a foreign country, when- 
ever such vessel shall be av recked in the United States, and 
shall be purchased and repaired by a citizen of the United 
States, it it shall bo proved to the satisfaction of the Coni- 
nussioncr that the repairs put upon such vessel aie equal 
to throc-fourlbs of the cost of the vessel when so repaired. 

A A^Gssel log'istered pursuant to law, which by sale has 
become the property of a foreigner, shall be entitled to a 
new register upon afterwards becoming American propert}^ 
unless it has been enlarged or undergone change in build 
outside of the United States. 

4 Whaling vessels 

All vessels which may clear with registers foi the pur- 

E ose of engaging in the whale fishery shall be deemed to 
ave lawful and sufficient papers for such vo 3 uiges 3 secur- 
ing the privileges and rights of registered vessels, and the 
privileges and exemptions of vessels enrolled and licensed 
for the fisheries, 

6 Enrolled and licensed vessels, 

Yessels of twenty tons and upward, enrolled in pursu- 
ance of this Title [iL S, , 4311-4890], and having a license in 
force, or vessels of less than twenty tons, which, although 
not enrolled, have a license in force, as required by this 
Title, and no otheis, shall be deemed vessels of the United ' 
States entitled to the privileges of vessels employed in the 
coasting-trado or fisheries 

Any* steamboat employed or intended to bo employed 
only in a rivoi or bay of the United States, owned Avholly 
or in ]Darfc by an alien resident within the United States, 
ma}^ be enrolled and licensed, as if the same bedonged to a 
citizen of the United States, siil) 3 eet to all the provisions 
of this Title [K S. , 4811-4390], except that, in such ease, no 
oath shall be required that the boat belongs to a citizen of 
the United States. 

Such resident alien, owner of any steamboat, upon appli- 
cation for enrollment oi license, shall give bond to the col- 
lector of the disiiict, for the use of the United States, in 
the penalty of one thousand dollai's, with sufficient surety, 
conditioned that the boat shall not be emplo^u'd in oilici 
waters than the rivers and ba^^s of the United States. 

Any vessel of the United States, navigating tlie waters 
on the northern, noidheastern, and nortlnvostern fiontiers, 
otherwise than by sea, shall bo enrolled and licensed in such 
form as othci vessels; such enrollment and license shall 
authorize aii}" such vessel to bo employed either in the 
coasting or foreign trade on such frontiers, and no certifi- 
cate of legibtry shall be required for vessels so employed. 
Such vessel shall bo, in every other respect, liable to the 
regulations and penalties i elating to registered and licensed 
vessels. 
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6. Licensed vessels under twenty tons 

Before any vessel, of the burden of live tons, and less 
than twenty tons, shall l;c licensed, the same measurement 
shall be made of such vessel, and the same provisions 
observed relative thereto, as are to lie observed in case of 
measuring vessels to be registered or enrolled, but in all 
cases, where such vessel or any other licensed vessel shall 
have been once measured, it shall not be necessary to meas- 
uio such vessel anew, for the purpose of obtaining another 
enrollment or hcenso, unlcwss such vessel shall have under- 
gone some alteiation as to her burden, subsequent to the 
time of her foiuiei license, 

7. Undocumented vessels. 

The act [R S,, 4311-J:385] to which this is a supplement 
shall not be so construed as to extend the provisions of the 
said act to canal boats or boats employed on the internal 
waters or canals of any State, and all such boats, excejit- 
ing only such as aie piovidcd with sails or propelling 
machineiy of their own adapted to lake or coastwise navi- 
gation, and excepting such as are employed in tiade with 
the Canadas, shall be exempt from the provisions of the 
said act, and from the payment of all customs and other 
fees under any act of Congress. 

The provisions of title fifty \R S , 4311-4390] of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States shall not be so con- 
strued as to require the payujcnt of any fee oi charge for 
the enrolling or licensing of vessels, built in the United 
States and owned by citizens thereof, not propelled by sail 
or by internal motive power of then own, and not m any 
case carrying passengers, whether navigating the internal 
waters of a State ortho navigable waters of the United 
States, and not engaged in trade with contiguous foreign 
territory, noi shall this or any existing law be construed to 
reijuire the enrolling, registering or licensing of any flat 
boat, barge or like cial’t for the carnage of freight, not pro- 
polled ])y sail or by internal motive power of its own, on 
the livers oi lakes of the United States. 

Nothing in this Title [R S., 4811-4390] shall be con- 
strued to extend to any boat or lighter not being masted, 
or if masted and not decked, employed in the harbor of 
any town or city. 

8 Yachts, 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may cause yachts 
used and employed exclusively as pleasure vessels or de- 
signed as models of naval architecture, if built and owned 
m compliance with the provisions of sections forty-one 
hundred and thirtv-three to forty-one hundred and thirty- 
five, to he licensed on terms which will authorize them to 
proceed from port to port of the United States, and by 
sea to foreign ports, without entering or clearing at the 
custom house, such license shall be in such form as the 
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Se(‘TettU 3 ^ of Coinmcive and Lalioi luaj^ presenbe Such 
vessels, so enrolled ,ai\d licensed, shall not bo allowed to 
transport merchandise or (;arry passengers for pajL Such 
vessels shall have their name and port placed on some con- 
spicuous portion of their hulls Such vessels shall, in all 
respects, except as aliove, bo subject to the laws of the 
United Slates, and shall be liable to senzure and forfeiture 
for any violation of the provisions of this title [R, S., dlSl- 
4:305J 

No licensed yacht shall engage in any trade, nor in any 
way viohite the revenue laws of the IJnited States; and 
every such ^nicht shall comply with the laws in all respects. 
Any master or owner violating the provisions of the pre- 
ceding section shall be liable to the penalty of Wo hundred 
dollais, in addition to any other penalty imposed by law. 
The Secretaiy of Commerce and Labor shall have power 
to lemit or mitigate any such penal t}" if m his opinion it 
was incurred without negligence or intention of iiaud. 

For the identification of yachts and their owners, a com- 
mission to sail for pleusuie in any designated yacht lielong- 
ing to any icgulavly organized and incorporated yacht 
club, stating the exemptions and privileges eujo^^ed under 
it, may lie issued liy the Socretiiry of Commerce and Labor, 
and shall bo a token of credit to any United States official, 
and to the authorities of any foreign power, for piivilegcs 
enjoyed under it. 

All such licensed jnicbts shall use a signal of the form, 
size, and colors proscriljed the Secretary of the Navy; 
and the owners thereof shall at all times permit the naval 
architects in tlie cmplo}-^ of the United States to examine 
and cop 3 ^ the models of such yachts. 

Yachts, belonging to a regularly organized yacht club 
of any foreign nation which shall extend like privileges to 
the yachts of the United States, shall have the privilege of 
entering or leaving aiyy poit of the United States without 
entering or clearing at the custom-honRe thereof or pa 3 ang 
tonnage tax. Provided^ That the privileges of this section 
shall not extend to an 3 ^ yacht built outside of the United 
States and owmed, chartered, or used by a citizen of the 
United States, unless such ownexship or charter was ac- 
quired prior to the passage of this Act. [Sec also Tonnage 
Tax, Paragraph, 155 ] 

Ever^ yaclit visiting a foreign country under the provi- 
sions of the four preceding sections shall, on her return to 
the United States, make, duo entry at the custom-house of 
the poit at which, on such return, she shall arrive. 

9 Official number 

The Commissioner of Navigation falmll have power, un- 
der such regulations as he shall proscribe, to establish 
and provide a system of numbering vessels so registered, 
enrolled, and licensed; and each vessel so numbered shall 
have her number deeply carved or otherwise permanently 
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marked on her mam beam, and if at any time she shall 
cease to be so marked, such vessel shall be liable to a fine 
of thiity dollais on every arrival in a port of the United 
States if she have not hei proper ofiicial numbei legally* 
carved or permanently maiKed. 

10 Name of vesseL 

The name of ovoiy documented vessel of the United 
States shall be marked upon each bow and upon the stern, 
and the home port shall also be marked upon the stern 
These names shall be painted or gilded, or consist of cut or 
carved or cast roman letters in ligiit color on a dark ground, 
or in a dark color on a light giound, secured in place, and 
to be distmctty visilfie. The smallest letters used shall not 
be less in size than four inches If any such vessel shall be 
found without these names being so marked the owner oi 
owners shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars for each 
name omitted The word ‘‘ port,’^ as used in section forty- 
one hundred and seventy-eight shall be construed to mean 
either the port where the vessel is regivstered or enrolled, 
or the place in the same district where the vessel was 
biult or where one or more of the owners reside. 

Eyeiy steam vessel of the United States, in addition to 
having her name painted on her stern, shall have the same 
conspicuously placed in distinct, plain letters, of not less 
than six inches in length on each outer side of the pilot- 
house, if it has such, and in case the vessel has side wheels, 
also on the outer side of each wheel-house; and if any such 
steamboat be found without having her name placed as 
required, she shall he subject to the same penalty as pro- 
vided by law in the case of a vessel of the United States 
found without having her name, and the name of the port 
to which she belongs, painted on her stern. 

11, Change of name. 

No master, owner, or agent of any vessel of the United 
States shall in any way change the name of such vessel, 
or by any device, advertisement, oi contrivance deceive or 
attempt to deceive the public, or any officer or agent of the 
United States, or of any State, or any corporation or agent 
thereof, or any person or persons, os to the tiue name or 
character of such vessel, on pain of the forfeiture of such 
vessel. 

The Commissioner of Navigation shall, undei the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of Commerce and Laboi,bo empow- 
ered to change the names of vessels of the United States, 
under such restrictions as may have been or shall be pro- 
scribed by act of Congress 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor be, and hereby 
is, authorized to i^ermit the owner or owners of any vessel 
duly enrolled and found seaworthy and free from debt to 
change the name of the same, when, in his opinion, there 
shall be sufficient cause for so doing The Secretary of

Conimerco and Labor shall estalilish such rules and regu- 
lations and procuiT such cvidtmce us to the age, condition, 
where built, and pecuniary liahilitj^ of the vessel as he 
may deem necessary to prevent injury to public or private 
interests; and when perniis^ion is granted b}" the Sooie- 
tary, he shall cause the order for the change of name to 
be published at least in four issues in some dmly or weekly 
paper at the place of register; and the cost oi procuring 
evidence and advertising the cliangc of name to lie paid 
hy the poison or persons desiring such change of name 

IS Draught 

The draught of every registered vessel shall bo marked 
upon the stem and stern post, in English feet or decime- 
ters, in either Arabic or Roman numerals. The bottom 
of each numeral shall indicate the draught to that line 
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18 MeasupBment, 

Before any vessel shall be registered, she shall bo meas- ^ ® 
ured by a surve 3 ^or 5 if theie bo one, or by the person he 
shall appoint, at the port oi place Ayhcre the vessel may he, 
and if there be none, by such person as the collector of the 
district within whicdi she may lie shall appoint But in all 
cases where a vessel has before been registeied as a vessel 
of the United States, it shall not be necessary to measiixo 
her anew, foi the purpose of obtaining another registei ; 
unless such v’^essel has undergone some alteration as to her 
burden, subsequent to the time of her former registry. 

The officer or per son bj^ whom such ineasureinGiit is made ^ 
shall, for the information of and as a vouchci to the officer 
by whom the registiy is to be made, grant a certificate, 
specifying the build of the vessel, her number of decks and 
masts, her length, breadth, depth, the number of tons she 
measures, and such other particulars as are usuallydesorip- 
tive of the identity of a vessel, and that her name, and the 
place to which she belongs, are painted on her stein in man- 
ner required by this Title [R, S., which certifi- 

cate shall be eounteisigned by an owner, or by the master 
of such vessel, or by some other person who shall attend 
her admeasurement, on behalf of nor owner or owners, in 
testimony of the truth of the particulars therein contained; 
without which the certificate shall not be valid. 

The registry of every vessel shall express her length and s ,4i6o 
breadth, together with her depth and the height imdei the 
third or spar deck, which shall be ascertained in the follow- 
ing manner. The tonnage deck, in vessels having three or 
more decks to the hull, shall be the second deck from below , 
ip all other cases the upper deck of the hull is to lie the 
tonnag'G-deck The length from the fore part of the outer 
planking on the side of the stem to the after part of the 
main stern-post of screw-steamers, and to the after part of 
the rudder-post of all other vessels measured on the top 
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of Iho iolinago-deck, shall bo accountod tho vossol’s longtli 
'Tlio liroadlh of the broadost part on tho outsido of tho 
vessel shall l)o accounted tho vossol’s breadth of heaui. A 
measure from the under side of tho tonnage-dock plank, 
amidships, to tho ceiling of the hold, (average thickness,) 
shall 1)0 accounted the depth of hold. If the vessel has a 
third deck, then the height from tho top of tho tonnage- 
dock plank to the under side of the nppor-clock plank shall 
]io accounted as the height undoi the spar-deck. All nicas- 
uromont to be taken in feet and fiactions of feet; and all 
fractions of feet shall be expicssed in decimals. 

No part of any vessel shall be required by the pieoeding 
section to l)e measuied or registered for tonnage that is 
used for cabins or state-rooms, and constructed entirely 
above the first dock, which is not a deck to the hull. 

14. Gross tonnage 

The register tonnage of every vessel built within the 
United States or owned by a citizen or citizens thereof 
shall be her entiie internal culfical capacity in tons of one 
hundred cubic feet each, to be ascertained as follows. 
Measure the length of the vessel in a straiglit line along 
tho upper side of tho tonnage-deck, from the inside of the 
inner planlv, average thickness, at tho side of the stem to 
tho inside of the plank on the stcrn-timlicrs, average thick- 
ness, deducting from this length what is due to Uio rake 
of th(^ bow in tho thickness of tho deck, and what is clue to 
tho rake of the stern-timlier in the thickness of tho dock, 
and also what is due to the rake of tho stern-tixnber in ono- 
third of the round of tho beam; divide the length so taken 
into tho number of equal parts required by the foUowing 
table, according to the class in such tabic to which the 
vessel belongs. 

Class one. Vessels of which tho tonnage length accoid- 
ing to the above measmeinont is fift}" feet or under; into 
six equal parts 

Class two. Vessels of which tho tonnage length accord- 
ing to tho above measurement is above fifty feet and not 
exceeding one hundred feet, into eight equal parts. 

Class thi ee. Vessels of which the tonnage Icng'th accord- 
ing to tho above measurement is above one hundred feet, 
and not exceeding one hundred and fifty feet into ten 
equal parts. 

Class foil! Vessels of which the tonnage length accord- 
ing to tlio al>DVG moasurement is abov^e one hundred and 
fifty f ei‘t, and not exceeding two liundred feet into twelve 
e([ual parts 

Class five. Vessels of which tho tonnage length accord- 
ing to tho above measurement is above two hundred feet, 
and not exceeding two hundred nnd fifty feet* into fourteen 
equal parte 

Class SIX. Vessels of which the tonnage length accord- 
ing to the above measurement is above two hundred and 
fifty feet; into sixteen equal parts. 
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Then, the hold beino sufficiently clca}*ecl to admit of the 
required depths and breadths being propeily taken, find 
the tiansverse area of such vessel at each i:)oint of division 
of the length as follows: 

Measure the depth at each point of division from a point 
at a distance of one-third of the round of the beam below 
such deck; or, in ease of a break, below a line stretched 
in continuation thereof, to the upper side of the floor-tim- 
ber, at the inside of the limber -strake, after deducting 
the average thickness of the ceiling, which is between the 
bilge-planks and limber-strake; then, if the depth at the 
midship divhion of the length do not exceed sixteen feet, 
divide each depth into four equal parts; then measure the 
inside horizontal breadth, at each of the three points of 
division, and also at the upper and lower points of the 
depth, extending each nieasui’emcnt to the average thick- 
ness of that part of the ceiling which is between the points 
of measurement; number these breadths from above, 
numbering the upper breadth one, and so on down to the 
lowest breadth; multiply the second and fourth ])yfour, 
and the third by two, add these products togethei, and to 
the sum add the first breadth and the lastj or fifth; mul- 
tiply the quantity thus obtained bj" one-third of the com- 
mon interval lietween the breadths, and the product shall 
bo deemed the transverse area; but if the midship depth 
exceed sixteen feet, divide each depth into six equal parts, 
instead of four, and measuie as before diieotcd, the hori- 
zontal bieadths at the five points of division, and also at 
the upper and lower points of the depth, number them 
from above as before, multiply the second, fourth, and 
sixth by four, and the third and fifth by two; add these 
products together, and to the sum add the first breadth 
and the last, or seventh, multiply the (Quantities thus 
obtained b}- one-third of the common interval between the 
breadths, and the product shall be deemed the transverse 
area. 

Having thus ascertained the tianaverse area at each 
point of division of the length of the vessel, as required 
above, proceed to ascertain the register tonnage of the 
vessel in the following manner: 

Number the areas successively one, two, three, and so 
forth, number one being at the extreme limit of the length 
at the bow, and the last number at the extreme limit of the 
length at the stern; then, whether the length be divided 
according to the table into six or sixteen parts, as in classes 
one and six, or any intermediate number, as in classes two, 
three, four, and five, multiply the secon(l, and every even- 
lUimbeied area by four, and the third, and every odd-num- 
bered area, except the fiist and last, by two; add these 
products together, and to the sum add the first and last if 
they yield anything; multiply the quantities thus obtained 
by one-third of the common interval between the areas, 
and the product will be the cubical contents of the space 
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under the tonnago-deck; divido this" pioduct by one hun- 
dred, and the quotient, being the tonnage under the ton- 
inigc-deok, shall bo deemed to bo the register tonnage of 
the vessel subject to the additions heieinafter mentioned. 

IB. Deck-houses, bt'eaks, eic 

If there lie a break, a poop, or any other permanent 
closed-in space on the upper deck, available for cargo, or 
stores, or for the berthing or accommodation of passen- , 
gers or crew, the tonnage of that space shall bo ascertained 
as follows and added to the gross tonnage: 

Measure the internal mean length of such space in feet, 
and divide it into an even number of equal x^arta of which 
the distance asunder shall be most nearly equal to those 
into which the length of the tonnage-deck nas been divided; 
measure at the middle of its height the luside breadths; 
namely, one at each end and at each of the x>oints of divi- 
sion, numbering them successively one, two, three, and so 
forth; then to the saiu of the end breadths add four times 
the sum of the ovon-numbered breadths and twice the sum 
of the odd-numbered breadths, except the first and last, 
and multix:)ly the whole sum by one-third of the common 
interval between the breadths; the piodiict will give the 
mean horizontal area of such space; then measure tlio mean 
height between the planks of the decks, and multiply by 
it ttie mean horizontal area; divide the product by one 
hundred, and the quotient shall be deemed to be the ton- 
nage of such solace, and shall lie added to the tonnage 
under the tonnage-decks, ascertained as aforesaid. P/’o- 
mded^ That nothing shall be added to the gross tonnage 
for any sheltered space above the ujpper^ deck which is 
under cover and open to the weather, that is, not inclosed. 

16. Bet ween- deck 8 

If a vessel has a third deck, or spar deck, the tonnage 
of the space between it and the tonnage-deck shall be 
ascertained as follows: 

Measure in feet the inside length of the space, at the 
middle of its height, from the plank at the side of the stem to 
the plank on the timbers at the stern, and divide the length 
into the same number of equal parts into which the length 
of the tonnage-deck is divided; measure, also at the middle 
of its height, the inside lireadlh of the space at each of the 
Xioints of division, also the breadth of the stem and the 
breadth at the stern; number them successively one, two, 
three, and so forth, commencing at the stem; multiply the 
second, and all other even-numbered breadths, by four, and 
the third, and all the other odd-numbered breadths, except 
the first and last, by two, to the sum of these products add 
the first and last breadths, inultqily the whole sum by one- 
third of the common interval between the breadths, and 
the result will give, in superficial feet, the mean horizontal 
area of such space; measure the mean height between the 
plank of the two decks, and multiply by it the mean hori- 
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zontal area, and the prodnct will he the cubical contents of 
the space; divide this pi oduefc by one hundred, and the quo- 
tient shall be deemed to be the tonnage of sueh space, and 
shall be added to the other tonnage of Bie vessel ascertained 
as above directed. And if the vessel has more than three 
docks, the tonnage of each space between decks, above 
the tonnage-deck, shall be severally ascertained in the 
manner above described, and shall be added to the tonnage 
of the vessel, ascertained as a1)0ve directed. 

1 7 Open vessels 

In ascertaining the tonnage of open vessels the upper R R usa 
edge of the uxiper strake is to form the boundary -line of 
measurement, and the depth shall ]>o taken from an ath wart- 
ship line, extending from the upper edge of such strake at 
each division of the length. 

18. Waier ballast 

In the case of a ship constructed with a double bottom 
for water ballast, if the space between the inner and outer 
plating thereof is certified by the collector to be not avail- 
able for the carriage of cargo, stores, or fuel, then the depth 
of tlie vessel shall ))e taken to be the upper side of the 
inner plating of the double bottom, and that upper side 
shall for the purposes of measurement be deemed to repre- 
sent the floor timber. 

19. t/et tonnage 

From the gross tonnage of every vessel of the United 
States there shall be deducted — 

20 Crew accommodat/ons 

(a) The tonnage of the spaces or compartments occupied 2 . mb 
by or appropriated to the use of the crew of the vessel. 

Every place appropriated to the crew of the vessel shall 
have a space of not less than seventy -two cubic feet and 
not less than twelve superficial feet, measured on the deck 
or floor of that place, for each seaman or apprentice lodged 
therein. The provisions of this Act requiring a crew space 
of seventy-two cubic feet per man shall apply only to ves- 
sels the construction of which shall be begun after June 
thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety -five. Such place 
shall be securely constructed, properly lighted, drained, and 
ventilated, propeily protected from weather and sea, and as 
far as practicable properly shut off and protected from the 
efliuviumof cargo or bil^c water; and failure to comply with 
this provision shall >subject the owner to a penalty of five 
hundred dollars. Every place so occupied shall be kept 
free from goods or stores of any kind not being the personal 
property of the crew in use during the voyage; and if any 
such place is not so kept free the master shall forfeit and 
pay to each seaman or apprentice lodged in that place the 
sum of fifty cents a day for each day during which any 
goods or stores as aforesaid are kept or stored in the place 
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after complaint been made to him by any two or more 
of the seamen so lodged. No deduciion from tonnage as 
aforesaid shall be made unless there is permanently (5ut in 
a beam and oyer the doorway of every such place the num- 
ber of men it is allowed to accoiumodato with these words, 
“ certified to accommodate seamen/’ 

Every place appiopriatcd to the crow of a seagoing ves- 
sel of the United States, except a fishing vessel, yacht, a 
pilot boat, and all vessels under two hundi’cd tons register, 
shall have a space of not less than seventy-two cubic feet 
and not less than twelve vsquare feet measured on the deck 
or floor of that place for each seaman or apprentice lodged 
therein. Provided^ That any such seagoing sailing vessel, 
built or rebuilt after June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-eight, shall have a space of not less than one hun- 
dred cubic feet and not less than sixteen square feet meas- 
ured on the deck or flooi of that space for each seaman or 
appi entice lodged therein. Sucli place shall be securely 
constructed, properly lighted, drained, heated and venti- 
lated, properly protected from weather and sea, and, as far 
as ^practicable, properly shut off and protected from the 
effluvium of cargo or bilge water. 

Fisbing vessels, yachts, and pilot boats are hereby ex- 
empted u'om the provisions of section one of chapter one 
hundred and seventy- throe of the laws of eighteen nun- 
dred and ninety -five, entitled “An Act to amend section 
one of chapter three hundred and ninety-eight of the laws 
cf eighteen hundred and eigbty-tAvo, entitled ‘An Act to 
provide for deductions from the gross tonnage of vessels of 
the United Ststes,”’ so far as said section prescribes the 
amount of space which shall bo appropriated to the crew 
and provides that said space shall be kept free from goods 
or stores not being the personal property of the crew in 
use during the voyage. 

Every steamboat of the United States plying upon the 
Mississippi River or its tributaries shall furnish an appro- 
priate place for the crew, which shall conform to the require- 
ments of this section so far as they shall be applicable 
thereto by providing sleeping room in the engine room of 
the steamboats properly protected from the cold, winds, 
and rain by means of suitable awnings or screens on either 
side of the guards or sides and forward, I’caching from the 
boiler deck to the lower or mam deck, under the direction 
and approval of the Supervising Inspector-General of Steam 
Vessels, and shall 1)0 properly heated. Any failure to com- 
ply with this section shall subject the owner or owners to 
a penalty of five hundred dollars 

21. Deductions for other purposes 

(b) Any space exclusively for the use of the master certi- 
fied by the collector to be reasonable in extent and properly 
constructed, and the words “ Certified for the accommoda- 
tion of master” to be permanently cut m a beam and over 
the door of such space. 
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((*) Any space used exclusively for the working of the 
helm, tlie capstan, and the aiichoi geai, oi for koejiing the 
charts, signals, and othei instruments of navigation and 
hoatswam's stores, and the w^ords '•‘Certified for steering 
gear,’’ or “Certified for lionts wain’s stores,” or “Certified 
(*hari house,” as the case may he, to he perraancutly cut in 
the beam and ovei the doorway of each of such spaces. 

(d) The space occupied by the donkey engine and boiler, 
if connected with the main pumps of the slup. 

(c) In the ease of a ship propelled wholly ])y sails any 
space, not exceeding two and one-half per centum of the 
gross tonnage, used exclusively for storage of sails: Ppo- 
vUled^ That spaces deducted shall be certified bv the col- 
lector to be leasonable in extent and properly and efficiently 
consti acted for the purposes foi which they are intended, 
and the words “ Certified for storage of sails” to be out on 
the beam and over the doorway of such space. 

22 Deductions for propelling power 

(f ) In the case of a ship propelled by steam or other 2, m 
powei requiring engine room, a deduction for the space 
occupied by the pi opellmg power shall lie made, as follows. 

Ill ships piopelled by paddle wheels in which the ton- 
nage of the space occupied and necessaiy for the proper 
working of the boilers and machinery is above twenty per 
centum and under thirt3^per centum of the gross tonnage, 
tliG deduction shall be tliirty-scven per centiuii of the gross 
tonnage, and in ships propelled by screws in which the ton- 
nage of the space is above thirteen pei centum and under 
twenty per centum of the gross tonniige, the deduction 
shall be tliirty-two per centum of the gross tonnage. In 
the case of screw steamers the contents of the trunk shaft 
shall be deemed spaces necessar}?^ for the proper working of 
the machinery. 

(g) In the case of othei vessels in which the actual space 
occupied by the propelling machineiy amounts in the case 
of paddle vessels to twenty per centum 01 under and in the 
case of sciew vessels to thirteen per centum or under of 
the gloss tonnage of the ship, the deduction shall consist in 
the case of paddle vessels of once and a half the tonnage of 
the actual machincx^^ space and in the case of screw vessels 
of once and three-fourths the tonnage of the actual machin- 
ery space. But if the actual inachiiiery space is so large 
as to amount in the case of paddle vessels to thirty per 
centum or above, and in the case of screw vessels to twenty 
perccntiim or above of the gross tonnage of the ship, the 
deduction shall consist of thirty-bcven pei centum of the 
gross tonnage of the ship in the case of a paddle vessel 
and thirty-two per centum of the gross tonnage in the case 
of a screw vessel; 01 if the owner prefers there shall he 
deducted from the gross tonnage of the vessel the tonnage 
of the space or spaces actually occupied by or required to 
be inclosed for the pioper worldng of the boilers and 
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machinery, ineUiding the ti’uiik sliaft oi aney in wci’cw 
stoaniors, with the iiddiUon in the eabc of vesdcls propelled 
with paddle wheels of fifty per centum, and in the case of 
vessels propelled by screws of seventy-live per centum of 
the tonnage of sucli .^paco 

(i) On a request in writing to the Conimissioiier of Navi- 
gation by the owners of a ship the tonnage of such portion 
of the space or spaces abovc^ the crown of the engine room 
and i^l)o^a'. the upper dock as is framed in for the machinery 
or for the admission of light and air and not required to be 
added to giOvSS tonnage shall, for the pm pose of ascertain- 
ing the tonnage of mo space occupied by the propelling 
powei’, be added to the tonnage of the engine space; but 
it shall then be included in the gross tonnage; such space 
or vspa(*es must be reasonable in extent, safe, and seaworthj^, 
and can not bo used for an}^ purpose other than the machin- 
ery or for the admission of light and air to the machinery 
or boilers of the »ship.

23. Register tonnage 

And the proper deduction from the gross tonnage having 
l)ocn made, the remainder shall 1)0 deemed the net or reg- 
ister tonnage of such vessels. 

The register of the vessel shall express the iimnbcr of 
decks, the tonnage under the tonnage-deck, that of the be- 
tweeu-decks, above the tomiage-deck; also that of the poop 
or other inclosed spaces above the deck, each separately. 

The register or other official certificate of the tonnage or 
nationality of a vessel of the United Stales, in addition to 
Avhat is now required by law to be expressed therein, shall 
state separately the deductions made from the gioss ton- 
nage, and shall also state the net or register tonnage of the 
vessel 

But the outstanding registers or enrollments of vessels 
of the United States shall not bo rendered void by the 
addition of such new statement of her tonnage, unless vol- 
untarily surrendered; but the same may he added to the 
outstanding document oi by an appendix theieto, with a 
certificate of a colleetoi of customs that the original esti- 
mate of tonnage is amended. 

In eveiy vessel documontod as a vessel of the United 
States the mimlior denoting hei net tonnage shall bo deepty 
carved or otherwise permanently marked on liennain beam, 
and shall lie so continued, and if the number at any time 
cease to ])o continued such vessel shall be subject to a fine 
of thirty dollars on every arrival in a port of the United 
States if she have not hei tonnage number legally carved 
or pcrmanentl3^ marked. 

Under the direction of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor the Commissioner of Navigation shall make regula- 
tions needful to give effect to the provisions of this Act. 
The Sccretaiy of Commerce and Labor shall establish and 
promulgate a proper scale of fees to be paid for the read- 
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measurement of the spaces to be deducted from the gro&s 
tonnage of a vessel, on the basis of the last sentence of 
section foity-one hundred and eighty-six of the Revised 
Statutes, beginning with the wor^ “But the charge for 
the measui^einent.’” 

S4, Appendix of measurement 

Upon application by the owner or master of an Ameri- 
can vessel in foreign trade, collectors of customs, under 
regulations to be approved by the Secietaiy of Commerce 
and Labor, are authorized to attach to the registei of such 
vessel an appendix stating separately, for use in foreign 
ports, the measurement of such apace or spaces as are 
permitted to be deducted from gross tonnage by the rules 
of other nations and are not permitted by the laws of the 
United States. 

This Act shall not be construed to require the remeas- 
ureineiit of anv American vessel duly measured before 
Aiiril first, eighteen hundred and ninety-five; but upon 
application by the owner of any such vessel collectors of 
customs shall cause such vessel, or the spaces to be de- 
ducted, to be measured according to the provisions of tins 
Act, and if a new register is not issued the statement of 
such romeasuioinent shall be attached b}^ an appendix to 
the outstanding register or enrollment with a certificate of 
the collector of customs that the original estimate of ton- 
nage IS amended puisuant to this Act. 

35. Vessels exempt from measurement 

The provisions foiegoing i elating to the measurement 
of vessels shall not bo deemed to apply to any vessel not 
required b}’^ law to he registered, or enrolled, or licensed, 
unless otherwise specially provided 

36 Measurement of foreign vessels. 

Whenever it is made to appeal to the Secretary of Com- 
meice and Laboi that the luics concerning the measuic- 
ment for tonnage of vessels of the United States have been 
substaniiallv aclopted by the government of any foreign 
country, ho may direct that the vessels of such foreign 
country be deemed to be of the tonnage denoted in their 
certificates of register or other national papers, and there- 
upon it shall not be necessary for such vessels to be 
remeasured at any poit in the United States; and when it 
shall be necessaiy to ascerbiin the tonnage of any vessel 
not a vessel of the United States, ffie said tonnage shall be 
ascertained in the manner provided by law for the measure- 
ment of vessels of the United States.

In Older to the registry of any vosbcl built within the 
United Statow, it shall be necessaiy to pioduce a cortificatej 
under the hand of the principal or niastcv oaipentcr, by 
whom or under whoso direction the vessel ha.s been built, 
testifying that she Avas built by him or under his direction, 
and specifying the place where, the time when, and the per- 
son for whom, and desciibing her build, number of decks 
and mosta^ length, breadth, depth, tonnage, and such other 
circumstances as are usually descriptive of the identity of 
a vessel; which certificate shall be sufficient to authorize 
the removal of a new vessel from the district whoic she 
be built to another district in the same or an adioining 
State, wheic the owner actually resides, piovided it be with 
ballast only. 

28 Oath of owner, 

a s,iu2 Xn order to the registry of any vessel, an oath shall bo 
taken and subscribed by the oAvner, or by one of the owners 
thereof, before the officer authoi’ized to make sucli registry, 
declaring, according to the best of the knowledge andbelief 
of the person so sAvearme, the name of .such vessel, her 
burden, the place where she Avas built, if built within the 
United States, and the year in which she Avas built; or that 
she has been captured in Avar, specifying the time, by a 
oitizeu of the United States, and lawfully condemned as 
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prize, producing a copy of the sentence of condemnation, 
authenticated in the usual forms; or that she has been 
adjudged to be forfeited for a breach of the laws of the 
United States, producing a like copy of the adjudication of 
forfeiture; and declaring his name and place of abode, and 
if he be the sole owner of the vessel, that such is the case; 
or if there be another owner, that there is such other owner, 
specifying his name and place of abode, and that he is a 
citizen of the United States, and specifying the proportion 
belonging to each owner; and wheie an owner resides in a 
foreign country, in the capacity of a consul of the United 
States, or as an agent for and a partner in a house oi 
copaitnership consisting of citizens of the United States, 
actually carrying on trade within the United States, that 
such is the case, that the person so swearing is a citizen of 
the United States, and that there is no sub]ect or citizen 
of any foreign prince or state, directly or indirectly, hy way 
of trust, confidence, or otherwise, interested in such vessel, 
or in the profits or issues theieof, and that the master 
thereof is a citizen, naming the master, and stating the 
means whereby or manner in which he is a citizen. 

If any of the matters of fact alleged in the oath taken by u s ,4143 
an owner to obtain the registry of any vessel, which within

If the master of a vessel is within the district where a ms, 1144 
registry thereof is to be made, when application is made 
for registering the same, he shall himself, instead of the 
owner, or of the agent or attorney, as hereinafter men- 
tioned, make oath touching his being a citizen, and the 
means whereby or manner in which bo is a citizen ; in which 
case, if the mastei shall knowingly swear to anything un- 
true, no forfeiture of the vessel, on account of such false 
oath, shall bo incurred, but the master shall be liable to a 
penalty of one thousand dollars. 

80. Place of registry, 

Ever}^ vessel, except as is hereinafter provided^ shall be b s ,4141

When the scvei al matters herein! )efore required, in order R s , ass 
to the registering of any vessel, have Iiecn complied with, 
the collcctoi of the distiict compiclicnding the jioit to 
which she belongs shall make and keep in some proper book 
a registry thereof, and shall grant a certificate of such rog'- 
istry, as nearly as may be, in the form following. 

In pursuance of chapter one, Title XLVIII, '■^Kegula- 

TION OF COMMEKOE AND NAVIGATION,” of thc ReVlSCd 
Statutes of the United States, (inserting hero the name, 
occupation, and place of abode of the poison by whom the

ber of tons) ; that she is (describing bei o the particular kind

specilied, accoiding io law, the said vessel has been duly 
registered at the port of (naming tlio port where registered) 
Given under my hand and seal, at. (riamiiig the said port), 
this (inseiling the particular day) day of (naming the 
month), in the year (specifying the number of the ^^ear, in 
words, at length) 

When the master of such vessel himself makes oath touch- 
ing his being a citizen, the wording of the certiticatc shall 
be varied so as to bo conformable to the truth of the case. 
Where a new certificate of registry is granted m conse- 
quence of any tiansfer of a vessel, the words shall be so 
varied as to refer to the former certificate of registry for 
her ineasurcmcnt 

The collector of each district shall progressively number 
the certificates of the legist ry by him granted, beginning 
anew at the commencement of each year, and shall enter 
an exact copy of cacli certificate in a liook to be kept for 
that purpose; and shall, once in three months, transmit 
to the Commissioner of Naidgation copies of all the cei'tifi- 
cates which shall have boon granted by him, including tho 
number of each 

It shall be tho duty of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor to cause to lie provided blank certificates of registry, 
and siu'h other papers as may be necessary, executed in 
such manner and with such marks as ho may direct. No 
certificate of vegistiy shall be issued, except such as shall 
have been so provided and marked. 

Tho Secretary of Conimorco and Labor shall cause to 
be transmitted, from time to time, to the collectors of 
the several districts, a sufficient number of forms of the 
certificates of registry, attested under the seal of the De- 
partment of Commei^ce and Labor and the hand o I the Com- 
missioner of Navigation, with pioper blanks, to be filled by 
the collectors, respectively, by whom also the certificates 
shall be signed and sealed, before they are issued; and 
where there is a naval officer at any port, they shall be 
countersigned by him; and where there is a sm veyor, but 
no naval officer, they shall be countersigned by him. A 
copy of each certificate issued shall be tiansmitted to the 
Commissioner of Navigation, who shall cause a record to 
be kept of the same. 

Custody and surrender of register. 

A certificate of registry shall be solely used for the ves- 
sel for which it is granted, and shall not bo sold, lent, or 
otherwise disposed of, to any person whomsoever; and in 
case the vessel so registered shall be lost, or taken by an 
enemy, burned, or broken up, or shall be otherwise pre- 
vented from returning to tlie port to which she may belong, 
the certificate, if preserved, shall be delivered up within 
eight days after the arrival of the master or person having 
the charge or command of such vessel within any district of 
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the United States, to the collector of ,su(‘h district; and if 
any foreigner, or any person f oi the use and benefit of such 
foreigner, shall purchase or otherwise become entitled to 
the whole, or any part or share of, or interest in such ves- 
sel, the same being within a district of the United States, 
the certificate shall, within seven days after such purchase, 
change, or transfer of property, be delivered up to the col- 
lector of the distiict; and if any such purchase, change, 
or transfer of property sliall happen when such vessel shall 
be at any foreign poit or place, or at sea, then the master 
or person having the charge or coniniand thereof shall, 
within eight days after his arrival within any district of the 
United States, deliver up the certificate to the collet’ tor of 
such district. Any mastei or owner violating the jirovi- 
sions of this section shall be liable to a penalty of not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars, and the certificate of registry 
shall be thenceforth void The Secretary of Commeicc 
and Labor shall have the }:iower to remit or mitigate such 
penalt}^ if in his opinion it was incurred without willful 
negligence or intention of fraud 

33. Ragjsiers to corporations 

Registeis for vessels owned hy any incorporated com- 
pany may be issued in the name of the president or secre- 
tary of such company, and such register shall not be 
vacated or aflocted Ijy sales of any shares of stock in such 
company. 

Upon the death, removal, or resignation of such presi- 
dent or secretary of any incorporated company owning an 3^ 
vessel, a new register shall be taken out for such vessel. 

Previous to granting a register for any vessel owned by 
any incorporated compan}^ or hy an individual or indi- 
viduals, the president or secretar}" of such company, or 
any other ofiicer or agent thereof, duly authorized Iry said 
company in writing, attested by the corporate seal thereof, 
to act for the company in this behalf, or the managing 
owner, or his agent duly authorized by power of attornej^, 
when such vessel is owned b}" an individual or individuals, 
shall swear to the ownership of the vessel without desig- 
nating the names of the persons composing the company, 
when such vessel is owned b^^ a corporation, and the oath 
of either of said officeis or agents shall be deemed sufficient 
without requiring the oath of any other person interested 
and concerned in such vessel 

34 Change of owner 

Whenever it appears, bv satisfactor}"^ proof, to the Com- 
missioner of Navigation that any vessel has been sold and 
transferred by piocess of law, and that the register of such 
vessel is retained by the former owner, the Commissioner 
may direct the collector of the district to which such ves- 
sel maj^ belong to grant a new registei , under such sale, 
on the owners com]fiying with such terms and conditions 
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as are by law i cquircd for granting such papers; excepting 
onlj’- the dob vex mg up of the former certificate of I'egTstiy* 
But nothing in this section shall be construed to remove 
the liability of any person to any penalty for not surren- 
dering the papers belonging to any vessel, on a transfer 
or sale of the same. 

When any vessel, registered puisuantto any law of the 
United States, shall, while she is without the limits of 
the United States, be sold or transferred in whole or in 
part to a citizen of the United States, such vessel on her 
first arrival in the United States thereafter, shall be enti- 
tled to all the piiyileges and benefits of a vessel of the 
United States. Provided, That all the requisites of law, in 
order to the registry of vessels, shall be complied with, 
and a new cortinoate of registry obtained for such vessel, 
within three days from the time at which the master or 
other person having the charge or command of such vessel 
IS required to make his final report upon her first arrival 
afterward 

36 Change of build 

Whenever any vessel, which has been registered, ib, in 
whole or in part, sold or transferred to a citizen of the 
United States, or is alteied in form or burden, by being 
lengthened or built upon, or from one denomination to 
another, by the mode or method of rigging or fitting, the 
vessel shall be leg’isfcered anew, by herformer name, accord- 
ing to the directions hereinbefore ct)ntaiued, otherwise she 
shall cease to be deemed a vessel of the United States. 
The former certificate of registry of such vessel shall be 
delivered up to the collector to whom api)lication for >such 
new registry is made, at the time that the same is made, to 
be by him transmitted to the Commissioner of Navigation, 
who shall cause the same to be canceled. In every such 
case of sale or transfer, there shall be some instiument of 
wiiting, in the nature of a bill of sale, which shall recite, 
at length, the certificate, otherwise the vessel shall be 
incapable of being so registered anew, 

36. Change of master 

When the master or person having the charge or com- 
mand of a registered vessel is changed, the owner, or one 
of the owners, or the new master of such vessel, shall 
report such change to the collector of the district where 
the same has happened, or whore the vcHsel shall first bo 
after the same has happened, and shall produce to him the 
certificate of registry of such vessel, and shall make oath, 
showing that such new master is a citizen of the United 
States, and the manner in which or means whereby he is 
so a citizen Thereupon the collector shall indorse upon 
the certificate of registry a memorandum of such change, 
specifying the name of such new master, and shall sub- 
scribe the memorandum with his name, and if other than 
the collector of the district by whom the certificate of reg- 
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istry was granted, shall transmit a copy of the memoian- 
dum to him, with notice of the particular vessel to which 
it relates, and the collector of tlie district, by whom the 
certificate shall have been granted, shall make a like mem- 
orandum of such change in liis book of registers, and shall 
tiansniit a copy thereof to the Commissioner of Naviga- 
tion If the change is not leported, or if the oath is not 
taken j as aboA^e directed, the registry of such vessel shall 
be void, and the master or person having the charge or 
command of her shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred 
dollars 

37 Mortgage and bdl of saJe 

No bill of sale, mortgage, hypothecation, or conveyance 
of any vessel, or part of any vessel, of the United States, 
shall be valid against person other than the grantor or 
mortgagor, his heiis and deAUsees, and persons having 
actum notice thereof, unless such hill of sale, mortgage, 
hypothecation, or coiiA^eyanco is recorded in the oflSce ox 
the collector of the customs where such A^essel is registered 
or e 111 oiled. The lien liy bottomry on any A^essel, created 
during her Atoyage, by a loan of mone^^ or materials neces- 
sary to repair or enable her to prose caite a voyage, shall 
not, however, lose its priority, or be in any Avay aflected 
the provisions of this section 

The collectors of the customs shall recoid all such bills 
of sale, mortgages, hypothecations, or coiiA'eyances, and, 
also, all certifeates for discharging and canceling any such 
com^eyances, m boolcs to be kept for that purpose, ni the 
order of their reception; noting in such books, and also 
on the bill of sale, mortgage, hypothecation, or conveyance, 
the time when the same was reoeh^ed, and shall certify on 
the bill of sale, mortgage, hypothecation, or conveyance, or 
certificate of discharge or cancellation, the number of the 
book and page wheie recorded; but no bill of sale, mort- 
gage, hypothecation, coiweyanco, or discharge of mortgage 
or other incumbrance of any A^'essel, shall be i eeorded, unless 
the same is duly acknowledged befoi c a notary public oi 
othei officer authoiized to take acknowledgment of deeds 

The collectors of the customs shall keep an index of such 
records, inserting alphabetically the names of the vendoi 
or mortgagor, and of tlie purchaser or mortgagee, and shall 
permit such index and books of records to be inspected 
during office hours, undei such rea»sonalfic regulations as 
they may establish, and shall, when lequired, furnish to 
any person a ceitificale, setting forth the names of the 
owners of any vessel legistered or eni oiled, the parts or 
proportions owned by each, if inserted in the registei or 
enrollment, and also Ihe material facts of aii}^ existing bill 
of sale, mortgage, hypothecation, or other incumbrance 
upon such vessel, recorded since the issuing of the last 
register or enrollment, viz, the date, ainountot such incum- 
brance, and from and to Avhoiii or in whose favor made. 
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Tho collectors of the customs shall furnish certified copies 
of such records, on the receipt of fifty cents for each bill of 
sale, mortgage, or other conversance. 

All bills of sale of vessels registered or enrolled, shall set 
forth the part of the vessel owned by each person selling, 
and the paid, conveyed to each person purchasing. 

38. Sa/e to af/en. 

If any vessel registered a,s a vessel of the United States 
shall be sold or transferred, in whole or in part, by waj" 
of trust, confidence, or othemise, to a subject or citizen of 
an}" foreign prince or vState,and such sale or transfer shall 
not be made known, as hereinbefore directed, such vessel, 
together with her tackle, apparel, and furniture, shall lie 
forfeited. If such vessel, however, be so owned in part 
only, and it is made to appear to the jury before whom the 
trial for such forfeiture is had, that any other owner of such 
vessel, being a citizen of the United States, was wholly 
ignorant of tho sale or transfer to or ownership of such 
foreign >subject or citizen, tlie shaie oi interest of such citi- 
zen of the United States shall not bo subject to such fox'- 
feituic, and the residue only shall be so forfeited 

39 Loss of reg /step 

Whenever the certificate of the registry of any vessel is 
lost, destro 3 ’’ed, or mislaid, tho mastei , or other person hav- 
ing the charge or command thereof, may make oath before 
tho collector of the district where such vessel shall first be 
after such loss, destruction, or mislaying, in the form fol- 
lowing: ^‘I, (inserting here tho name of the person swear- 
ing), being master (or having the charge or command) of 
the ship 01 vessel called the (inserting the name of the ves- 
sel), do swear (or affirm) that the said vessel hath been, as 
I verily believe, registered according to law, by the name 
of (inserting again the name of the vessel), and that a cer- 
tificate thereof was granted by the collector of the distiict 
of (naming the district where registeied), which certificate 
has been lost (oi destio 3 ^ed, oi unintentionally and by meie 
accident mislaid, as the case may be); and (except where 
the certificate is alleged to have lieen destroyed) that the 
same, if found again, and within my power, shall be deliv- 
ered up to the collector of the district in which it was 
grahted.^’ Such oath shall bo subscribed by the party 
making tho same, and upon such oath being made, and tho 
other requisites of this Title [R, S., 4131-4805] m order to 
the registry of vessels being complied with, it shall be law- 
ful for tho collector of the district before whom such oath 
is made, to grant a new register, inserting therein that the 
same is issued in lieu of the one lost or destroyed. 

Whenever a register is granted in lieu of one lost or 
destroyed, by any other than the collector of the district to 
which the vessel actually belongs, such register shall, 
within ten days aftei her first arrival within the district 
to which she belongs, be delivered up to the collector of 
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sucli district, who shall, thereupon, grant a new register in 
lieu thereof. And in case the master or commander shall 
neglect to deliver up such register within the time above 
mentioned, he shall be liable t^o a penalty of one hundred 
dollars, and the former registei shall become null and void 

40 Failure to deliver former register 

In every case in which a vessel is required to be registered 
anew, if she shall not be so registered anew, she shall not 
he entitled to an}’" of the privileges or benefits of a vessel 
of the United States. And if her former certificate of reg- 
istry is not delivered up, except where the same may have 
been destroyed, lost, or unintentionally mislaid, and an oath 
thereof shall have been made, as hereinbefore preseribed, 
the owner of such vessel shall be liable to a penalfcj^ of five 
hundred dollars, to be recovered, with costa of suit. 

41. Cancellation of register 

Eveiy certificate of registry which is delivered up to a 
collector on the loss, destruction, or capture of a vessel, or 
the transfer thereof to a foreigner, shall be forthwith trans- 
mitted to the Commissioner of Na\dgatioo to be canceled, 
who, if the same shall have been delivered up to a collectoi 
other than of the district in which it Avas granted, shall 
cause notice of such deliveiy to he given to the collector of 
such district 

Whenever the master or owner of a vessel shall deliver 
up the register of such vessel, agreeably to the provisions 
of this Title [R. S., 4131-4305], if to the collector of the 
district where the same was granted, the collector shall 
thereupon cancel tlie bond which shall have lieen given at 
the time of granting such legister, or if to the collector of 
any other district, such collector shall grant to the master, 
commander, or owner, a receipt or acknowledgment that 
such register has been delivei ed to him, and the time when , 
and upon such leceipt being produced to the collector b}’' 
whom the register was granted, he shall cancel the bond 
of the iiarty, as if the registei had been returned to him, 
[Note — Bonds abolished eTanuary 16, 1895 This section 
applies only to outstanding bonds.] 

42 Special registry law 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor is hei'eby author- 
ized and directed to grant registeis, as vessels of the United 
States, to such fureign-huilt steamships now engaged in 
freight and passenger businesvs, and sailing in an eshiblished 
line fiom a port in the United States, as are of a tonnage of 
not less than eight thousand tons, and capable of a speed 
of not less than twenty knots per hour, according to the 
existing method of Government teat for speed, of which 
not less than ninety per centum of the shares of the capital 
of the foreign corporation or association owning the same 
was owned January first, eighteen hundred and ninety, 
and has continued to be owned until the passage of this 
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acfc by citizens of the Uniiocl States, iiicludnig as such 
citizens corporations created under the laws of any of the 
States thereof, upon the American owners of such majority 
interest obtaining n full and complete transfer and title to 
such steamships from the foreign corporations owning the 
same: Pi^muded^ That such American owners *shaU, subse- 
quent to the date of this law, haye built, or have con- 
tracted to build, in American shipyards, steamships of an 
aggregate tonnage of not less in amount than that of the 
steamships so admitted to registry. Each steamship so 
built or contracted for to be or a tonnage of not less than 
seven thousand tons. 

,Tho Secretary of Commerce and Labor, on being satisfied 
that such steamships so acquired by American citizens, or 
by such corporation or corporations as above set forth, are 
such as come within the provisions of this act, and that 
the American owners of such steamships, for which an 
Araeincan rcgistiy is to be granted under the provisions 
hei'eof , have nuilt or contracted to build in American ship- 
yaids steamships of an aggregate tonnage as set forth in 
the first section hereof, snail direct the bills of sale or 
transfer of the foreign-built steamships so acqiuiedtobe 
recorded in the office' of the collector of customs of the 
proper collection district, and cause such steamships to be 
registered as vessels of the United States by said collector. 

After whicdi, each of >such vessels shall be entitled to all 
the rights and privileges of a vessel of the U nited States, 
except that it shall not be employed in the coastwise trade 
of the United States. 

No further or other inspection shall bo required for the 
said steamship or steamsnips than is now required for 
foreign steamships carrying passengers under the exist- 
ing laws of the United States, and a special certificate of 
inspection may lie issued for each steamship registered 
under this act; and before issuing the registry to any such 
steamship as a vessel of the United States the collector of 
customs of the proper collection district shall cause such 
steamship to be measured and described in accoi’dance 
with the laws of the United States, which meavsurement 
and description shall be lecited in the certificate of registry 
to be issued under this act. 

Any steamsliip so registered under the provisions of this 
act may be taken and used by the United States as cruisers 
or transports upon payment to the owners of the fair actual 
value of the same at the time of the taking, and if there 
shall be a disagreement as to the fair actual value at the 
time of taking between the United States and the owners, 
then the same shall be determined by two impartial ap- 
praisers, one to be appointed by each of said parties, who, 
in case of disagreement, shall select a third, the award ox 
any two of the three so chosen to be final and conclusive

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43 Change of trade 

The collcctorb of the soyeval districts may enroll and 
license any vessel that may be registered, upon such legis- 
try being given up, or may register any vessel that may he 
enrolled, upon such enrollment and license being given up. 

When any vessel shall be in any other district than the 
one to which she belongs, the collector of such district, on 
the application of the master thereof, and upon his taking 
an oath that, according to his best knowledge and belief, 
the property remains as expressed in the legistor or enroll- 
ment proposed to he giA^en up, shall make the exchange of 
an enrollment foi a register or a register for an enrollment; 
but in eveiy such case, the collector to whom the registQi 
or enrollment and license may ho given up shall tiansmit 
the same to the Commissioner of Navigation; and the reg- 
ister, or enrollment and license, granted in lieu thereof, 
shall, Avithiu tea days after the arrival of such vessel within

The master of every such vessel shall swear that he is a citi- 
zen of the United &jtates, and that such license shall not be 
used for any* othoi vessel or an 5^ other employment than 
that foi Avhich it was specially granted, or in any trade or 
business Avhereby the revenue of the United Stales may be 
defrauded; and if such vessels be less than twent}^ tons 
burden, the husband or managing OAvner shall swear that 
she is wholly the property of citizens of the United States; 
whereupon it shall bo the duty of the collector of the dis- 
ti ict comprehending the port whereto such vessel may belong 
to grant a license Any master or owner violating the pro- 
visions of this section shall be liable to the penalty of two 
hundred dollars, in addition to any other penalty imposed 
by law.

The collector of each distiict shall progressively number 
the licenses by him granted, beginning anew at the com- 
mencement of each year, and shall make a record thereof 
in a book, to bo by him kept for that purpose, and shall, 
once m throe months, tiansmit to the Commissioner of 
Navigation copies of the licenses which shall have been so 
granted by him, and also of such licenses a>s shall have 
been given up or returned to him, respectively, in pur- 
suance of this Title [R. S., 4311-4390] Whenevei an 3 ^ 
vessel IS licensed or oni oiled anew, or being licensed or 
enrolled is afterward registered, or being registered is 
afterward enrolled or licensed, she shall, in every such 
case, bo enrolled, licensed, or registered by her former 
name 

49. Duration of license 

No license, granted to any vessel, shall be considered m 
force any longer than such vessel is owned, and of the 
description set forth in such license, or for carrying on 
any otner business or employment than that for which she 
is specially licensed. 

60 Surtender of license, 

The license granted to any vessel shall bo given up to 
the collector of the district who may have granted the 
same, within thiee days after tho expiration of the time 
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for which it was granted, in case such A^essel be then within 
the district, oi if she ho absent at that time, within throe 
days from hei first airival AVithin the district afterward, 
or if she bo sold out of the district, within three da^^s after 
the airwal of the master AVithin any district, to the col- 
lectoi of such distiicl, taking Ins certificate therefor; and 
if the mastci thereof shall neghict or refuse to deliver up 
the license, he shall ho liable to a pcnalt}^ of fifty dollars. 

If such license, however, shall have been previously 
given up to the collector of any other district, as author- 
ized b}^ this Title [K S. , 4311-4390], and a certificate thereof 
under the hand of such collector be produced by such 
master, or if such license be lost, or destroyed, or uninten- 
tionally mislaid so that it cannot be found, and the master 
of such vessel shall make and subscribe an oath that such 
license is lost, destroyed, or unintentionally mislaid, as he 
veiily believes, and that the same, if found, shall be deliv- 
ered up, as is heroin required, then the penalty prescribed 
in the preceding section shall not lie incurred. If such 
license shall he Tost, destroyed, or unintentionally mislaid, 
before the expiration of the time for which it was granted, 
upon the like oath being made and subscribed by the 
master of such vessel, the collector, upon application being 
made therefor, shall license such vessel anew. 

The owner of any licensed A^essel may return such license 
to the collector who granted the same, at any time within 
the year for Avhich it was granted; and thereupon the col- 
lector shall cancel the same, and shall license such vessel 
anew, upon the application of the owner, and upon the 
conditions hereinbefore required being complied Avith. 

61 Enrollment and license to corporations. 

Enrollments and licenses foi vessels owned by any incor- 
porated company may bo issued in the name of the presi- 
dent or secretfuy of such company; and such enrollments 
or licenses shall not be vacated or affected by any sale of 
shares of stock in such company 

Previous to granting onroUment and license foi any ves- 
sel owned by any incorporated company, or by* an indi- 
vidual 01 individuals, the president or secretary of such 
company, or any other officer or agent thereof, duly au- 
thorized by said company in writing, attested by the cor- 
porate seal thereof, to act in its behalf, or the managing 
owner, or his agent duly authorized )y power of attorney, 
when such vessel is owned by an individual or individuals, 
shall swear to the ownership of sucli vessel without desig- 
nating the names of the persons composing’ Such company, 
when such vessel is owned by a corporation, which oath 
shall he deemed sufficient without requiring the oath of 
any other person interested or concerned in such vessel. 

Upon the death, removal, or lesig nation of the president 
or secretary of any incorporated company owning any 
steamboat or vessel, a new enrollment and license shall be 
taken out for such steamboat or vessel. 
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52 Change of owner 

Whenever it appears, l>y satisfactory proof, to the Com- 
missioner of Navigation that any vessel has been sold and 
transfeiTed by pioccss of law, and that the ccrtihcate of 
enrollment or license of such vessel is retained by the for 
mer owner, the Commissioner may direct the collector of 
the district to which such vessel belongs to grant a new 
certificate of enrollment or liceirse, on the owner’s, under 
such sale, complying with such tciins and conditions as aic 
by law lequired for granting of such papers, excepting only 
the delivering up of the foimcr certificate of enrollment or 
license. But nothing in this section shall ho construed to 
remove the liability of any person to any penalty for not 
surrendering up the papers lielonging to any vessel, on a 
transfer or sale of the sanie.v 

53 Change of master 

Whenever the master of any licensed vessel, feriy-boats 
excepted, is changed, the new master, or, in case of his 
absence, the owner oi one of the owners thereof, shall report 
such change to the collector residing at the port where the 
same ha^iipens, if there be one; otherwise, to the collector 
residing at any port wheie such vevsscl next ai rives, who, 
upon the oath ot such new masterj or, in case of his absence, 
OI the owuei, that such master is a citizen of the United 
States, and that such vessel shall not, while such license 
Continues in force, be employed in any manner whereby the 
revenue of the United States may be defrauded, shall 
indorse such change on the license, with the name of the 
new master. Whenever such change is not repoited, and 
indorsed, as herein required, such vessel, if found carrying 
on the coasting-li ade or fisheries, shall be subject to pay 
the same foes and tonnage as a A^essel of the United States 
having a legister, and the new master shall be liable to a 
penalt}^ of ten dollars 

54 Certification by customs officer 

In everv case where the collector 3s 1)}" this Title [B S , 
4311-4390] diiocted to grant any enrollment, license, cer- 
tificate, permit oi other document, the naval officer residing 
at the port, if thei c be one, shall sign the same; and every 
surveyor who certifies a manifest, or grants an 3 " peimit 
oi who receives any certified manifest, oran 3 " permit, as 
IS provided for in this Title, shall make leturri thereof, 
monthly, or sooner, if it can conveniently lie made, to the 
collector of the district where such surveyor resides. 

66 Enrollment outside of district 

Whenever it becomes necessary for the owner of any 
vessel of , the United StatO'^ navigating the waters of the 
United States, and being in a district other than that to 
which such vessel belongs, to procure hex enrollment and 
license, or license, or renewal thereof, the same proceedings 
may be had in the district in which the vessm then is as

are required by law on application for .such enrollment and 
license, oi lic<‘nse, or renewal thereof, as the case may he, 
in the distiict to which such veshel belongs, excepting the 
enrollment and issuance of license; and the olScer before 
whom such proceeding is had shall ccitify the same to the 
collector of the district to which such vessel belongs, who 
shall thereupon duly enroll the vessel and issue license in 
the same form as if the application had originally been 
made in his office, and shall either deliver the license to 
the owner, oi forward it by mail to the officer who certi- 
fied to him the preliminaiy proceedings; and in the latter 
case, such officer shall deliver the license to the owner or 
master of the vessel 

66. Special provisions for enrollment and license. 

The assistant collector at Jersey City ma}^ enroll and 
license all vessels engaged in the coasting- trade and fish- 
eries, owned in whole or m part by residents of the coun- 
ties of Hudson and Beigcii, in the Stale of New Jersey 

The assistant collector for the port of Camden, in New 
Jersey, may enroll and license all vessels engaged in the 
coastmg-trade and fisheries, owned in whole or in pait by 
residents of that portion ot the Bridgeton district lying 
north of Allowa3^’s Creek, in the county of Salem, m the 
State of New Jersey. 

The owners of vessels residing on New lliver, in Onslow 
County, in the State of North Carolina, shall have the 
privilege of taking out registers or enrollments and licenses 
at Wilmington, in that State, and the collcctoi of that dis- 
trict may grant the same on the conditions i cqiured by law. 

The deputy collector who may be appointed to reside at 
Chesapeake City, m Maiyland, shall nave power to giant 
enrollments and licenses to vessels 

The Secretai^" of Commerce and Labor may authonze 
the surveyor of any port of delivery, under such regula- 
tions as he shall deem nccessai^^ to enioll and license ves- 
sels to be employed in the coasting -trade and fisheries, in 
like manner as collectors of ports of entry are authorized 
to do. 

The surveyors appointed for the ports of Cold Spring, on 
the north side of Long Island, Greoaport and Port Jeffer- 
son, all in the State of New Yoidc, shall have power to 
enroll and license vessels to be employed in the coa>sting 
trade and fisheries, and to enter and clear, and grant reg- 
isters and other usual papers to vessels employed in the 
whale-fisheries, undei such restiictions and regulations as 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may deem necessary. 

Any surveyor who shall perform the duties directed to 
be performed by the two preceding sections shall be entitled 
to receive the same commissions and fees as are allowed by

Any officer concerned ] n the collection of the i evenue may ^ s , 4am 
at all timeis inspect the enrollment or license of any vessel; 
and if the master of any such vessel shall not exhibit the 
same, when required by such officer, he shall be liable to a 
penalty of one hundrecl dollars. 

58 Record of American-buili vessels owned by aliens 

Every vessel built in the United States, and belonging l s . nso 
wholly or in part to the subjects of foreign powers, in order 
to be entitlea to the benefits of a ship built and lecorded 
in the United States, shall be recorded in the office of the 
collector of the district in which such vessel was built, in 
the manner following: The builder of every such vessel 
shall make oath lief ore the collector of such district in man- 
ner folio wing ' ' I, (inserting here the name of such buil dei ), 
of (inserting here the place of his residence), shipwright, 
do swear (oi affirm) that (describing here the kind of vessel, 
as whcthei ship, brig, snow, schooner, sloop, or whatevei 
else) named (inserting heie the name of the ship or vessel), 
having (inserting heie the number of decks), and being in 
length (inserting hero the number of feet), in bi’eadth (in- 
serting here the number of feet), in depth (inserting here 
theminibei of feet), andmeasunng (inseiting here the num- 
ber of tons), haying (specifying whether any oi no) gallery, 
and (also specif3dng Avhethor any or no) head, was built by 
me or under mj direction at (naming the place, count}", 
and State), in the United States, in the year (inserting hero 
the number of the year)/’ Which oath shall be subsciibed 
by the person maldng the same, and shall be recorded in a 
book to be kept by the collector for that purpose 

The collector shall cause the vessel so built to be surveyed ^ ® ‘ 
or measured, and the person by Avhom such measurement 
is made shall grant a certificate thereof, as in the case of a 
vessel to he registered, which certificate shall be countei- 
signed by the builder, and by an owner or the master or 
person having the command or chai'ge thoicof, or by some 
other person being an agent for the owner thereof, in testi- 
mony of the tiuth of the particulars therein contained. 

A certificate of the record, attested under the hand and ^ ® 
seal of the collector, shall be granted to the master of 
every such vessel, as nearly as may be, of the form follow-

arrive if such change took place in a foreign countiy; and 
a copy thereof shall lie entered in the book of records, a 
transcript whereof shall be transmitted hy the colloctoi to 
the collector of the district where such certificate was 
granted, if not the same poison, who shall enter the same 
in his book of recoi ds, and foiward a duplicate of such 
entry to the Commissioner of Navigation; and in such case, 
until the owner, pait owner, or consignee shall cause the 
memorandiun to bo made by the collector, in the mannei 
above prescribed, such vessel shall not lie deemed a vessel 
recorded, in pursuance of this Title [R. S., tl:13i~4306].

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506], or who designedly takes any other or greater fees 
lan arc b] this Title allowed, oi who receives any volun- 
iry reward or gratuity for any of the services performed, 

Lirsuant thereto, and every surveyor or other person 
ppointed to measure any vessel, who willfully delivers to 
ly collector or naval officer a false description of such 
csscl, to be registered or recorded, shall bo punishable 
y a fine of one thousand dollars, and be rendered inoapa-' 
le of serving in any office of trust or proht under the 
^nited States. 

If any person authorized and lequired by this Title [E, ^ 
1131-1305] to perfoim, as an officer, any act or thing, 
illfully neglects to do or perform the same, according to 
le true intent and meaning of this Title, he shall, if not 
ibject to the penalty and disqualiiication prescribed in 
le preceding section, be punishable by a tine of live liun- 
red dollars for the fiist offense, and by a like line for the 
3Cond offense, and shall thenceforth be rendered incapable 
f holding an}^ office of trust or piofit under the United 
tates 

Whenevei any certificate of registiy, enrollment, or ^ b.usq 
cense, or other record or document granted in lieu thereof, 
r any vessel, is knowingly and fraudulently obtained or 
sed for any vessel not entitled to the benetit thereof, such 
essel, with her tackle, aiiparel, and furniture, shall be 
able to forfeiture. 

No sea-letter or other document certifying or proving any ^ ® 
essel to be the property of a citizen of tbo United States 
ball be issued, except to vessels duly i egistered, oi enrolled 
nd licensed as vessels of the United States, or to vessels 
diich shall be wholly owned by citizens of the United 
itates, and furnished with oi entitled to sea-letters or 
thci custom-house documents 

Every person who knowingly makes, utters, or publishes ^ ® 
ny false sea-letter, Mediterranean passport, or ceitificate 
f registiy, or who knowingly avails himself of any such 
lediterranean passport, sea-letter, or certificate of regis- 
ly, shall be liable to a penalty of not more than five thou- 
and dollais, and, if an officer of the United States, shall 
henccfoi’th bo incapable of holding any office of trust or 
Tofit under the autliority of the United States. 

0 . Offenses against enrollment and license laws. 

Every collector, who knowingly makes any record of 
nrollment or license of any vessel, and every other officer, 
r person, appointed by or under them, who makes any 
ecord, or grants any certificate or other document what-

61 Citizenship of officers 

All the officers of vessels of the United States who shall 
have charge of a watch, including pilots, >sha]l in all ca,ses 
be citizens of the United States. 

The word “ officers’^ shall include the chief engineer and 
each assistant engineer in charge of a watch on vessels 
repelled wholly or in part by steam, and after the first 
ay of January, eighteen bundled and ninety-seven, no 
person shall be qualified to hold a license as a commander 
or watch officer of a merchant vessel of the United States 
who IS not a native-born citizen, or whose naturalization 
as a citizen shall not have been full}’' completed. 

In cases where on a foreign voyage, or on a voyage from 
an Atlantic to a Pacific port of the United States, any 
such vessel is for any reason deprived of the services of an 
officer below the giade of master, his place, or a vacancy 
caused by the promotion of another officer to such place, 
may be supplied by a person not a citizen of the United 
States until the first return of such vessel to its home 
port; and such vessel shall not be liable to any penalty or 
penal tax for such employment of an alien officer. 

62. Duration of licenses 

All licenses issued to such officers shall be for a term of 
five years, but the bolder of a license may have the same 
renewed for another five years at any time before its expira- 
tion: Provided^ Iwwever^ That any officer hokhng a license, 
and who is engaged in a service which necessitates his con- 
tinuous absence from the United States, may make appli- 
cation in writing for one renewal and transmit the same 
to the board of local inspectors with a statement of the 
applicant verified before a consul, or other officer of the 
United States authorized to administer an oath, setting 
forth the reasons for not appearing in person; and upon 
receiving the same the board of local inspectors that origi- 
nally issued such bcense shall renew the same for one addi- 
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tional term of such license, and >shall notify the applicant 
of such renewal. And in all cases where the issue is the 
suspension or revocation of such licenses, whether before 
the local boards of inspectors [of steani vessels] as pio- 
vided for in section forty-four hundred and fifty of the 
Revised Statutes, or before the supervising inspector as 
provided for in section forty-four hundred and fifty -two of 
the Revised Statutes, the accused shall bo allowed to appear 
by counsel and to testify in his own behalf. 

03, Service during war. 

No master, mate, pilot, or engineer of steam vessels 
licensed under title fifty -two [R. S. 4399-4500] of the Re- 
vised Statutes shall be liable to draft in time of wai , except 
for the perfoimanco of duties such as required by his 
license; and, while performing such duties in the service 
of the United States, every such master, mate, pilot, or 
engineer shall he entitled to the highest rate of wages paid 
in the merchant marine of the United States for similai 
services, and, if killed or wounded while performing such 
duties under the United States, they, or their heirs, or then 
legal representatives shall be entitled to all the privileges 
accorded to soldiers and sailors serving in the Army and 
Navy, under the pension laws of the United States. 

64. Officer'B license 

The hoards of local inspectors [of steam vessels] shall 
license and classify the masters, chief mates, and second 
and third mates, if in charge of a watch, onginocis, and 
pilots of all steam vessels, and the masters and chief mates 
of sail vessels of over seven hundi^ed tons and all other 
vessels and bargevS of ovei one hundred tons liurden carry- 
ing passengers for hire. It shall be unlawful to employ 
any person, or for any person to serve, as a master, chief 
mate, engineer, or pilot of any stcamei, or as master or 
chief mate of any sad vessel of over seven hundred tons 
who is not licensed by the inspectors; and anyone violating 
this section shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred 
dollars for each offense. 

Every master,' mate, engineer, and pilot who shall receive 
a license shall, when employed upon any vessel, place liis 
certificate of license, which shall be framed under glass, 
in some conspicuous place in such vessel, where it can be 
seen by passengers and others at all times; and for every 
neglect to comply with this provision hy any such master, 
mate, engineer, or ifilot, he shall be subject to a fine of 
one hundi'ed dollars, or to the revocation of his license. 

65. Master's license 

Whenever any person applies to be lieensed as master 
of any steani vessel, or of a sail vessel of over seven hun- 
dred tons, the inspeotors shall make diligent inquiry as to 
his character, and shall carefdlly examine the applicant as 
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well as the proofs which ho presents in support of his 
claim, and if they are satisfied that his capacity, experi- 
ence, habits of life, and character ax e such us warrant the 
belief that lie can safely be intrusted w^th the duties and 
responsibilities of the station for w^ich he makes applica- 
tion, they shall ^rant him a license authorising him to dis- 
charge such duties on any such vessel for the term of five 
years; but such license shall be suspended or revoked upon 
satisfactory proof of bad conduct, intemperate habits, 
incapacity, inattention to his duties, or the willful viola- 
tion of anj^ provision of this title [R S,, ^139^-4500] appli- 
cable to him. 

66 Mate’s license 

W heiie vcr any person applies for au thoi i ty to he empl oy cd 
as chief mate of ocean ox coastwise steam vessels or of sail 
vessels of over seven hundred tons, or as second or third 
mate of ocean oi coastwise steam vessels, who shall have 
charge of a watch, or whenever any person applies for 
authoiity to be employed as mate of river steamers, the 
inspectors shall require satisfactory evidence of the knowl- 
edge, experience, and skill of the applicant in lading cargo 
and in handling and stowage of freight, and if for license 
as chief mate on ocean or coastwise steamers, or of sail 
vessels of over seven hundred tons, or as second oi third 
mate of ocean or coastwise steamers, who shall have charge 
of a watch, shall also examine him as to his knowledge and 
ability in navigation and managing* such vessels and all 
other duties pertaining to his station, and if satisfied of 
his qualifications and good chaiacter they shall grant him 
a license authorising him to perform such duties for the 
term of five years upon the waters upon which he is found 
qualified to act, but such license ?mall be suspended or 
revoked upon satisfactory proof of bad conduct, intemper- 
ate habits, unskillfuluess, or want of knowledge of the 
duties of his station or the willful violation of any provision 
of this title [li. S 4399-4500] 

67. Engineer’s license 

Whenever any peison apixlies for authority to perform 
the duties of engineer of any steam-vessel, the inspectors 
shall examine the applicant as to his knowledge of steam- 
machineiy, and Ms experience as an engineer, and also the 
proofs which he produces in support or his claim; and if, 
upon full consideration, they are satisfied that his character, 
habits of life, knowledge, and experience in the duties of 
an engineer aie all such as to authorize the belief that he is 
a suitable and safe person to be intrusted with the powers 
and duties of such a station, they shall grant him a license, 
authorising him to be employed in such duties for the terai 
of five years, in which they shall assign him to the appro- 
priate class of engineers, but such license shall be sus- 
pended or revoked upon satisfactory proof of negligence, 
unskillfulness, intemperance, or the willful violation of

any provision of this Title [R. S., 4399-4600], Whenever 
complaiiil is made against any engineer holding a license 
authorizing him to take charge of the boilois and machin- 
ery of any steamer, that he has, through negligence 
or want ot skill, permitted the boilers in his charge 
to l)urn or otherwise ])ocome in Iwl condition, or that he 
has not kept his engine and machinery in good working 
order, it shall he the dut}^ of the inspectors, upon satisfac- 
tory proof of such negligence or ivant of skill, to revoke 
the license of such engineer and assign him to a lower 
grade or class of engineers, if they iind him fitted therefor. 

68 Pifofs //cense. 

Whenever any person claiming to he a skillful pilot of 
steam-vessels oifers himself for a license, the inspectors 
shall make diligent inquiry as to his charactci and merits, 
and if satisfied, fioin porsoiiiil examination of the appli- 
cant, with the proof that he offers that he possesses the 
requisite knowedge and skill, and is trustworthy and 
faithful, the^^ shall grant him a license for the term of five 
years to pilot any such vessel within the limits prescribed 
in the license; but such license shall bo suspended or 
revoked upon satisfactory evidence of negligence, iinskill- 
fulness, inatfcontion to tht' duties of his station, or intem- 
perance, or the ^Yi11ful violation of aii}" provision of this 
Title [11 S., 4399-4500] 

69 Master or mate aef/ng as p/lot 

Where the master or mate is also pilot of the vessel, he 
shall not be required to hold two licenses to porfoim such 
duties, but the license issued shall state on its face that 
he is authorized to act in such double capacity. 

70. Oath of officer 

Every master, chief mate, engineer, and pilot, who re- 
ceives a license, shall, before entering upon his diitie*^, make 
oath before one of the inspectors herein provided for, to 
be recorded with the certilicate, that he will faithfully and 
honestly, according to his best skill and judgment, without 
concealment or reservation, perform all the duties required 
of him by law. 

E\^ery applicant for license as either master, mate, pilot, 
or engineer under the provisions of this title [R S. 4399- 
4600] shall make and subscribe to au oath or atlinnafcion, 
before one of the inspectors referred to in this title, to the 
truth of all the statements set forth in his application for 
such license. 

Any person who shall make or subscribe^ to any oath or 
affirmation authorized in this title and knowing the same to 
be false shall be deemed guilty of peiqury. 

Every licensed master, mate, pilot, or engineer who shall 
change, W addition, interpolation, or erasure of any kind, 
any certificate or license issued by any inspector or inspect- 
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ors referred to in this title sliall, for every such offense, upon 
conviction, be punished by a fine of not more than five hun- 
dred dollars or by imprisonment at hard labor for a term 
not exceeding three years 

71 Removal of master 

Any person or body corporate having more than one-half 
ownership of any vessel shall have the power to remove a 
master, who is also pait owner of such vessel, as such 
ma]ority owners have to lemove a master not an owner 
This section shall not apply where there is a valid written 
agieement subsisting, by virtue of which such mastei 
would be entitled to possession, nor in any case where 
a master has possession as part owner, obtained before 
the ninth day of April, eighteen hundred and seventy-two. 
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72. Defmtiions 

In the construction of this Title [R. S., 4501-4613], every 
person having the command of any vessel belonging to any 
citizen of the United States shall be deemed to be the 
“ master ” thereof, and every person (apprentices excepted) 
who shall he employed or engaged to seivo in any capacity 
on board the same shall ho deemed and taken to be a ‘Sea- 
man,’’ and the term “vessel” shall be understood to com- 
prehend every description oi’ vessel navigating on any sea 
ov channel, lake or rivci , to which the provisions of this 
Title may be applicable, and the term “owner” shall he 
taken and understood to comprehend all the several per- 
sons, if more than one, to whom tho vessel shall belong. 


78. Exemption from imhtia duty 

See’ Pilots, manners actually employed in the sea service of 
any citizen or merchant within the United States, and all 
persons who are exempted h}^ the laws of the respective 
States or Territories shall be exempted from militia duty, 
without regal d to age. 
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74 Naturalization and citizenship of seamen 

Every .seaman, being a foieigncr, who declares bis inten- 
tion of becoming a citizen ot the United States in any 
competent comt, and shall have served thiee yeais on 
board of a merchant vessel of the United States subsequent 
to the date of such declaration, may, on his application to 
any competent court, and the production of his certificate 
of discharge and good conduct during that time, together 
with the certificate of his declaration of intention to become 
a citizen, be admitted a citizen of the United Statc.s; and 
every seaman, being a foreigner, shall, after his declaration 
of intention to become a citizen of the United States, and 
after he shall have served such three 3^ears, be deemed a 
citizen of the United States for the purpose of manning 
and serving on board any merchant-vessel of the United 
States, anything to the contrary in any act of Congress 
notwithstanding, but such seaman shall, for all purposes 
6 f protection as an American citizen, be deemed such, after 
the filing of his declaration of intention to become such 
citizen 

The collector of every district shall keep a boolr oi 
books, in which, at the icquest of any seaman, being a 
citizen of the United States of America, and pioducing 
proof of his citizenship, authenticated in the manner here- 
inafter directed, he shall enter the name of such seaman, 
and shall deliver to him a certificate, in the following 
form, that is to say. A. B , collectoi of the district of 
D. 5 do hereby certify, that E. F. , an American seaman, 

aged years, or thf^reabouts, of the height of 

feet inches, (describing the said seaman as particu- 

larly a.s may be,) has, this da}^ pioduced to me proof in 
the manner directed by law, and I do hereby certifj^ that 
the said E. F. is a citizen of the United States of America. 
In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and seal 

of ofiice, this — day of ” It shall be the dut3^ 

of the collectors to file and preserve the proofs of citizen- 
ship so produced. 

The collector of every port of entiy in the United State.s 
shall send a list of the seamen to whom certificates of citi- 
zenship have been granted, once cver3^ three months, to 
the Secretary of State [together with an account of such 
impressments or detentions, as shall appear, by the protests 
of the masters, to have taken iDlace]. 

76 Shipping officei's 

The general duties of a shipping-commissioner shall be: 

First. To afford facilities for engaging seamen by keep- 
ing a register of their names and tmai’acters. 

Second. To superintend their engagement and dischaige, 
in manner prescribed by law. 

Third. To provide means for securing the presence on 
board at the proper tiin 6 .s of men who are so engaged 

Fourth To facilitate the making of apiprentice^ips to 
the sea seivice. 
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Fifth, To perform such other duties relating to merchant 
seamen or merchant ships as are now oi uuiy hereafter he 
required by law 

In any port in which no shipping-commissioner >shall 
hare been appointed, the whole or any part of the business 
of a shipping-commissioner shall l)e conducted by the col- 
lector or deputy collector of customs of such port; and in 
respect of such t)usmess siicli custom-house shall be deemed 
a snipping-office, and the collector or deputy collector of 
customs to whom such business shall bo committed, shall, 
for all pm poses, be deemed a shipping-commissioner within 
the meaning of this Title [R, S, , 4501-1:613] 

Every shipping-commissioner, and every clerk or em- 
ployd in any shipping-office, who demands or receives any 
remuneration whatever, either directly or indirectly, for 
hiring or suppl3ung any seaman for any merchant-vessels, 
excepting the lawful fees payable under this Title [R. S., 
4501-4613], shall, for every such offense, be liable to a pen- 
alty of not inoio than two hundred doHais. [Fees pa^^able 
hy individuals aliolished June 10, 18S6.] 

76. illegal shipments, 

All shipments of seamen made contrary to the provi- 
sions of any act of Ooiiffress shall he void; and any seaman 
MO shipped may leave tnc service at any time, and shall be 
entitled to recover the highest rate of wages of the port 
from which the seaman was shipped, or the sum agreed to 
be given him at his shipment. 

Any person other than a commissionei under this Title 
[R. S., 4501-4618], who shall perform or attempt to per- 
form, either directly or indirectly, the duties which are by 
this Title, set forth as pertaining to a bhipping-commis- 
sioner, shall be liable to a penalt}^ of not more than five 
hundred dollar^. 

77. Owners or masters may ship seamen m certain cases. 

Nothing ill this Title [R. S. , 4501^613], however, shall 
prevent the owner, or consignee, or master of any vessel 
except vessels bound from a port in the United States to 
any foreign port, other than vessels engaged in trade be- 
tween the United States and the British North American 
possessions, or the West India Islands, or the republic 
of Mexico, and vessels of thi'. burden of seventy-five tons 
or upward bound from a port ou the Atlantic to a port on 
the Pacific, or vice versa, from performing j himself, so far 
as his vessel is concerned, the duties of shipping-commis- 
sioner under this Title Whenever the master of any ves- 
sel shall engage his crew, or any part of the same, in any 
collection-district where no shipping-commissioner shall 
have been appointed, he may perform for himself the duties 
of such commissioner. 
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78. Apprentices 

Eveiy shipping-oommissioner appointed under this Title 
[R.S 5 4601-4:613] shall, if applied to for the purpose of ap- 
jirenlicin^’ boys to the sea-seryice, any inastei or owner 
of a vessel, or by any person Ic^'ally qualified, give such 
assistance as is in his power for facilitating the making of 
such apprenticeships, but the shipping-commissioner shall 
» ascertain that the })oy has voluntarily consented to be bound, 
and that the parents or guardian of such boy have consented 
to such apprenticeship, and that he has attained the age of 
twelve years, and is of sufilcient health and strength, and 
that the master to whom such boy is to he ])ouiid is a proper 
person for the purpose. Such apprenticeship shall termi- 
nate when the apprentice becomes eighteen years of age. 
The shipping -commissionci shall keep a icgister of all in- 
dentures of apprenticeship made before him 

The master of every foreign-going vessel shall, before 
carrying any apprentice to sea fiom any place in the United 
States, cause suen apprentice to appear before the shipping- 
commissioner before Avhom the crew is engaged, and shall 
produce to him the indenture h}^ which such appi entice is 
bound, and the assignment oi assignments theieof, if any; 
and the name of the appi entice, with the date of the inden- 
ture and of the assignment or assignments thereof, if any, 
shall be entered on the agreement, which shall be in the 
form, as near as may be, given in the tabic marked ‘"A” 
in the schedule annexed to Ihis Title [E. S , 4601-4:613]; 
and no such assignment shall be made without the approval 
of a commissioner, of the apprentice, and of his parents or 
his guardian Foi any violation of this section, the master 
shall be liable to a penalty of not moie than one hundred 
dollars. 

79. Agreejvent to sh/p rn foreign trade 

The master of every vessel bound from a port in the 
United States to any foreign port other than vessels 
engaged in trade between the United States and the British 
North American possessions, or the West India Islands, or 
the republic of Mexico, or of any vessel of the burden of 
seventy -five tons or upward, bound fiom a poit on the 
Atlantic to a port on the Pacific, or vice versa, shall, before 
he proceeds on such voyage, make an agreement, m waiting 
or in print, with every seaman whom he carries to sea as 
one of the crew, in the manner hereinafter mentioned, and 
every such agreement shall he, as near as may be, in the 
form given in the table marked A, in the schedule annexed 
to this Title [R. S. , 4601-4613], and shall be dated at the 
time of the first signature thereof, and vshall be signed by 
the master before any seamen signs the same, and shall 
contain the following paiticulars. 

First. The nature and, as far as practicable, the duration 
of the intended voyage or engagement, and the port or 
country at which the voyage is to terminate 
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Second. The number and description of the crow, speci- 
fying^ then resjoective employments. 

Thiid. The time at which each seaman us to boon board, 
to l)egin work. 

Fourth. The capacity in which each seaman is to serve. 

Fifth. The amount of wages which each seaman is to 
receive. 

Sixth. A scale of the provisions which are to be furnished * 
to each seaman. 

Seventh. Any regulations as to conduct on board and 
as to fines, short allowances of provisions, or other lawful 
punishments for misconduct, which ma}^ be sanctioned by 
Congress or authorized by the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor not contrary to or not otherwise provided for by 
law, which the pai'ties agree to adopt 

Eighth. Any stipulations in reference to allotment of 
wages, or other matters not contrary to law [liepealed 
so tar as relates to allotments in trade between tno United 
States, Dominion of Canada, Newfoundland, the West 
Indies and Mexico, and coasting trade of the United States, 
except between Atlantic and Pacific ports, by sec. 2o of 
Act of December 21, 18DS.] 

The following rules shall be observed with respect to 
agreements: 

First. Every agreement except such as are otherwise 
speciall}^ provided for, shall l)e .signed by each seaman in 
the presence of a shipping-commissioner. 

Second. When the crow is first engaged the agreement 
shall be signed in duplicate, and one part shall be retained 
by the shipping-commisBionor, and the other part shall 
contain a specim XDlacc or form for the descrixition and 
signatures of persons engaged subsequently to the first 
dopaituieof the ship, and shall be delivered to the master. 

Thu d, Every agreement entered into before a shipx)ing- 
commissioner shall he acknowledged and certified under 
the hand and official seal of such commissioner. The cer- 
tificate of aclmowledgment shall be indorsed on or annexed 
to the agreement; and shall be in the following form

On this da}^ of , personally appeared before 

me, a shipxnng-commussioncr in and for the said county, A. 
B., C. D., ana E, F. , severally known to mo to bo the same 
persons Avho executed the foregoing instrument, who each 
for himself acknowledged to me that ho had read or had 
heard read the same; that he was by me made acquainted 
with the conditions thereof, and understood the same; and 
that, while sober and not in a state of intoxication, he 
signed it freely and voluntaiily, lor the uses and jiurposes 
therein mentioned.’’ 

Section 4511 shall not apply to masters of vessels where 
the seamen are by custom or ag reement entitled to partici- 
pate in the xirofits 01 result of a cruise or voyage, nor to 
masters of coastwise nor to masters of lake-going vessels 
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that touch at foreign ports, hut seamen may, agree- 
ment, seive on board such vessels a delinite time, oi, on 
the letuin of any vessel to a port in the United States, 
may reship and sail in the same vessel on another voyage, 
without the payment of additional fees to the shipping- 
commissioner. 

[Note. — Section 4511, however, does applj^ in part to 
masters of coastwise vessels whose crews are shipped undei 
provisions of the act of February 18, 1895.] 

The master shall, at the commencement of every voyage 
or engagement, cause a legihie copy of the agreement, 
omitting signatures, to be placed or posted up in such part 
of the vessel as to bo accessible to the crew; and on 
default shall bo liable to a penalty of not more than one 
hundred dollars. 

80 Period of engagement 

A mastez of a vessel in tlio foreign trade may engage a 
seaman at any port in the United States, in the manner 
provided by law, to serve on a voyage to any port, or for 
the round trip from and to the port of departure, or fox a 
definite time, whatever the dei^ti nation The master of a 
vessel making regular and stated trips between the United 
States and a foreign countiyma}^ engage a seaman for one 
or more round tups, or for a definite time, or on the le- 
tuin of said vessel to the United States may reship such 
seaman foi another voyage in the same vessel, in the man- 
ner provided by law, without the payment of additional 
fees to any officer for such reshipment or re-engagement. 

81. Penalty for shipment without agreement, 

If any person shall bo earned to sea, as one of the crew 
on board of any vessel making a voyage as hereinbefore 
specified, without entering into an agreement with the 
master of such vessel, in the form and mannei, and at the 

E lace and times m such cases required, the vessel shall be 
eld hablo foi* each such offense to a penalty of not more 
than two hundred dollurs But the vessel shall not be 
held liable for any person earned to sea, who shall have 
secretly stowed away himself without tne knowledge of 
the master, mate, or of any of the officers of the ve$sel, or 
who shall have falsel3^ personated himself to the master, 
mate, or officers of the vessel, for the purpose of being 
carried to sea. 

If any master, mate, or other officer of a vessel know' 
ingly receives, or accepts, to be entered on board of any 
merchant-vessel, any seaman who has been engaged or 
supphed contrary to the provisions of this Title [E* S., 
4501-4613], the vessel on board of which such seaman 
shall be found shall, for every such seaman, be liable to a 
penalty of not more than two hundred dollars. 
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8S. Undermanmn 

In case of desertion or casualty resulting in the loss of 
one or more seamen^ the master ihust ship, if obtainable, a 
number equal to the number of those whose services he has 
been deprived of by desertion or casualty, who must be of 
tlie same grade or rating and equally oxi^ert with those 
whose place or position they refill, and report the same 
to the United States consul at the first port at which he 
shall arrive, without incurring the penalty prescribed by 
the two preceding sections [This section shall not apply to 
fishing or whaling vessels or yachts, Dec. 31, 18U8, sec. 26.] 

83 Shipment in foreign ports before consuls 

Eveiy master of a merchant-vessel who engages any sea- 
man at a place out of the United States, in which there is 
a consular officer or commercial agent, shall, before carry- 
ing such seaman to sea, procure the sanction of such officer, 
and shall engage seamen m his presence, and the rules 
governing the engagement of seamen before a shipping- 
commissioner 111 the United States, shall apply to such 
engagements made before a consular officer or commercial 
agent; and upon every such engagement the consular offi- 
cer or commercial agent shall indorse upon the agreement 
his sanction thereof, and an attestation to the effect that 
the same has been signed in his presence, and otherwise 
duly made. 

Every master who engages any seaman in any place in 
which there is a consular officer or commercial agent, other- 
wise than as required by the preceding section, shall incur 
a penalty of not more than one hundred dollars, for which 
penalty the vessel shall be held liable 

Every master of a vessel in the foreign trade may engage 
any seaman at any port out of the "United States, in the 
manner provided by law, to serve for one or more round 
trips from and to the port of departure, or for a definite 
time, whatever the destination, and the master of a vessel 
clearing from a port of the United States with one or more 
seamen engaged in a foreign port as herein provided shall 
not be required to leship in a port of the United States the 
seamen so engaged [or to give bond, as required by section 
forty “five hundred and seventy-six of the Kevised Statutes, 
to produce said seamen before a boarding officer on the 
return of said vessel to the United States.] 

84. Crew list 

Before a clearance is granted to any vessel bound on a 
foreign voyage or engaged in the whale-fishery, the mastei 
thereof shall deliver to the collector of the customs a list 
containing the names, places of birth and residence, and 
description of the persons who compose his ship’s com- 
pany; to which list the oath of the captain shall be 
annexed, that the list contains the names of his crew, 
together with the places of their birth and residence, as 
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far as he can ascertain them; and the collector shall deliyei June 19, im 
him a certiiied copy thereof 

In all cases of private vessels of the United States sail- R s ,4574 
ing from a port in the United States to a foreign port, the 
list of the crow shall be examined by the collector for the 
district from ■which the vessel shall clear, and, if approved 
of by him, shall be ceitificcl accordingly Ko person shall 
be admitted or employed on board of any such vessel unless 
his name shall have been entered in the list of the ciw, 
approved and certified by the collector for the district fiom 
which the vessel shall clear. The collector, before he 
delivers the list of the crew, approved and certified, to the 
master or proper officer of the vessel to which the same 
belongs, shall cause the same to be recoicled m a book by 
him for that purpose to be provided, and the record shall 
be open for the inspection of all persons, and a certified 
copy thereof shall be admitted iti evidence in any coui^t in 
which any question may arise under any of the provisions 
of this Title [K. S., 4501-1613] 

$5 Failure to produce ct ew 

The umstei of every vessel bound on a foreign voyage or R s .4576 
engaged in the whale fishery shall exhibit tlie certified copy 
of the list of the crew to the first boarding officei at the 
first port in the United States at which he shall arrive on 
his return, and also produce the persons named therein to 
the boarding officer, whose duty it shall be to examine the 
men with such list and to report the .same to the collector, 
and it shall be the duty of the collector at the port of arrival, 
where the same is dinezent from the port from which the 
vessel oiiginally sailed, to transmit a copy of the list so 
reported to him to the collector of the port xrom which such 
vessel originally sailed. Foi each failure to produce any 
person on the certified copy of the list of the crew the mas- 
ter and owner shall be sevei’aUy liable to a penalty of four 
hundred dollars, to be sued for, prosecuted, and disposed of 
in such manner as penalties ancf forfeitui’cs which may be 
inciured for offenses against the laws relating to the collec- 
tion of duties, but such penalties shall not be incurred on 
account of the master not producing to the first boarding 
officer any of the persons contained in the list who may 
have been discharged in a foieigu country with the consent 
of Ihe consul, vice consul, commercial agent, or vicc-com- 
mercial agent tliero residing, certified in writing, under his 
hand and official seal, to be produced to the collector with 
the other persons composing the crew, nor on account of 
any such peison dying or absconding or being forcibly 
impressed into other service of which satisfactory proof 
shall also be exhibited to the collector. 

86. Papers relating io crew. 

The following rules shall be observed with reference to ^ ® 
vessels bound on any foreign voyage. 

First. The duplicate list of the ship’s company, required

to be made out by the master and delivered to the col- 
lector of the customs, under section foi%-tive hundred and 
seventy -three, >shall be a fair copy in one uniform hand- 
writing, without erasure or inteilineation. 

Second. It shall be the duty of the owners of every such 
vessel to obtain from the collector of the customs of the 
district from which the clearance is made, a true and cei ti- 
ded copy of the shipping-articles, containing the names of 
the crew, which shall be written in a uniform hand, Avithout 
eiasuies or interlineations 

Third, These documents, which shall be deemed to con- 
tain all the conditions of contiact with the crew as to their 
service, pay, voyage, and all other things, shall be produced 
by the master, andlaid before any consul, or other commer- 
cial agent of the United States, whenever he may deem their 
contents necessaiy to enable him to discharge the duties 
imposed upon him liy law towaid any manner applying to 
him for his aid or assistance 

Fouith All interlineations, erasures, or writing in a 
hand diderent fiom that in which such duplicates weie 
origmully made, shall bo deemed fraudulent alterations, 
working no change in such papers, unless satisfactorily 
explained m a manner consistent with innocent purposes 
and the provisions of law which guard the rights of 
mariners 

Fifth . If any master of a vessel shall proceed on a foreign 
voyage without the documents herein required, or refuse 
to produce them when required, or to perform the duties 
imposed by this section, or shall violate the pi’ovisions 
thereof, he shall bo liable to each and every individual 
injured thereby in damages, to be recovered in any court 
of the United States in the district where such delinquent 
may reside or be found, and in addition thereto be punish- 
able by a tine of one hundred dollars for each offense. 

Sixth. It shall be the duty of the boarding^officer to 
report all violations of this section to the collector of the 
port where any vessel may arrive, and the collector shall 
report the same to the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
and to the United States attorney m his distiict. 

87 Shipment of seamen in the coasting or near-by foreign trade 

None of the provisions of an^ act entitled ^‘An act to 
authorize the appointment of shipping commissioners'by 
the several circuit courts of the United States to superin- 
tend the shipping and discharge of seamen engaged in 
merchant ships belonging to the United States, and for 
the further protection or seamen” shall apply to sail or 
steam vessels engaged in the coastwise trade, (except the 
coastwise trade between the Atlantic and Pacific coasts,) or 
in the lake-going trade touching at foieign ports or othei’- 
wise, or in the trade between the United States and the 
British North American possessions, or in any case where 
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tho seamen are by eiLstom or agreement entitled to paitici- 
pate in the protits or result of a cruise, or voyage. 

Shipping oomniissionors may ship and discharge crews 
for any vessel engaged in the coastwise trade, or the trade 
between the United States and the Dominion of Canada, 
or Newfoundland, or the West Inches, or the Republic of 
Mexico, at the request of the master or owner of such 
vessel, the shipping and discharging fees in such cases to 
be one-half that prescribed bv section forty-six liundred 
and twelve of the Revised Statutes, for the purpose of 
determining the compensation of shipping commissioners. 


When a ciew is shipped by a shipping commissioner for 
my Anieiican vessel in tho coastwise trade, oi the trade 
between tho United States and tho Dominion of Canada, 
orNewFoundlancl, or the West Indies, orMexico, as author- 
ized by section two of an Act approved June nineteenth, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-six^ entitled “An Act to 
abolish certain fees foi official services to American vessels, 
and to amend the laws relating to shipping commissioners, 
seamen, and owners of vessels, and for other purposes,"’ an 
agi'eement shall be made with each seaman engaged as 
one of such crew in the same manner as is provided by 
Sections four thousand five hundred and eleven and four 
thousand five hundred and twelve of tho Revised Statutes, 
not however including the sixth and eighth items of ,Sec- 
tion four thousand five hundred and eleven; and such 
agreement shall be posted as provided in Section four thou- 
sand live hundred and nineteen, and such seamen shall be 
discharged and receive their wages as provided by the first 
clause of Section four thousand five hundred and twenty- 
nine and also by Sections four thousand five hundred and 
twenty-six, four thousand five hundred and twenty-seven, 
four thousand five hundred and twenty-eight, four thousand 
five hundred and thirty, four thousand five hundred and 
thirty -five, loui thousand five hundred and thirty -six, four

88 Agreement in coasting trade not before commissioner 

Every master of any vessel of the burden of fifty tons R 3,4520 
or upward, bound from a port in one State to a port in any 
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other than an adjoiniiig^ State, except vessels of the burden 
of seventy-five tons oi upward, bound from a port on the 
Atlantic to a port on the racific, or vice versa, shall, before 
he proceeds on such voyage, make an agreement in wilting 
or in print, with every seaman on board such vessel except 
such as shall be appi entice or servant to himself or owners, 
dedal ing the voyage or term of time for which such sea- 
man shall be shipped. 

If any master of such vessel of the buidon of fifty tons 
or upward shall cany out any seaman or mariner, except 
apprentices or servants, without such contract or agree- 
ment being fiist made and signed by the seamen, such 
master shall pay to every such seaman the highest price 
or wages which shall have been given at the port or place 
where such seaman was shipped, for a similar voyage, 
within three months next hefoie the time of such shipping, 
if such seaman shall perform such vo^^ae'e, or if not, then 
for such time as he shall continue to do duty on lioard such 
vessel, and shall moreover he liable to a penalty of twenty 
dollars for every such seaman, recoverable, one-half to the 
UvSB of the person prosecuting for the same, and the other 
half to the use of the United States. Any seaman who 
has not signed such a contiact vshall not 1)C hound hy the 
regulations noi subject to the penalties and forfeitures 
contained in this Title [R. S., 4501-4613]. 

At the foot of every such contract to ship upon such a 
vessel of the burden of fifty tons oi upward tbcie shall be 
a memorandum in wiiting of the day and the hour when 
sudi seaman who shipped and suhscribed shall render him- 
self on board to begin the A^oyago agreed upon. If any 
seaman shall neglect to render himscli on board the vessel 
foi which he has shipped at the time mentioned in such 
memorandum without giving twenty -four hours’ notice of 
his inability to do so, and if the master of the vessel shall, 
on the day in which such neglect happened, make anentiy 
in the log lAook of such vessel of the name of such seaman, 
and shall in like manner note the time that ho so neglected 
to lender himself after the time appointed, then every such 
seaman shall forfeit for every hour which he shall so neg- 
lect to render himself one-half of one day’s pay, according 
to the rate of wages agreed upon, to be deducted out of the 
wages. If any such seaman shall wholly neglect to render 
himself on board of such vessel, or having rendered him- 
self on board shall afterwards desert, he shall forfeit all of 
his wages or omolmnents which he has then earned. [This 
section shall not apply to fishing or whaling Amssols or 
yachts, Dec. 21, 1898, Sec. 26.] 

89. Agreement with fishermen 

The master of any vessel of the burden of twenty tons 
or upward, qualified according to law for carrying on the 
bank and other cod fisheries, or the mackerel-fishery, bound 
from a port of the United States to be employed in any 
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such fislieiy, at vsea^ shall, before j)roceedmg on such fish- 
ing-voyage, make an agreement in writing with every 
fisherman who may be employed therein, except only an 
apprentice or servant of himself or owner, and, in addition 
to such terms of shipment as may be agreed on, shall, in 
such agreement, express whether the same is to continue 
for one voyage or for the fishing-season, and shall also ex- 
press that the fish or the proceeds of such fishing-voyage 
or voyages which may appertain to the fisheimen shall be 
divided among them in propoi tion to the quantities or num- 
ber of such fish which they may respectively have caught. 
Sucdi agreement shall be indorsed or countersigned by the 
owner of such fishing-vessel or his agent. 

If any fisheriuan, having engaged himself for a voyage 
or for the fishing sea>son in any fishing- vessel and signed 
an agreement therefoi , thereafter and while such agreement 
remains m force and to be performed deserts or absents 
himself from such vessel without leave of the master 
thereof, or of the owner or his agent, such deseiter shall 
be liable to the same penalties as deserting seamen are 
subject to in the merchant service, and may in the lilie 
manner, and upon the like complaint and proof, be appre- 
hended and detained; and all costs of piocesa and commit- 
ment, if paid by the master or owner, shall be deducted 
out of the share of fish or proceeds of any fishing-voyage 
to which such deserter had or shall become entitlecL Every 
fisherman, having so engaged himself, who during such 
fishing-voyage refuses or neglects hjs j^roper duty on board 
the fiSiing-vessel, being thereto ordered or required by the 
master thereof, or otherwise resists his just commands to 
the hindrance or detriment of such voyage, besides being 
answerable for all damages arising thereby, shall forfeit to 
the use of the owner of such vessel his share of any public 
allowance which may bo paid upon such voyage. 

Whenever an agreement or contract is so made and 
signed for a fishing-voyage or for the fishing-season, and 
any fish caught on board such vessel during the same are 
delivered to the owner or to his agent, for cure, and sold 
by such owner or agent, such vessel shall, for the term of 
six months after such sale, be liable for the master’s and 
every other fisherman’s share of such fish, and be pro- 
ceeded against in the same form and to the same effect as 
any other vessel is by law liable, and may be proceeded 
against for the wages of seamen or maiiners in the mer- 
chant service. Upon such proceeding for the value of a 
share or shares of the proceeds of fish so delivered and 
sold it shall be incumbent on the owner^ or his agent to 
produce a just account of the sales and division of such fish 
according to such agreement or contract; otherwise the 
vessel shall be answerable upon such proceeding for what 
may be the highest value of the shares demanded. But in 
all cases the owner of such vessel or his agent, appearing 
to answer in such proceeding, may offer thereupon his 
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iiccount of gencrul supplies miidc for such fishing-voyage 
and of other sup^fiics therefor made to either of the de- 
mandants, and shall be allowed to produce evidence thereof 
ill answer to then demands respectively; and judgment 
shall be rendered upon such pioceeding for the respec- 
tive balances which upon such an inquiry shall appear. 

When process shall bo issued against any vessel so liable, 
if the owner theieof or his agent will give bond to each 
fishciman in whose favor such process shall be instituted, 
with sufficient security, to the satisfaction of two justices 
of the peace, of whom one shall be named by such owner 
or agent, and the other by the fisherman or fishermen pur- 
suing vsuch process, or if either party shall refuse, then 
the justice first appointed shall name his associate, with 
condition to answer and pay whatever sum shall be recov- 
ered by him oi them on such process, there shall be an 
immediate discharge of such vessel. Nothing in this or 
the preceding section shall pi event any fisherman from 
having his action at common law for his share or shares of 
fish or the proceeds thereof 

90. Discharge in foreign trade. 

All seamen discharged in the United States from mer- 
chant vessels engaged in voyages from a port in the United 
States to any foreign port, or, being of the burden of seventy- 
five tons or upward, from a port on the Atlantic to a port 
on the Pacific, or vice versa, »shall bo discharged and receive 
their wages in the presence of a duly authorized shipping- 
commissioner under this Title [R, S., d501~tR)13], except in 
cases where some competent court otherwise directs; and 
any master or owner of any such vessel who discharges 
such seaman belonging thereto, or pay>s his wages within 
the United States in any other manner, shall be liable to a 
penalty of not more than fifty dollars 

Every master shall, not less than forty-eight hours before 
paying off or discharging any seaman, deliver to him, or, if 
he is to be discharged before a shipping -commissioner, to 
such shipping-commissioner, a full and true account of his 
wages, and all deductions to be made thei’efrom on any 
account whatsoever; and in default shall, for each ofl'ensc, 
be liable to a penalty of not more than fifty dollars. No 
deduction fiom the wages of any seaman except in respect 
of some matter happening after such delivery shall be 
allowed, unless it is included in the account delivered; and 
the master sliall, during the voyage, enter the various mat- 
ters in respect to which such deductions are made, with 
the amounts of the respective deductions as thev occur, in 
the official log-book, and shall, if required, produce such 
book at the time of the payment of wageSj and, also, upon 
the hearing, before any^ competent authoritjq of auj^ com- 
plaint or question relating to such pajnnent 

Upon the discharge of any seaman, or upon pajmient of 
his wages, the master shall sign and give him a certificate 
of dis^arge, specifying the period of his service and the 
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time and place of his discharge, in the form marked Table 
B in the schedule annexed to this Title [R S., 4 : 501 “- 4 : 613 ]; 
and every master who fails to sign and give to such sea- 
man such ecrtilicate and dischaige, shall, for each such 
offense, incur a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. But 
whenever the master shall discharge nis crew or mj part 
thereof in any collection district, where no shipping* com- 
missioner has been appointed, he may perform for himself 
the duties of such commissioner. 

91 Discharge in foreign ports 

Upon the application of the master of any vessel to a 
consular officei to discharge a seaman, or upon the appli- 
cation of any seaman for his own discharge, if it appears 
to such officer that said seaman has completed his shipping 
agreement, or is entitled to his discharge under any act of 
Oongzess or according to the genezal principles or usages 
of ^maritime law as recognized in the United States, such 
otHcer shall dischaige said seaman, and require from the 
master of said vessel, before such discharge shall be made, 
pa^^ment of the wa^es which may then be due said seamgn, 
but no payment ot extra wages shall be icquired b}" any 
consular officer upon such discharge of any seaman except 
as provided lu this act. 

If any consular officer, when dischaignug any seaman, 
shall neglect to requiie the payment of and collect the 
arrears of wag'es and extra wages requiied to be paid m 
the case of the discharge of any seaman, he shall be account- 
able to the United States for the full amount thereof. The 
master shall provide any seaman so discharged with em- 
ployment on a vessel agreed to by the seaman, or shall pro- 
vide him with one month’s extra wages, if it shall be shown 
to the satisfaction of the consul that such seaman was not 
discharged for neglect of duty, incompetency, or injury 
incurred on the vessel. If the seaman is discharged by 
voluntary consent before the consul, he shall be entitled to 
bis wages up to the time of his discharge, but not for any 
further period. If the seaman is discharged on account of 
injmy or illness, incapacitating him for service, thoexpenses 
of his maintenance and return to the United States shall 
be paid from the fund for the maintenance and transporta- 
tion of destitute American seamen. 

Whenever a vessel of the United States is sold m a for- 
eign country and her company discharged, it shall be the 
duty .of the master to produce to the consular officer a cer- 
tified list of the ship’s company, and also the shipping arti- 
cles, and besides paying to each seaman or apprentice the 
wages due him, he shall either provide him with adequate 
employment on board some other vessel bound to the port 
at which he was originally shipped, or to such other port 
as may be agreed upon by him, or furnish the means of 
sending him to such port, or provide him with a passage 
home, or deposit with the consular offiicer such a sum of 
money as is by the offiicer deemed sufficient to defray the 
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oxpeiiHca of maintenance and passage home; and the 
consular officer shall indorse upon the agreement with the 
crew of the ship which the seaman or api‘)reuticG is leaving 
the particulars of any payment, piovision, or deposit made 
under this section A failuie to comply with the provi- 
sions of this section vshall rcndei the owner liable to line of 
not exceeding fifty dollars.

Dec 21,1898 oountiy hy a consular officer on his complaint that the 
voyage is continued contrary to agreement, or that the

First. Upon the completion, before a shipping-commis- 
sioner, of any discharge and settlement, the master or 
owner and each seaman, respective!}", in the presence of 
the shipping-commissioner, shall sign a mutual release of 
all claims for wages in respect of the past voyage or engage- 
ment, and the shipping-commissioner shall also sign and

Second. Such release, so signed and attested, shall oper-

Third A cop}'' of such release, certified under the hand 
and seal of such shipping commissi on ei to be a true copy,

co;^. 

Fourth In cases in which discharge and settlement be- 
fore a shipping-commissioner are required, no payment, 
receipt, settlement, or discharge othei wise made shall oper- 
ate as evidence of the release oi satisfaction of any claim. 

Fifth. Upon payment being made by a master before a 
shipping -commissioner, the shipping-commissioner shall, if 
required, sign and give to such master a statement of the 
whole amount so paid; and such statement shall, between 
the master and his emiffoyei , be received as evidence that 
he has made the payments therein mentioned. 

Upon cveiy discharge effected before a shipping-com- 
missioner, the master shall make and sign, in the form 
given in the table maiked B,” in the schedule annexed 
to this Title [K, S., 4501-4613], arepoitof the conduct, 
character, and qualifications of the persons discharged; or 
may state in such foim, that he declines to give any opin- 
ion upon such particulars, or upon any of fliem; and the 
commissioner shall keep a register of the same, and shall, 
if desired so to do by any seaman, give to him or indorse 
on his certificate of dischaige a copy of so much of such 
repoit as concerns him. 

A seaman’s right to wages and ^iroyisions shall be taken 
to commence either at the time at which he commences 
work, or at the time specified m the agreement for his com- 
mencement of work or presence on board, whichever first 
hapxiens 

No light to wages shall be dex^eudent on the earning of 
freight by the vessel, but every seaman or apprentice who 
would be entitled to demand and receive any wages if the 
vessel on which he has served had earned freight, shall, 
subject to all other rules of law and conditions applicable 
to the case, be entitled to claim and recover the ^samo of 
the master or owner in personam, notwithstanding that 
freight has not been earned. But in all cases of wreck or 
loss of vessel, proof that any seaman or api^rentice has not 
exerted himself to the utmost to save the vessel, cargo, 
and stores, shall bar his claim. 

Ill cases where the scivice of any seaman ^termmates 
before the period conteihplatod in the agreement, by rea- 
son of the loss or wreck of the vessel, such seaman shall 
be entitled to wages for the time of service prior to 
such termination, but not for any further perioef. Such 
seaman shall lie considered as a destitute seaman and shall 
be treated and transported to port of shipment as provided 
in sections forty-five hundred and seventy-seven, forty -five 
hundred and seventy-eight, and forty-five hundred and 
seventy-nine of the Revised Statutes of the United States.

PART V. MERCHANT SEAMEN. 

Any .seaman who has signed an agreement and is after- 
ward dischai’ged lioforc the commencement of the voyage 
or before one month’s wages are earned, without fault on 
his part justifying such discharge, and without his consent, 
.shall be entitled to receive from the master or owner, in 
addition to any wages ho may have earned, a sum equal 
in amount to one month’s wages as compensation, and ma^^, 
on adducing evidence satisfactory to the coiu't hearing the 
case, of having been improperly discharged, recover such 
compensation as if it were Avages duly earned. 

No seaman or apprentice shall be entitled to wages for 
any period during which he unlawfully refuses or neglects 
to work when required, after the time fixed by the agree- 
ment for him to begin work, nor, unless the court hearing 
the case otherwise directs, for any period during which he 
is lawfully imprisoned for any offense committed by him. 

The master or owner of any vessel maldng coasting voy- 
ages shall pay to every seaman his wages within two days 
after the termination of the agreement under which he 
.shipped, or at. the tune such seaman is discharged, which- 
ever first happens; and in the case of vessels making for- 
eign voyages, or from a port on the Atlantic to a port 
ou the Pacific, or vice A^ersa, within twenty-four hours 
after the cargo has been dischai^ged, or within four days 
after the seaman has been discharged, whichevei first hap- 
pens; and in all cases the seaman shall, at the time of his 
discharge, be entitled to he paid, on account of wages, a 
sum equal to one-third part of the balance due him E\^eiy 
master or owner As^ho refuses or neglects to make payment 
in manner hereinbefore mentioned without sufficient cause 
shall pay to the seaman a .sum equal to one day’s pay for 
each and every day during which payment is delayed 
beyond the respective periods, Avbicli sum shall be recov- 
erable as wages in any claim made before the court; but 
this section shall not apply to the masters or owners of 
an}^ ve.ssel the seamen on Avhich are entitled to shaie in the 
profits of the cruise or voyage. [This section shall not 
apply to fishing or whaling vessels or yachts — Dec. 21, 
1898, Sec. 36 ] 

Every seaman on a vessel of the United States shall be 
entitled to leceive from the master of the vessel to which 
he belongs one-half part of the wages Avhich shall be due 
him at ever}" port where such vessel, after the voyage has 
commenced, shall load or delh^er cargo before the voyage 
is ended unless the contrary be expressly stipulated in the 
contract; and when the voyage is ended every such sea- 
man shall be entitled to the remainder of the wages which 
shall then be due him as provided in section forty -five 
hundred and twenty-nine of the Revised Statues. [This 
section shall not apply to fishing or whaling vessels or 
yachts— Dec. 21, 1898, Sec. 26.] 

Whenever the wages of any seaman are not paid within 
ten days after the time when the same ought to be paid 
according to the provisions of this Title [R. S. , 4501-4613], 
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or any dispute arises between the master and seamen touch- 
ing wages, the district judge for the ] udicial district where 
the vessel is, or in case his icsidence be more than three 
miles from the place, or ho be absent from theplaceof his 
residence, then, any judge or justice of the peace, or any 
commissioner of a district court, may summon the master 
of such vessel to appear before him, to show cause why 
process should not issue against such vessel, her tackle, 
apparel, andf urniture, according to the course of admiralty 
courts, to answer for the wages. 

If the master against whom such summons is issued 
neglects to appear, or, appearing’, does not show that the 
wages are paid or otherwise satisfied or forfeited, and if 
the matter in dispute is not foithwith settled, the judge or 
justice or commissioner shall certify to the clerk of the dis- 
trict court that there is sufficient cause of complaint 
whereon to found admiralty process; and thereupon the 
clerk of such court shall issue piocess against the vessel. 
In all cases where the matter in demand does not exceed 
one hundred dollars the return clay of the monition or 
citation shall be the fii’st day of a stcated or special session 
of couit next succeeding the thud day after the service of 
the monition or citation, and on the return of process in 
open court, duly sei ved, either i:)ait3’^ may proceed therein 
to proofs and hearing without other notice, and final judg- 
ment shall be given according to the usual course of admi- 
ralty courts in such cases. In such suits all the seamen 
having cause of complaint of the like kind against the 
same vessel may be joined as complainants, and it shall be 
incumbent on the master to produce the contract and log 
book, if required to ascertain any matter in dispute; other- 
wise the complainants shall be peimitted to state the' con- 
tents thereof, and the burden of proof of the contrary 
shall be on the master. But nothing herein contained shall 
prevent any seaman from maintaining any action at com- 
mon law for the recovery of his wages, or having imme- 
diate process out of any court having admiralty jurisdiction 
wherever anv vessel may bo found, in case ^uc shall have 
left the port of delivery where her voyage ended before 
payment of the wages, oi in case she shall be about to 
proceed to sea before the end of the ten days next after 
the day when such wages are due, in accordance with sec- 
tion forty-five hundred and twenty-nine of the Eevised 
Statutes. [This section shall not apply to fishing or whal- 
ing vessels or yachts — Dec. 21, 1898, Sec. 26.] 

Moneys paid under the laws of the United States, by 
diiection of consular officeis or agents, at any foreign port 
or place, as wages, extza or otherwise, due American sea- 
men, shall be paid in gold or its equivalent, without an^^ 
deduction whatever any contract to the con ti ary notwith- 
standing 

Any question concerning the forfeiture of, or deductions 
from, the wages of any seaman or apprentice, may be detei- 
mmea in any proceeding lawf ally instituted with respect 
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to such wages, notwithstanding the offense in respect of 
which such (.juestion aiises, though hereby made punish- 
able by imprisonment as well as foifeiturc, has not been 
made the subject of any criminal proceeding 

R.s , 11*05 Whenever m any proceeding relating to seamen's wages 
it is shown that any seaman or apprentice has, in the 
course of the voyage, been convictecl of any ol tense by any 
competent tribunal, and rightfully punished therefor, by

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94. Advances and allotments of wages 

(a) It shall be, and is hereby", made unlawful in any case 
to pay any seaman wages du advance of the time when 
he ha*s actually earned the same, or to pay such advance 
wages to any ofchei poison. Any person paying such ad- 
vance wages shall be deemed guiltv of a niisderaeanor, and 
upon conviction shall lie punished ])y a fine not less than 
four times the amount of the wages so advanced, and may 
also be imprisoned for a period not exceeding six months, 
at the discretion of the court. The payment of such ad- 
vance wages shall in no case, cxc(‘pting as herein provided, 
absolve the vessel or the master or owner thereof from full 
payment of Avages after tlie same shall have been actually 
earned, and shall he no defense to a libel, suit, or action 
for the recovery of such wages. If person shall demand 
or receive, either directly or indirectly, from any seaman or 
other person seeking employment as seaman, or from any 
person on his behalf, any remuneration Avhatever for pro- 
Auding him with employment, he shall for every such offense 
be liable to a penalty of not more than one hundi^ed dollars. 

(h) It shall he laAvftil for anv seaman to stipulate in 
his shipping’ agreement for an allotment of any portion of 
the Avages whioi he may earn to his grand parents, parents, 
wife, sister, or children. But no allotment Avlmtcver shall be 
allowed in the trade botAvecn the ports of the United States 
(except as provided in subdivision c of this section) or 
in trade between ports of the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada, Newfoundland, the West Indies and 
Mexico. 

(c) It shall be lawful for any seaman engaged in a ves- 
sel Dound from a port on the Atlantic to a port on the 
Pacific or vice versa, or m a vessel engaged in foreign trade, 
except trade between the United States and the Dominion 
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of Canada or Newfoundland or the West Indies or the Ee- 
public of Mexico, to stipulate in his shipping agreement 
for an allotment of an amount, to ‘be fixed by regulation 
of the Commissioner of Navigation, with the approval of 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, not exceeding' one 
month’s wages, to an oiiginal creditor in liquidation of 
any ] list debt for boaid or clothing which he may have 
contracted prior to engagement 

(d) No allotment note shall be valid unless signed by 
and approved by the shipping commissioner. It shall bo 
the duty of said commissioner to examine such allotments 
and the parties to them and enforce compliance with the 
law All stipulatioiivs for the allotment ot any part of the 
wages of a seaman during his absence which are made at 
tbe commencement of the voyage shall be inserted in the 
agreement, and shall state the amounts and times of the 
payments to be made and the persons to whom the pay- 
ments are to be made. 

(e) No allotment except as provided for in this scoticin 
shall bo lawful. Any person who shall falsely claim to l)e 
such 1 elation as above described of a seaman under this 
section or shall make a false htatement of the nature or 
amount of any delit claimed to be due from any seaman 
under this section shall for every such oflense be punish- 
able by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars oi imjpris- 
onment not exceeding six months, at the discretiou of the 
court 

(f) This section shall apply as well to foreign ve.ssels 
as to vessels of the United States; and any master, owner, 
consignee,* or agent of any foreign vessel who has violated 
its provisions shall be liable to the same penalty that the 
mastei, owner, or agent of a vessel of the United States 
would be for a similar violation . Provided^ That treaties in 
foi'ce between the United States and foreign nations do 
not conflict 

(g) Under the direction of the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor the Commissioner of Navigation shall make 
regulations 1o carry out this section [This section shall 
not apply to fishing or whaling vessels or yachts — ^Dec. SI, 
1898, Sec. SG.J 

95. Wages and cloihmg exempt from attachment 

No wages due oi accruing to any seaman or apprentice 
shall bo subject to attachment or arrestment xioni any 
court: and every payment of wages to a seaman or appren- 
tice shall bo valid in law, notwithstanding any previous 
sale or assignment of wages, or of any attachment, iiicum- 
brauce, or arrestment thereon, and no assignment or sale 
of wages, or of salvage, made prior to the accruing thereof, 
shall bind the party making the same, except such advance 
securities are authorized by this Title [R. S. , 4:501“1613]. 

The clothing of any seaman shall be exempt from attach- 
ment, and any person who shall detain such clothing when 
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demanded by the owner shall be liable to a penally of not 
exceeding one hundred dollars. 

No sum exceeding one dollar shall be recoverable from 
any seaman, by any one person, for any debt contracted 
during the time such seaman shall actually belong to any 
vessel, until the voyage for which such seaman engaged 
shall be ended, 

90 Desertion of seamen abroad 

It shall he the dut}^ of all consulai officers to loclaim 
deserters, discountenance insubordination by eveiy means 
in their power, and, where the local authorities can be use- 
fully employed for that purpose, to lend their aid and use 
their exertions to that end in the most effectual manner. 
In all cavSGS wheic seamen or officers are accused the con- 
sular officer shall inquire into the facts and proceed as pro- 
vided in section forty-five hundred and eighty-three of the 
I?^evised Statutes; and the officer discharging such seamen 
shall enter upon the ciew list and shipping articles and 
official log the (^auso of discharge and the particulars in 
which the cruel or unusual treatment consisted, and sub- 
vscrilie his name thereto officially. He shall read the entry 
made in the official log to the master, and his reply thereto, 
if any, shall likewise bo entered and subscribed in the same 
manner. 

97, Desertion of foreign seamen in the Untied States 

On application of a consul or vice-consul of any foreign 
goveinmcnt having a treaty with the United States stipu- 
lating for the restoration of seamen deserting, made in 
writing, stating that the person therein named has deserted 
from a vessel of anj^ such government, while in any port of 
the United Stales, and on proof by the exhibition of the 
regLstei of the vessel, ship’s roll, or other official document, 
that the person named belonged, at the time of desertion, 
to the crew of such vessel, it shall be the duty of any court, 
]udge, commissioner of any circuit court, justice, or other 
magistrate, having com23etent power, to issue warrants to 
cause such peison to be aiTCsted for examination. If, on 
examination, the facts stated are found to be true, the per- 
son ai rested not being a citizen of the United States, siiall 
be delivered up to the consul or vice-consul, to be sent back 
to the dominions of an}^ such govci nincnt, or, on the i equest 
and at the expense of the consul or vice-consul, shall be 
detained until the eoiisul or vice-consul finds an oiiportu- 
niL 3 " to the dominions of any such gov- 

ernment. No person so arrested shall he detained more 
than two months after his arrest; but at the end of that 
time shall be set at liberty, and shall not be again molested 
for the same cause. If such deserter shall be found to 
have committed any crime or offense, his surrender may be 
delayed until the' tribunal before which the case shall be 
depending, or may be cognizable, shall have pronounced 
its sentenc.e, and such sentence shall have been carried 
into effect. 
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98. Arbitration before shipping-commissioner 

Eveiy shipping- commi&aioner shall hear and decide any ^ ^ 
question whatsoever between a master, consignee, agent, 
or owner, and any of his crew, which both parties agree in 
writing to submit to him , and every award so made by him 
shall be binding* on both parties, and shall, in any legal 
proceedings which may be taken in the matter, before any 
com t of justice, be deemed to be conclusive as to the rights 
of parties. And any document under the hand and official 
seal of a commissioner purjporting to be such submission 
or award, shall be prima-facie evidence thereof. 

In any proceeding relating to the wages, claims, or dis- 
charge of a seaman, carried on before any shipping-com- 
missioner, under the provisions of this Title [K. S., 4501- 
4613], such shipping-commissioner may call upon the owner, 
or his agent, or upon the master, or any mate, or any other 
member of the crew, to pioduce any log-books, papers, or 
other documents in their possession or power, lespectively, 
relating to any matter in question in such proceedings, and 
may call before him and examine any of such persons, being 
then at or near the place, on any such matter; and every 
owner, agent, master, mate, oi othei member of the crow" 
who, when called upon by the shipping-commissioner, does 
not produce any such books, papers, or documents, if in his 
possession oi power, or does not appear and give evidence, 
shall, unless he shows some reasonable cause for such a 
default, be liable to a penalty of not more than one hundred 
dollars for each offense; and, on application made by the 
shipping-commissioner, shall be further punished, in the 
discretion of the cum L, as in other cases of contempt of the 
process of the court 

99 Soliciting fodgero 

If, within twenty-four hours after the arrival of any n s., leo? 
vessel at any port in the United States, any peison, then 
being on board such vessel, solicits any seaman to become 
a lodger at the house of any person letting lodgings for 
hue, or takes out of such vessel any effects of any seaman, 
excejit under his personal direction, and with the permis- 
sion of the master, he shall, for every such offense, be 
punishable h}^ a fine of not more than fifty dollars, or by 
imprisonment for not more than three months. 

100, Return of seamen from foreign ports, Alaska, and insular ports 

It shall bo the duty of the consuls, vice-consuls, com- as, 1577 
mercial agents, and vice-commercial agents, from time to 
time, to provide for the seamen of the United States, who 
mw be found destitute within their districts, respectively, 
sufficient subsistence and passages to some port in the 
United States, in the most reasonable manner, at the ex- 
pense of the United States, subject to such instructions as the 
Secretary of State shall give. The seamen shall, if able, 
be bound to do duty on board the vessels in which^ they 
may be transported, according to their several abilities. 
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Relief and protection of American .seamen in foreign 
countries, and shipwrecked American seamen in the Terri- 
tory of Alaska, in the Hawaiian Islands, Porto Rico, and 
the Philippine Islands, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, thirty thousand dollars. 

All masters of vessels of the United Slates, and bound 
to some poit of the same, aio required to take such desti- 
tute seamen on board their vessels, at the request of con- 
sular officers, and to transport them to the poit in the 
United States to which such vessel may be bound, on such 
terms, not exceeding ten dollars foi each person for voy- 
ages of not more than thirty days, and not exceeding 
twenty dollars foi each person for longer voyages, as may 
be agiecd between the master and the consular officer, 
when the transportation is by a sailing vessel; and the 
regular steerage passenger rate not to exceed two cents 
pel mile when the transpoitation is by steamer; and said 
consular officer shall issue certilicates tor such transporta- 
tion, which certifiiiates shall be assignable for collection. 
If anv such destitute, seaman is so disabled or ill as to be 
unalile to perform duty, the consular officer shall so certify 
in the. certificate of tiansportation, and such additional 
compensation shall be paid as the Comptroller of the 
Treasury shall deem proper. Every such master who 
refuses to receive and transport such seamen on the request 
or order of such consular officer shall be liable to the United 
States ill a penalty of one hundred dollars for each seaman 
so refused. The certificate of any such consular officer, 
given under his hand and official seal, shall be picsumptive 
evidence of such refusal in any court of law having juiis- 
diction for the recovery of the penalty. No master of any 
vessel shall, however, lie obliged to take a greater number 
than one man to every one hundred tons burden of the 
vessel on any one voyage, or to take any seaman having a 
contagious disease 

Whenever distressed seamen of the United States aio 
transported from foreign ports where there is no consular 
officer of the United States, to ])orls of the United States, 
there shall be allowed to the master oi owner of each ves- 
sel, in which they aie transported, such reasonable com- 
pensation, in additio’ to the allowance now fixed by law, 
as shall he deemed equitable by tlie Coiupti oiler of the 
Treasmy 

101 Effects of deceased seamen. 

WhenG\ or any seaman or apprentice belonging to or sent 
home on any merdiaut vessel, whether a foreign-going or 
domestic vessel, employed on a voyage which is to termi- 
nate in the United States, dies during such V03>'ago, the 
master shall take charge of all moneys, clothes, and effects 
which he leaves on board, and shall, if he thinks fit, cause 
all or any of such clothes and effects to be sold by auction 
at the mast or other public auction, and shall tnereupon 
sign an entry in the official log-book, and cause it to be 
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attested by the mate and one of the crew, containing the 
following particulars; 

First. A statement of the amount of money so left by 
the deceased. 

Second. In case of a sale, a description of each article 
sold, and the sum received for each, 

Thiid. A statement of the sum due to deceased as wages, 
and the total amount of deductions, if any, to be made 
therefrom 

In cases embraced by the preceding section, the following s , 4539 
rules .shall he observed* 

First. If the vessel proceeds at once to any port in the 
United States, the master shall, within forty-eight hours 
after his arrival, deliver any such effects remaining unsold, 
and pay any money which he has taken charge of, or 
received from such sale, and the balance of wages due to 
the deceased, to the shipping-commissioner at the port of 
destination in the United States. 

Second. If the vessel touches and remains at some foreign 
port before coming to any port in the United States, the 
master shall report the case to the United States consular 
officer there, and shall give to such officer any information 
he requires as to the destination of the vessel and probable 
length of the voyage; and such officer may, if heconaideis 
it expedient so to do, require the effects, money, and wages 
to be delivered and paid to him, and shall, upon such delivery 
and payment, give to the master a receipt; and the master 
shall within forty-eight hours after his arrival at his port 
of destination in the United States produce the same to the 
shipping- commissioner there. Such consular officer shall, 
in any such case, indorse and certify upon the agreement 
with the crew the particulars with respect to such delivery 
and payment. 

Thiid. If the consular officer does not require such pay- 
ment and delivery to be made to him, the master shall take 
charge of the effects, money, and wages, and shall, within 
forty-eighthoui'S after his arrival at his port of destination 
in the United States, deliver and pay the same to the ship- 
ping-commissioner there. 

^urth. The master shall, in all cases in which any sea- 
man or apprentice dies daring the voyage or engagement, 
give to suen officei or shipping-commissionei an account, in 
such form as they may respectively require, of the effects, 
money, and wages so to he delivered and paid; and no 
deductions claimed in such account shall be allowed unless 
verified by an entiy in the official log-book, if there be any; 
and by such other vouchers, if any, as may be reasonably 
required by the officer or shipping-commissioner to whom 
the account is rend,ered, ^ ^ 

Fifth. Upon due compliance with such of the provisions 
of this section as relate to acts to be done at the port of 
destination in the United States, the shipping-commissioner 
shall grant to the master a certificate to that effect. No

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officer of ciustoms .shall clear any foreign-going vessel with- 
out the production of .such certilicate. 

Whenever any master fails to take such charge of the 
money or other effects of a seaman or apprentice during a 
voyage, or to make such entries m respect thoi eof , or to 
procure such attestation to >siioh entries, or to make such 
payment or delivery of any money, wog’os, or effects of any 
seaman or apprentice dying during a voyage, or to give 
such account in respect thereof as is above directed, he 
shall be accountable for the money, wages, and effects of 
the seaman or apprentice to the circuit coui't in whose luns- 
diction such port of destination is situate, and shall pay 
and deliver the same accordingl}^; and he shall, in addition, 
for every such offense, be liable to a penalt}?- of not more 
than trel'jle the value of the money or effects, or, if such 
value is not ascertained, not more than two hundred dol- 
lars; and if any such money, wages, oi effects are not duly 
paid, delivered, and accounted for by the master, the ownei 
of the vessel shall pay, deliver, and account for the same, 
and such money and wages and the value of such efl'ects 
shall be recoverable from him accordingly ; and if he fails 
to account for and pay the same, he smalk in addition to 
his liability for the money and value, be liable to the same 
penalty which is incurred by the mastei for a like offense; 
and all mone}^ wages, and effects of any seaman oi appren- 
tice dying during a voyage shall be recoverable in the 
courts and by the modes of proceeding by which seamen 
are enabled to recover wages duo to them. 

Whenever any such seaman or apprentice dies at nwj 
place out of the United States, leaving nnv money or effects 
notonboardofhia vessel, the consular officer of the United 
States at or nearest the place shall claim and take charge 
of such money and effects, and shall, if he thinks fit, sell 
all or anj'' of such effects, or any effects of any deceased 
seaman or apprentice delivered to him under the provisions 
of this Title [R. S., 4501-4613], and shall quarterly I’emit 
to the circuit court for the circuit embracing the port from 
which such vessel sailed, or the port where the voyage 
terminates, all moneys belonging to or arising from the 
sale of the effects or paid as the wages of any deceased 
seamen or apprentices which have come to his hands, and 
shall render such accounts thereof ns the circuit court 
requires. 

Whenever any seaman or appi^entice dies in the United 
States, and is, at the tune of ms death, entitled to claim 
from the master or owner of any vessel in which he has 
served, any unpaid wages or effects, such master or owner 
shall pay and deliver, or account for the same, to the ship- 
ping-commissioner at the port where the seaman or appren- 
tice was discharged, or was to have been discharged, or 
where he died. 

Every shipping-commissioner in the United States shall, 
within one week from the date of receiving any such 
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money, wages, or effects of any deceased seaman or appren- 
tice, pa3% remit, or deliver to toe ciicuit couifc of the circuit 
in which ho resides, the money, wages, or effects, subject 
to such deductions as maybe allowed by the circuit couit 
for expensOvS incurred in respect to such money and effects, 
and should any commissioner fail to pay, remit, and deliver 
the same to the circuit court, within the time hereinbefore 
mentioned, he shall incur a penalty of not moxo than treble 
the value of such money and effects 

If the money and effects of any seaman or apprenti ce paid, 
remitted, or Seli's^ered to the circuit court, including the 
moneys i eceived f oi any part of his effects Avhich havehoen 
sold, cither before delivery to the circuit court, or by its 
diiections, do not exceed in value the sum of three hundred 
dollars, then, sub}ect to the provisions hereinafter con- 
tained, and to all such deductions for expenses incurred in 
respect to the seaman or apprentice, or of his money and 
effects, ns the said court thinks lit to allow, the court mav 
pa3^ and delivei the said money and effects to any claimants 
who can piove themselves either to be his widow oi chil- 
dren, oi to be entitled to the effects of the deceased under 
hi 8 will, or under any statute, or at common law, or to be 
entitled to procure probate, or take out letters of adminis- 
tiation or confirmation, although no piobate or letters of 
administration or confirmation have been taken out, and 
shall be thereby discharged from all further liability in 
respect of the money and eflEects so paid and delivered; or 
may, if it thinks fit so to do, require probate, or letters of 
administration or confirmation, to be taken out, and theie- 
upon pay and deliver the said money and eft’ects to the 
legal pertaonal representatives of the deceased; and if such 
money and effects exceed m A^alue the sum of three hundred 
dollais, then, subject to deduction for expenses, the court 
shall pay and deliver the same to the legal personal repre- 
sentatives of the deceased. 

A circuit court, in its discretion, may at any time direct 
the sale of the whole or any part of the effects of a deceased 
seaman oi apprentice, wdiich it has received or may hereafter 
receive, and shall hold the proceeds of such sale as the 
wages of deceased seamen are held. When no claim to the 
wages or effects or proceeds of the sale of the effects of a 
deceased seaman oi apprentice, i eceived by a circuit court, 
IS substantiated wdthm six years af tei’ the receipt thereof by 
the court, it shall be in the absolute discretion of the com t, 
if any subsequent claim is made, eithei to allow or refuse 
the same. Such courts shall, from time to time, paj^ any 
moneys arising from the unclaimed wages and effects of 
deceased seamen, which in their ojiinion it is not necessary 
to retain for the purpose of satisfying claims, into the 
Treasiuw of the United States, and such moneys shall form 
a fund for, and be appropriated to, the relief of sick and 
disabled and destitute seamen belonging to the United States 
merchant marine service. 
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102. Offenses and puntshments 

The words ‘‘domestic trade’’ in this section shall include 
trade l^etween ports of the United States and trade between 
ports of the United States and the Dominion of Canada, 
Newfoundland, the West Indies, and Mexico. The words 
“foreign trade” shall include tiade between ports of the 
United States and foreign ports, except as above specified, 
and trade between Atlantic and Pacific ports of the United 
States. Whenever any seaman who has been lawfully en- 
gaged or any apprentice to the sea service commits any of 
the following offenses he shall be punishable as follows: 

First. For desertion, if the offense occur at a port of the 
United States, or a foreign port in the domestic trade, by for- 
feiture of all or an}^ part of the clothes or effects he leaves 
on hoard and of all or any part of the wages or emoluments 
which he has then earned If the offense occur at a foreign 
port in the foreign trade, by forfeiture of all oi any part of 
the clothes or effects he leaves on board and of all or any 
part of the wages or emoluments which he lias then earned; 
and also, at the discretion of the court, by imprisonment for 
not more than one month 

Second. For neglecting or refusing, without reasonable 
cause, to join his vessel or to proceed to sea in his vessel, 
or for absence without leave at any time within twenty- 
four hours of the vessel’s sailing from any port, cither at 
the commencement or during the progiess of any voyage, 
or for absence at my time without leave and without suf- 
ficient reason from his vessel or from his duty, not amount- 
ing to desertion or not treated as such by the master, if 
the offense occur at a port of the United States or a foreign 
port in the domestic trade, by a forfeituio froui his wages 
of not more than two days’ pay, or sufficient to defray any 
expenses which have been properly incurred in hinnu a 
substitute, or if the offense occur at a foreign port, in the 
foreign trade, by a forfeiture from his wages of not more 
than two days’ pay, or, at the discretion of the court, by 
impiisonment for not more than one month 

Third For quitting the vessel, in whatever trade en- 

f aged, at a, ;fo reign or domestic poit, without leave after 
er arrival at her jpoiii of deliverj and before she is placed 
in security, by forfeiture from his wages of not'moie than 
one montn’s pay. 

Fourth. For willful disobedience to any laAvful command 
at vsea, by being, at the option of the master, placed in 
irons until such disobedience shall cease, and upon arrival 
in port, if of the United States, by forfeiture from his wages 
of not moie than four days’ pay, or upon arrival in a for- 
eign port by forfeiture from his wages of not more thmi 
four days’ pay, or, at the discretion of the court, by impris- 
onment for not more than one month. 

Fifth. For continued willful disobedience to lawful com- 
mand or continued willful neglect of duty at sea by being, 
at the option of the master, jnaced in irons, on bread and 
water, with full rations every fifth day, until such disobedi- 
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ence shall cease, and upon arrival in port, if of the United 
States, by forfeiture, for every twenty-four hours' contin- 
uance of such disobedience or neglect, of either a sum of 
not more than twelve days’ pay or sufficient to defray any 
expenses which have been pi^opcrly incurred in hiring "a 
substitute, or upon arrival in a foreign port, in addition to 
the above penalty, by imprisonment for not more than three 
months, at the discretion of the court. 

Sixth For assaulting any master or mate, in whatever 
trade engaged, by inipiisonment for not more than two 
years. 

Seventh. For willfully damaging the vessel, or embez- 
zling or willfully damaging any of the stores or cargo, in 
whatever trade engaged, by forfeiture out of his wages of 
a sum equal in amount to the loss thereby sustained, and 
also, at the discretion of the court, by imprisonment for 
not moie than twelve months. 

Eighth. For any act of smuggling for which he is con- 
victed, and whereby loss or damage is occasioned to the 
master or owner, in whatever trade engaged, he shall be 
liable to pay such master or owner such a sum as is suffi- 
cient to reimburse the master or owner for such loss or 
damage; and the whole or any part of bis wages may he 
letained in satisfaction or on account of such Utility; and 
he shall be liable to imprisonment for a period of not more 
than twelve months. 

Upon the commission of any of the offenses enumerated 
m the preceding section an entry thereof shall be made in 
the official log nook on the day on which the offense was 
committed, and shall be signed by the master and by the 
mate or one of the crew; and the offender, if still in the 
vessel, shall, before her next arrival at any port, or., if she 
is at the time in port, before her departure therefrom, be 
furnished with a copy of such entry, and have the same 
read over distinctl}^ and audibly to him, and may thereupon 
make such a reply thereto as he thinks fit; and a state- 
ment that a copy of the entry has been so furnished, or 
the same has been so read over, together with his reply, 
if any, made by the offender, shall likewise be entered and 
signed in the same manner. In any .subsequent legal pro- 
ceedings the entries hereinbefore required shall, if practi- 
cable, be produced or proved, and in default of sucm pro- 
duction or proof the court hearing the case may, at its 
discretion, refuse to receive evidence of the offense. 

All clothes, effects, and wages which, under the provi- 
sions of this Title [R, S. , 4601-4618J, ai^e forfeited for deser- 
tion, shall be applied, in the first instance, in payment of 
the expenses occasioned by such desertion, to the master 
or owner of the vessel from which the desertion baa taken 
place, and the balance, if any, shall be paid by the master 
or owner to any shipping commissioner resident at the port 
at which the voyage of such vessel terminates; and the 
shipping-commissioner shall account for and pay over such 
balance to the judge of the circuit court within one month 
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after the comuibssioner receiver tke sauie, to be disposed 
of liy hmi ill the winio nninnor is pi escribed for the dis- 
posal of the nioiu'y, effects, and wages of deceased sea- 
men. Whenever any master or owner neglects or refuses 
to pay over to the shipping-commissioner such balance, he 
shall be liable to a penalty of double the amount thereof, 
recoverable by the commissioner in the same manner that 
seamen’s wages are recovered. In all other cases of for- 
feiture of wages, the forfeiture shall be for the beuefft of 
the master or owner hy whom the wages are payable. 

Any master of, or any seaman or apprentice belonging 
to, mny merchant vesvsel, who, by willful breach of dutj^ 
or by reason of drunkenness, does any act tending to the 
immediate loss or desti notion of, oi serious damag-e to such 
vessel, or tending immediately to endanger the life or limb 
of any person belonging to oi on board of such vessel, or 
who, by willful breach of duty, or by neglect of duty, or 
reason of diunkenuess, refuses or omits to do any law- 
ful act proper and requisite to be done by him foi pre- 
serving such vessel from immediate loss, destruction, or 
serious damage, or for preserving an}" person belonging 
to or on board of such ship fiom immediate danger to life 
or limb, shall, for every such otTonse, bo deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, punishalile liy imprisonment for not more 
than twelve months. 

No seaman in the mei’chant-service shall wear any sheath- 
knife on shipboaicL It shall 1)0 the duty of the master 
of any vessel icgistered, enrolled, or licensed under the 
laws of the United States, and of the person entering into 
contract for the employment of a seaman upon any such 
vessel, to inforna every person offering to ship himself of

goneral, consuls, yice-consuls, or consular or commercial 
agents of each nation, shall haye exclusive jurisdiction of 
controversies, difficulties, or disorders arising at sea or in 
the waters or ports of the other nation, bety'^een the master 
or officers and any of the crew, or between any of the crew 
themselves, of an}^ vessel belonging to the nation repi’e- 
sented hy such consular officer, such stipulations shall be

The court may make such 
ordeis as may be necessary to carry this section into effect, 
and especially foi* the giving of proper notice of any such 
suit. Such bond or stipulation shall be indorsed by the 
clerk with a minute of the suits wherein process is so 
stayed, and further security may at any time be required 
by the couit. If a special bond or stipulation in the par- 
ticular cause shall he given under this section, the liability 
as to said cause on the general bond or stipulation shall 
cease. 
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126 Genera! provisions 

Every vessel propelled in whole or in part steain shall 
be deemed a steam-vessel within the meaning of this Title 
[K. S., 4399-4500]. 

All steam- vessels navigating any waters of the United 
States which are common high wa5^s of commerce, or open to 
general or competitive navigation, excepting pulilic vessels 
of the United States, vessels of other countries, and boats 
propelled m whole or in part by steam for navigating 
canals, shall be subject to the provisions of this Title 
[R. S., 4399-4600], 

And all foreign private steam-vessels carrying passen- 
gers from any nort of the United States to any other place 
or countiy shall be subject to the provisions of section 
forty-four hundred and seventeen, forty-four hundred and 
eighteen, forty-four hundred and tweuty-one, forty-four 
hundred and twenty-two, forty-four hundred and twenty- 
three, forty-four hundred and twenty-four, forty-four hun- 
dred and seventy, forty-four hundred and seventy-one, 
forty-foui hundred and seventy-two, forty-four hundred 
and seventy-three, forty-four hundred and seventy-nine, 
forty-four hundred and eighty-two, forty-four hundred 
and eighty-eight, forty-four hundred and eighty-nine, 
fort^^-four hundred and ninety-six, forty-four hundred and 
ninety-seven, forty-four hundred and ninety-nnie, and 
forty -five hundred of this title, and shall be liable to visit- 
ation and inspection hy the proper officer, in any of the 
ports of the United States, respecting any of the provi- 
sions of the sections aforesaid. 

When such foreign passenger steamers belong to coun- 
tries having inspection laws approximating those of the 
United States, and have unexpired certificates of inspec- 
tion issued by tbe proper authorities in the respective 
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countries to which thej' belong, they shall be subject to 
no other in>spection than necessary to satisfy the local 
inspectors that the condition of the vessel, her boilers, 
and life-saving equipments arc as stated in the current 
certiticate of inspection; but no such certificate of inspec- 
tion shall be accepted as evidence of lawful inspection 
except when piesented by steam vessels of other countiies 
which have by their laws accoidcd to the steam vessels of 
the United States visiting such countries the same privi- 
lege accorded herein to the steam vessels of such countries 
visiting the United States; it being further provided that 
there j^all be collected and paid into the Treasury of the 
United States the same fees for the inspection of foreign 
passenger steamers carrying passengers from the United 
States that any foreign nation shall charge the merchant 
vessels of the United States trading to the ports of such 
nationalitj^, it being further provided that the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor shall have the power to waive at any 
time the collection of such fees upon due notice of the proper 
authorities of any country (*onceined that the collection 
of fees foi the inspection of American steam merchant 
vessels has been discontinued 

No license, register, or enrollment shall be granted, nor ^ ^ 
any other papers be issued by any collector or other chief 
officer of tne customs to any vessel propelled in ivhole or 
in part by steam, until he shall have satisfactory evidence 
that all the provisions of this Title [R. S,, 4399-4500] have 
been fully complied with. 

The hull and boilers of every ferx'y-boat, canal-boat, R 6 . 4426 . 
yacht, or other small craft of like character, propelled by 
steam, shall be inspected under the provisions of this Title 
[R. S., 4399-4500] Such other provisions of law for the 
liettei secui ity of life, as may be applicable to such ves- 
sels, shall, by the regulations of the board of supervising 
inspectors, also be required to be complied with, before a 
certificate of inspection shall be granted, and no sucli 
vessels shall be navigated without a licensed engineer and 
a licensed pilot. In open steam-launches of ten tons bur- Dec 22, i89o 
den and under, one person, if duly qualified, may serve in 
the doable capacity of pilot and engineer Irondequoit juu(3 26 ,i 8 oo 
B ay, New York, snail, for the purpovse of applying the 
provisions of title fifty -two of the Revised Statutes [R. S., 

4399-4500], relating to steam-vessels navigati^ thereon, 
he declared a navigable water of the United ^ates; and 
steam-vessels navigated thereon, and cairying passengers, 
shall be inspected under the provisions of section foity- 
foui hundred and twenty-six of the title [R S , 4399- 
4500] referred to, and subject to the penalties provided 
therein for a failure to comply therewith. 

All vessels of above fifteen tons burden, carrying freight 
or passengers for hire, propelled by gas, fluid, naphtha, or 
electric motors, shall be, and are hereby, made subject to 
all the provisions of section forty-four hundred and twenty- 
six of the Revised Statutes of the United States, relating to 
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the inspection of hulls and boilers and requiring engineers 
and pilots; and all vessels so propelled, without regaid. to 
tonnage [or use,] shall be subject to theprovisions [of section 
forty-four hundred and twelve of the Revised statutes of 
the United States, relating to the regulation of steam ves- 
sels in passing each other; and to so much of sections forty- 
two hundred and thirty-three of the Revised Statutes, 
relating to lights, fog signals, steering, and sailing rules, 
as the Soard of Supervising Inspectors shall, by their reg- 
ulations, deem applicable and practicable for their safe 
navigation ] 

The hull and boiler of every tug- boat, to wing-boat, and 
freight-boat shall be inspected, under the provisions of this 
Title [R. S , 1399-4500], and the inspectors shall »see that 
the boilers, machinery, and appurtenances of such vessel 
are not dangerous in form or workmanship, and that the 
safety-valves, gauge-cocks, low-water alarm-indicators, 
steam-gauges, and fusible plugs are all attached in con- 
formity to law; and the ofecers navigating such vessels 
shall he licensed in conformity with the provisions of this 
Title, and shall be subject to the same provisions of law as 
officeis navigating passengei -steamers. 

Whenever any boaid of local inspectors refuses to grant 
a license to any person applying for the same, or suspends 
or revokes the license of any master, mate, engineer, or 
pilot, any person deeming himself wronged by su^ refusal, 
suspension, or revocation, may, within thirty da^^s thereof, 
on application to the supervising inspector of the district, 
have his case examined anew by such supervising inspector, 
and the local board shall furnish to the supervising inspec- 
tor, in writing, the leasons for its doings in the premises; 
and such supervising inspector shall examine the case anew, 
and he shall have the same powers to summon witnesses 
and compel their attendance, and to administer oaths, 
that are conferred on local inspectors; and such witnesses 
and the marshal shall be paid in the same manner as pro- 
vided for by the preceding section, and such supervising 
inspector may revoke, change, or modify the decision oi 
such local board; and like proceedings may be had by any 
master or owner of any steam- vessel in relation to the inspec- 
tion of such vessel, or her boilers oi machineiy , by any such 
local board; and in case of repairs, and in any investigation 
or inspection, where there shall be a disagreement between 
the local inspectors, the supervising inspector, when so 
requested, shall investigate and decide the case. 

In addition to the annual inspection, the local inspectors 
shall examine, at proper times, steamers arriving and 
departing to and from their respective ports, so often as to 
enable them to detect any neglect to comply with the 
requirements of law, and also any defects or imperfections 
becoming apparent after the inspection aforesaid, and tend- 
ing to render the navigation of the vessels unsafe; and if 
they shall discover any omission to comply with the law, 
or that repairs have become necessary to make the vessel 
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safe, the inspectors shall at once notify the master, in writ- 
ing, stating in the notice what is required; and if the mas- 
ter deems the leqnirements unreasonable or unnecessary, 
he mav apply for a le-examination of the case to the super- 
\ ising inspector, as pi ovided in the preceding section. All 
inspections and orders for repaiis snail be promptly?- made 
by the inspectors, and, when it can he safely done in their 
judgment, they shall permit repairs to be made where those 
interested can most conveniently do them 
If any master or owner of any )Steamer shall refuse or 
neglect to comply with the requirements of the local 
inspectors, macle in pursuance of the preceding section, 
and shall, contrary thereto and while the same remains 
unreversed by the supervising inspector, employ the vessel

her, the master and owner shall be liable to

136, Inspection of registered fore/gn^buift vessels 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor be, and he is 
hereby, authoiized to direct the inspection of any for- 
eign vessel, admitted to American registry, its steam 
bmlers, steam pipes, and appurtenances, and to direct the 
issue of the usual certificate of inspection, whether said 
boilers, steam pipes, and appurtenances are oi are not con- 
structed pursuant to the laws of the United States, or 
whether tney are or are not constructed of iron stamped 

P ursuant to said laws. The tests in the inspection of such 
oilers, steam pipes, and appurtenances shall be the same 
in all respects as to strengtn and safety as are required in 
the inspection of boilexs constructed in the United States 
for marine purposes. 


137. Manning of steam passenger vessels 

No steamer cairying passengers shall depart from any 
port unless she shall have in her service a full complement 
of licensed officers and full crew, sufficient at all times to 
manage the vessel, including the proper number of watch- 
men. But if any such vessel, on hei voyage, is deprived 
of the services ot any licensed officer, without the consent, 
fault, or collusion of the master, owner, or any person 
interested in the vessel, the deficiency may be temporarily 
supplied, until others licensed can be obtained. 
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128. hspeciion of hulls and equtpmeni 

[See Seaworthineas, paragiaph 113.] 

129. Inspection of bo/lers 

The local inapectors shall also inspect the boilers of all 
steam-vessels before the same shall be used > and once at 
least in every yeai thereafter. They shall subject all 
boilers to the hydrostatic pressure; and shall satisfy theui- 
selves by thorough examination that the boilers are well 
made, of good and suitable material; that the openings 
for the passage of water and steam, respectively, and all 
pipes and tubes exposed to heat, arc of proper dimensions 
and fi’ee from obatructionj that the spaces between and 
around the flues are sufficient; that the flues are circular 
m form; that the flre-line of the furnace is at least two 
inches below the prescribed minimum water-line of the 
lioilers; that the arrangement for delivering the feed-water 
is such that the boilers cannot be injured thereby; and that 
such boilers and machinery, and tne appurtenances, ina^^ 
be safely employed in the service proposed in the written 
application, without peril to life. They shall also satisf^?^ 
themselves that the safety-valves aie of suitable dimen- 
vSions, sufficient in number, and well arranged; and that 
the weights of the safety-valves arc properly adjuvsted, so 
as to allow no greater pressure in the boilers than the 
amount prescribed by the inspection certificate; that there 
is a sufficient number of gauge-cocks property inserted, 
and suitable steam gauges to indicate tne pressure of 
steam; and that there are reliable low-watei gauges; and 
that the fusible metals are properly inserted so as to fuse 
by the heat of the furnace, whenever the water in the 
boilers falls below its prescribed limits; and that adequate 
and certain prortsion is made for an ample supply of water 
to feed the boileis at all times, whether sucli vessel is in 
motion or not, so that in high-pressure boilers the water 
shall not be less than four indies above the top of the flues, 
and that means for blowing out aie provided, so as to 
thoroughly remove the mud and sediment from all parts 
of the boilers, when they aie under pressure of steam. In 
subjecting to the hydroshitic test boilers usually desig- 
nated and known as high-pressure boilers, the inspectors 
shall assume one hundred and ten pounds to the square 
inch, as the maximum pressure allowable as a working- 
power for a new boiler of forty-two inches in diameter, 
made in the best manner, of inspected iron plates, one- 
fourth of an inch thick, and of a quality req^uired by law, 
and shall rate the working-power of all high-pressuie 
boilers, whe^er old or new, according to their strength, 
compared with this standard; and in all cases the test 
applied shall exceed the woi king-power allowed, in the 
mtio of one hundred and sixty -five to one hundred and ten. 
In subjecting to the hydi^ostatic tests boilers usually desig- 
nated and known as low-pressure boilers, the inspectors 
shall allow as a working-power for each new boiler a pres- 
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sure of only three-foarths the number of pounds to the 
square inch to which it has been subjected by the hydro- 
static test, and for which it has been found to be sufficient. 
Should the inspectors be of the opinion that any boiler, by 
reason of its construction or material, will not safely allow 
so high a working pressure as is above described, they 
may, for reasons to be stated specially in their certificate, 
fix the working pressure of such boiler at less than three- 
fourths of the test-pressure. All boilers used on steam- 
vessels and constructed of iron or steel plates, inspected 
under the provisions of section forty-four bundled and 
thuty, shall be sub3ected to a hydiostatic test, in the ratio 
of one hundred and fifty pounds to the square inch to one 
hundred pounds to the square inch of the working steam- 
power allowed. No boiler or pipe, nor any of the connec- 
tions theiewith, shall be approved, which is made, in whole 
or in part, of bad material, or is unsafe in its form, or 
dangerous from defective workmanship, age, use, or other 
cause. 

In applying the directions of the preceding section [4418] 
to steamboats used exclusively for towing and carrying 
freight on the Mississippi Rivei and its tributaries, the 
local inspectois shall substitute, for such boats, one bun- 
dled and fifty pounds of steam pressiue lu place of one 
hundred and ten pounds for the standard pressure upon 
standard boilers of forty^ -two inches diametei, and of ifiates 
of one-quartei of an inch in thickness; and such boats may, 
on the wiitton permit of the supervising inspector of the 
district HI whicn such boats shall carry on their business, 
be permitted to cany steam above the standard pressure 
of one hundred and tea pounds, but not exceeding the 
standard pressure of one hundred and fif t}^ pounds, to the 
square inch. 

One of the safety-valves may, xf in the opinion of the local 
inspectors it is necessary to do so, and the steam-registers 
shall, be taken wholly from the control of all persons 
engaged in navigating such vessels and secured by the 
inspectors. 

Eveiy boiler manufactured to be used on steam-vessels, 
and made of iron or steel plates shall be constructed of 
plates that have been stamped in accordance with the 
jprovisions of this Title [R S , 4399-4500], 

Every person who constructs a boiler, or steam-pipe con- 
necting tne boilers, to boused on steam-vessels, of iron oi 
steel plates which have not been duly stamped and in- 
spected according to the provisions of this Title [R S., 
4399-4600], or who knowingly uses any defective, bad, or 
faulty iron or steel in the construction of such boileis, or 
who drifts any rivet-hole to make it come fair; or who de- 
livers any such boiler for use, knowing it to be imperfect 
m its flues, flanging, riveting, bracing, or in any other of 
its parts, shall be fined one thousand dollars, one-half for 
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the use of the informer. Nothing in this Title shall be so 
construed as to pi event from being used, on any steamer, 
any boiler or steam-generator wnich may not be con- 
structed of riveted iron or steel plates, when the board of 
supervising inspectors have satisfactory evidence that such 
boiler or steam-generator is equal in strength, and as safe 
from explosion, as a boiler of the best quality constructed 
of riveted iron or steel plates Provided, however, That 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may grant permis- 
sion to use any boiler or steam-generatoi not constructed 
of riveted iron or steel plates upon the certificate of the 
supervising inspector of steamboats for the district wherein 
such boiler or generator is to be used, and other satisfac- 
tory proof that the use of the same is safe and efiioient; 
said permit to be valid until the next regular meeting of 
the supervising inspectors who shall act thereon. 

Every iron or steel plate used m the construction of 
steamboat- boilers, and which shall be subject to a tensile 
strain, shall be inspected in such manner as shall be pre- 
scribed by the board of supervising inspectors and approved 
by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, so as to enable 
the inspectors to ascertain its tensile strength, homoge- 
neousuess, toughness, and ability to withstand the effect of 
repeated neating and cooling; and no iron or steel plate 
shall be used in the construction of such boileis which has 
not been inspected and approved under those rules. 

And the Supervising Inspectoi -General m^, under the 
direction of the Secretory of Commerce and Labor, detail 
assistant inspectors from any local inspection district where 
assistant inspectors aio employed, to inspect iron or steel 
boiler plates at the mills where the same are manufactured; 
and if the jilates are found in accordance with the imles of 
the supervising inspectorsj the assistant inspector shall 
stamp the same with the initials df his name, followed by 
the letters and words, ‘U S. Assistant Inspector;’ and 
material so stamped shall be accepted by the local inspect- 
ors in the districts where such material is to be manufac- 
tured into marine boilers as being in full compliance with 
the requirements of this section regarding the inspection 
of boiler plates, it being further provided that any person 
who affixes any false, forged, f z’audulent, spm’ious, or coun- 
terfeit of the stamp herein authorized to be put on by an 
assistant inspector, shall be deemed guilty of a felony, and 
shall be fined not less than one thousand dollars, noi" more 
than five thousand dollars, and imprisoned not less than 
two years nor more than five years. 

Every plate of boiler-iron or steel, made for use in the 
construction of steamboat-boilers, shall be distinctly and 
permanently stamped by the manufacturer thereof, and, if 
practicable, m such places that the marks shall be left vis- 
ible when such plates are worked into boilers, with the 
name of the manufacturer, the place Where manufactured, 
and the number of pounds tensile strain it will bear to the 
sectional square inch; and the inspectors shall keep a rec- 
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ord in their office of the stamps upon all boiler-plates and 
boilers which they inspect. 

Every person who counterfeits, or causes to be counter- 
feited, any of the marks or stamps prescribed for boiler iron 
or steel plates, or who designedly stamps, oi causes to be 
stamped falsely, any such plates; and every person who 
stamps or maiks, or causes to be stamped or marked, any 
such iron or steel plates with the name or trade-mark of 
another, with the intent to mislead or deceive, shall be fined 
two thousand dollars, one-half to the use of the informer, 
and may, in addition thereto, at the discretion of the court, 
be imprisoned not exceeding two years. 

The worldng steam-pressure allowable on boilers con- 
structed of plates inspected as required by this Title [E. S., 
4399-i600], when single- riveted, shall not produce a strain 
to exceed one-sixth of the tensile strength of the ix*on or 
steel plates of which such boilers are constructed; but 
where the longitudinal laps of the cylindrical parts of such 
boilers are double-riveted, and the rivet-holes lor such holl- 
ers have been fairly drilled instead of punched, an addition 
of twenty per centum to the worki^ pressure provided for 
single-riveting may be allowed: Jn^ovkled^ That all other 
parts of such boilers shall correspond in strength to the 
additional allowances so made; and no split-caliing shall 
in any case be permitted. 

No externally fired boiler having its shell constructed of 
iron or steel plates exceeding an average thickness of thirty 
one-hundredths of an inch shall be employed on any steam 
vessel navigating the Ked River of the North or rivers flow- 
ing into the Ginf of Mexico or their tributaries; and no 
externally fired boiler employed on any such steam vessel 
shall have less than three inches space between its shell 
and any of its internal flues, and not less than three inches 
space between such flues when any such flues are more 
than five inches in diameter; and every such externally 
fired boiler employed on an3^ such steam vessel shall be 

C ided with a manhole in the lower part of the front 
thereof, of such dimensions as may be prescribed by 
the board of supervising inspectors, m all cases where the 
distance between its internal flues is less than three inches. 
Externally fired boilers having shells constructed of iron or 
steel plates not exceeding an average thickness of fifty one- 
hundredths of an inch may, in the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor, be authorized and employed 
on steam vessels navigating the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, 
or salt-water bays or sounds, or the Great Lakes, or any of 
them, and waters flowing to and from the same, or any of 
them: Provided^ That on inspection no plate that is by this 
act limited to a thickness of thirty one-hundredths of an 
inch and no plate that is by this Act limited to a thickness 
of fifty one-hundredths of an inch shall be rejected for use 
if found to exceed those dimensions, respectively, if the 
average thickness thereof does not exceed the limits 
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therein specified, and the amount of steam pressure that 
will be permitted to be carried in boilers constructed in 
accordance with the requirements of this act shall be de- 
termined from measurements showing the least thickness 
of the plates. 

The feed-water shall be delivered into the boilers in such 
manner as to prevent it from contraiiting the metal, or 
otherwise injuring the boilers. And when boilers are so 
arranged on a vessel that there is employed a water-con- 
necting pipe through which the water may pass from one 
boiler to another, there shall also be provided a similar 
steam connection, having an area of opening into each 
boiler of at least one square inch foi every two square feet 
of effective heating-surface contained in any one of the 
boilers so connected, half the flue and all other fire- surfaces 
being computed as effective. Adequate provision shall be 
made on all steam- vessels to prevent spaiks or flame>s from 
being driven back fiom the fire-doors into the vessel. 

Every boiler shall be provided with a good, well-con- 
structed safety valve or valves, of such number, dimensions, 
and arrangements as shall be prescribed by the board of 
supervising inspectors, and shall also be provided with a 
sufficient number of gauge-codes and a reliable low- water 
indicator that will give darm when the water falls below 
its prescribed limits; and in addition thereto there shall 
be inseii^ed, in a suitable manner, in the flues, crown-sheet, 
or other parts of the boiler most exposed to the heat of the 
furnace when the water falls below its prescribed limits, a 
plug of good Banca tin, 

130. Loadmg safety-valve 

Every person who intentionally loads or obstructs, or 
causes to be loaded or obstructed, in any way or manner, 
the safety-valve of a boiler, or who employs any other 
means or device whereby the boiler may be subjected to a 
greater pressure than the amount allowed by the certificate 
of the inspectors, or who intentionally deranges or hinders 
the operation of any machinery or device employed to de- 
note the state of the water or steam in any boiler, or to 
give warning of approaching danger, or who intentionally 
permits the water to fall below the prescribed low-water 
line of the boiler, and every person concerned therein, di- 
rectly or indirectly, shall he guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall he fined two hundred dollars, and may also be impris- 
oned not exceeding five years. 

131^ Water-tight bulkheads. 

Every sea-going steamer, and every steamer navigating 
the great normern or northwestern lakes, carrying passen- 
gers, the building of which shall be completed after the 
twenty-eighth day of August, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-one, shall have not less than three water-tight croas- 
bulk-heods, such bulk-heads to reach to the main-deck in 
single-decked vessels, otherwise to the deck next below the 
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main-deck; to be made of ii*on plates, sustained upon suit- 
able frame-work; and to be properly secured to the hull 
of the vessel The position of such bulk-heads and the 
strength of material of which the same shall be constructed 
shall be determined by the general rules of the board of 
supervising inspectors. 

Steam-vessels of one hundred tons burden or under, en- 
gaged in the coastwise hays and harbors of the Unrted 
States, may be licensed by the United States local inspect- 
ors of steam-vessels to carry xoassengers or excursions on 
the ocean or upon the Great Lakes of the North or North- 
west, not exceeding fifteen miles from the mouth of such 
bays or harbors, without being required to have the three 
water-tight cross-bulkheads provided by section forty -four 
hundred and ninety of the Revised StatuteS'for other pas- 
senger steamers: Pi^ovided^ That in the judgment of the 
local inspector such steamers shall be safe and suitable f or 
such navigation without danger to human life, and that 
they shall nave one water-tight collision bulkhe^ not less 
than five feet abaft the stem of said steamer. 

183. Life boats, lines, and preservers 

Every steam- vessel navigating rivers only, except feny- 
boats, freight-boats, canal-boats, and towing-boats, of less 
than fifty tons, shall have at least one good substantial 
boat with lines attached, and properly supplied with oars, 
and kept in good condition at all times, and ready for im- 
mediate use; and in addition thereto, every such vessel 
carrying passengers shall have one or more metallic life- 
boate, fireproof, and in all respects good and substantial 
boats, of such dimensions and arrangements as the board* 
of supervising inspectors by their regulations shall pre- 
scribe, w^hich boats shall be carried in the most convenient 
manner to be brought into immediate use in case of acci- 
dent. But where the chaiacter of the navigation is such 
that, in the opinion of the supervising inspector, the metal- 
lic life-boats can be dispensed with, he may exempt any 
such vessel from carrying the some; or may require a sub- 
stitute therefor, at his discretion. 

Every such steam-vessel carrying passengers shall also 
be provided with a good life-preserver, made of suitable 
material, for every cabin passenger for which she will have 
accommodation, and also a goodlife-pi’eserver or float for 
each deck or other class passenger which the inspector’s 
certificate shall allow her to caiTy, mcluding the officers 
and crew; which life-preservers or floats shall be kept in 
convenient and accessible places on such vessel in readi- 
ness for immediate use m case of accident 

Every steamer navigating the ocean, or any lake, bay, 
or sound of the United States, shall be provided with such 
numbers of life-boats, floats, rafts, life-preservers, line- 
carrying projectiles and the means of propelling them, and 
drags, as will best secure the safety or all persons on board 
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such vessel in case of disaster; and every sea-goin^ vessel 
cariying passengers, and every such vessel navigating any 
of the northern or northwestern lakes, shall have the life- 
boats required by law, provided with suitable boat-disen- 
gaging apparatus, so arranged as to allow such boats to be 
safely launched while such vessels are under speed oi other- 
wise, and so as to allow such disengaging-apparatus to be 
operated by one person, disengaging botn ends of the boat 
simultaneously from the tacldes by which it may be low- 
ered to the water. And the board oi supervising inspectors 
shall fix and detennine, by their rules and regmations, the 
kind of life-boats, floats, rafts, life-preservers, line-carry- 
ing projectiles and the means of x^ropelling them, and drags 
that shall be used on such vessels, and also the Idnd and 
capacity of pumps or other appliances for freeing the 
steamer from water m case of heavy leakage, the capacity 
of suchpumps or appliances being suited to the navigation 
in which the steamer is employed. 

The provisions of an act ^ * approved March 

second, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, * * * are 

hereby repealed so far as they relate to the canying of hne- 
cairying pi’ojectiles and the means of propelling them on 
steamers plying exclusively upon any of the lakes, bays, 
or sounds oi the United States. 

The ownei of any such steamer who neglects or refuses 
topiovidesuch life-boats, floats, rafts, life-preservers, line- 
carrying projectiles and the means of propelling them, 
drags, pumps, or appliances, as are, under the provisions 
of the preceding section, required by the board of super- 
vising inspectors, and approved by the Secretary of Com- 
mei'ce and Labor, shall be fined one thousand dollars. 

133. Sta/rways and deck room 

Every such steam- vessel canying passengers on the 
main- deck shall be provided with permanent stairways 
and other sufficient means, convenient to the passengers, 
for their escape to the upper deck, in case of the vessel 
sinking or of other accident endangering life; and in the 
stowage of freight upon such deck, where passengers are 
carried, gangways or passages, sufficiently large to allow 

E ersons to pass freely through them, shall lie left open 
oth fore and aft of the vessel, and also to and along the 
guards on each side. 

The captain or mate of every such steam-vessel carrying 
passengers upon the main-deck shall assign to all deck- 
passengers, when taking passage, the space on deck they 
may occupy during the voyage, and such space shall not 
thereafter be occupied by freight, nor overcrowded by 
other persons, nor shall freight be stowed about the boilers 
or machinery, in such a manner as to obstruct or prevent 
the engineer from readily attending to his duties. 

Eor every violation of the provisions of the two preced- 
ing sections the owners of the vessel shall be puni^ed by 
a fine of three hundred dollars. 
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134 Wire tiller ropes 

Every steamer carrying passengers shall be provided 
with wire tiller-ropes, or iron rods or chains, for the pur- 
pose of steering and navigating the vessel, and ^all 
employ wire bell-pulls for signalizing the engineer from the 
pilot-house, together with tubes of jiroper size so arranged 
as to return tne sound of the engine-bells to the pilot- 
house, oi other arrangement to repeat back the signal. 
But on any such vessel^ navigated by the mariners’ com- 
pass, so much of such wire rope or chain may be dispensed 
with and disused as shall influence or disturb the working 
of the compass 

136 Protection against fire 

Every steamer carrying passengers or freight shall be 
provided with suitable pipes and valves attached to the 
boiler, to convey steam into the hold and the different com- 
partments thereof, to extinguish fire, and eveiy stove used 
on boaid of any such vessel shall be well and securely fas- 
tened, so as to prevent it from being moved or overthrown, 
and all wood-work oi other ignitible aubstanpes about the 
boilers, chimneys, cook-houses, and stove-pipes exjiosed to 
Ignition, shall oe thoroughly shielded by some incombus- 
tible material, in such a manner as to leave the air to cii- 
culate freely between such material and wood-work oi 
other ignitible substance; and before granting a certiticate 
of inspection, the inspectoi shall require all other neces- 
sary provisions to be made throughout such vessel to 
guard against loss or danger from file. 

Every steamer permitted by her ceitificateof inspection 
to carry as many as fifty passengers, or upward, and eveiy 
steamer cai lyingpassengers, which also carries cotton, hay, 
or hemp, shall be provided with a good double-acting steam 
fire-pump, or other equivalent apparatus for throwingwater. 
Such pump or other apparatus tor throwing water shall be 
kept at all times and at all seasons of the year in good order 
and ready for immediate use, having at least two pipes of 
suitable dimensions, one on each side of the vessel, to con- 
vey the water to the upper decks, to which pipes there shall 
be attached, by means of stop-cooks or valves, both between 
decks and on the upipei deck, good and suitable hose of suffi- 
cient strength to stand a pressure of uot less than one hun- 
dred pounds to the square inch, long enough to reach to all 
parts of the vessel and properly provided with nozzles, and 
kept in good order and ready for immediate service. Every 
steamer exceeding two hundred tons burden and carrying 
jiassengera shall b^e provided with two good double-acting 
Bre-pumps, to be worked by hand; each chamber of such 
pumps, except pumps upon steamers in service on the 
twenty-eighth day or February, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-one, shall be of sufficient capacity to contain not less 
than one hundred cubic inches ox water; and such pumps 
shall be jfiaced in the most suitable imrte of the vessel for 
efficient service, having suitalile well-fitted hose to each 
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pum]^, of at least one-haK the vessel in length, kept at all 
times in perfect order, and shiiiped up and ready for imme- 
diate use, On every steamer not exceeding two hundred 
tons, one of such pumps may be dispensed with. Each fire- 
pump thus descrmed shall be supplied with water by means 
of a suitable pipe coimectod therewith, and passing through 
the side of the vessel so low as to be at all times under water 
when she is afloat; and no fire-pump thus provided for shall 
be placed below the lower deck of the vessel. Every steamer 
shall also be provided with a pump which shall be of sufii- 
cient stiengtn and suitably arranged to test the boilers 
thereof 

Every steamer carrying passengers during the night-time 
shall keep a suitable number of watchmen in the cabins, 
and on each deck, to guard against fire or other dangers, 
and to give alarm in case of accident or disaster. 

For any neglect to keep the watchmen required by the 
preceding section, the license of the officer in charge of the 
vessel for the time being shall be revoked; and every owner 
of such vessel who neglects or refuvses to furnish the num- 
ber of men necessary to keep watch as required, shall be 
fined one thousand dollars. 

The board of supervising inspectors may require steam- 
ers canying either passengers or freight to be provided 
with such iiuinbeT and kind of good and efficient portable 
fire-extinguishers as, m the judgment of the board, may be 
necessary to pi otect them from fire when such steamers 
are moored or lying at a wharf without steam to woilc the 
pumps. 

Every such steam-vessel carryingpassengers, of two hun- 
dred tons burden or less, shall also keep at least eighteen 
fire-buckets and two watei -barrels, and shall have not less 
than four axes; and evciy such steamer of over two hun- 
dred tons, and [not] less than five bundled tons burden, 
shall cany not less than twenty -foui buckets, four water- 
barrels, and SIX axes; and every such steamer of over five 
hundred tons shall carry not less than thirty-five buckets, 
six water-barrels, and eight axes. The buckets and barrels 
shall be kept in convenient places and filled with water, to 
be in readiness m case of fire, and the axes shall he kepi 
in good order and ready for immediate use. Tanks of suit- 
able dimensions and arrangements, or buckets in sufficient 
number, may be substituted for Imrrels. 

Every barge carrying passengers, while in tow of any 
steamer, shall be subject to the provisions of this title 
[R. S., 4:399-4500] relating to flrc-buokets, axes, life-pre- 
servers, and yawls, to such extent as shall be prescribed 
by the board of supervising inspectors; and for any viola- 
tion of this section the penalty shall be two hundred dol- 
lars, recoverable one-half for the use of the informer. 

136 Inflammable or explosive cargo 

Upon the application of any master or owner of any 
steam-vessel employed in the carnage of passengers, for a 
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license to carry gunpowder, the local inspectors shall 
examine such vessel, and if the}" find that she is provided 
with a chest oi safe composed of metal, oi entirely lined 
and sheathed therewith, oi if the vessel has one or inoie 
compartments thorougldy lined and sheathed with metal, 
at a secure distance from any fire, they may grant a cer- 
tificate to that effect, authorizing such vessel to cany 
as freight, within sucdi chest, safes, or compaitments, the 
article of gunpowder. 

No loose hay, loose cotton, or loose hemp, camphene, ^ s , 4472 
nitro-glyccrine, naphtha, benzine, benzole, coal-oil, crude 
or refined petroleum, or other like explosive burning fluids, 

01 like dangerous ai tides, shall be carried as freight or msed 
as stores on any steamer carrying passengers; nor shall 
baled eoiton or hemp bo carried on such steamers unless 
the Imles are compactly pressed and thoroughl}^ covered 
with ))agging of similar fabric, and secured with good rope 
or non bands, nor shall gunpowder be carried on any such 
vessel, except under special license, nor shall oil of vitriol, 
nitric or other chemical acids be earned on such steamers 
except on the decks or guards thereof, or in such other safe 
part of the vessel as shall ho proscribed by the insjicctors. 

Kefined petroleum, which will not ignite at a temperature 
less than one hundred and ten degrees of Fahrenheit ther- 
mometei, may be caiiied on boaid such stcameis upon 
routes where there is no other practicable mode of traus- 
piorting it, and under such regulations as shall be prescribed 
by the boaid of supervising inspectois with the approval 
of the Secretary of Commerce and Laboi , and oil or spirits ^eb 14, 1903 
of turpentine may be carried on such steamers when put seo 10 
up in good metallic vessels, or casks or barrels well and 
securely bound with iion and stowed in a secui'e part of 
the vessel; and friction-matches maybe carried on such 
steamers when securely packed in srtong tight chests or 
boxes, the covers of which shall be well secuied by locks, 
screws, or other reliable fastenings, and stowed m a safe 
part of the vessel at a secuie distance from any fire or heat 
All such other provisions shall be made on every steamer 
carrying passengers or freight, to guard against and 
extinguish fire, as shall be prescribed by the board of Feb 11, 
supervising inspectors, and approved by the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor 

Nothing in the foregoing or following sections of this Fob 20, 1901 
Act shall prohibit the transportation by steam vessels of 
gasoline, or any of the products of petrofeum when caiTied 
by motor vehicles (commonly known as automobiles) using 
the same as a source of motive power* Provided ^ lwwevei\ 

That all fire, if any, in such vehicles or automobiles he 
extinguished before entering the said vessel, and that the 
same be not relighted until after said vehicle shall have 
left the same: Provided, further^ That any owner, master, 
agent, or other person having charge of passenger steam 
vessel shall have th e right to refuse to transport automobile 
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vehicles the tanks of which contain gasoline, naphtha, or 
other dangerous burning fluids 

Every bale of cotton or hemp that shall be shipjied or 
carried on any passenger-steamer, without conforming to 
the provisions of the preceding section, shall be subject 
to a penalty of five dollars, and shall he liable to seizure 
and sale to secure the payment of such penalty. 

The Secretaiy of Commerce and Labor may grant per- 
mission to the owner of any steam- vessel, to use any in- 
vention or process for the utilization of petroleum or other 
mineral oils or substances in the production of motive- 
power, and may make and enforce regulations concerning 
the application and use of the same for such 
But no such permission shall be granted, unless upon the 
certificate of the supervising inspector of steamboats for 
the district wherein such vessel is registexed, and other 
satisfactory proof that the use of the same is safe and 
efficient, and upon such proof, and the approval of such 
certificate by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, a 
special license for the use of such process or invention shall 
issue under the seal of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may permit the 
use of ;petroleam as fuel on steamers not carrying passen- 
gers, without the certificate of the supervising inspector 
of the district where the vessel is to be used, subject to 
such conditions and safeguards as the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor in his judgment shall provide. For a 
violation of any of the conditions imposed by the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor a penalty of five hundred 
dollars shall be imposed, which penalty shall be a lien 
upon the vessel, but a bond may, as provided in other 
cases, be given to secure the satisfaction of the judgment 

All gunpowder, nitro-glycerine, camphene, naphtha, 
benzine, benzole, coal- oil, cxmde or refined petroleum, oil 
of vitriol, nitric or other chemical acids, oil or spirits of 
turpentine, friction-matches, and all other articles of like 
character, when packed or put up for shipment, shall be 
securely packed and put up >separately from each other 
and from all other articles; and the package, box, cask, or 
other vessel containing the same shall be distinctly marked 
on the outside, with the name or description of the article 
contained therein. 

Every person who packs or puts up, or causes to be 
packed or put up for shipment, any gunpowder, nitro- 
glycerine, camphene, naphtha, benzine, benzole, coal-oil, 
crude or refined petroleum, oil of vitriol, nitric or other 
chemical acids, oilor spirits of turpentine, friction- matches, 
or other articles of like character otherwise than as directed 
by the preceding section, or who knowingly ships or at- 
tempts to ship the same, or delivers the same to any such 
vessels as stores unless duly packed and marked, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished by fine not 
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exceeding two thousand dollars, or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding eighteen months, or both; one-half of the fine to 
go to the informer, and the articles to be liable to seizure 
and forfeiture. 

Eveiy person who knowingly transpoits, or delivers or 
causes t'o be delivered, nitro-glycenne, nitroleum or blast- 
ing-oil or nitrated oil, or powder mixed with any such oil, 
or fiber saturated with any such substance or article, on 
board any vessel or vehicle whatever, employed in convey- 
ing passengers ly land or water between any place in a 
foreign country and any place within the United States, 
or between a place in one State, Territory, or district of 
the United States and a place in any other State, Terri- 
tory, or district thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than one thousand dollars nor more than ten thousand 
dollars; one-half to the use of the informer. 

When the death of any peison is caused by the explosion 
of any quantity of such articles, or either of them, while 
the same is being placed upon any vessel or vehicle, to be 
transported in violation of the pieceding section, or while 
the same is being so tiansported, or while the same is 
being removed from such vessel or vehicle, every person 
who Knowingly placed or aided, or permitted the placing 
of such articles upon such vessel or vehicle, to be so trans- 
ported, is guilty of manslaughter, and shall suffer impris- 
onment foi a period not less than two years. 

Every person who knowingly ships^ sends, or forwards 
any quantity of the articles mentioned in section fifty-three 
hundred and fifty -three, or who tianspoi ts the same by any 
mode of conveyance upon land or water, between any of 
the places specified in that section, unless such articles he 
securely inclosed, deposited, or packed in a metallic vessel 
suiTounded by plaster of JParis, or other non-explosive 
material when saturated with such oil, and separated from 
all other substances, and the outside of the package he 
marked, printed, or labeled in a conspicuous manner with 
the words “nitro-glycerine; dangerous,” shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than one thousand nor more than five 
thousand dollars; one-half to the use of the mfoimei. 

187 . Carnage of passengets, 

The inspectors shall state in every certificate of inspec- 
tion granted to steamers carrying passengers, other than 
ferry-boats, the number of passengers of each class that 
any such steamer has accommodations for, and can carry 
with prudence and safety. 

It shall not be lawful to take on board of any steamer a 
greater number of passengers than is stated in the certifi- 
cate of inspection; and for eyery violation of this provision 
the master or owner shall be liable, to any person smng for 
the same, to forfeit the amount of passage-money and ten 
dollars for each passenger beyond the number allowed. 
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Any steam vessel engaged in the business of towing ves- 
sels, rafts, or water craft of any kind, also steam vessels 
engaged in oyster dredging and planting, and fishing 
steamers engaged in fooa fishing on the Great Lakes and 
all other inland waters of the United States, and not carry- 
ing passengers, may be authorized and licensed by the 
supervising inspectoi of the district in which said steamer 
>shall be employed to carry on board such number of per* 
sons, in addition to its crew, as the supervising inspector, 
in his judgment, shall deem necessary to carry on the 
legitimate business of such towing, oyster and fishing 
steamers, not exceeding, however, one person to every 
net ton of measurement of said steamers* Provided^ how- 
e^ev^ That the person so allowed to be carried shall not 
be carried for hire. 

Every steam-veasel licensed under the foregoing section 
shall carry and have on board, in accessible places, one 
life-preserver for every person allowed to be carried, in 
addition to those provided for the crew of such vessel. 

If any passenger-steamer engages in excursions, the 
inspectors shall iSvSue to such steamer a special permit. In 
writing, for the occasion, in which shall be stated the addi- 
tional number of passengers that may be carried, and the 
number and kind of life-saving appliances that shall be 
provided for the safety of such additional passengers; and 
they shall also, in their discretion, limit the route and 
distance for such excursions. 

The master of every passenger-steamer shall keep a cor- 
rect list of all the passengers received and delivered from 
day to day, noting the places wheie received and where 
landed, which record shall be open to the inspection of 
the inspectors and oflScers of the customs at all times; and 
the aggregate number of passengers shall be furnished to 
inspectors as often as called for; but on I'outes not exceed- 
ing one hundred miles, the number of passengers, if kept, 
shall be sufiicient. 

Every master of any passenger-steamer who fails, 
through negligence or design, to keep a list of passengers, 
as required by the preceding section, shall be liable to a 
penalty of one hundred dollars. 

^ The penalties imposed by sections f orty -f om’ hundred and 
sixty-five and forty-four hundred and sixty-eight shall be a 
lien upon the vessel in each case; but a bond may, as pro- 
vided in other cases, be given to secure the satisiaction of 
the judgment. 

138. Qerfificafe of inspeoiton 

When the inspection of a steam-vessel is completed and 
the inspectors approve the vessel and her equipment 
throughout, they snail make and subscribe a certificate to 
the collector or other chief officer of the customs of the 
district in which such inspection has been made, in accord- 
ance with the form and regulations prescribed by the board 
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of supervising inspectors.^ Such certificate shall be veri- 
fied by the oaths of the inspectors signing it, before the 
chief officer of the customs of the district, or any other 
person competent by law to administer oaths. If the in- 
spectors refuse to grant a certificate of approval, they shall 
make a statement in writing, and sign the same, giving 
the reasons for their disapproval. 

Every collectoi or other chief officer of the customs shall 
retain on file all original certificates of the inspectors 
required to be delivered to him, and shall give to the mas- 
ter or owner of the vessel therein named three certified 
copies thereof; two of which shall be placed by such mas- 
ter or owner in conspicuous places in the vessel where they 
will be most likely to be observed by passengers and others, 
and there kept at all times, framed under glass; and the 
other shall be retained by such master or owner, as evi- 
dence of the authority thereby conferred. 

Whenever any passenger is received oh board any steam- 
vessel not having the certified copies of the certificate of 
approval placed and kept as lequhcd by this Title fR. S., 
1399-4500], or whenevei any passenger steam- vessel receives 
01 carries any gunpowder on board, not having a certificate 
authorizing the same, and a certified copy thereof placed 
and kept as required, or shall cairy any gunpowder at a 
place or in a manner not authorized by such certificate, 
such steam- vessel shall be liable to a penalty of one hun- 
dred dollars for each offense. 

139. Exhibit of faws 

Every master, or commander of any steam- vessel carry- 
ing passengers shall keep on board of such vessel at least 
two copies of the provisions of this Title [R. S., 4399-4500], 
to he furnished to him by the Secretary of Commerce and 
Laboi, and if the master or commander neglects or refuses 
to do so, or shall unreasonably refuse to exhibit a copy of 
the same to any passenger who asks for it, he shall be 
liable to a penalty of twenty dollars. 

140. Inspectors and officers of aieam-vessels 

Each supervising inspector shall watch over all parts of 
the territory assigned to him, shall visit, confei with, and 
examine into the doings of the local hoards of inspectors 
within his district, and shall instruct them in the proper 
performance of their duties, and shall, whenever bethinks 
it e^edientj visit any vessels licensed, and examine into 
their condition, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the provisions of this Title [R. S. , 4399-4500] have been 
observed, and complied with, both by the board of inspect- 
ors and the master and owners. All masters, engineers, 
mates, and pilots of such vessels shall answer all reason- 
able inquiries, and shall give all the mformation in then 
power in regard to any such vessel so visited, and her 
machinery for steaming, and the manner of managing both. 
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Whenever a supervising ins]pector ascertains to his sat- 
isfaction that any master, mate, eugineei, pilot, or owner 
of any steam-vessel fails to perform his duties according 
to the provisions of this Title [R. S., 4399-4500], he shall 
report the facts in writing to the board of local inspectors 
in the district where the vessel was inspected or belongs; 
and, if need be, he shall cause the negligent or offending 

E arty to be prosecuted, and if the supervising inspector 
as good reason to believe there has been, through negli- 
gence or any other cause, a failure of the hoard which 
inspected the vessel to do its duty, he shall report the facts 
in writing to the Secretary of Commerce and Labor who 
shall cause immediate investigation into the truth of the 
complaint, and, if he deems the cause sufficient, shall 
remove any officci found delinquent. 

When any licensed officer is employed on a steamer in a 
district distant from any local board of inspectors, such 
inspectois, or the supervising inspector of the district, 
may grant a lenewal of his license, without such licensed 
officer being personally present, under such I’egulations as 
the board of supervising inspectors shall prescribe. 

All officers licensed under the provisions of this Title 
[R. S. 4399-4500] shall assist the inspectois in their exam- 
ination of any vessel to which such licensed officers belong, 
and shall point out all defects and imperfections known to 
them in tlie hull, equipments, boilers, or machinery of 
such vessel, and also shall make known to the inspectors, 
at the earliest opportunity, all accidents oi occurrences 
producing serious injury to the vessel, her boilers, her 
machinery; and in default thereof the license of any such 
officer so neglecting or refusing shall be revoked. 

If any licensed officer shall, to the hindrance of com- 
merce, wrongfully or unreasonably refuse to serve in his 
official capacity on any steamer, as authorized by the 
terms of ms certificate of license, or shall fail to deliver to 
the applicant for such service at the time of such refusal, 
if the same shall be demanded, a statement in wntmg 
assigning good and sufficient reasons therefor, or if any 
pilot or engineer shall refuse to admit into the pilot-house 
or engine-room any person whom the master or owner of 
the vessel may desire to place there for the pui pose of 
learning the profession, his license shall be revoked, upon 
the same proceedings as are provided in other cases of 
revocation of such licenses. 

The local boards of inspectors shall investigate all acts 
of inoompetency or misconduct committed by any licensed 
officer while acting under the authority of lus license, and 
shall have power to summon before them any witnesses 
within their respective districts, and compel their attend- 
ance by a similar process as in the United States circuit or 
district courtsj and they may administer all necessary 
oaths to any witnesses thus summoned before them; and 
after reasonable notice in writing, given to the alleged 
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delinquent, of the time and place of such inyestigation, 
such witnesses shall be examined, under oath, touching 
the performance of his duties by any such licensed officer; 
and if the board shall be satisfied that such licensed officer 
is incompetent, or has been guilty of misbehavior,^ negli- 
gence, or unskillf ulncss, or has endangered life, or willf mly 
violated any provision of this Title [fi. S., 4399-4:500], they 
shall immediately suspend or revoke his license. 

141 Liabihiy for damage 

Whenevei damage is sustained by any passenger, or bis 
baggage, from explosion, fire, collision, or other cause, the 
master and the owner of such vessel, or either of them, 
and the vessel shall be liable to each and every person so 
injured, to the full amount of damage, if it happens through 
any n^lect, or failure to comply with the provisions of this 
Title [fi. S., 4399-4500], or through known defects, or im- 
perfections of the steam apparatus or of the hull: and any 
person sustaining loss, or injury through the carelessness, 
negligence, or willful misconduct of any master, mate, en- 
gineer, or pilot, or his neglect or lefusal to obey the laws 
governing the navigation of such steamers, may sue such 
master, mate, engineer, or pilot, and recover damages for 
any such injury caused by any such master, mate, engineer, 
or pilot. 

142. Enforcement and penalty 

All collectors, or other chief officers of the customs and ^ s,n96 
all inspectors within the several districts, shall enforce the 
provisions of this Title [E. S. , 4399-4500] against all steam- 
ers arrivmg and departing. 

^ Every collector, or other chief officer of the customs, n 3,4497 
dr inspector, who negligentl}^, or intentionally omits any 
duty under the preceding section, shall be liable to removal 
from office, ancl to a penalty of one hundred dollars for 
each offense, to be sued for in an action of debt. 

If any vessel propelled in whole or in parb by steam he R 3,4499 
navigated without complying with the terms of this Title 
S., 4399-4500], the owner shall be liable to the United 
States in a penalty of five hundred dollars for each offense, 
one-half for the use of the informer, for which sum the 
vessel so navigated shall be liable, and may be seized and 
proceeded against by way of libel in any district court of 
the United S^tatea having jurisdiction of the offense 

The' penalty for the violation of any provision of this 
Title [R. S.j 4399-4500], not otherwise specially provided^ 
for, shall be a fine of five hundred dollars, recoverable" 
one-balf for the use of the informer. 
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143. Accommodations 

Aiig 2,1882 It shall not be lawful for the master of a steamship or 
other vessel whereon emigrant passengers, or passengers 
other than cabin passengers, have been taken at any poit 
or place in a foreign country or dominion (ports and places 
ill foreign territory contiguous to the United States ex- 
cepted) to brin^ such vessel and passengers to any port or 
place in the United States unlcvss the compartments, spaces, 
and accommodations hereinafter mentioned have been 
provided, allotted, maintained, and used for and by such 
passengers during the entiie voyage; that is to sa}^, in a 
steamship, the compartments or spaces, uno])structed hy 
cargo, stoies, or goods, shall be of sufficient dimensions to 
allow for each and every passenger carried or brought 
therein one hundred cubic feet, if the compai tmentor space 
IS located on the main deck or on the first deck next below 
the main deck of the vessel, and one hundred and twenty 
cubic feet for each passenger carried or brought therein if 
the compartment or space is located on the second deck 
below the main deck of the vessel, and it shall not bo law- 
ful to cany orbring passengers on any deck other than the 
decks above mentioned. And in sailing-vessels such pas- 
sengers shall he carried or brought only on the deck (not 
being an orlop deck) that is next below the main deck of the 
vessel, or in a poop or deck-house consti acted on the main 
deck, and the compartment or space, unobstructed by cargo, 
stores, or goods, shall be of sufficient dimensions to allow 
one hundred and ten cubic feet for each and every passenger 
brought therein. And such passengeis shall not be earned 
01 brought in any bctween-cfecks, nor iii any compartment, 
space, poop, or deck-house, the heightof which from deck to 
deck is less than six feet. In computing the number of such 
passengers carried or brought in any vessel, children under 
one year of age shall not be included, and two children 
between one and eight yeais of age snail be counted as 
one passenger; and any person brought in such vessel who 
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shall have been, during the voyage, taken from any othei 
vessel wrecked or in distress on the high seas, or have been 
lacked up at sea from any boat, raft, or otherwise, shall not 
be included in such computation. The master of a vessel 
coming to a port or -place in the United States in violation 
of either of tne provisions of this section shall bo deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor; and if the number of passengers 
other than cabin passengers carried or brought in the vessel, 
01 in any compartment, space, poop, or dec£-house thereof, 
IS greater than the number allowed to be can ied or brought 
theiem, respectively, as hereinbefore prescribed, the said 
master shall be fined fifty dollars for each and every passen- 
ger in excess of the proper numbei, and may also be 
imprisoned not exceeding six months. 

In every such steamship or other vessel there shall be a 
sufficient number of berths for the proper accommodation as 
hereinafter provided, of all such passengers. There shall 
not he on any deck nor in any compartment or space ocoumed 
by such passengers more than two tiers of beiths. The 
berths shall be pi operly constructed, and be separated from 
each other by partitions, as berths ordinaril}^^ are separated, 
and each berth shall be at least two feet in Avidth and six 
feet in length; and the interval between the floor or lowest 
]iail of the loAver tier of berths and the deck beneath them 
hhall not he less than six inches, nor the interval between 
each tier of berths, and the interval between the upper- 
most tier and the deck above it, less than two feet six 
inches; and each berth shall be occupied by not more than 
one passenger over eight years of age; but double berths 
of twice the above-mentioned width may be provided, each 
double berth to he occupied by no more and by none other 
than two women, oi by one woman and two children under 
the age of eight years, or by husband and wife, or by a 
man and two of his own children undei the age of eight 
years, or by two men personally acquainted with each other. 
All the male passengers upwards of fourteen years of age 
who do not occupy berths with their wives shall be berthed 
in the fore part of the vessel, in a compartment divided off 
from the space or spaces appropriated to the other passen- 
gers by a substantial and well-secured bulkhead; and 
unmarried female passengers shall be berthed in a compart- 
ment separated from the spaces occupied by other passen- 
gers by a substantial and well-constructed bulkhead, the 
opening or communication from which to an adjoining pas- 
senger space shall be so constructed that it can be closed 
and secured, families, however, shall not be separated 
except'with their consent. Each berth shall be numbered 
serially, on the outside berth-board, according to the nnin- 
ber of passengers that may lawfully occupy the berth; and 
the berths occupied by such passengers shall not be re- 
moved or taken down until the expiration of twelve hours 
from the time of entry, unless previously inspected within 
a shorter period. For any violation of either of the provi- 
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sions of this section the master of the vessel shall be liable 
to a fine of five dollars for each passenger carried or brought 
on the vessel. 

144. Light and a/n 

, Every such steamship or other vessel shall have ade- 
quate pi 0 visions for affording light and air to the passen- 
ger-decks and to the compartments and spaces occupied by 
such passengers, and witli adequate means and appliances 
for ventilating the said compartments and spaces. To 
compartments having sufficient space for fifty or more of 
such passengers at least two ventilators, each not less than 
twelve inches in diameter, shall he provided, one of which 
ventilators shall be inserted in the forward part of the com- 
partment, and the other in the after part thereof, and shall 
be so constructed as to ventilate the compartment; and 
additional ventilators shall he provided for each compart- 
ment in the proportion of two ventilators for each addi- 
tional fifty of such passengers earned or brought in the 
compartment. All ventilators shall be carried at least six 
feet above the uppermost deck of the vessel, and shall be 
of the most approved form and construction . In any >steam- 
ship the ventilating apparatus provided, or any method of 
ventilation adopted thereon, wnich has been approved by 
the proper emigration officers at the port or pace from 
whicn said vessel was cleared, shall be deemed a compli- 
ance with the foregoing provisions; and in all vessels 
carrying or bringing sumi passengers there shall he prop- 
erly-constructed hatchways over the compartments or 
spaces occupied by such passengers, which hatchway shall 
be properly covered with houses or booby hatches, and the 
combings or sills of which shall rise at least six inches 
above the deck, and thex’e shall be proper companion-ways 
or ladders from each hatchway leading to the compart- 
ments or spaces occupied by such passengers; and the said 
companion-ways oi laddeis shall be securely constructed, 
and bopiovided with hand-rails oi strong rope, and, when 
the weather will permit, such passengers snail have the 
use of each hatchway situated over the compartments or 
spaces appropriated to their use; and every vessel carrying 
or bringing such passengers shah have a properly located 
and constructed caboose and cooking-range, or other cook- 
ing apparatus, the dimensions and capacity of which shall 
be sufficient to provide for properly cooking and preparing 
the food of all such passengers. In every vessel carrying 
or bringing such passengers there shall bo at least two 
water-closets oi' privies, and an additional water-closet or 
privy for every one hundi'ed male passengers on board, for 
the exclusive use of such male passengers, and an addi- 
tional water-closet or privy for every fifty female passen- 
gers on board, for the exclusive use of the female passen- 
gers and young children on board. The aforesaid water- 
closets and privies shall be properly enclosed and located 
on each side of the vessel, and shall be separated from 
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passengers’ spaces by substantial and properly-constnicted 
partitions or bulkheads; and the water-closets and privies 
shall be kept and maintained in a serviceable and cleanly 
condition throughout the voyage. For any violation of 
either of the provisions of this section, or for any neglect 
to conform to the requirements thereof, the master or the 
vessel shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding two bun- 
dled and fifty dollars. 

146. Provjsfons 

An allowance of good, wholesome, and proper food, with 
a reasonable quantity of fresh provisions, which food shall 
be equal in value to one and a half navy rations of the 
United States, and of fresh water, not less than four quarts 
per day, shall be furnished each of such passengers. Three 
meals shall be served daily, at regular and stated hours, 
of which hours sufficient notice shall be given. If any 
such passengers shall at any time during the voyage be 
put on short allowance for food and water, the master of 
the vessel shall pay to each passenger three dollars for 
each and every clay the passenger may have been put on 
short allowance, except in case of accidents, where the 
captain is obliged to put the passengers on short allow- 
ance, Mothers with infants and young children shall be 
furnished the necessary quantity of ^olesome milk oi 
condensed milk for the sustenance of the latter Tables 
and seats shall be provided for the use of passengers at 
regular meals. And for every willful violation of any of 
the provisions of this section the master of the vessel shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not 
more than five hundred dollars, and be imprisoned for a 
term not exceeding six months The enforcement of this 
penalty, however, shall not affect the civil responsibility 
of tho'master and owneis of the vessel to such passengers 
as may have suffered from any negligence, breach of con- 
tract, or default on the part of such master and owners. 

146. Medical attendance 

In every such steamship or otlicr vessel there shall be 
properly built and secured, or divided off from other spaces, 
two compartments or spaces to be used exclusively as 
hospitals for such passengers, one for men and the other 
for women. The hospitals shall be located in a space not 
below the deck next below the main deck of the vessel. 
The hospital spaces shall in no case be less than in the pro- 
portion of eighteen clear superficial feet for every fifty such 
passengers who are carried or brought on the vessel, and 
such hospitals shall be supplied wdth proper beds, bedding, 
and utensils, and be kept so supplied throughout the voy- 
age. And every steamship or other vessel carrying or 
bringing emigrant passengers, or passengeis other than 
cabin passengers, exceeding fifty in number, shall carry a 
duly qualified and competent surgeon or medical practi- 
tioner, who shall be rated as such in the ship’s articles, and 
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wlio shall be provided with surgical instruments, medical 
comforts, aiKi medicines proper and necessary for diseases 
and accidents incident to sea-voyages, and for the proper 
medical treatment of such passengers during the voyage, 
and with such articles of food and nourishment as may be 
proper and necessary for preserving the health of infants 
and young children; and the services of such surgeon or 
medical practitioner shall be promptly given, in mj case 
of sickness or disease, to any of the passengers, or to any 
infant or young child of any such passengers, who may 
need his services.' For a violation ox either of the provi- 
sions of this section the master of the vessel shall be liable 
to a penalty not exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars. 

147, Discipline and cleanliness 

The master of every such steamship or other vessel is 
authorized to maintain good discipline and such habits of 
cleanliness among such passengers as will tend to the 
preservation and promotion of health, and to that end he 
shall cause such regulations as he may adopt for such pur- 
pose to be posted up on board the vessel, in a place or 
places accessible to such passengers, and shall keep the 
same so posted up during the voyage. The said master 
shall cause the compartments and spaces provided for, or 
occupied by, such passengers to be kept at all times in a 
clean and healthy condition, and to be, as often as may be 
necessary, disinfected with chloidde of lime, or by some 
other equally efficient disinfectant. Whenever the state of 
the weather will permit, such passengers and theii bedding 
shall be mustered on deck, and a clear and sufficient space 
on the main or any upper deck of the vessel shall be set 
apart, and so kept, for the use and exercise of such passen- 
gers during the voyage. For each neglect or violation of 
any of the provisions of this section the master of the vessel 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

1 48 , Pri vac/ o f passengers 

Neither the officers, seamen, nor other persons employed 
on any such steamship or other vessel >shall visit or ire- * 
quent any part of the vessel provided or assigned to the 
use of such passengers, except by the direction or permis- 
sion of the master of such vessel first made or given for 
such purpose; and every officer, seaman, or other person 
employed on board of such vessel who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and may be fined not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, and he imprisoned not exceeding twenty days, for 
each violation; and the master of such vessel who directs 
or permits any officer, seaman, or other person employed 
on board the vessel to visit or frequent any part of the 
vessel provided for or assigned to the use of such passen- 
gers, or the compartmente or spaces occupied by such 
passengers, except for the purpose of doing or performing 
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some necessary act or duty as an oiEcer, seaman, ox’ other 
person employed on hoaxed of the vessel, shall he deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and may be fined not more than 
one hundred dollars for each time he directs or permits 
the provisions of this section to be violated. A copy of 
this section, written or printed in the language or princi- 
pal languages of the passengers on hoard, shall, by or 
under the direction of the master of the vessel, he posted 
in a conspicuous place on the forecastle and in the several 
parts of the vessel provided and assigned for the use of 
such passengers, and in each compartment or space occu- 
pied by suen passengei’s, and the same shall be kept so 
posted during the voyage; and if the said master ne^ects 
so to do, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars. 

149 Explosives; cattle. 

It shall not he lawful to take, carry, or have on hoard of 
any such steamship or other vessel any nitx'o-glycerine, 
dynamite, or any other exposive article or compound, noi 
any vitriol or like acids, nor gunpowder, except for the 
ship’s use, noi any article or numbei of articles, whether 
as a cargo or ballast, which, by reason of the nature or 
quantity or mode of storage thereof, shall, either singly ox 
collectively, be likely to endanger the health or lives of 
the passengers or the safety of the vessel, and horses, cat- 
tle, or other animals taken on board of or brought in any 
such vessel shall not be cairied on any deck below the 
deck on which passengex’s are berthed.^ nor in any com- 
partment in which passengers ai’e berthed, nor iii any 
adjoining compartment except in a vessel built of iron, 
and of which the compartments are divided off by water- 
tight bullcheads extending to the upper deck. For every 
violation of any of the provisions of this section the mas- 
ter of the vessel shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanox’ 
and shall be fined not exceeding one thousand dollars, and 
be imprisoned for a period not exceeding one year. 

It shall not be lawful to transport, carry, or convey, 
ship, deliver on board, or cause to be delivered on board, 
the substance or article known or designated as nitro- 
glycerine, or glynom oil, nitroleum or blasting oilj or 
nitrated oil, or powder mixed with any such oil, or fiber 
.saturated with any such article, or substance, upon or in 
any vessel or vehicle used or employed in ti’ansportiug 
passengers by land or water between a jplace in any for- 
eign countiy and a place within the limits of any State, 
Territory, or district of the United States, or between a 
place in one State, Territory, or district of the United 
States, and a place in any other State, Territory, or dis- 
trict thereof. 

It shall not be lawful to ship, send, or forward any quan- 
tity of the substances or articles named in the preceding 
section, or to transport, convey, or carry th^ same by a 
vessel or vehicle of any description, upon land or water, 
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between a place in a foreign country and a place within 
the United States, or between a place in one State, Terri- 
tory, or district of the United States, and a place in any 
other State, Territory, or district thereof, unless the same 
shall be securely enclosed, dejposited, or packed in a metal- 
lic vessel surrounded by plaster of Paris, or other material 
that will be non-explosive when saturated with such oil or 
substance, and separate from all other substances, and the 
outside of the package containing the same be marked, 
printed, or labeled in a conspicuous manner with the words 
^‘Nitro-glycerine, dangerous.” 

The two preceding sections shall not be so construed as 
to prevent any State, Ten itory 5 district, city, or town within 
the United States from regulating or from prohibiting the 
traffic in or transportation of those substances, between 
persons or places lying or being within their respective ter- 
ritorial limits, or from prohibiting the introduction thereof 
into such limits, for sale, use, or consumption therein, 

150 Boarding vessel, passenger hst 

It shall not he lawful for the master of any such steam- 
ship or other vessel, not in distress, after the arrival of the 
vessel within any collection district of the United States, 
to allow any person or persons, except a pilot, officer of the 
customs, or health officer, agents of the vessel, and consuls, 
to come on board of the vessel, or to leave the vessel, until 
the vessel has been taken in charge by an officer of the 
customs, nor, after charge so taken, without leave of such 
officer, until all the passengers, with their baggage, have 
been duly landed from the vessel; and on the arrival of 
any such steamship or other vessel within any collection 
district of the United States, the master thereof shall 
deliver to the officer of customs who first comes on hoard 
the vessel and makes demand therefor a correct list, signed 
by the master, of all the passengeis taken on board the 
vessel at any foreign port or place, specifying separately 
the names of the cabin passengers, their age, sex, calling, 
and the country of which they are citizens, and the num- 
ber of pieces of baggage belonging to each passenger, and 
also the name, age, sex, calling, and native country of each 
emigrant passenger, or passengers other than cabin pas- 
sengers, and their intenaed destination or location, and the 
number of pieces of baggage belonging to each passengei, 
and also the location of the compartment or space occupied 
by each of such passengers during the voyage; and if any 
01 such passengers died on the voyage, the said list shall 
specify the name, age, and cause of d^eath of each deceased 
passenger: and a duplicate of the aforesaid list of passen- 
gerSj verified by the oath of the master, shall, with the 
manifest of the cargo, be delivered by the master to the 
collector of customs on the entry of the vessel. iFor a vio- 
lation of either of the provisions of this section, or for per- 
mitting Qr neglecting to prevent a violation thereof, the 
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master of the vessel shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollaz’s. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor is hereby author- 
ized and directed to prescribe from time to time and enforce 
regulations governing the boarding of vessels arriving at 
the seaports of the United States, before such vessels have 
been properly inspected and placed in security, and for 
that purpose to employ any of the officers of that Depart- 
ment. 

Each person violating such regulations >shall be subject to 
a penalty of not more than one hundred dollars or imprison- 
ment not to exceed six months, or both, in the discretion of 
the court. 

This Act shall be construed as supplementary to section 
nine of chapter three hundred and seventy foui of the 
Statutes of eighteen hundi’ed and eighty-two, and section 
forty-six hundred and six of the Revised Statutes. 

Each and every collector of customs to whom shall be 
delivered the manifests or lists of passengers prescribed 
by the twelfth section of the act aforesaid, approved March 
third, eighteen hundred and fifty-five, shall make returns 
from such manifests or lists of passengers to the Secretaiy 
of Commerce and Labor of the United States, in such man- 
ner as shall be prescribed by that officei, under avIioso 
direction statements of the same shall be prepared and 
published. 

151. D&ath of passenger 

In case there shall have occurred on board any such 
steamship or othei vessel any death among such passen- 
geis during the voyage, the master or consignees of the 
vessel shall, within foity-eight hours after the arrival of 
the vessel within a collection district of the United States, 
or within twenty-four hours after the entry of the vessel, 
pay to the collector of customs of such district the sum of 
ten dollars for each and every such passenger above the 
age of eight years who shall have died on the voyage hy 
natural disease, and the master or consignees of ves- 
sel who neglect or refuse to pay such couector, within the 
times hereinbefore prescribed, the sums of money afore- 
said, shall be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars in addition 
to the sum required to be paid as aforesaid for each pas- 
senger whose death occurred on the voyage. All sums of 
money paid to any collector under the provisions of this 
section shall be by him paid into the Treasury of the United 
States in such manner and under such regulations as shall 
be prescribed by the Secretaiy of the Ti’easury. 

162 Inspection, 

The collector of customs of the collection district within 
which, or the surveyor of the port at which, ^any such steam- 
ship or other vessel arrives, shall direct an inspector or 
other officer of the customs to make an examination of the 
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vessel, and to admeasure the compartments or spaces oecu* 
pied by the emigrant passengers, or passengers other than 
cabin passengers, during the voyage; and such measure- 
ment shall be made in the manner provided by law for 
admeasuring vessels for tonnage; and to compare the num- 
ber of such passengers found on board with the list of such 
passengers lunnshed by the master to the customs officer, 
and the said inspector or other officer shall make a report 
to the aforesaid collector or surveyor, stating the port of 
departure, the time of sailing, the length of the voyage, the 
ventilation, the number of such passengers on board the 
vessel, and their native country, respectively; the cubic 
quantity of each compartment or space, and the number of 
berths and passengers in each space, the kind and quality 
of the food furmSicd to such passengers on the voyage, 
the number of deaths, and the age and sex of those who 
died during the voyage, and of what disease, and in case 
there was any unusual sickness or moi tality during the 
voyage, to report whether the same was caused by any 
neglect Or violation of the provisions of this act, or by the 
want of pi'oper care against disease by the mastei or owners 
of the vessel; and the said reports shall be forwarded to 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor at hucli times and 
in such manner as he shall direct. 

153 Penalties 

The provisions of this act shall apply to every steamship 
or other vessel whereon emigiant passengers, or passengers 
other than cabin passengers, are taken on board at a port 
or place in the United States for conveyance to any poi’t or 
place m a foreign country except foreign territory contigu- 
ous to the United States, and snail also apply to any vessel 
whereon such passengeis are taken on board at any poit 
or place of the United States on the Atlantic Ocean or its 
tributaries for conveyance to a port or place on the Pacific 
Ocean or its tributaries, or vice versa; and whether the 
voyage of said vessel is to be continuous from port to port 
or such passengers are to be conveyed from port to port in 
part by the wny of au^^ overland route through Mexico or 
Central America; and the said collector of customs may 
direct an examination of the vessel to be made by an 
inspector or other officer of the customs, who shall make 
the examination and report whether the provisions of this 
act have been complied with in respect to such vessel, and 
the said collector is authorized to withhold the clearance 
of such vessel until the coming in of such report; and if 
the said report shall show that any of the provisions of 
this act have not been complied with, the collector is 
authorized and directed to withhold the clearance of such 
vessel until the said provisions are complied with; and if 
any such vessel leaves the aforesaid port or place without 
having been duly cleared by the collector of customs, the 
master shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and may 
be fined not exceeding one thousand dollars, and be impris- 
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oned not exceeding one year, and the vessel shall be liable 
to seizure and forfeiture. 

The amount of the several fines and penalties imposed 
by any vsection of this act upon the master of any steam- 
ship or other vessel carrying or bringing emigiant passen- 
gers, or passengers other than cabin passengers, lor any 
violation of the provisions of this act, shall he liens upon 
such vessel, and such vessel may be libeled therefor in any 
circuit or district court of the United States whore such 
vessel shall arrive or depart. 
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164 Gensra/ pi hi la jvs. 

Until further provision is made by Congress, all pilots 
in the bays, inlets, luvers, harbors, and ports of the United 
States shall continue to be regulated in conformity with 
the existing laws of the States respectively wherein such 
pilots may be, or with such laws as the States may respec- 
tively enact for the purpose 

The master of any vessel coming into or going out of 
any port situate upon waters which are the boundax'y 
between two States, may employ any pilot duly licensed or 
authorized by the laws of either of the States bounded on 
such waters, to pilot the vessel to or from such port. 

No regulations or provisions shall be adopted by any 
State which shall make any discrimination in the rate of 
pilotage or half pilotage between vessels sailing between 
the ports of one State and vessels sailing between the 
ports of dilferent States, or any discrimination against 
vessels propelled in whole or in part by steam, or against 
national vessels of the United States, and all existing 
regulations or provisions making any such discrimination 
az’e annulled and abrogated. 

No State or municipal government shall impose upon 
pilots of steam-vessels any obligation to procure a State 
or other license in addition to that issued by the United 
States, or any other regulation which will impede such 
pilots in the performance of the duties required by this 
Title [R.S., 4399-4500]; nor shall any pilot-charges be levied 
by any such authority upon any steamer piloted as provided 
by this Title; and in no case shall the fees charged foi 
the pilotage of any steam-vessel exceed the customary 
or legally established rates in the State where the same is 
performed. Nothing in this Title shall bo construed to 
annul or affect any regulation established by the laws 
of any State, requiring vessels enteidng or leaving a poii; 
in any such State, other than coastwise steam-vessels, to 
take a pilot duly licensed or authorized by the laws of 
such State, or of a State situate upon the waters of speb 
State. 

All coastwise sea-going vessels, and vessels navigating 
the great lakes, shall be subject to the navigation laws of 
the United States, when navigating within the jurisdiction 
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thereof, and all vessels, propelled in -whole or in part by 
steam, and navigating as aforesaid, shall be subject to all 
the rules and regulations established in pursuance of law 
tor the government of steam-vessels in passing, as pro-

Nothing contained in this Title [R. S., 4131-4305] shall 
be deemed in anywise to impair any rights and privileges 
which have been or may be acquired by any foreign nation 
under the laws and treaties of the United States relative 
to the duty on tonnage of vessels, or any other duty on 
vessels. 

In lieu of the tax on tonnage of thirty cents per ton per 
annum imposed prior to July first, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, a duty of three cents per ton, not to exceed in 
the aggregate fifteen cents pei ton in any one year, is 
hereby imposed at each entiy on all vessels which shall be 
entered in any port of the United States from any foreign 
port or place in North America, Oential America, the West 
India Islands, the Bahama Islands, the Bermuda Islands, 
or the coast of South America bordering on the Caribbean 
Sea, or Newfoundland; and a duty of six cents per ton, 
not to exceed thirty cents per ton per annum, is hereby 
imposed at each entry upon all vessels which shall be en- 
tered in the United States from any other foreign ports, 
not, however, to include vessels in distress or not engaged 
in trade. 

The expense of maintaining the Marine Hospital Service 
shall hereafter be borne by the United States out of receipts 
for duties on tonnage provided for by this Act; and so much 
thereof as may be necessary is hereby appropriated for that 
purpose. 


166. Exemptions fnom tonnage tax. 

j f© President of the United States shall suspend the 

seHf ' collection of so much of the duty herein imposed, on ves- 
sels entered from any foreign port, as may be in excess of 
the tonnage and light-house dues, or other equivalent tax 
or taxes, imposed in said port on American vessels by the 
government of the foreign country in which such port ia 
situated, and shall, upon the passage of this act, and from 
time to time thereafter as often as it may become necessary 
by reason of changes in the laws of the foreign countries 
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above mentioned^ indicate by proclamation the ports to 
which such suspension shall apply, and the rate or rates 
of tonnage-duty, if any, to be collected under such suspen- 
sion: Provided^ fuTthe7\ That such proclamation shall 
exclude from the benefits of the suspension herein author- 
ized the vessels of any foreign country in whose ports the 
fees or duos of any kind or nature imposed on vessels of 
the United States, or the import or export duties on their 
cargoes, are in excess of the fees, dues, or duties imposed 
on the vessels of such country, or on the cargoes of such 
vessels. 

But this proviso shall not be held to be inconsistent with 
the special regulation by foreign countries of duties and 
other charges on their own vessels, and the cargoes thereof, 
engaged in their coasting trade, or with the existence 
between such countries and other states of reciprocal stipu- 
lations founded on special conditions and equivalents, and 
thus not within the treatment of American vessels under 
the most-favored nation clause in treaties between the 
United States and such countries 
The President be, and hereby is, directed to cause the 
Governments of foreign countries which, at any of then 

E orts, impose on American vessels a tonnage-tax or light- 
ouse dues, or other equivalent tax or taxes, or any other 
fees, charges, or dues, to be informed of the piovisions of 
the preceding section, and invited to co-operate with the 
Government of the United States in abolishing all light- 
house dues, tonnage-taxes, or other equivalent tax or taxes 
on, and also all other fees for official services to, the ves- 
sels of the respective nations employed in the trade between 
the ports of such foreign country and the ports of the 
United States. 

No vessel belonging to any citizen of the United States, 
trading from one port within the United States to another 
port within the United States, or employed in the bank, 
whale, or other fisheries, shall be subject to tonnage tax 
or duty, if such vessel be licensed, regi,stered or enrolled. 

In cases of vessels making regular daily trips between 
any port of the United States and any port in the Domin- 
ion of Canada, wholly upon interior waters not navigable 
to the ocean, no tonnage or clearance fees shall be charged 
against such vessel by the officers of the United States, 
except upon the first clearing of such vessel in each year. 

The mail steamships employed in the mail service be- 
tween the United States and Brazil shall be exempt from 
all port-chaiges and custom-house dues at the port of de- 
parture and arrival in the United States if, and so long 
as, a similar immunity from port-charges and custom-house 
dues is granted by the government of Brazil. 

167. Dkeriminatwg tonnage taxes 

Upon satisfactory proof being given to the President, 
by the governtnent of any foreign nation, that no discrimi- 
nating duties of tonnage or imposts are imposed or levied 
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in tho ports of such nation upon vessels wholly belonging 
to citizens of the United States, or upon the produce, manu- 
factures, or merchandise imported in the same from the 
United States or from any foreign country, the President 
may issue his proclamation, declaiing that the foreign dis- 
criminating duties of tonnage and impost within the u nited 
States are suspended and discontinued, so far as respects the 
vessels of such foreign nation, and the produce, manufac- 
tures, or merchandise imported into the United States from 
such foreign nation, or from any other foreign country; 
the suspension to take effect from the time of such notiff- 
cation being given to the President, and to continue so long 
as the reciprocal exemption of vessels, belonging to citizens 
of the United States, and their cargoes, shau be continued, 
and no longer. 

Provided^ That the President is authorized to suspend in 
part the operation of sections forty -two hundred and nine- 
teen and twenty-five hundred and two so that foreign ves- 
sels from a country imposing partial discriminating tonnage 
duties upon American vessels, or paitial discriminating 
import duties upon American meichandisc, may enjoy in 
our ports the identical privileges which the same class of 
American vessels and meichandise may enjoy in said for- 
eign country. 

No other or highei rate of duties shall be imposed or col- 
lected on vessels of Prussia, or of her dominions, from 
whencesoever coming, nor on their cargoes, howsoever com- 
posed, than are or may bo payable on vessels of the United 
States, and their cargoes. 

The preceding section shall continue and be in force dur- 
ing the time that the equality for which it provides shall, 
in all respects, be reciprocated in the ports of Prussia and 
her dominions; and if at any time hereafter the equality 
shall not bo reciprocated in the ports of Prussia and her 
dominions, the President may issue his pioclamation, 
declaring that fact, and thereupon the section preceding 
shall cease to be in force. 

From Spanish vessels coming from any port or place in • 
Spain or her colonies, where no discriminating or counter- 
vailing duties on tonnage are levied upon vessels of the 
United States, or from any other port or place to and with 
which vessels of the United States are ordinarily permitted 
to go and trade, there shall be exacted in the ports of the 
United States no other or greater duty on tonnage than at 
the time may he exacted of vessels of the United States. 

168. Ahen tonnage iaxee [in exceptional cases) 

Upon vessels which shall be entered in tlie United States 
from any foreign port or place there shall be paid duties as 
follows: On vessels built within the United States but 
belonging wholly or in part to subjects of foreign powers, 
at the rate of 30 cents per ton, on other vessels not of the 
United States, at the rate of 50 cents per ton. Upon 
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every vessel not^ of ^ the United States, which shall be 
entered in one district from another district, having on 
board goods, wares, or merchandise taken in one district to 
be delivered in another district, duties shall be paid at the 
rate of 50 cents per ton. Nothing in this section shall be 
deemed in any wise to impair any rights or privileges which 
have been or ma}’- be acqumed by any foreign nation under 
the laws and treaties of the United States relative to the 
duty of tonnage on vessels. On all foreign vessels which 
shall be entered in the United States from any foreign port 
or place, to and with which vessels of the United States 
aie not ordinarily permitted to enter and trade, there shall 
be paid a duty at the rate of two dollars per ton, and none 
of the duties on tonnage above mentioned shall be levied 
on the vessels of any foreign nation if the President of the 
United States shall be satisfied that the discriminating oi 
countervailing duties of such foreign nations, so far as they 
operate to the disadvantage of the United States, have 
been abolished, ^ ^ * and any rights or privileges ac- 
quiied l)y any foreign nation under the laws and treaties 
of the United States relative to the duty of tonnage on 
vessels shall not be impaired, and any vessel any officer 
of which shall not be a citizen of the United States, shall 
pay a tax of fifty cents per ton. 

159 Light money {m exceptional cases), 

A duty of fifty cents per ton, to he dominated ^4ight 
money,” shall be levied and collected on all vessels not of 
the United States, which may enter the ports of the United 
States Such light-money shall be levied and collected in 
the same manner and under the same regulations os the 
tonnage duties. 

The preceding section shall not be deemed to <merate 
upon unregistered vessels, owned by citizens of the United 
States, and carrying a sea-letter, or other regular docu- 
ment, issued from a custom-house of the United States, 
proving the vessel to be American propeidiy. Upon the 
entry of every such vessel from any foreign port, if the 
same shall be at the port at which the owner or any of the 
pait owners reside, such owner or part owners shall make 
oath that the sea-letter or other regular document pos- 
sessed by such vessel contains the name or names of all 
the persons who are then the owners of the vessel: or if 
any part of such vessel has been sold or transferred since 
the date of such sea-letter or document, that such is the 
case, and that no foreign subject or citizen has, to the best 
of his knowledge and belief, any share, hj way of trust, 
confidence or oSlerwise, in such vessel. If the owner or 
any^ part owner does not reside at the port or place at; 
which such vessel shall enter, then the master shall make 
oath to the like effect. If the owner or part owner, 
where there is one, or the master, where there is no 
owner, shall refuse to so swear, suen vessel shall not be 
entitled to the privileges granted by this section.

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160. Consular tonnage charges 

No con>sul or consular agent of the United States shall 
exact tonnage fees from any vessel of the United States, 
touching at or near ports in Canada, on her regular voyage 
from one poit to another within the United States, unless 
such consul or consular agent shall perform some official 
services, required hy law tor such vessel, when she shall 
thus touch at a Canadian poit, 

161. Refund of tonnage tax. 

When ever any fine, penalty , forfeiture , exaction , or charge 
arising under the laws relating to vessels or seamen has 
been paid to any collector of customs or consular officer, 
and application has been made within one year from such 
payment for the refunding or remission of the same, the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, if on investigation he 
finds that such fine, penalty, forfeiture, exaction, or charge 
was illegally, improperly, or excessively imposed, shall 
have the power, either before or aftei the same has been 
covered into the Treasury, to refund so much of such fine, 
penalty, forfeiture, exaction, or charge as he may think 
proper, from any moneys in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 

On all questions of interpretation ^ « relating to 

the collection of tonnage tax, and to the refund of such tax 
when collected enoneously or illegally, his [Commissioner 
of Navigation] decision shall be final. 
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162* Discrimination against American vessels 

Whenever any foreign country whoso vessels have been 
placed on the same footing in the ports of the United States 
as American vessels (the coastwise trade excepted) shall 
deny to any vessel of the United States any of the comnior- 
cial privileges accorded to national vessels in the harborsj 
ports, or waters of such f ox eign country, the President, on 
leceiving satisfactoiy information of the continuance of 
such discriminations against any vessels of the United 
States, is hcieby authorized to issue his proclamation 
excluding, on and after such time as he may indicate, from 
the exercise of such commercial privileges in the ports of 
the United States as are denied to American vessels in the 
ports of such foreign country, all vessels of such foreign 
country of a similar character to the vessels of the United 
States thus discriminated against, and suspending such 
concessions previously gi anted to the vessels of such coun- 
try; and on and after the date named in such proclama- 
tion for it to take effect, if the master, officer, or agent of 
any vessel of such foreign country excluded by said proc- 
lamation from the exercise of any commercial pidvucges 
shall do any act prohibited by said proclamation in the 
ports, harbors, or waters of the United States for or on 
account of such vessel, such vessel, and its rigging, tackle, 
furniture, and boats, and all the goods on board, shall be 
liable to seizure and to forfeiture to the United States; and 
any person opposing any officer of the United States in 
the enforcement of tliis act, or aiding and abetting any 
other person in such opposition, shall forfeit eight hundred 
dollars, and shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction, shall be liable to imprisonment for a tcini not 
exceeding two yeais. 

163 Discrimination against American fishing vessels 

Whenever the President of the United States shall be mm s,im, 
satisfied that American fishing vessels or American fisher- 
men, visiting or being in the waters or at any ports oi 
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places of the British Dominions of North America, are 
or then lately have been denied or abiidged in the enjoy- 
ment of any rights seemed to them by treaty or law, or aie 
or then lately have been unjustly vexed or harassed in the 
enjoyment of such rights, oi subjected to unreasonable 
restrictions, regulations, or icquirements in respect of 
such rights, or otherwise uniustly vexed or harassed in 
said waters, xiorts, or x^lnces; 

Or whenever the President of thoUmtod Stixtes shall be 
satisfied that any such fishing vessels or fishcimen, having 
a x)oimit under the laws of tno United States to touch and 
trade at any x^ort or x^oits, xdace or places, in the British 
Dominions of North Ameiica, are or then lately have been 
denied the privilege of entering such port or x^oits, x^Iace 
or xilaces, in the same manner and under the same regu- 
lations as may exist therein apxilicable to trading vessels 
of tlie most favored nation, or shall be unjustly vexed or 
harassed, in respect thereof, or otherwise be unjustly 
vexed or harassed therein, or shall be XR'^'^^onted from 
purchasing such supplies as may there be lawfully sold to 
trading vessels of tne most favoied nation, 

Or whenever the President of the United States shall be 
satisfied that any other vessels of the United States, their 
masters or crews, so amving at or being in such British 
waters or ports or places of the Britism Dominions of 
North Ameiica, are or thou lately have been denied any 
of the privileges therein accorded to the vessels, their 
masters or crews, of the most favored nation, or unjustly 
vexed or haiassed in respect of the same, oi unjustly vexed 
or harassed therein by the authorities thereof, then, and 
in either or all of such cases: 

It shall he lawful, and it shall be the duty of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, in his discretion, by proclama- 
tion to that effect, to den}’’ vessels, their masters and crews, 
of the British Dominions of North America, any entrance 
into the waters, poits, or places of, or within the United 
States (with such exceptions in regard to vessels in distress, 
stress of weathei, or needing suxiphea as to the President 
shall seem proper), whether such vessels shall have come 
directly from said dominions on such destined voyage or 
by way of some poit or place in such destined Amyago else- 
where, and also to deny entry into any port or place of 
the United States of fiesh fish or salt nsh or any other 
product of said dominions, or other goods coming from 
said dominions to the United States. 

The President may, in his discretion, ax^P^y x^i'ocla- 
Illation to any part or to all of the foregoing-named sub- 
jects, and may revoke, qualify, limit, and renew such x^roc- 
lamation from time to time as he may deem necessary to 
the full and just execution of the purposes of this act 

Every violation of any such proclamation, or any part 
thereof, is hereby declared illegal, and all vessels and goods 
so coming or being within the waters, ports, or places of the 
United States contrary to such pi'oclamation shall be for- 
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f cited to the United States; and sucli forfeiture shall be 
enforced and proceeded upon in the same manner and with 
the same effect as in the case of vessels or goods whose 
importation or coming to or being in the waters or ports of 
the United States contrary to law may now he enforced 
and proceeded upon. 

Every jierson who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this act, or such proclamation of the President made in 
pursuance hereof, shall lie deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, on conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine noti 
exceeding one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding two years, or by both said punishments, 
in the disci etion of the court. 

104. Discrimination against products of the United States. 

Whenevci the President shall bo satisfied that unjust 
diserminations are made by or under the authority of any 
foreign state against the impoitation to or sale in such foi- 
oign state of any product of the United States, ho may- 
direct that such product of such foreign State so diacriini- 
nating against any product of the United States as he mav 
deem proper shall be excluded from importation to the 
United States; and in such case ho shall make proclama- 
tion of his direction in the premises, and therein name the 
time when such direction against importation shall take 
effect, and after such date the importation of the articles 
named in such proclamation shall be unlawful. The Presi 
dent may at any time revoke, modify, terminate, or renew 
any such direction as, in his opinion, the public interest 
may require. 

165. Discrimination on Canadian canals 

With a view of securing reciprocal advantages for the 
citizens, poits, and vessels of the United States, on and 
after the first day of August, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
two, whenever and so often as the President shall he satis- 
fied that the passage through any canal or lock connected 
with the navigation of the Saint Lawrence River, the 
Great Lakes, or the water ways connecting the same, of 
any vessels of the United States, or of cargoes or passen- 

f ers in transit to aru^ port of the United States, is pro- 
ibited oi is made dimcult or burdensome by the imposition 
of tolls or otherwise which, in view of the free passage 
through the Saint Marys Palis Canal, now permitted to 
vessels of all nations, he shall deem to be reciprocally 
unjust and unreasonable, he shall have the power, and it 
shall be his duty, to suspend by proclamation to that 
effect, for such time and to such extent (including absolute 
proMbition) as he shall deem just, the right of free passage 
through the Saint Marys Palls Canal, so far as it relates 
to vessels owned by the subjects of the government so dis- 
criminating against the citizens, porta, or vessels of the 
United States, or to any cargoes, portions of cargoes,^ or 
passengers in transit to the ports of the government making 
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sucli discrimination, wliothei carried in vessels of the 
United States or of other nations 

In such case and during such suspension tolls shall be 
levied, collected, and paicfas follows, to wit. 

Upon freight of whatever kind or description, not to 
exceed two dollars pci ton; upon passengers, not to exceed 
five dollars each, as shall bo from time to time determined 
hy the President: 

Provided^ That no tolls shall be charged or collected upon 
freight or passengers carried to and landed at Ogdensburg, 
or any port Avest of Ogdensburg, and south of a line drawn 
from the northeiu boundary of the State of Now York 
through the Saint Lawrence Rivei, the Great Lakes, and 
their connecting channels to the northern boundary of the 
State of Minnesota. 

All tolls so charged shall bo collected under such regula- 
tions as shall bo prescribed by the Secietary of Commerce 
and Labor, who may loquire the master of each vessel to 
furnish a sworn statement of the amount and kind of cargo 
and the number of pas»sengers carried and the destination 
of the same, and such proof of the actual delivery of such 
cargo or passengers at some port or place within the limits 
above named as ne shall deem satisfactory; and until such 
proof IS furnished such freight and passengers may be 
considered to have been landed at some port or place out- 
side of those limits, and the amount of tolls which would 
have accrued if they had been so delivcied shall constitute 
a lien, vhich may he enforced against the vessel in default 
wlierevoi and Avhenever found in the waters of the United 
States. 

106. l/esse/s of nations not assimilatad by treaty to American yessels 

No goods, wares, oi inorchandiso, unless in cases pro- 
vided foi by treaty, shall bo iiuportecl into the United 
States from any foreign poit or place, except in vessels of 
the United States, or in such foreign vessels as truly and 
wholly belong to the citizens or subjects of that country of 
which the goods arc the growth, production, or manufac- 
ture, or from which such goods, wares, or merchandise can 
only be , or most usually are, first shipped for transportation. 
All goods, wares, or merchandise imported contrary to this 
section, and the A^ossel wherein the same shall be imported, 
togethoi with her caigo, tackle, apparel, and furniture, 
shall be foifeited to the United States; and such goods, 
wares, or merchandise, ship, or vessel, and cargo sb^all be 
liable to be seized, prosecuted, and condemned in like man- 
ner, and under the same legulations, restrictions, and pro- 
visions as have been heretofore established for the lecovery, 
collection, distribution, and remission of forfeitures to the 
United States by the several revenue laws. 

The preceding section shall not appljr to vessels or 
goods, wares, or merchandise imported in vessels of a 
foreign nation which does not maintain a similar regula- 
tion against vessels of the United States, 
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167. Discnminatwg duties 

A discriminating^ duty of ten per centum ad valorem, in r s , 2502 
addition to the duties imposed by law, shall be levied, cob f 
lected, and paid on all goods, wares, or merchandise which 
shall be imported in vessels not of the United State^s, but 
this discriminating duty shall not apply to goods, wares, 
and merchandise which shall he imported in vessels not of ‘t iso?

Before a clearance shall he granted foi any vessel bound ^ ^ 
to u foreign port, the owners, shippers, or consignors of ^ 
the cargo of such vessel shall deliver to the collector mani- 
fests of the cargo, or the parts thereof shipped by them 
respectively, and shall verify the same by oath. Such 
manifests shall specif j’’ the kinds and quantities of the 
articles shipped respectively, and the value of the total 
quantity of each kind of articles, and the oath to each 
manifest shall state that it contains a full, just, and true 
account of all articles laden on board of such vessel by 
the owners, shippei>s or consignors, respectively, and 
that the values of such articles are truly stated, according 
to tlieir actual cost, or the values which they truly bear at 
the port and time of exportation. And before a clearance 
shall be granted for any such vessel, the master of that 
vessel, and the owneis, >shippers, and consignors of the 
cargo, shall state, upon oath, to the collector, the foreign 
poit or country in which such cargo is truly intended to 
be landed. The oaths shall he taken and subscribed in 
writing.

duced such certificate that all such goods have been duly 
inspected, as the laws of the lespective States may require 
lo be produced to collectois or otlier officerb of the customs 

172b Manifests in Alaskan and insular trades 

The provisions of sections foui thousand one hundred 
and ninety-seven to four thousand two hundred, inclusive, 
of the Pevised Statutes of the United States, lequiiing 
statements of quantity and value of goods carried by ves- 
sels dealing from the United States to foreign x^orts, 
shall be extended to and govern, under such regulations as 
the Secretary of Comraeice and Labor shall prescribe, in 
the trade between the United States and Hawaii, Porto Rico, 
Alaska, the Philippine Islands, Guam, and its other non- 
contiguous territory, and shall also govern in the trade 
conducted between said islands and territory, and in ship- 
ments from said islands oi teintory to other parts of the 
United States, Provided^ That this law shall not apply in 
the Philippine Islands during such time as the collectors 
of customs of those islands are under the jurisdiction of 
the War Department.

All vessels belonging to citizens of the United States, 
and bound from any port m the United States to any other 
Xiorttherein, or to any foreign poit, orfromany foreign port 
to any port in the United States, shall, before clearance, 
receive on board all such bullion, com, United States notes 
and bonds and other securities, as the Government of the 
United States or any department thereof, or any minister,

vey and promptly deliver the same to the x)roper authori- 
ties or consignees* on arriving at the port of destination; 
and shall receive lor such service such reasonable compen- 
sation as may be allowed to other carriers in tlie ordinary 
transactions of business. 

174, Live-oak timber 

Collectors of the collection-districts within the States of 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, audLouisiana, before allow- 
ing a clearance to any vessel laden in whole or in part 
with live-oak timbei, shall ascertain satisfactorily that such 
timber was cut from private lands, or, if from public lands, 
b}^ consent of the Department of the Navy.

services. 

176 Enrolled and licensed vessels in foreign trade 

If any vessel, enrolled or licensed, shall proceed on a f oi- 
eign voyage, without first giving up hei enrollment and 
license to the collect oi of tn^e district comprehending the 
port from which she is alioiit to proceed on such voyage, 
and being duly registered hy such collector, (‘very such 
vcas(‘l, together with her tackh, apxmrel, and furniture, 
and the merchandise so imported therein, shall be liable to 
seizure and forfeiture 

If the port from which any vessel, so enrolled or licensed 
IS about to proceed on a foreign voyage, is not within the 
district where such vessel is enrolled, the collector of such 
district shall give to the master of such vessel a certificate, 
specifying that the enrollment and license of such vessel 
has been leceived by him, and the time when it was so 
received; which certificate shall afterward he delivered hy 
the master to the collector who may have granted such 
enrollment and license 

Whenever any vessel, licensed for carrying on the fishery, 
IS intended to touch and trade at any foreign port, it shall 
be the duty of the master or owner to obSiin permission 
for that purpose from the collectoi of the district wheio

owneis of the vessel, or if any j)art of^ such vessel has been 
sold or trail sferied since the granting of such register that 
such IS the case, and that no loreign subject or citizen has, 
to the best of his knowledge and Tieliof, tiny shaie, byway 
of txust, confidence, or otherwise, in such vessel If the 
ownei or any part owner does not leside at the port at 
whi(;h such vessel enters, the mastei shall make oath to the 
like efi;'ect If the owner, or pai t owner, wliei e there is one, 
or the master, where there is no ownei, refuses so to swear, 
such vessel shall not bo entitled to the privileges of a vessel 
of the United States. 

Upon the entry of oveiy such [unregistered vessel, owned 
by citizens of the United States, and carrjang a sea-letter, 
or, other zeguhir document, issued from a custom house 
of the United States, proving the vessel to be American 
pioperty] vessel from any foreign port, if the same shall ho 
at the port at which the owner or any of the pait owners 
reside, such owner or part owner shall make oath that the 
sea letter or other regular document possessed by such 
ves>sel contains the name or names of all the persons who 
are then the owners of the vessel; or if any part of such 
vessel has been sold or transferred since the date of such 
sea-letter or document, that such is the case, and that no 
foreign subject or citizen has, to the best of his knowledge 
and belief, any share, by way of trust, confidence, or other- 
wise, in such vessel. If the owner or any pait owner docs 
not reside at the port or place at which such vessel shall 
enter, then the master shall make oath to the like effect. 
If the owner or part owner, where thei'e is one, or the mas- 
tex’, where there is no owner, shall refuse to so swear, such 
vessel shall not be entitled to the piuvileges granted by 
this section. 
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178 Deposit of papers 

The register, or other document in lieu thereof, together 
with the clearance and othci mpers granted by the officeis 
of the customs to a vessel at her departure from the port 
from whence she may have arrived, Mediterranean pass- 
ports excepted, shall previous to entry be produced to the 
collcctoi with whom such entr}^ is to be made, and shall 
remain m his office; and on the clearance of such vessel 
the I'egister and other documents shall be i eturned to the 
master or owner of such vessel 

The registci , or other document in lieu thereof, together 
with the clearance and other papers granted by the officers 
of the customs to any foreign vessel, at her departure from 
the port from which she may have arrived, shall, previous 
to entry in any poit of the tJnited States, be produced to 
the collector with whom such entry is to be made. It shall 
he the duty of the master, within forty-eight hours after 
such entry, to deposit the papei s with the consul or vice- 
consul of the nation to whicm the vessel belongs, and to 
deliver to the collector the certiheato of such consul or vice- 
consul that the papers have been so deposited. Every 
master who fails to comply with this regulation »shall be 
punishable liy a line of not less than hvo hundred dollars, 
nor more than two thousand dollars. 

The preceding section shall not extend to the vessels of 
foreign nations in whose ports American consuls aie not 
permitted to have the custody and possession of the regis- 
ter and other papers of vessels entering the poits of such 
nation 

It shall not lie lawful for any foreign consul to deliver to 
the niastei of any foreign vessel the legistcr and other 
papei s deposited with him pursuant to the provisions of 
the preceding section, until such master shall produce to 
him a clearance in due form from the collector of the port 
where such vessel has been entered. Any consul offending 
against the provisions of this section shall be fined not less 
than five hundred dollars nor more than five thousand. 

It shall he the duty of all masteis of a^cssoIs for whom 
any official services shall be performed by any consular 
officer, without the payment of a foe, to requiie a written 
statement of such services from such consular officer, and, 
after certifying as to whether such statement is correct, to 
fuinish it to the collector of the district in which such ves-

179. War documents, passports, ssa-letters 

Every vessel of the United States, going to aiij^ foreign 
country, shall, hcfo] e she departs from the United States, 
at the request of the master, be furnished by the collector 
foi the district where such vessel may be, with a passport, 
the form for which shall be pi escribed by the Secretary of 
State. In order to be entitled to such passport, the mas- 
ter of eveiy such vessel shall be bound, with sufficient sui o- 
ties, to the Treasurer of the United States, in the x^enalty 
of two thousand dollars, conditioned that the passport 
shall not be applied to the use or protection of any other 
vessel than the one described in it; and that, in case of 
the loss or sale of any vessel having such passport, the 
same shall, within three mouths, be delivered up to the 
collector from whom it was received, if the loss or sale 
take place within the United States, or Avithiu six months, 
if the same shall happen at anyplace nearer than the Capo 
of Good Hope, and within eighteen months, if at a more 
distant place. 

If any A^essel of the United States shall depart there- 
from, and shall be bound to any foreign countiy, other 
than to some port in America, Avithout such passport, the 
master of such vessel shall be liable to a penalty of two 
hunched dollars foi CAauy such offense. 

Every unregistered vessel owned by a citizen of the 
United States, and sailing with a sea-letter, going to aii}^ 
foreign country, shall, licfore she departs froin the United 
States, at the request of the master, be furnished by the 
collector of the district where such vessel ma}^ be with a 
passport, for which the master shall bo subject to the rules 
and conditions prescribed for vessels of the United States. 

Every mastei of a vessel, belonging to citizens of the 
United States, who shall sail from any x^oit of the United 
States, shall, on his aiiival at a foreign port, deposit his 
legister, sea-lettei, and Mediterranean passport Avith the 
consul, vice-consul, commercial agent, or vice-commercial 
agent, if any there be at such port; and it shall be the 
duty of such consul, vice-consul, corainevcial agent, or 
vice-commercial agent, on such master or commander pro- 
ducing to him a moarauco from the proper officer of the 
port where his A^'essel may be, to deliver to the master all 
of his papers, if such master or commandei has complied

Every master of any such vessel who refuses or neglects 
to deposit the papers as required by the preceding section,

of the United States, in any court of competent juiisdiction.

Every person who, not being in the United States service, ^^3,4606 
and not being duly authonzea by law for the purpose, goes 
on board any vessel about -to arrive at the place of her des- 
tination, beiore her actual arrival, and before she has been 
completely moored, without permission of the mastei , shall, 
for every such offense, be punishable by a fine of not more 
than two hundred dollars, and by imprisonment for not 
more than six months; and the master of such vessel may 
take any such person so going on board into custody, and 
deliver him up foithwith to any constable or police officer, 
to be by him taken before any justice of the peace, to be 
dealt with according to the provisions of this Title [R. S., 
4501 - 4613 ] 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor is hereby author- Mar 8i,iuoo 
ized and directed to prescribe from time to time and enforce u, woa 
regulations governing the boaidiiig of vessels arriving at 
the seaports of the United States, before such vessels have 
been pioperly inspected and placed in security, and for 
that purpose to employ any of the ofiicers of that [or Treas- 
ury] Dex^artment.

of any vessel, as well without as within his district, and to 
inspect, search, and examine the same, and any poison, 
trunk, or envelope on hoard, and to this end to hail and 
stop such vessel if under way, and to use all necessary 
force to compel compliance; and if it shall appeal that any 
breach or violation of the laws of the United States has 
been committed, whereby or m consequence of which such

]udge 5 or justice, pursuant to law, ho may plead the gen- 
eral issue and give such act and the special matter in evi- 
dence. 

In all cases of seizure of property subject to forfeiture a s ,3074 
for any of the causes named in any provision of law relat- 
ing to the customs, or for the rcgisteiing, enrolling, or 
licensing of vessels, when, in the opinion of the collector 
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01 other principal officer of the l evcnuo making such seiz- 
ui’Cj the value of the property seized does not exceed five 
hundred dollars, ho shall cause a list and particular descrip- 
tion of the property seized to be prepared in duplicate, 
and an appiaisement of the same to be made by two sworn 
appxaisers under the revenue laws, if there are such 
appiaisers at or near the place of seizure, but if there are 
no such appraisers, then by two competent and disinter- 
ested citizens of the United States, to be selected by him 
for that purpose, residing at or near the place of seizure; 
which list and appiaisement shall be properly attested by 
such collector or other officer and the persons making the 
appraisal, For such services of the appraisers tbej^ shall 
be allowed out of the revenue one dollar and fifty cents 
each, for every day neccsvsarily employed in such service.

If no such claim shall be filed or bond given within the 
twenty days above specified, such collector or other officer 
shall give not less than fifteen days’ notice of the sale of 
the property so seized, by publication in the manner before 
mentioned; and, at the time and place specified in such 
notice, he shall sell at public auction tae property so 
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seized, and shall deposit the proceeds, after deducting the 
actual expenses of such seizure, publication, and sale, in 
the Treasiir}^ of the United States, as shall bo diiected by 
the Secretary of the Tieasury. The collector, howovei, 
shall have power to adjourn such sale from time to time 
for a period not exceeding thirty days in all 

Any poison claiming to bo interested in the property 
sold under the piovisions of the jireceding section may, 
within three months after such sale, applj^ to the Secretaiy 
of the Treasury for a remission of the forfeituic and a 
restoration of the proceeds of such sale, and the same may 
be granted by the Secretary upon satisfactory proof, to 
be furnished in such manner as he shall dii’oct, that the 
applicant, at the tune of the seizure and sale of the prop- 
erty in question, did not know of the seizure, and was in 
such circumstances as pi evented him from knoTOiig of 
the same, and that such forfeituie was incuned witliout 
willful negligence or any intention of fraud on the part 
of the owiier of such propcity.

If no application for such remission oi restoration shall

184, Procedure w cases of fines, penalties, and forfeiture 

R s , 3084 The several collectors of customs shall report within ten 
days to the distiict attorne}^ of the district in which any 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture may be incurrod for the violation 
of any law of the United States relating to the levenue, a 
statement of all the facits and circumstances of tho case 
within their knowledge, or which may come to their knowl- 
edge f I oni time to time, stating the names of the witnesses, 
and tho provisions of the law believed to lie violated, and 
on which a reliance may be had foi condemnation or con- 
viction. If any collector shall in any case fail to report to 
the propel district attorney, os prescribed in tliis section, 
such collector’s right to any compensation, benefit, or 
allowance in such case shall be forfeited to the United 
States, and the same may, in the discretion of the Secre-

tarv of the Tieasuiy, be awarded to such persons as may 
mate complaint and prosecute the same to judgment or 
conviction. 

District attorneys, upon receiving the report of a col- 
lector, shall cause suit and prosecution to be commenced 
and prosecuted without delay for the tines and pei&onal 
penalties by law in such case provided, unless upon 
inquiry and examination they shall decide that a conviction 
cannot probably l^e obtained, or that the ends of public 
justice do not reejuire that a suit oi prosecution should bo 
instituted, in winch case the}^ shall report the facts to the 
Secretary of the Treasury for his direction. For expenses 
incurred and services rendered in prosecution foi such 
lines and personal penalties, they shall receive such allow- 
ance as the Secretary of the Treasuiy shall deem just and 
reasonahle, upon the certificate of the judge before whom 
such prosecution was had. 

The collector within whoso district any seizure shall be 
made oi forfoituie incuircd foi any violation of the dut^^ 
laws is hereby enjoined to cause suits for the same to be 
commenced without delay, and prosecuted to efiect, and is, 
moreover, authorized to i eceive from th c com t within which 
such tiial is had, or from the proper olliccr thereof, the 
sum recovered, after deducting all proper charges to be 
allowed b^^ the couit; and on leceipt thereof he shall pay 
and distiibute the same without delay, according to law. 

Whenever a vessel, or the owner or master of a vessel, 
has become subject to a penalty for a violation of the rev- 
enue laws of the United States, such vovssel shall be holden 
for the payment of such penalty, and may bo seized and 
proceeded against summaiil}’’ by libel to recover such 
penalty. 

Whenever a seizure, condemnation, and sale of mer- 
chandise takes place within the United States, and the 
value thereof is less than two hundred and fift}^ dollars, 
that part of the forfeiture which accrues to the United 
States, or so much thereof as may be necessary, shall be 
applied to the payment of the cost of the prosecution. 

186. Moieties, informers' and customs officers’ awards 

All provisions of law under which moieties of any fines, 
penalties, or foifeitures, under the customs-reyenue laws, 
or any share therein, or commission thereon, are paid to 
informers, or officers of customs, oi other otBccrvS of the 
United States, are hereby repealed, and from and after the 
date of the passage of this act the proceeds of all such 
fines, penalties, and forfeitures shall be paid into the Treas- 
ury of the United States. 

It shall hereafter be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, out of any money specifically appiopriated by 
Congress, to make suitable compensation in certain eases 
under the customs revenue laws, as hereinafter provided, 
and not otherwise; and he shall annually lepoit to Con- 
gress, in detail, all payments by him for such purpose. 
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Whenevei any officer of the cuytoms or other person 
shall detect and seize goods, 'wares, or merchandise, in the 
act of being smugglecL or which have been smuggled, ho 
shall he entitled to sucn compensation therefor as the Sec- 
retary of tlieTreasui y shall award, not exceeding in amount 
one-half of the net proceeds, if any, resulting from such 
seizure, and deducting all duties, costs, and charges con- 
nected thcicwith. 

Provided^ That foi the puiposcs of this act smuggling 
shall ho construed to mean the act, with intent to defraud, 
of bringing into the United States, or, with like intent, 
attempting to biing into the United States, dutiable articles 
without passing the same, or the package containing the 
same, througlithe custom house, or submitting them to the 
officers of the revenue for examination. And whenever 
any peisoii not an officer of the United States shall furnish 
to a district attorney, or to any chief officer of the customs, 
original inf ormation concerning any fraud upon thecustoms- 
revenue, perpetrated or contemplated, which shall lead to 
the recovery of any duties withheld, or of any fine, penalty, 
or forfeiture incurred, whether by importers or their agents, 
or by any officer or person employed in the customs-sei vice, 
such compensation may, on such rocovory, bo paid to such 
person so furnishing information as shall bo just and rea- 
sonable, not exceeding iii any case the sum of five thousand 
dollars, which compensation shall be paid, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretaiy of the Treasiiiy, out of any money 
appropriated for that purpose. 

No xiaymont shall be made to any person fiunishing 
information in any case wherein judicial proceedings shall 
have boon instituted, unless his claim to compensation 
shall have hecu established to the satisfaction of the court 
01 judge having cognizance of such proceedings, and the 
value of his services duly certified by said court or judge 
for the jnfoimiatiou of the Secretary of the Tieasury; but 
no certificate of the A^alue of such services shall bo conclu- 
sive of the amount thereof And when any fine, penalty, 
or forfeitoe shall be collected without judicial proceed- 
ings, the Secretary of the Treasury shall, before direct- 
ing payment to any person claiming such compensation, 
require satisfactory proof that such person is justly entitled 
thereto, 

Except in cases of smuggling as aforesaid, it shall not be 
lawful ioi any officer of the United States, under any j^re- 
tenso whatever, directly or indirectly, to receive, accept, or 
contract for au^ portion of the money which may, under 
any of the provisions of this or any other act, accrue to any 
such person furnishing information; and any sucli officer 
who ^all so receive, accept, or contiact for any portion of 
the money that may accrue as aforesaid shall be guilty of 
a mi{^dcmeanor, and, on conviction thereof, shall he liable 
to a nne not exceeding five thousand dollars, or imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, or both, m the disci etion 
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of the court, and shall not be thereafter elighde to any 
office of honor, trust, or emolument, 

And any such person so furnishing information as afore- 
said, who shall pay to any such officer of the United Slates, 
or to any person for his use, directly or indirectly, any por- 
tion of said money, or any other valuahle thing, on account 
of or because of such money, shall have a riglit of action 
against such officer or other person, and his legal repre- 
sentatives, to recover back the same, or the value thereof. 

No officer, or other person entitled to or claiming com- 
pensation under any provision of this act, shall be thoioby 
disqualified from becoming a witness in any action, suit, 
01 proceeding for the recovery, mitigation, or i omission 
thereof, but shall be subject to examination and (‘ross- 
examination in like manner with other witnesses, witliout 
being thereby deprived of any right, title, share, or in- 
terest in any fine, penalty, or forfotture to which such 
examination may relate; and m every such case the de- 
fendant or defendants may appear and tcstif}^ and be ex- 
amined and cross-examined in like manner. 

1S6 Procedure 

In all suits and proceedings other than criminal arising 
under any of the revenue-laws of the United States, the 
attorney representing the Government, wdienovor, in his 
belief, business-book, invoice, or jiaper, belonging to 
or unaer the control of the defendant or claimant, will tend 
to prove any allegation made by the United States, may 
make a wi'itten motion, particularly describing such book, 
invoice, or papei, and setting forth the allegation which 
he expects to prove; and thereupon the court in which 
suit or pioceeding is pending may, at its discretion, issue 
a notice to the defendant or claimant to produce such book, 
invoice, or paper in court, at a day and hour to be specified 
in said notice, which, together with a copy of said motion, 
shall be served formally on the defendant or claimant liy 
the United States marshal by delivering to him a certified 
cop^ thereof, or otherwise serving the same as original 
notices of suit in the same couit are served; and if the 
defendant or claimant shall fail or refuse to produce such 
book, invoice, or paper in obedience to such notice, the 
allegations stated in the said motion shall be taken as con- 
fessed unless hia failure or refusal to produce the same shall 
be explained to the satisfaction of the court. And if pro- 
duced, the said attorney shall be permitted, under the 
direction of the court, to make examination (at which 
examination the defendant or claimant, or his agent, may 
be present) of such entries in said book, invoice, or paper 
as relate to or tend to prove the allegation aforesaid, and 
may offer the same in evidence on behalf of the United 
States. But the owner of said books and paxiers, his agent 
or attorney, shall have, subject to the order of the court, 
the custody of them, except pending their examination in 
court as aforesaid,

It shall 1)0 the duty of any officer or person employed in 
the customs-revenue service of the United States, upon 
detection of any violation of the customs laws, forthwith 
to make complaint theieof to the collector of the distinct, 
whose duty it shall he promptly to report the same to the 
district attorney of the district in which such frauds shall 
he committed. Immediately upon the receipt of such com- 
plaint, if, in his judgment, it can he sustained, it shall be 
the duty of such district attorney to cause investigation 
into the facts to be made before a United States commis- 
sioner having jurisdiction thereof, and to initiate propei 
proceedings to recover the fines and penalties in the prem- 
ises, and to prosecute the same with the utmost dihgence 
to final judgment. 

Whenevei, foi an alleged violation of the customs- 
revenue laws, any person who shall he charged with hav- 
ing incurred any fine, penalty, forfeiture, or disability 
other than imprisonment, or shall be interested in any 
vessel or merchandise seized or subject to seizure, wheii 
the appraised value of such vessel or merchandise is not 
less than one thousand dollars, shall present his petition 
to the judge of the district in which the alleged violation 
occurred, or in which the property is situated, sotting forth, 
truly and particularly, the facts and circumstances of the 
case, and praying foi* relief, such judge shall, if the case, 
in his judgment, requiies, proceed to inquire, in a summary 
mannei into the circumstances of the case, at such reason- 
al)le time as may be fixed by him for that purpose, of which 
the district attorney and the collector shall 1)6 notified hy 
the petitioner, in oider that they ma}^ attend and show 
cause why the petition sliould he refused 

The summary investigation hereby provided for may be 
held befoie the judge to whom the petition is piesented, 
or if ho shall so direct, before any United States commis- 
sioner for such district, and the facts appearing thereon 
shall be stated and annexed to the petition, and, together 
with a cei-tified copy of the evidence, transmitted to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who shall thereupon have power 
to mitigate or remit such fine, penalty, or forfeiture^ or 
remove such disability , or any part thereof, if, in his opinion, 
the same shall have been incurred without willful negli- 
gence or any intention of fraud in the person or persons 
incurring the same, and to diiect the prosecution, if any 
shall have been instituted for the iccovery thereof, to cease 
and be discontinued upon such terms or conditions as he 
may deem reasonable and just 

It shall not be lawful for any officer or officers of the 
United States to compromise or abate any claim of the 
United States arising under the customs laws, for any fine, 
penalty, or forfeiture incurred by a violation thereof; and 
any officer or person who shall so compromise or abato any 
such claim, or attempt to make such compromise or abate- 
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merit, or in any manner relieve or attempt to I’elievc from 
such fine, penalty, or forfeiture, shall be deemed guilty of a 
felony, and, on conviction thereof, shall suffer imprisonment 
not exceeding ten years, and be fined not exceeding ten 
thousand dollars. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to affect any 
authority, jiower, or right which might theretofoie have 
been lawfully exercised by any court, judge, or district 
attorney of the United States to obtain the tostiinony of 
an accomplice in any crime against, or fraud upon the 
customs-re venue laws, on trial oi proceeding f oi a fine, 
penalty^ or forfeiture under said laws, by a discontinuance 
or dismissal, or by an engagement to discontinue or dismiss 
any pioccedmgs against such accomplice 

Provided^ luyioeve)\ That the Secietary of the Treasuiy 
shall have power to remit any fines, penalties, or forfei- 
tures, or to compromise the same, in accordance with ex- 
isting law 

Whenever any application shall be made to the Sccrehiry 
of the Treasury for the mitigation or remission of any tine, 
penalty, oi forfeiture, oi the refund of any duties, m case 
the amount involved is not less than one thousand dollars, 
the apjfiicant shall notify the district attorney and the col- 
lector of customs of the district in which the duties, fine, 
penalty, oi foifeiturc accrued; and it shall be the duty of 
such collector and district attorney to furnivsh tn the Sec- 
retary of the Tieasury all practicable information ne(‘.es- 
sary to enable hun to protect the interests of the United 
States.

Whenevei finy goods, wares, and merchandise shall 
have been entered and passi^d free of duty, and whenevei

190. Defmiiions 

The word ‘^meichandisc,” as used in thi8 Title [R. S., s,27oo 
25i7-'3129], m^y include goods, wares, and chattels of every 
description capable of being impoited. 

The word ‘‘ port,^’ as used in tins Title [R. S., 2617-3129], R b ,2707 
may include any^ place from which merchandise can be 
shipped for importation, or at which merchandise can be 
imported. 

The word “master,” as used in this Title [E. S , 2517- ^ 
3129], may include any person having the chief charge or 
command of the employment and navigation of a vessel. 

In cases where the forms of official documents, as pro- ^ 
scribed by thivS Title [E. S., 2517-3129], shall be substan- 
tially’^ complied with and obseived, according to the true 
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intent thereof, no penalty or forfeiture shall be incurred by 
a deviation therefrom. 

101. Ports of entry 

It shall not be lawful to make entry of any vessel which 
shall arrive within the United States, from any foreign 
port, or of the cargo on board such vessel, elsewhere than 
at one of the polls of entry designated in chapter one 
[R. S , 2517-2G12] of this Title [R S., 2517-3129J; nor to 
unlade the cargo, or any part thereof, elsewhere than at 
one of the ports of delivery therein designated, except that 
every port of entry shall be also a port of delivery This 
section shall not prevent the master oi commander of any 
vessel from making entry with the collector of any district 
ill which such vessel may be owned, or from which she may 
have sailed on the voyage fiom which she shall then have 
returned 

[For list of poits of entry and deliveiy see paragraph 
I5S.] 

Vessels which are not vcvssels of the United States shall 
lie admitted to unlade only at ports of entry established 
by law; and no such vessel shall be admitted to make entiy 
in any other district than in the one in which she shall be 
admitted to unlade. 

19S ifesse/s bound to port of delivery 

The master of every vessel liound to a port of delivery 
only, in any district, shall lirst come to at the port of entry 
of such district, with his vessel, and there make leport and 
entry in wiitmg, and jiay all duties required by law, port 
fees and charges, liefore such vessel shall proceed to her 
port of delivery Any master of a vessel who shall pro- 
ceed to a port of delivery contrary to such directions shall 
be liable to a penaltv of five hundred dollars, to be recov- 
ered with costs of suit. 

103. Report and declaration of master 

Within twenty-four hours after the arrival of any vessel, 
from any foreign port, at any port of the United States 
established by law, at which an officer of the customs 
resides, or within any harbor, inlet, or creek thei*eof , if the 
houis of business at the ofidee of the chief officer of the 
customs at such port will permit, oi as soon thereafter as 
such hours will permit, the master shall lepair to such 
office, and make report to the chief oflicer, of the arrival 
of the vessel, and he shall, within forty-eight hours after 
such anival, make a further report in writing, to the col- 
lector of the district, winch report shall be in the form, 
and shall contain all the pai'ticulars required to be inserted 
in, and verified like, a manifest. Every master who shall 
neglect or omit to make either of such reports and declar- 
ations, or to verify anv such declaration as required, or shall 
not fully comply with the true intent and meaning of this 
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section, shall, for each offense, be liable to a penalty of one 
thousand dollars 

The master of any vessel having on board distilled spirits, 
or wines, shall, within forty-eight hours after his arrival, 
whether the same be at the first poit of arrival of such 
vessel or not, in addition to the requirements of the pre- 
ceding section, 1 eport in writing to the surveyor or officer 
acting as inspector of the revenue of the port at which he 
has arrived, the foreign port from which he last sailed, the 
name of his vessel, his own name, the tonnage and denomi- 
nation of such vessel, and to what nation belonging, to- 
gether with the quantity and kinds of spirits and wines, 
on board of the vessel , particularizing the number of casks, 
vessels, cases, or other packages containing the same, with 
their marks and numbers, as also the quantity and kinds 
of spiiits and wines, on board such vessel as sea-stores, and 
in default thereof he shall be liable to a penalty of five 
hundred dollars and any spirits omitted to bo repoited 
shall be forfeited 

If any vessel, having ariived within the limits of any col- 
lection-district, from any foreign port, departs, or attempts 
to depart from the same, unless to proceed on ber way to 
some more interior district to wliicJi she may be liound, 
before report or entry shall have been made by the master 
with the collector of some district, the master sliall be liable 
to a penalty of four hundred dollars, and any collector, 
naval officer, surveyor, or commander of any revenue-cutter 
may cause such vessel to be arrested and bi ought back to 
the most convenient port of the United States If, how- 
ever, it IS made to appear by the oath of the master, and of 
the person next in command, or liy other sufficient proof to 
the satisfaction of the collector of the district within which 
such vessel shall afterwaid come, or to the .satisfaction of 
the court m which the pi oseeution for such penalty may be 
bad, that the departure or attempt to depart was occa- 
sioned by stress of weather, pursuit or duress of enemies, 
or other necessity, the penalty imposed by this section shall 
not be incurred. 

194. Specia/ inward manifest for Treasury Department 

Each master of a vessel arriving in the United States 
from a foreign port except vessels carrying traffic in bond 
on transfer ferries shall, immediately upon landing and 
before entering his vessel at the custom-house, mail to the 
Auditor for the Treasury Department, Washington, a true 
copy of the manifest of his vessel, and shall on enteiing 
his ves>sel make affidavit that he has mailed such copy and 
that the same is true and correct; and he shall also mail to 
the said Auditor a true copy of the corrected manifest filed 
on any post entry of his vessel. Any master who neglects 
or refuses to mail to the Auditor the required copy of the 
original or corrected manifest shall be subject to the same 
fines and penalties fixed by law for his failure to deliver 
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the manifest of his vessel to the collector: Promded^ That 
this section shall not apply to ports where there is a naval 
officer. 

196 Cargo in bulk 

Vessels arriving at a port of entry in the United States, 
laden with coal, salt, railroad iron and other like articles 
in Inilk may proceed to places within that collection district 
to be specuill}’' designated by the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor by general regulations or otherwise, under the 
superintendence of customs officers, at the expense of the 
parties interested, for the purposo of unlading cargoes of 
the character before mentioned. 

196 Bond of cargo for re-export 

Any vessel may proceed with any merchandise brought 
in her, and, in the manifest delivered to the collector of the 
customs, reported as destined for any foreign port, from 
the district within which such vessel shall fiist arrive to such 
foreign port without paying or securing the payment of 
any duties upon such merchandise as shall l)e actually re- 
exported in the vessel. But the manifest so declaring to 
I'e-export such merchandiso shall be delivered to such col- 
lector within foity-eight hours after the arrival of the 
vessel. And the master of such vessel shall give bond as 
required by the next section 

The master of any vessel so destined for a foreign port 
shall give bond, witn one or more sureties, in a sum equal 
to the amount of the duties upon the merchandise, as the 
same shall be estimated by the collector and naval officer 
of the port where the report shall be made, to the satis- 
faction of the collector, with condition that thomerchandise, 
or any part thereof, shall not he landed within the United 
States, unless due entry thereof shall have been first made 
and the duties thereupon paid, according to law. Such 
bond shall he taken for the same period, and canceled m 
like manner, as a bond given for obtaining drawback of 
duties. No such bond shall be required in respect to mer- 
chandise on boaid of any vessel which has put into the 
United States from a necessity, shown as prescribed in 
section twenty-seven hundred and seventy -three. 

The collector receiving any bond conditioned for the pay- 
ment of duties upon merchandise reported as destined for 
a foreign port, in case the same shall be landed within the 
United States, or any other bonds taken upon the exporta- 
tion of merchandise entitled to drawback, shall immooiately 
after the time when by the conditions of the same they 
ought to he canceled, put the same in suit, provided the 
proof of the occurrence of such a necessity as excuses a 
landing of such goods withiii the United States has not 
been produced, or further time granted therefor by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
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197 Inspection of merchandise laden for export 

The collector shall direct the surveyor, where any, to 
inspect, or cause to be inspected, the merchandise notified 
for exiiortation, and if it is found to correspond fully with 
the notice and proof concerning the same, the collector, 
together with the naval officer, ix any, shall grant a pomiit 
for Jading the same on board of the vessel named in such 
notice and entry. Such lading shall be performed under 
the superintendence of the officer by whom the same has 
been so inspected; and the exporter shall make oath that 
the merchandise, so noticed for expoitation, and laden on 
board such vessel, previous to the clearance thereof, oi 
within ten days after such clearance, is truly intendca to 
be exported to the 2^1ace whereof notice has been given, 
and is not intended to bo relanded within the United States; 
otherwise the merchandise shall not be entitled to the 
benefit of drawback. 

198 Transfer of imported merchandise for export 

All meixffiandiso im^iorted into the United States, the 
duties on which have been ^laid, or secured to be jiaid, may 
bo transjiorted by land, or partly by land and ^lartly by 
water, or coastwise, from the distiict into whitffi it was 
im^iorted to any ^lort of entry and exported from such port 
of entry with the benefit of drawbacK. 

199. Delivery of cargo in various districts. 

Any vessel m which any merchandise is brought into the 
United States from any foreign port, and which is npccified 
in the manifest vciified before tlie collcctoi of the jiort in 
which such vessel first ai rives, to be destined foi othei dis* 
tricts, may proceed with the same from district to district 
within the United States, in order to the landing or dcliveiy 
thereof; and the duties on such of the merchandise only as 
shall bo landed in any district shall be paid within such 
district. 

Before any vessel departs from the district in which she 
shall first arrive for another district, provided such depar- 
ture is not within forty-eight hours after bei ainval within 
such disti iet, with mei chandise brought in such vessel from 
a foreign ^lort on which the duties have not been paid, the 
master shall obtain from the collector of the district from 
which she is about to depart, who is hereby required to 
grant the same, a copy of the report and manifest made by 
such master, cei tified liy the collector, to which coiw shall 
be annexed a certificate of the quantity and paiticulars of 
the merchandise which appears to him to have been landed 
within his district, or ox the quantity and particulars^ of 
the merchandise which remams on board and upon which 
the duties are to be paid in some other districts 

Within twenty-four hours after the arrival of such vessel 
within any other district, the master shall make report 
or entry to oi with the collector of such other district, 
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producing* and showing the certified copy of his first report, 
together with a certificate from each collector of any other 
district within which any of the ineichandise, brought m 
such vessel, has been landed, of the quantity and particu- 
lars of such merchandise as has been landed in each district 
respectively 

The master shall, however, first give bond, with one or 
more sureties, to the satisfaction of the collector of the dis- 
trict within which the vessel first arrives, in a sum equal to 
the amount of the duties on the residue of the merchandise, 
according to such estimate as the collector shall form 
thereof, with condition that the residue of such merchan- 
dise shall be duly entered and delivered in another district 
foi winch the same has been reported to be destined. 

The bond shall be canceled or discharged Avithin six cal- 
endar months from the date thereof, by the production of 
certificates from the collectors of the districts for which the 
meichandise has been reported, showing the due enti’y and 
dehveiy of the merchandise in such districts, or upon due 
proof to the satisfaction of the collector by whom the bond 
was taken, and to the naval officer of the port, if any, that 
such entry and delivery wore prevented liy some unavoid- 
able accident or casualty, and if the whole or any part of 
the merchandise has not been lost, that it has been duly 
entered and deliA^ered Avithin the United State>g. 

If the master of any such vessel fails by his neglect or 
fault to obtain the copy of his report from the collectoi of 
the district from Avhich he is about to dopai t, or any certifi- 
cate which he ought to obtain, or neglects to exlubit the 
same to the collector of any other district to which the ves- 
sel afterward proceeds, within the time for that purpose 
allowed, ho shall be liable to a penalty, for every such neg- 
lect or omission, of five hundred dollars. 

200 Owner’s or consignee’s eniry of merchandise 

The owner or consignee of any merchandise on board of 
any such vessel, or, in case of his absence or sickness, his 
known agent or factoi in his name, shall, within fifteen 
days after the report of the master to the collector of the 
district foi which such merchandise shall be destined, make 
entry thereof in Avntiiig with the collector, and shall in 
such entry specify the name of the Amssel and of her mas- 
ter, in Avhich, and the port or place from which such mer- 
chandise was imported, the particular marks, numbers, 
denomination, and prime cost, including charges of each 
particular package or parcel whereof the entry shall con- 
sist, or, if in bulk, the quantity, quality, and prime cost, 
including charges thereof, particularly specifying the 
species of money in which the invoices thereof are made 
out. Such entry shall be subscribed by the person making 
it, if the owner or consignee, in his own name, or, if 
another person, in his name as agent or factor, for the 
owner or consignee. The person making such entry shall 
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also produce to the collector and naval officer, if any, the 
original invoices of the merchandise, or other documents 
received in lieu thereof, or concerning tlie same, in the 
same state in which they were received, with the bills of 
lading for the same; which invoices shall be signed by the 

E erson,s in the offices of the collector and naval officei who 
ave compared and examined them. 

The entries to be made by uny importer, consignee, or R s.278r 
agent, under the preceding section, shall lie verified by tlie 
oath of the person making the same. 

Whenever any entry is made with the collector of any s,2787 
district, of merchandise imported into the United States 
subject to duty, by any agent, factor, or person, other 
than the person to whom it belongs, or to whom it is 
ultimately consigned, the collector shall take a bond with 
surety from such agent, factor, oi person , in the penal sum 
of one thousand dollars, with condition that the actual 
owner oi consignee of such merchandise shall deliver to 
the collector a full and correct account of the merchandise 
imported by him, or for him on his own account, or con- 
signed to his care, in the >same manner and form as required 
in respect to an entry previous to the landing of meichan** 
dise; which account shall bo verified hy a Ime oath, as in 
the case of an entry, to be taken and subscribed before any 
judge of the United States, or the judge of any court of 
record of a State, or before anv collector of the customs 
In case of the payment of the duties at the time of entry, 
by any factor or agent, on the merchandise entered by him, 
the condition of flui bond shall be to produce the account 
of the proper owner^ or consignee, verified in manner as 
before directed, within ninety days from the date of such 
bond 

Where the particulars of any merchandise are unknown, R s , 2 m 
in lieu of the entry prescribed by section twenty -seven 
hundred and eighty-five, an entry thereof shall he made 
and received according to the circumstances of the case; 
the party making the same declaring upon oath all that he 
knows or believes concerning the quality and particulais 
of the merchandise, and that ho has no other knowledge 
or information concerning the same. 

Whenever an entry of merchandise is imperfect, for 
want of invoices, bills of lading, or for any other cause, 
the collector shall take the merchandise into his custody, 
until the quantity, quality, or value thereof, as the case 
may require, can be ascertained. 

201. Vessels exempt from entry. 

It shall not be necessary for the master of any vessel of ^ ^ 
war, or of any vessel employed by any prince, or state, as 
a public packet for the conve3mnce of letters and diS“ 
patches, and not permitted by the laws of sucb prince or 
state to he employed in the ti'ansportation of merchandise, 
in the way of trade, to make report and entry, 
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Vessels used exclusively as ferry-boats carrying passen- 
gers, baggage, and merchandise, shall not be required to 
enter and clear, nor shall the masters of such vessels be 
required to present manifests, or to pay entrance or clear- 
ance fees, or fees for receiving or certifying manifests, but 
they shall, upon arrival in the United States, be required 
to report such baggage and merchandise to the proper 
officer of the customs according to law 

302. Vessels exempt from certain charges 

R s , 279 !^ Enrolled or licensed vessels engaged in the foreign and 
coasting trade on the northern, northeastern and north- 
western frontiers of the United Stales, departing from or 
arriving at a port in one district to or from a port in an- 
other chstiTct, and also touching at intermediate foreign 
ports, shall not thereby become liable to the payment Of 
entry and clearance fees, or tonnage tax, as if from or to 
‘foreign ports; but such vessels shall, notwithstanding, be 
required to enter and clear. 

203 Entry of wines and distilled spirits 

R R , 2791 Every importer of distilled spirits or wines, or person to 
whom distilled spirits or wines are consigned, shall make 
a separate and additional entry thereof, specifying the 
name of the vessel, and her master, in which, and the place 
from which, such spirits or wines were imported, together 
with the quantity and quality thereof, and a particular 
detail of the casks oi i eccptacles containing the same, with 
their marks and numbeis; such entry shall bo subscribed 
by the person making the same, for himself, or in behalf of 
the person to whom such entry is made, and shall bo certi- 
fied by the collector, before whom it is made, as a true 
copy, and conformable to the general entry before directed, 
in respect to all distilled spirits and wines therein con- 
tained; such entry thus certified shall be transmitted to 
the surveyor or officer acting as inspector of the revenue 
for the port where it is intended to commence the delivery 
of such spirits or wines. 

204. $ea-stores 

R s , 2795 In order to ascertain what articles ought to be exempt 

from duty as the sea-stores of a vessel, the master shall 
particularly specify the articles, in the report or manifest 
to be by him made, designating them as the sea-stores of 
such vessel; and in the oath to be taken by such master, 
on making such report, he shall declare that the aiiiicles so 
specified as sea-stores arc truly such, and are not intended 
by way of merchandise or for sale; whereupon the articles 
shall be fi’ee from duty. 

R. s , 2790 ’Whenever it appears to the collector to whom a report 
and manifest of sea stores are delivered, together with the 
naval officer, where there is one, or alone, where there is 
no naval officer, that the quantities of the articles, or any 
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part thereof, reported as sea-stores, are excessive, the col- 
lector, jointly with the naval officer, or alone, as the case 
may be, may in his discretion estimate the amount of the 
duty on such excess; which shall be forthwith paid by the 
inasLer, to the collector, on pain of forfeiting tlae value of 
such excess. 

If any other or greater quantity of articles are found on 
board such vessel as sea-stores than are specified in an 
entry of sea-stores, or if any of the articles are landed, 
without a permit first obtained fioni the collector, and 
naval officer if any, for that puipose, all such articles as 
are not included in the repoit or manifest by the master, 
and all which are landed without a permit, shall be for- 
feited, and may be seized; and the master shall moreover 
be liable to a penalty of treble the value of the articles 
omitted or landed. 

Sea stores and the legitimate equipment of vessels be- 
longing to regular lines plying between foreign ports and 
the United States delayed in'port for any cause may be 
transferred in such port of the United States under the 
supei vision of the customs officers f i om one vessel to another 
vessel of the same owner without payment of duties, but 
duties must be paid on >such stores or equipments landed for 
consumption, except American products. 

205. Coal, 

The master of any vessel propelled by steam, arriving at 
any port in the United States, may retain all the coal such 
vessel may have on board at the time of her arrival, and 
may proceed with such coal to a foreign port, without 
being required to land the same in the United States, or to 
pay any duty thereon. 

206 Baggage of passengers 

Any baggage oi personal effects arriving in the United 
States m transit to any foieign country may be delivered 
by the parties having it in charge to the collector of the 
proper district, to bo |)y him letained, without the payment 
or exaction of any import duty, or to be forwarded by such 
collector to thecollectoi of the port of departure and to be 
delivered to such parties on their departure for their foreign 
destination, under such rules and regulations as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may prescribe 

207 Saggage and fools of trade 

In order to ascertain what aiticles ought to be exempted 
as the wearing apparel, and other personal baggage, and 
the tools or implements of a mechanical trade only, of per- 
sons who arrive in the United States, due entry thereof, as 
of other merchandise, hut separate and distinct from that 
of any other merchandise, imported from a foreign port, 
shall be made with the collector of the district in which 
the articles aie intended to be landed by the owner thereof, 
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or his agent, ex^Dressing the persons by whom or for whom 
such entry is made, and particularizing the several pack- 
ages, and tlicir contents, with their marks and numbers, 
and the person who shall make the entry shall take and 
subsenbe an oath before the collector, declaring that the 
entry subsciibed by Iiim [ind to which the oath is annexed 
contains, to the best of his knowledge and belief, a ]ust 
and true account of the contents of the several packages 
mentioned in the entry, specifying the name of the vessel, 
of hei mastei, and of the port from which she has arrived; 
and that such packages contain no merchandise whatever 
other than Avearing apparel, personal baggage, or, as the 
case may be, tools of trade, specifying it; that they are 
all the property of a person named who has arm^ed, or is 
shortly ex]^)ected to arrive in the United States, and are 
not directly or indirectly imported for any other, or intended 
for sale. 

Whenever the person making entry of any articles as 
wearing apparel, personal baggage, tools, or implements, 
is not tno owner of them, he shiUl give bond with one or 
more sureties, to the satisfaction of the collector, in a sum 
equal to the duties on like articles imported subject to 
duty, upon the condition that the owner of the articles 
shall, within one year, personally make an oath >sucli as is 
prescribed m the preceding section. 

On compliance with the two preceding sections, and not 
otherwise, a peimit shall be granted foi landmg such 
articles. But wlienevei the collector and the naval officci , 
if any, think proper, they may direct the baggage of any 
person arriving Avithin the United States to he examined 
by the sui veyor of the port, or b}" an inspector of the cus- 
toms, who shall make a return of the same; and if any 
articles are contained theiein which in their opinion ought 
not to be exempted from dut}", due entry of them shall be 
made and the duties thereon paid. 

Whenever any article subject to duty is found in the bag- 
gage of any person arriving within the Umted States, 
which was not, at the time of making entry for such bag- 
gage, mentioned to the collector before whom such entry 
was made, by the person making entry, such article shall 
be forfeited, and the person in whose baggage it is found 
shall be hable to a penalty of treble the value of such 
article.. 

Any baggage or personal oSects arriving in the United 
States, in tramsit to anj^- foreign country, may be delivered 
by the parties having it in charge to the collector of the 
proper district, to be by him retained without the payment 
or exaction of any import duty, and to be delivered to such 
parties on their departure foi their foreign destination, 
under such rules, regulations, and fees as the Secretary of 
the Treasury may prescribe. [Canceled, see p. 177.] 
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208. Marks, brands, and trader-marks 

All articles of foreign manufacture, such as are iisuallj^ 
or ordinarily maiked, stamped, branded, or labeled, and all 
packages containing such or other imported articles, shall, 
resiiectively, be plainly marked, stamped, branded, or 
labeled in legibh'. English \Yords, in a conspicuous place, 
so as to indicate the country of then origin and the quan- 
tity of their contents; and until so marked, stamped, 
branded, or labeled they shall not bo delivcied to the 
importer: should any article of imported meichandise be 
marked, stam})cd, branded, or labeled so as to indicate a 
quantity, number, or measuromoiit in excess of the quan- 
tity, numboi, or measurement actually contained in such 
article, no delivery of the same shall be hiude to the importer 
until the mark, stamp, brand, oi labtd, as the case maybe, 
shall be changed so as to conform to the facts of the case. 

No article of imported mercliandisc >yhich shall coi^y or 
simulate the name or trade-mark of any domestic manu- 
facture or manufacture!*, or which shall bear a name or 
mark, which is calculated to induce the public to believe 
that the article is manufactiiied in the United States, shall 
be admitted to entry at any custom-house of the United 
States. And in order to aid the officers of the customs in 
enfoiciug tins piohibition any domestic manufacturer who 
has adopted trade-marks may requue bis name and resi- 
dence and a description of his trade-marks to he recorded 
in books which shall be kept foi that purpose in the Depai't- 
ment of the Treasury under such regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasuiy shall presciibo, and may furnish to 
the^Department facsimiles of such trade-niaiks; and there- 
upon the Secretai}'^ of the Treasury shall cause one or more 
copies of the same to be transmitted to each collector or 
otnei proper officer of the customs. 

209 Cigars 

No cigars shall be imported unless the same are packed 
in boxes of not more than tLve hundred cigars in each box; 
and no entry of any imported cigars shall be allowed of 
less cmantity than three thousand in a single package; 
and all cigars on importation shall be placed in public 
store or bonded wax^ehouse, and shall not bo removed 
therefrom until the same shall have been inspected and a 
stamp affixed to each box indicating such inspection, and 
also a serial number to be recorded in the custom-house. 
And the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized 
to provide the requisite stamps, and to make all necessary 
regulations for carrying the above provisions of law into 
efiect 

210. Oat/is 

All oaths to be taken upon making of any of the reporte 
or entries, or respecting any of the acts mentioned in this 
chapter [R. S. 2766-2866]^ whether by a master of any 
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vessel, or the owner or consignee of any merchandise, his 
factor or agent, oi by any other person, shall be adminis- 
tered by the collector, or oj0B.cer to or with whom the report 
or entry is made, and shall be reduced to writing, and 
subscribed by the person taking and by the person admin- 
istering the oath. 

And such clerks and inspectors of customs as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may designate for the purpose shall 
be authorized to administer oaths, such as deputy collectors 
of customs are now authorized to administer, and no com- 
pensation shall be paid or ohaige made therefor 

S 1 1 . !n ward mam-fsais 

No merchandise shall bo brought into the United States, 
from any foreign port, in any vessel unless the master has 
on boari manifests in writing of the cargo, signed by such 
master. 

Every manifest required by the preceding section shall 
contain : 

First. The name of the porta where the meichandise in 
such manifest mentioned were taken on board, and the 
ports within the United States foi which the same are des- 
tined, particularly noting the merchandise destined for 
each port respectively. 

Provided^ Jioioevei\ That the master of a vessel laden 
exclusively either with sugar, coal, salt, hides, dyewoods, 
woo], or jute butts, consigned to one consignee, arriving at 
a port for ordeis, may bo permitted to destine such cargo 
or determine its disposition ‘^for orders,” upon enteiing 
the vessel at the custom-house, and, within fifteen days 
afterward and before the unloading of any part of the 
cargo, to amend the manifest by designating the actual 
port of dischai'ge of such cargo 

Provided further^ That in the event of failure to desig- 
nate the port of discharge within fifteen days such cargo 
must be discharged at the port where the vessel entered. 

Second. The name, description, and build of the vessel, 
the true admeasurement or tonnage thereof; the port to 
which such vessel belongs; the name of each owner, accord- 
ing to the register of the same, and the name of the master 
of such vessel. 

Third. A ]ust and particular account of all the merchan- 
dise, so laden on board, whether in packages or stowed 
loose, of any kind or nature whatever, together with the 
marks and numbers as marked on each package, and the 
number or quantity and description of the packages in 
words at length, whether leaguer, pipe, butt, puncheon, 
hogshead, barrel, keg, case, bale, pack, truss, chest, box, 
band-box, bundle, parcel, cask, or package, of any kind or 
sort, describing the same by its usual name or denomi- 
nation. 

Foui'th. The names of the persons to whom such pack- 
ages are respectively consigned, agieeably to the bills of 
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lading signed for the same, unless when the goods are con- 
signed to order, when it shall l>e wo expressed in the man- 
ifest. 

Fifth. The names of the several passengers on board the 
vessel, chstinguisbing whether cabin or steerage passen- 
gers, oi both, with their baggage, specifying the number 
and description of packages belonging to each respectively. 

Sixth An account of the sea-stores lemaining, if any. 

If merchandise shall lie imported, destined to be deliv- 
ered in different districts or ports, the quantities and pack- 
ages wo destined to be delivered shall be inserted in suc- 
cessive older in the manifest, and all spints and Avinew 
constituting the whole or any part of tn<i cargo of aii}" 
vessel shall also be inserted m successive order, distin- 
guishing the ports to which the same may be destined, and 
the kinds, qualities, and quantities thereof. 

If any merchandise is brought into the United States m 
any vessid whatever from any foreign port without having 
such a manifest on lioard, or which shall not be included 
or described in the manifest, oi shall not agree therewith, 
the master shall be liable to a penalty equal to the value 
of such merchandise not included in such manifest; and all 
such merchandise not included in the manifest belonging 
or consigned to the master, mate, officers, or crew of such 
vessel, shall be forfeited 

Whenever it iw made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
collector, naval officer, and surveyor, or to the major part 
of them, where those officers are established at poi*t, 
or to the satisfaction of the collector alone, where cither 
of the other of the officers is not established, or to the 
satisfaction of the court in which a trial shall he had con- 
cerning such forfeiture, that no part of the cargo of any 
vessel without proper manifests was unshipped, after it was 
taken on board, except such as shall have been particularly 
specified and accounted for in the report of the master, and 
that the manifests have been lost or mislaid, without fraud 
or collusion, or were defaced ])y accident, or became incor- 
rect by mistake, no forfeiture or penalty shall bo incurred 
under the preceding section. 

212 InspBotion of mmrd mantfesia by boarding officers* 

Every master of any vessel laden with merchandise, and 
bound to any port in the United States shall, on his arrival 
within four leagues of the coast thereof, or within any of 
the bays, haibors, jDorts, rivers, creeks, or inlets thereof, 
upon demand, produce the manifests in writing, which 
such master is lequired to have on board his vessel, to 
such officer of the customs as first comes on board his 
vessel, for inspection, and shall deliver to such officer true 
copies thereof, which copies shall be provided and sub- 
scribed by the master, and the officer to whom the original 
manifests have been produced shall cei’tif y upon the back 
thereof that the same were produced, and the day and 
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year on ^vhicli the same were so produeoc’’, and that such 
copies were to him delivered anti by Inin examined with 
the oiiginal manifest; and shall likewise certify upon the 
liack of such copies the day and year on which the same 
were delivered, and shall xorthwith transmit such copies 
to the respective collectors of the several districts, to 
which the floods by such manifests appear respectively to 
be consigned 

Tlie master of any such vessel shall in like manner pro- 
duce to the officer of the customs who first conies on board 
such vessel, upon her airival within the limits of any col- 
lection-district in which the eargo, or any part thereof, is 
intended to be discharged or landecl, for bis inspection, . 
such manifest, and shall ahso deliver to him true copies 
thereof, such copies also to be provided and subsciibed hj 
the master, the production of which manifests and the 
delivery of which copies shall also be certified hj the 
officer of the customs, upon the back of the original man- 
ifests, with the particular day and year when such mani- 
fests were produced to such officer, and when ho so received 
the copies thereof; and such officei is required forthwith 
to transmit the copies of the manifest to tlie collector of 
the district; and the master shall afterward deliver the 
original manifests so certified to the collector. When any 
manifest shall be produced, upon wlncdi tliore shall be no 
certificate from any officei of the customs as licfore men- 
tioned, the master producing the same shall be required 
to make oath that no officer has applied for, and that no 
indorsement has taken place on, any manifest of the cargo 
of such vessel. 

The master of any such vessel shall not bo required to 
make delivery of more than one copy of each manifest to 
the officer who shall first come on board of such vessel, 
within four leagues of the coast of the United States, and 
one other copy to such officer as shall finst come on board 
within the Imiiis of any collection-district, for which the 
cargo of such vessel, oi some part thereof, is destined, noi 
to make delivery of any such copy to any other officer; but 
it shall be sufficient, in respect to any such other officer, 
to exhibit to him the original manifests and the certificates 
thereupon. 

If the master of any vessel laden with merchandise, and 
bound to any port in the United States, fails upon his 
arrival within four leagues of the coast thereof, or within 
the limits of any collection-district, where the cargo of 
such vessel, or any part thereof, is intended to be dis- 
charged, to produce such manifests as are heretofore 
required, in wi’iting, to the proper officer upon demand 
therefor, ov to deliver such copies thereof, according to the 
directions of the preceding sections, or if he fails to give 
an account of the true destination of the vessel, which ho 
is hereby requhed to do, upon request of such officer, or 
gives a false account of suon destination, m order to evade 
Sie production of the manifests, the master shall for every 
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such neglect, relusal, or offense, be liable to a penalt}^ of 
not more than five hundred dollars If any officer first 
coming on boaid, in each case, shall neglect or refuse to 
certify on the back of such manifests the production 
thereof, and the delivery of such copies respectively as 
are directed to be delivered to such officer, such officer 
shall be liable to a penalty’' of five hundred dollars. 

The officers who may apply to the master of any such 
vessel, respecting any of the pi o visions in the preceding 
sections, and who shall not receive full satisfaction therein, 
are hereby required to make a rotuin in writing of the 
name of the vessel and master so oflending, in any oi all 
of the particulars required, as soon as possilffo, to the col- 
lector of the district to which such vessel shall ])e consid- 
ered to be bound. 

Collectors and surveyors, respectively, may, whenever 
they judge it to he necessary for the security of the revenue, 
put an inspector of the customs on board any vessel, to 
accompany the same until lier arrival at the first port of 
entry or delivery, in the district to which such vessel may 
he destined. If the master of anj" vessel shall neglect oi 
omit to deposit a manifest as herein prescribed, oi shall 
refuse to leceive an inspector of the customs on board, as 
the case requires, he shall foifeit and pay five hundred 
dollars, to be recovered with cost of suit, one-half for the 
use of the officer with whom such manifest ought to have 
been dej^osited, and the other half to the use of the col- 
lector of the district to which such vessel may be bound 
If, howevei , the manifest shall, in either of the above cases, 
have been previously delivered to any officer of the cus- 
toms, xmrsuant to the provisions hereinafter made in that 
behalf, the depositing of a mnnife'jt shall not be necessary. 

213. Entry of merchandise ai speem! ports 

When any merchandise is intended to be imjiorted from 
any foreign country into the poi t of Albany, upon the Hud- 
son River, in New lork, such merchandise maybe entered 
at any port of cntiy and thereafter transported to Albany, 
upon eomjiliance with sections twenty-eight hundred and 
twenty-five to twenty-eight hundred and Siirty-one, inolu 
sive. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreign country into the port of Augusta, upon the 
Savannah River, in Georgia, such merchandise may be 
entered at thepiort of Savannah and thereafter transxioited, 
either by the river or by railroad, to Augusta, uxion com- 
pliance with sections twenty-eight hundred and twenty -five 
to twenty-eight hundred and thirty-one, inclusive. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreign country into the port of Pilatka, up>on the 
Saint John’s River, in Florida, such merchandise may be 
entered at Saint John’s, and thereafter transported to Pi- 
latka upon compliance with sections twenty-eighthundred 
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nnd twenty-five to twenty-eight hundred and thirty-one, 
inclusive. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreign country to the port of Bayport, in Floiida, 
such merchandise may lie enteied at Cedar Keys, and 
thereafter transpoi ted to Bayport, upon compliance with 
sections twent37‘-oight hundred and twenty •'five to twenty- 
eight hundred'and thirty-one, inclusive, 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
an}^ foreign country into the port of Selma, upon the Ala- 
bama River, in Alabama, such merchandise ma}^ be entered 
at Mobile, and thereafter transported to Selma, upon com- 
pliance with sections twenty-eight hundred and twenty-five 
to twentj'-cight hundred and thirty-one, inclusive 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported f x'om 
any foreign countryinto the port of Houston, upon Buffalo 
Bajmu, in Texas, such merchandise may be entered at the 
port of Galveston and thereafter transported tq Houston, 
upon compliance with sections twenty-eight hundred and 
twenty -five to twenty-eight hundred and thirty-one, inclu- 
sive 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreign countiv into eithci of the following ports of 
delivery, being poits upon the Mississippi River and its 
tributaries, namely, Pittsburg, in Pennsylvania, Wheeling, 
in West Virginia;' Cincinnati, in Ohio; Louisville, in Ken- 
tucky; Saint Louis, m Missouri: and Nashville, in Ten- 
nessee; such mciohancriso may be entered at the port of 
New Orleans, or at cither of such ports of cntiy on the 
sea-board as may be designated by the Secretary of the 
Treasuiy, and th'eieafter transported to the port of deliv- 
eiy for which the same is intended, by such inland loutes 
as the Secretar^^ of the Treasury ma}’' designate, under 
such rules and regulations not inconsistent with law as he 
may prescribe, in compliance with sections twenty-eight 
hundred and twenty-five to twenty-eight hundred and 
thirty-one, inciusive, and subject to the forfeitures and 
penalties therein mentioned. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreign country into either of the following ports of 
delivery, namely : Parkersburg, in West Virginia; Paducah, 
in Kentucky; Saint doseph and Kansas City, in Missouri; 
Memphis, in Tennessee, Alton, Galena, Quincy, and Cairo, 
in Illinois; Evansville, New Albany, Madison, and Jelfei- 
sonville, in Indiana; Keokuk, Dubuque, and Burlington, 
in Iowa, Leavenworth, in Kansas, and Omaha, in Nebraska, 
such merchandise may be entered at the port of New 
Orleans, and thereafter transported to the port of delivery 
for which the same is intended, in compliance with sec- 
tions twenty-eight hundred and twenty -fi.ve to twenty-eight 
hundred and thirty-one, inclusive, and subject to tne for- 
feitures and penalties therein mentioned. 



PART XV, — ENTRY OF MERCHANDISE. *

The importer of merchandise destined for any of the 
ports mentioned in the eight preceding sections shall deposit 
in the custody of the surveyor of such port of deliyeiy a 
schedule of the goods so intended to be imported, with an 
estimate of thoir cost at the place of exportation, where- 
upon the survey 01 shall make an estimate of the amount of 
duties accruing on the f^ame, and the importer or consignee 
shall give bond, with sufficient sureties, to be appioved by 
the surveyor, in double the amount of the duties so esti- 
mated, conditioned for the payment of the duties on such 
meichandise, ascertained as heieinafter directed, and the 
surveyor shall forthwith notify the collectoi at the port of 
entry* for the collection-district to which such port of 
delivery is atbiched, of the same, by forwarding to him a 
cop3^ of bond and schedule. 

The master or conductor of any such vessel or vehicle 
arriving at either of the ports named in sections twenty- 
cight hundred and sixhicn to twenty-eight hundred and 
twenty -four, inclusive, on board of which merchandnsc shall 
have boon shipped at such ]ioitof entry, >sh/ill, within eight- 
een hours next after the arrival, and previously to uiiloadmg 
any part of such merchandise, deliver to the surveyor of such 
port the manifest of the same, certilied by the collector, at 
the port of entry, and shall make oath lieforethesurveyor 
that there was not, when he departed fromthoportof entrv, 
any more or other merchandise on board such boat, vessel, 
or vehicle so imported than is therein mentioned. If the 
master of such vessel or vehicle shall neglect or refuse to 
deliver the manifests within the time herein directed, he 
shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollais. 

All vessels proceeding to the ports of Natchez or Vicks- 
burg from any foreign port shall stop and report their 
arrival at the port of New Orleans; and before any such 
vessel shall proceed on her voyage to Natchez or Vicks- 
burg the collector for the district of New Orleans shall 
order on board such vessel a custom-house officer, who 
shall remain on board sutk vessel until her arrival at Natchez 
or Vicksburg. Such custom-house officer shall take pos- 
session of and safely keep all the papers belonging to such 
vessel having relation to the freight or cargo on board, 
which papers ho »shaU deliver to the collector at Natchez or 
Vicksburg immediately after his arrival at that port, and 
any such vessel, which shall depart fiom New Orleans with- 
out such custom-house officer on board, shall be subject to 
all the pains and penalties provided for by law for a viola- 
tion of the icvenue laws. 

The exjienses of the custom-house officer who may be 
put on board any such vessel bound for Natchez or Vicks- 
Durg at New Orleans, from the time of his being put on 
board until his return to New Orleans, shall be paid by 
the owner of such vessel. 

The master of any vessel arriving within the distidcts 
of Petersburg or tlichmond, laden with merchandise, 
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belonging or consigned to persons resident within both the 
districts, shall make entry of such vessel, in manner alieady 
pi escribed by law, witli the collector of that distiict 
wherein the owner oi consignee, or the husband or acting 
manager of such vessel, shall actually reside, and the mas- 
ter shall, at the time of making the entry, deliver a dupli- 
cate manifest of the caigo to the collector, whose duty it 
shall then be to coitify the same as a true copy, ana to 
transmit it to the collector of the other district, and the 
delivery of such merchandiso shall be authorized bj^ j)er- 
mits from the collectoi of each district, lespeotively, in 
which the vsame has been duly entered according to law. 
ISIo importer, ownei, or consignee of merchandise, residing 
in either district, shall, however, be admitted to make an 
entry of such merchandise with the collector of the district 
in which such importei, owner, or consignee does not 
reside. All entries, moreover, for merchandise, made by 
ageni^i, for persons residing in othei districts, shall be 
made with the collector of the district in which such vessel 
may dnscharoe. 

Vessels owned in whole or in jiart in the towns of Edge- 
comb and Newcastle in Maine, having entered in clue form 
of law at the port of Wiscasset, and taken on board an 
officer, shall lie permitted to unlade in the parts of tliose 
towns which adjoin Sheepscut Kiyer. 

Merchandise destined for either of the toAvns of Kit- 
tery or Berwick, in Maine, may be, at the option of the 
master of the vessel, entered and permit for the delivery 
thereof obtained, either in the district of Portsmouth, in 
the State of New Hampshire, or in the district of York, 
in the State of Maine. 

All cargoes chargeable with duties intended for delivery 
at the port of (freenport, in the State of New York, shall 
be entoied and the duties paid at the port of Sag Harboi , 
before permission shall be granted to discharge the same 
at Greenport. 

All merchandise chargeable with duties intended for 
delivery at the port of Cold Spring, on the north side of 
Long Island, in the State of New Yoi’k, or at the poit 
of rori Jefferson, in that State, shall be entered and the 
duties paid at the port of New York, before permission 
shall be granted to discharge the same at Cold Spring* or 
Port Jefferson 

All merchandise transported in bond to the port of 
Bi'ownsvillc from any other port of the United States, by 
Brazos Harbor, may, on arrival in that harboi% be trans- 
shipped under such regulations, not inconsistent with law, 
os the Secretjiry of the Treasury may prescribe, in other 
vessels for transpox'tation b}!^ th"e Bio Grande to Browns-' 
ville; and all merchandise imported into the district by 
Brazos Harbor, from any foreign country, may in like man- 
ner be transshipped to Brownsville as provided for goods, 
wares, and merchandise transshipped in bond. 
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The master of oveiy vessel entering the Columbia River 
from the sea, and hound for Portland, in the district of 
Willamette, vsball exhibit his papers to the collector of the 
port of Astoria, and dei-iosit with him a sworn copy of the 
manifest of cargo. If the vessel is laden with domestic 
merchandise or merchandise in lioncl for Portland, the col- 
lector at Astoria shall pei mit her to proceed to her place of 
destination; Init if she has dutiable inorcliaodise on board 
not l)ondGd, he shall cause a customs officer to proceed on 
hoard the vessel to Portland, who shall see that no goods 
are landed from such vessel befoio her arrival and entry 
at the latter port The necessary expenses, including the 
per diem of such officer and the expense of his return to 
Astoria, shall be paid hy the master of such vessel to the 
collector of customs at Portlandj for the use of the United 
States, before permit shall bo given to unload 

When a vessel shall arrive at Astoria, in the district of 
Oregon, from sea, having merchandise on hoard for that 
Xilace and also for Portland, in the district of Willamette, 
such vessel shall enter at Astoiia and discharge such por- 
tion of her caigo as is destined for that place, whereupon 
the collector shall cause her hatches to be closed and sealed, 
and shall then permit her to proceed to Portland in charge 
of a customs officer. 

Merchandise imported into the port of Louisville, and 
destined foi Jeftersonville, may bo landed and warehoused 
at Jeffersonville, under the custody and control of the 
surveyor of the port of Louisville. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may extend the privileges 
of the provisions relating to warehouses, and the regula- 
tions or the Treasury Department relating thereto, to the 
port of Albany 

The collector of the district of Philadelphia may grant 
permits for the transportation of merchandise of foreign 
giowth or inanufactiue across the State of New Jersey to 
9ie district of New York, or across the State of Delaware 
to any district in the State of Mniyland or Virginia, and 
the collector of the district of New York may grant like 
permits for transportation across the State of Kew Jersey; 
and the collector of any district of Maryland or Virginia 
may grant like permits for transportation acro.ss the State 
of Delaware to the district of Philadelphia. Every such 
permit shall express the name of the owner, oi pei’son 
sending the merchandise, and of the person to whom the 
merohandisG is consigned, with the marks, numbers, and 
description of the packages, whether bale, box, chest, or 
otliei’wise, aiuj the kind of goods cqntamed therein, and 
the date when granted; and tlie owner, or person sending 
such goods, shall swear that they were legally imported, 
and the duties paid. Where the merchandise, to be so 
transported, shall be of less value than eight hundred 
dollars, the permit shall not be deemed necessary. 
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The owner or consignee of all inerchandise transported 
under the pi o visions of the preceding section and tor the 
tiansportation whereof a permit is necessary, shall, within 
twenty -four hours aftei the arrival thereof at the place to 
which such meichandise was permitted to be transported, 
report the same to the collector of the district where it has 
arrived, and shall deliver up the permit accompanying the 
same; and if the owner or consignee shall neglect or refuse 
to make due entry of such merchandise within the time and 
in the manner directed, all such merchandise shall he sub- 
ject to forfeiture; and if the permit granted shall not be 
given up within the time limited for making the report, the 

S erson to whom it was granted, neglecting or refusing to 
eliver it up, shall lie liable to a penalty of fifty dollars for 
every twenty-four hours it shall be withheld afterward. 

SI 4. Clearance at spec/al ports 

Any vessel owned by or consigned to unv person in the 
collection-district of Richmond, and which shall be loaded, 
in whole or in part, in the district of Petersburg, such 
ownei or consignee, may he cleared by the collector of the 
district of Richmond, on application of the owner, con- 
signee, or captain of such vessel. 

All vessels clearing from Portland, in the district of W il- 
lamette, and bound to sea, shall, on arrival at Astoria, in 
the district of Oregon, report to the collector; and the 
master of every vessel so reporting shall leave a copy of 
his manifest, including any additional cargo taken on board 
after leaving Portland, with the collector at Astoria, and 
thereupon shall be allowed to proceed to sea. The master 
or other person in charge or command of any vessel enter- 
ing the Columbia River from the sea, or clearing from Port- 
land and bound to sea as described in this section, who 
shall neglect to exhibit his papers, or to report to the col- 
lector, or to deposit his manifest, as herein required, shall 
be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars. 

The master or person having charge or command of any 
steamboat on Lake Champlain, when going from the United 
States into the province of Quebec, may deliver a manifest 
of the cargo on hoard, and take a clearance from the col- 
lector of the district through which any such boat shall last 
pass, wlicn leaving the United States, without regard to 
the place from which any such boat shall have commenced 
her voyage, or where her cargo shall have been taken on 
• board 

SI 6. Bntry of merchandise for different port of destination 

The importer, or his agent, may enter iperchandise at 
the port of entry for the collection-district into which it 
is to be imported in the usual manner; and the collector 
shall gmnt a permit for the landing thereof, and cause the 
duties to be ascertained as in other cases, the goods remain- 
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ing in the custody of the coUectoi until reshipped for the 
place of destination. The collector shall certify to the 
surFe5^or at such place the amount of such duties, which 
the surveyor shall enter on the maigin of the bond given 
to secure the same, and the merchandise shall be delivered 
by the collector to the agent of the importer or consignee, 
duly authorized to receive the same, for shipment to the 
place of destination. 

The master or conductor of every vessel or vehicle in s - ^27 
which such merchandise shall be transpoided, shall, pre- 
viously to departure from the port of entry, deliver to the 
collector duplicate mauife>sts or such merchandisej specify- 
ing the marks and numbers of every case, bag, box, chest, 
or package, containing the same, with the name and place 
of residence of every impoiter or consignee of such mer- 
chandise, and the quantity shipped to each, to be by him 
subscribed, and to the truth of which he shall >swear, and 
that the merchandise has been loceivcd on hoard his vessel 
or vehicle, stating the name of the agent who shipped the 
same, and the collectoi shall certify the facts, on the mani- 
fests, one of which he shall return to the master, with a 
pcimit thereto annexed, authorising him to proceed to the 
] 3 lac 6 of his destination 

If au3^ vessel or vehicle having such merchandise on . 2S28 
board shall depart from the port of entry without having 
complied with the pi o visions of the preceding section, the 
master or conductoi thereof shall be liable to a penalty of 
hve himdi'ed dollars 

216 Comparison of cargo and manifest 

The surveyoi at tho port ot delivery shall cause the a s . asan 
casks, baes, boxes, chests, or packages, to he inspected, and 
compared with the manifests, and the same being identified 
he shall grant a permit for unloading the same, or such part 
thereof as the master 01 conductor shall request; and when 
a part only of such merchandise is intended to be landed 
the surveyor shall make an indorsement on the back of the 
manifasts, designatingsuch paii, specifying the articles fco 
be landed, and shall letuvn the manifests to the master or 
conductor, indorsing thei con his penuission to such vessel 
or vehicle to proceed to the place of its destination* 

217 Collection of duties. 

The collector at such j)ort of entry shall permit no entry ^ . 28 .n 
to be made of merchandise, where the duty on the same 
shall exceed the amount of the bond deposited with the 
surveyoi, nor shall the surveyor receive the bond of any 

E erson for a sum less than fifty dollars. When the bond 
as been completed, and the actual amount of duty ascer- 
tained and ceitified on the margin, the surveyor of the port 
where the bond is taken shall collect said duties and pay 
the same into the Treaaiir}^ of the United States. 
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218. Permit to deliver 

Tho collector jointly with the naval officer, if any, or 
alone where there is none, shall, according to the best of 
his or their judgment oi inlormation, make a gioss estimate 
of the amount of the duties on tho merchandise to which 
the eutiy of any owner or consignee, his factor oi agent, 
shall relate, which estimate shall lie indorsed upon such 
entry and signed by tho officer making tho >samo The 
amount of the estimated duties having oeen first paid, or 
secuiedto he paid, pursuant to the piovisions of this Title, 
[R S. 2517-3129] the collector shall, together with the naval 
officer, where there is one, or alone where there is none, 
p*ant a permit to deliver the merchandise, wheicof entry 
has been so made, and then, and not before, it shall be law- 
ful to delivei the merchandise 

All permits shall specify, as particularly as may be, the 
merchandise to he delivcied, namely, the number and de- 
scription of the packages, whether trunk, hale, client, box, 
case, pipe, hogshead, barrel, keg, or any other packages 
whatevei , with the mark and numlior of each packaoe, and, 
as far as circumstances will admit, tho contents tlicreof, 
together with the names of the vessel and master, in which 
and the place from whence they were impoited; and no 
merchandise shall bo delivcied by any inspector or other 
officer of the customs that does not i'ully agree with the 
description thereof in vsuch permit. 

219 Preliminary entry and unlading 

The mastei of any steamship, tiading between foieign 
ports and ports in the United States, and running in a 
regularly established steamship line, which line shall have 
been in existence and running steamers in the foreign tiade 
for not less than one year previous to the application of the 
privilege extended by this Act, arriving in a port of entry 
may make preliminaiy entry of the vessel by making oath 
or affirmation to the truth of the statements contained in 
his manifest and delivering said manifest to tho customs 
officer, who shall board said vessel, whereupon the unlad- 
ing of such vessel may proceed upon arrival at the wharf^ 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe, but nothing in this Act shall relieve the 
master of any vessel from subsequent compliance with the 
provisions Of existing laws regaiding the leport and entry 
of vessels at the custom house Customs officers acting as 
boarding officers, and any customs officer who may bo desig- 
nated for that purpose liy the collector of the port, are 
hereby authorized to administer the oath or affirmation 
herein provided for 

The provisions of the Act of J une fifth, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-f oui , entitled ^ ^ An Act to faoilitete the entry of 
steaniships/^ are hereby extended to steamships engaged in 
trading between ports of Porto Rico and the Territory of 
Hawaii and those of the United States* 
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220 Illegal unlading 

If after the arrival of any vessel laden with merchandise 
and bound to the United States, within the limits of any 
collection-district, or within four leagues of the coast, any 
part of the caigo of such vessel shall be unladen, for any 
puipose whatever, before such vessel has come to the 
proper place for the discharge of her cargo, or some part 
thereof 5 and has been there duly authorized liy the propei 
officer of the customs to unlade the same, the master of 
such vessel and the mate, oi othei person next m command, 
shall lespectively be lialile to a penalty of one thousand 
dollais for each such oftense, and the merchandise so un- 
laden shall be forfeited, except in case of some unavoid- 
able accident, nece»ssity, or distress of weathei. In case 
of such unavoidable accident, necessity, or distress, the 
master of such vessel shall give notice to, and, togethei 
with two 01 more of the officers or mariners on boaid such 
vessel, of whom the mate or other j)erson next in command 
shall be one, shall make proof upon oath before the col- 
lectoi, or other chief officer of the customs of the district, 
within the limits of which such accident, necessity, oi dis- 
tress happened, or before the collector, or other chief 
officer of the collection-district, within the limits of which 
such vessel shall first afterward aiiive, jf the accident, 
necessity, or distiess happened not within the limits of 
any district, but within four leagues of the coast of the 
United States. The collector, or othei chief officer, is 
hereby authorized and requhed to administer such oath. 

If any merchandise, so unladen from on board any such 
vessel, shall be put or received into any other vessel, except 
in the case of such accident, necessity, or distress, to be 
so notified and proved, the master of any such vessel into 
which the merchandise shall be so put and received, and 
every other peison aiding and assisting therein, shall be 
liable to a penalty of treble the value of the merchandise, 
and the vessel in which they shall be so put shall be 
forfeited. 

221 Special permit to unlade by night 

The collector of customs, with the concurrence of the 
naval officer, where there is one, of any port at which a 
steamship fzoiu a foreign port oi place may arrive, upon 
or after the issuing of a general order, shall grant, upon 
pioper application therefor, a special license to unlade the 
cargo of said vessel at night, that is to say, between sunset 
and sunrise, but before any such special license is granted, 
the master, agent, or consignees of the vessel shall execute 
and deliver to the collector a good and sufficient bond, to 
be ajpproved by him, conditioned to indemnify and saye 
the coileotor harmless fiom any and all losses and liabili- 
ties which may occur or be occasioned by reason of the 
grantmg of such special license. And any liability of the 
master or owner of any such steamship to the owner or 
consigneeof any merchandise landed from her shall not be 
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affected by the grantino of such special license or of any 
general order, but such liability shall continue until the 
merchandise is properly removed from the dock whereon 
the same may be landed. The collector, under such gen- 
eral regulations as the^ Secretary of the Treasury may 
pi escribe, shall fix a uniform and reasonable late of com- 
penaation for like service, to be paid by the master, owner, 
or consignee, whenever such special license is granted, ancl 
shall collect and distribute the same among the inspectors 
assigned to superintend the unlading of the cargo. 

232. Unlading by day. 

Except as authorized by the preceding section, no mer- 
chandise brought in any vessel from an v foreign port shall 
be unladen or dehvered fiom such vessel within the United 
States but iii open day — that is to say, between the rising 
and the setting of the sun — except liy special license from 
the collector of the poi't, and naval officer of the same, 
where there is one, for that purpose, nor at any time with- 
out a permit from the collector, and naval officer, if any, 
for such unlading or delivery 

When the license to unload between the setting and 
rising of the sun is granted to a sailing vessel under this 
section, a fixed, uniform, and reasonable compensation may 
be allowed to the inspector or inspectors for service between 
the setting and rising of the sun, undci sucli regulations as 
the Secretary of theTieasury may prescribe, to ]je received 
by the collector from the mastoi, owner, or consignee 
of the vessel, and to be paid by him to, the inspector or 
inspectors. 

If any merchandise shall be unladen or delivered from 
any vessel contrary to the preceding section, the master of 
such vessel, and every other person who shall knowingly 
be concerned, or aiding the rein, or in removing, storing, oi' 
otherwise securing such merchandise, shall each be liable 
to a penalty of four hundred dollax’s for each offense, and 
shall be disabled from holding any office of trust or profit 
under the United States, for a term not exceeding seven 
years; and the collector of the district shall advertise the 
name of such person in a newspaper jDrinted in the State 
in which he resides, within twenty days after each respeC' 
tive conviction. 

All merchandise, so unladen or delivered contrary to the 
provisions of section twenty-eight hundred and seventy- 
two, shall become forfeited, and may be seized by any of the 
officers of the customs ; and where the value thereof, accord- 
ing to the highest market price of the same, at the port or 
district where landed, shall amount to four hundred dollars, 
the vessel, tackle, apparel, and furniture shall be subject 
to like forfeiture and seizure. 

223 Supervkion of unfading 

The collector of any district at which any vessel arrives, 
immediately on her first coming within vsuch district, or the 
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surveyor of any port whore such vessel is, may put and 
keep on boaid such vessel, while remaining within vsuch 
district, or in going from one district to aiiothei, one or 
moie inspectors to examine the caigo or contents of such 
vessel, and to superintend the delivery theieof, or of so 
much thoi eof as shall be delivered within the United States, 
and to pel form such other duties accoiding to law, as they 
shall be diiected by the collector, or survejmi , to perform 
for the better secuiiug the collection of the duties. Only 
collectors shall have power, however, to put inspectors on 
board vessels to go from one distm*! to another. 

The inspector shall make known to the mastei of such 
vessel the duties he to perform; and shall suffer no mer- 
chandise to bo unladen, or otherwise lemov^ed from such 
vessel, without a permit in Avritingfiom the collector of 
the port, and naval officei thereof, if an 3 ^ The insxiector 
shall enter in a book, to l)e h 3 ^hiin kept accoiding to such 
a form as shall bo presci’ibed or appi’ovcd )>y the collector, 
the name of the person in who>se behalf such permits are 
granted, together with the particulars therein speciffed, and 
the marks, numbers, kinds, and desciiption ot the respec- 
tive packages which shall ho unladen pursuant tbeieto, 
and shall keep a like account in the liook of all merchan- 
dise which, not having been entered within the time limited 
by this Title [R S, 2517-3129], oi for some other cause, 
has been sent to the store or wai chouse provided for the 
lecexition of such merchandise; such book shall be de- 
livered to the surveyor in the month of January in every 
year for his inspection, and immediately after such inspec- 
tion be transmitted by the suvvc^mi , with such observa- 
tions as he may think necessary thereon, to the collector, 
to be deposited in Ins otRce 

The inspector shall attend to the delivery of the cargo 
under his care, at all times when the unlading or delivex'y 
of merchandise is lawful, particularly from the rising to the 
setting of the sun on each day, Sundays and the fourth 
clay or July in each year excepted; for which purpose ho 
bhall constantly attend and lemain on lioard the vessel, the 
delivoiies f lom which he is to supoimtend, or at any other 
station where his inspection is necessary The inspector 
shall not quit such station or place without the leave of the 
surveyor of the port first obtained, who shall appoint 
another inspector, if he deems it necessary, to supply the 
place of such inspectoi during his absence; and any in- 
spector who shall neglect or in any manner act contiary 
to the duties hereby enjoined, shall for the fiist offense be 
liable to a penalty of the sum of fifty dollars, and for the 
second ofl!ense shall be displaced, and be incapable of hold- 
ing any station of trust or profit under the revenue laws 
of the United States, for a term not exceeding seven years. 

No inspector shall perform any other duties or service 
on board any vessel, the superintendence of which is com- 
mitted lo him, for any person whatever, other than what 
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IS reqiuml by this Title [R IS., 2517-3129], undei the 
penalty of being disabled from acting any longer ^as an 
inspoetoi of the custouib; the wages or compensation of 
sncl:) inspector as may proceed from one district to another, 
.shall 1)0 defrayed by the master of the vessel (iommitted to 
his (*are; eveiy inspector oi other officer of the revenue, 
while performing any duty on board any vessel, not in a 
port 01 the United States, discharging lier cargo, shall he 
entitled to receive from the master of such vessel such 
provisions and accommodations as are usually supplied to 
passengers, or as the state and condition of such vessel 
will admit, on receiving therefoi fifty cents a day; and 
any master of any vessel who shall refuse such provisions 
and leasonahle accommodations shall be liable to a penalty 
of one hundred dollars. 

If, by reason of the delivery of the caigo m several dis- 
tricts, more than the term allowed by law shall in the 
whole be spent therein, the wages or compensation of the 
inspector who may he employed on l)oard of any vessel, lu 
respect to which such term may be so exceeded, shall, for 
evoiy day of such excess, he paid by the master or owner; 
and the inspector shall, previously to the clearance of the 
vessel, renclei an exact account to the collector of all such 
compensation as has been paid, or is due and payable by 
the master or owner. 

The inspectoi who may be put on board of any vessel 
shall secure, after sunset in each evening, oi previous to 
his quitting the vessel, the hatches and other communica- 
tions with the hold of such vessel, oi any other part thereof 
he may judge necessary, with locks or other pro^Jer fasten- 
ings, which locks or otliei fastenings shall not be opened, 
broken, or removed until the morning following, or after 
the rising of the sun, and iii the presence of the inspcctox* 
hy whom the same were affixed, excejit by special ncense 
from the collector of the poit, and the naval officer, if any, 
first obtained. If the locks or other fastenings, or any of 
them, are broken or i^emoved contrary to this section, or if 
any merchandise or packages axe clandestinely landed, 
notice thereof >shall be mimediatoly given by the inspector 
to the eollectoi and naval officer, if any, of the port where 
the vessel may be; and the master of such vessel shall, for 
each or every such olleuse, be hable to a penalty of five 
hundred dollars. 

224: Lrmit of time for unfading 

Whenever any merchandise shall be imported into any 
port of the United States from any foreign poii:, in any ves- 
sel, at the expiration of ten working days if the vessel is 
les.s than five hundred tons register, and within fifteen work- 
ing days if it is of five hundred tons register and less than 
one thousand, and within twenty working days if it is of 
one thousand tons register and less than fifteen hundred, 
and within twenty -five working days if it is of fifteen hun- 
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eked tons legister and upward, not including legal holi- 
days and days when the condition of the w^eather prevents 
the unlading of the vessel with safety to its cargo, after 
the time within which the report of the master of any ves- 
sel IS reqiiued to bo made to the collector of the district, 
if there is found auy meichaudi.se other than has been 
leported for some other distiict or some foreig*!! port, the 
collector shall take posscssiou theicof; hut with the con- 
sent of the owner oi consignee of any meichandise, or with 
the consent of the oAvner or master of the vessel in which 
the same may he imported, the merchandise may ho taken 
pos.sessioii of liy the collector after one day\s notice to the 
collector of the distiict. All merchandise so taken shall 
be delh^ered pursuant to the order of the collector of the 
distiict, foi which a certiticato or receipt shall begxanted 

The limitation of time foi' unlading, presexuhed by the 
-preceding section, .shall not extend to vessels laden exclu- 
sively with coal, salt, sugar, liides, dyewoods, wool, or jute 
butts, consigned to one consignee, arriving at a port for 
ordcis; but if the master of any such vessel requires a 
longer time to discharge her cargo, the Avages oi compen- 
sation of the inspector, fur every day's attendance exceed- 
ing the numbei of days allowed by law, shall be paid by 
tlie muster or owner; and thereupon the collectoi is hereby 
authorized and required to allow such longer lime, not 
exceeding fifteen days 

All meichandise of which the collector shall take pos- 
session under the provisions relating to the time for the 
discharge of a vossers cargo shall be kept witli due and 
reasonable care at the charge and risk of the owner, 

225, VifQighmg, gauging, and measuring 

No merchandise, brought in any vessel, from any foreign 
poit or place, requiring to be weighed, gauged, or meas- 
ured, in order to ascertain the duties thereupon, shall, 
without the consent of the proper officei, be removed from 
any wharf, or place, upon Avhi^ the same may be landed or 
I)ut, before the same shall have been so weighed, gauged, or 
measLii cd, and if spiiits, wines, or sugars, before the jiroof 
or quality and cj;uantity thereof is ascertained and marked 
thereon, by or under the direction of the proper offic.er; 
and if any such merchandise shall he removed fiom such 
wharf or jilace, unless with the consent of the proper offi- 
cer, obtained befoie the same has been so Aveighed, gauged, 
or measured, and if spiiits, Avines, or sugats, before the 
proof or quality and quantity has been so ascertained and 
marked, the same shall be forfeited, and may he seized by 
any officer of the customs or inspection. 

SS6 Unfading of wins^ and spirits 

Every permit for the unlading of spirits, wines, or auy 
part thereof, shall, preAuous to such landing' or unlading 
thereof, be produced to the officer of insjAection, Avho shall 
record or register in proper books the contents thereof, 
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and shall indorse thereupon the woid '^‘Inspected,’’ the 
time when, and his own name; after which he shall return 
the permit to the person by whom it was produced, and 
then, and not otherwise, it shall be lawful to laud the 
spirits, or wines, therein specified; and if spirits or wines 
shall bo landed without such indorsement upon the permit 
granted for that purpose, the inastei of the vessel from 
which the same shall nave been so landed shall for every 
such offense be liable to a penalty of five hundred dollais, 
and the spirits or wines so landed t?hall be forfeited. 

All distilled spirits, and wines, shall be landed under 
the inspection of the surveyor, or other officer acting as 
inspector of the levenue for the port, and such of the in- 
spectors of the customs as shall be deputed by him for that 
purpose, and not othei wise, on pain of forfeiture thereof, 
for which purpose the officer shall at all reasonable times 
attend. This shall not, however, be construed to exclude , 
the inspection of any officer of the customs, as now or here- 
tofoie practiced. 

The officers of inspection of any port where distilled 
spirits or wines shall bo landed, shall, upon the landing 
thereof, and as soon as the casks, vessels, and cases con- 
taining the same shall bo inspected, gauged, or measured, 
brand or otherwise mark m durable characters, the scA^eral 
casks, vessels, and cases containing the same, and the 
maiks shall express the number of casks, vessels, or cases, 
whethei of spiiits or wines, marked by each officer respec- 
tively, in eaiffiyear, in progressive numbeis foi each of the 
articles; also the portof impoitation,th6naiiieof the vessel, 
and the surname of the master; also each kind of spirits 
or wines, for which different rates of duty aio or shall be 
imposed, the number of gallons in each cask or case, and 
the rate of proof if spirits; also the name of the surveyor 
or chief officer of inspection for the poit, and the date of 
importation; of all which particulars the chief officers of 
inspection shall keep fair and connect accounts, in books 
to be provided for Qiat purpose. 

On the sale of any cask:, vessel, or case, which has been 
or shall be marked as containing distilled spirits or wines, 
and which has been emptied of its contents, and prior to 
the delivery thereof to the purchaser, or any removal 
thereof, the marks and numbeis, which shall have been 
set thereon by or under the direction of any officer of 
inspection, shall be defaced and obliterated in the presence 
of some officer of inspection or of the customs, who shall, 
on duo notice being given, attend for that purpose, at 
which time the certificate which ought to accompany such 
chest, vessel, or case, shall also be returned and canceled 
Every person who shall obliterate, counterfeit, alter, or 
deface any mark or number placed by an officer of inspec- 
tion upon any cask, vessel, or case, containing distilled 
spirits or wines, or any certificate thereof; or who shall 
sell or in any way alienate or remove any cask, vessel, or 
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case, which has been emptied of its contents, before the 
maiks and numbers, set thereon pursuant to the provisions 
of the preceding section, shall have been defaced or oblit- 
erated, in presence of an officer of inspection; or who shall 
neglect or refuse to deliver the certificate issued to accom- 
pany the cask, chest, vessel, or case, of which the marks 
and numbers shall have been defaced or obliterated in 
manner aforesaid, on being thereto lequired by an officer 
of inspection or of the customs, shall for every such offense 
be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars, with costs of 
suit.

If any package whatever which has been so leported is ^ ^ .288? 
wanting, and not found on ])oarcl such vessel, or jf the mer- 
chandise on board such vessel does not otherwise agree 
with the report or manifest delivered the mastoi of any 
such voNsol, in every such ease the master shall be lialde to 
a penalty of five bundled dollars; except that if it is made 
to appear to the sativsf action of the collector, naval officer, 
and surveyor, or to the major part of them where those 
officers are esta) dished at any port, or to the satisf action 
of the collector alone where neither of the others is estab- 
lished, or in case of trial for the penalty, to the satisfac- 
tion of the court, that no part whatever of merchandise of 
such vessel has been unshipped, landed, or unladen since 
it was taken on board, except as specified in the report or 
manifest, and pursuant to peimits, or that the disagree- 
ment IS by accident or mistake, in such case the penalty

228 Returns of unfading of cargo 

When the delivery of merchandise from on board of any k s ,288s 
vessel is complctcd/copies of the accounts or entries which 
have been kept or made theieof, by the officer charged 
with the deliveries, shall lie returned to the collector of 
the district, and the naval officer, if any, within three diiyH 
after such delivery has been completed, if at the port where 
such officer resides, and if at any other port as soon as the 
nature of the case will admit, not exceeding fifteen days 
The accounts or entries to be so returned shall com];>nsc all 
deliveries made pursuant to permits^ and all packages or 
merchandise sent to the public stores; also each and every 
package remaining on board of such vessel for the purpose 
of being exported therein to a foreign iDort, or to some other 
district of the United States. 
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Such returns shall be ^signed by the Inspectors rospoC' 
lively under whose superintendence the deliveries have been 
made; and, after examination, and on being found con ect, 
shall he countersigned or certified liy the surveyor of the 
port, if any, at the poit where the deliveries have been 
made. The returns shall be transmitted by hmi to the 
naval officer, if any; who shall comiparethe same mththe 
manifests and entiies in his possession; and if any differ- 
ence appears, the particulai’s thereof shall be noted hy 
indorsement on the returns; and if no difference appears, 
it shall be so noted by like indorsements The naval officer 
shall transmit the returns to the collector of the district, 
and on being returned to the collector, shall be by him 
compared with the manifests and entries of the merchan- 
dise. which have been made by the owner, consignee, or 
his motor or agent; and if any difference appears, the same 
shall be noted by indorsement on such manifests, specifying 
the particulars thereof; and if no difference a^^pears, it 
shall be noted by like indoi'sement, tliat the delivery cor- 
responds with the entry or entries thereof The indorse- 
ment or memorandum >shall, in each case, be subscribed by 
the officer by whom the comparison was made.

929, Vessels in distress 

If any vessel from any f oreign port, compelled by distress 
of weather, or other necessity, shall put into any 2:»ort of the 
United States, not being destined for the same, the master, 
together with the mate or jDerbOn next in command, may, 
within twenty-four hours after her arrival, make ^'iroteat in 
the usual foim uj^on oath, before a notiuy imblic oi other 
person duly aiithorixied, or before tho collector of the dis- 
trict where the vessel arrives, setting forth the cause or 
circumstances of such distress or necessity. Such protest, 
if not made before thecollectox, >shall bo produced to him, 
and to the naval officer, if any, and a copy thereof lodged 
with him or them. Tho ma>ster shall also, within forty- 
eight hours aPter such arrival, make rejiort in writing to 
the collector, of the vessel and her cai^go, as is directed 
hereby to be done in other cases And if it appear to the 
collectoL, by the certificate of the warden>s of the port, or 
other officers usually charged with, and accustomed to 
ascertain the condition of vessels arrivings in distress, if 
any, or by the certificate of two reputable merchants, to 
be named for that purpose by the collector, if there are no 
such wardens, or other officers duly qualified, that theie

In case the deliveiy of the caigo does not agree with the R ^ ^ 2^93 
report thereof, made by the master of such vessel so aiTi\ - 
ing in distress, and if the difference or disagreement is not 
satisfactorily accounted for in manner pi escribed by this 
Title [R. S., 2517 ~ 812 J 1 ], the master of such vessel shall be 
liable to such penalties ns in other like cases ai e presci ibed. 

The merchandise, or the remainder thereof, which shall ^ 
not be disposed of, may be reladen on board the vessel so 
ai riving in distress, undei the inspection of the officer who 
superintended the landing thereof, or other proper person; 
and the vessel may proceed with the same to the place of 
her destination, fiee from any other char^'e than for the 
storing and safe-keeping of the merchandise, and fees to 
the officers of the customs as in other cases.

part thereof, may, if the vessel should be condemned ns not 
seaworthy, or be deemed incapable of performing her 
oiiginal voyage, afterward he reladen on board any other 
vessel under the inspection of the offi(‘er who superintended 
the landing thereof, or other proper person. No duties, 
charges, or fees whatever, shall be paid on such part of 
the cargo as may be roladcn and carried away, either in 
the vessel in which it was originaibv imported, or in any 
other, 

S30 Obstruction by ice 

When a vessel is prevented by ice from getting to the R s.syyb 
port or place at which her cargo is intended to be delivered, 
the collector of the district in which such vessel may be 
obstructed may receive the repoit and entry of such ves- 
sel, and, with the consent of the naval officer, wheie there 
IS one, grant permits for unlading or landing the merchan- 
dise imported in such vessel, at any place ^vithin his dis- 
trict, most convenient and proper The report and entry 
of such vessel, and hei cargo, or any part thereof, and all 
persons concerned therein, shall be subject to the same 
regulations and penalties as if the vessel had arrived at the 
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port of her destination, and had there proceeded to the 
deliveiy of her carg*o. 

33 1 . Unlawful removal of bonded merchandise 

Any person maliciously opening, breaking, or entering 
by any means whatever, any car, vessel, vehicle, warehouse, 
or package containing my such inoi chandiseso delivered foi 
transportation, or removing, injui in g, breaking, or defacing 
any lock or seal placed upon such car, vessel, vehicle, ware- 
house, or package, or aiding, abetting, or encouraging 
other person or persons vso to remove, break, injure, or deface 
such locks or seals, or to open, break, or enter such car, 
vessel, or vehicle, with intent to remove Pi cause to be 
removed unlawf ull^any merchandise therein, or in any man- 
ner to in]ure or den aud the United States, and any person 
receiving any merchandise unlawfully removed from any 
such car, vessel, or vehicle, knowing it to have been so 
unhiwfull}^ lemoved, shall be guilty of felony, and in addi- 
tion to any penalties heretofore prescribed shall be punish- 
able by imprisonment for not less than six months nor more 
than two ycai>s. 

333. Transportation in bond 

Any merchandise, duly enteied for warehousing, may 
be withdrawn under bond, without payment of the duties, 
from a bonded warehouse in any collection-district, and be 
transported to a bonded warehouse in any other collection- 
district, and re warehoused the i cat; and any such merchan- 
dise may be so transpoited to its destination wholly by 
land, or wholly by water, or paitially by land and parti all}^ 
by water, over such routes as tlie Secrotai y of the Tioasury 
may pi escribe, and likewise tie convo3^Gd over my 
foreign territory, the governmont of which may liare, or 
shall treat^^ stipulations grant, a free right of wai^ over 
such tciritory 

The Secretaiy of the Trcasuiy shall prescribe the form of 
the bond to bo given for the transportation of merchandise 
from a port in one coHection-distiict to a port in another 
collection-district as provided in the preceding section; 
also the time for such deiiverj"; and for a failiue to trans- 
port and deliver within the time limited any such bonded 
merchandiso to the collector at the designated port, a duty 
of double the amount to which such nieichandiso would 
be liable shall lie collected, which duty shall bo secured b}^ 
such bond, or the merchandise may be seized and foi feited 
for such failure, and any steam or other vessel, or vehicle, 
transxiorting such bonded merchandise, the master, owner, 
or conductor of which shall fail to deliver the same to the 
collector at the designated port, shall be liable to seizure 
and forfeiture. And the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to remit, in whole or in part, on such con- 
ditions and under such regulations, not inconsistent with 
law, as he may prescribe, the additional duty secured by 
the bond given for the transpovtatiou of mercnandise from 
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a port in ouo collection-dLstrict to a port in another collec- 
tion-d]Htnct pi escribed by the preceding section: J^'o^nded^ 
That it bhall bo proved to the satisfactioa of the Secretary 
of the Treasury that the failure to transport and deliver 
the merchandise aforesaid accoiding to the conditions of 
the bonds occurred ivithoiit willful negligence or fraudu- 
lent intent on the part of the obligors. 

233 Transporiafion to special ports 

Any imported meicbandise in th(i original packages 
which shall have been duly entered and bonded, in pursu- 
ance of the piovisions relating to warehouses, may be 
withdrawn from warehouse for immediate exportation, 
without payment of duties, to Chihuahua, in Mexico, ))y 
the route of the Arkansas River, through Van Buren, oi 
by the route of the Rod River, through Fulton, or by the 
route of the Missouii River, through Independence, or by 
such other routes as may be designated by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, Any imported merchandise duly entered 
and bonded at Brownsidlle, in the district of Brazos do 
Santiago, or imported and bonded at any other port of 
the United States, and transported thence in bond, and 
duly rewaiehouBcd at Biownsville, may bo withdrawn 
from warehouse for immediate exportation, without pay- 
ment of duties, to ports and places in Atexico, by land or 
water, or partlj^ by land and parti}" b}^ water, or hy such 
routes as may bo designated l)y the Secretaiy of the 
Treasury, 

Any imported merchandise duly entered and bonded in 
any port of the United States may be withdrawn from 
warehouse without payment of duties, for immediate expoi- 
tation for San Fernando, Paso del Norte, and Chihuahua, 
in Mexico, thiough the port of Lavaca, in the collection- 
district of Saluna, in the State of Texas, and be trans- 
shipped inland, thence to San Antonio, in that State, and 
from the latter place to the destinations in Mexico, either 
by way of Eagle Pass, the Presidio del Norte, or San 
Elizario, all on the Rio Grande; and the Seciotary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized to prescribe such regula- 
tions, not inconsistent witli law, as he may deem proper 
and necessary, respecting the packing, marking, inspection, 
proof of due delivery at their foreign destinations of the 
imports authorized by this and the foregoing section to be 
exported from warehouse to ports and places in Mexico, 
and for the due protection in othei respects of the ^mblic 
revenue. 

Imported merchandise dul}r entered and bonded at a port 
of the United St{itc.s, and withdrawn from warehouse in 
accordance with existing law, for exportation for San Fer- 
nando, Paso del Norte, and Chihuahua, in Mexico, may pass 
through E^Ie Pass, the port of entry for the district of 
Saluna, in Texas, under such legulations as the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall prescribe, as well as through the port 
of Lavaca.

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PORT XV, ENTRY OF MERCHANDISE. 

All merchandise ariiying at the ports of New Yoi'k, 
Boston, Portland in Maine, or any othci port specially 
designated by the Secretary of the Treasury, and destined 
for places in the adjacent British provinces, or airmng at 
the port of Brownsville in Texas, or any other port specially 
designated by the Secretary of the Treasury, and aestiaed 
for places in the repuldic ot Mexico, may be entered at the 
custom-house, and conveyed, in transit, through the terri- 
tory of the United States, without the payment of duties, 
under such regulation.^ as the Seci'ctary of the Tz'easury 
may presciibc. 

All merchandise aniving at any port of the United States 
destined foi any foi eign country may be entered at the 
cubtom-house, and conveyed, in transit, through the terri- 
tory of the United States, without the payment of duties, 
undei such regulations as to examination and tiansporta- 
tion as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe. 

The joint resolution entitled “Joint resolution in refer- 
ence to the Free Zone along the noi'thern frontier of Mex- 
ico and adjacent to the United States,’’ approved March 
first, eighteen hundred and ninety-five, he, and the same 
is hereby, repealed, and the full operation of section three 
thousand and five of the Be vised statutes as existing prior 
to the adoption of such joint resolution is hereby revived 

Imported merchandise in bond, or duty paid, and prod- 
ucts or manufactures of the United States, may, with the 
consent of the* proper authorities of the Biitish pioidnces 
or republic of Mexico, be tiansported from one port in the 
United States to another port therein, over the territoi y of 
such provinces or republic, by such routes, and under such 
rules, regulations, and conditions as the Secretaiy of the 
Treasury may pi escribe; and the merchandise so tians' 
ported shall, upon arrival in the United States from such 
provinces oi lepublic, lie treated in regard to the liability 
to or exemption from duty, oi tax, as it the transportation 
had taken place entirely within the limits of the United 
States. 

Railroad-cars or other vehicles laden with merchandise, 
sealed by a customs ofiicer, passing, under the provisions 
of the preceding section and the regulations of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, from one poit in the United States to 
another theioin, through foreign contiguous territory, 
shall be exempt from the payment of any fees for receiv- 
ing or certif3ang manifests thereof. 

No merchandise exported to Mexico or the British North 
American Provinces ^lall lie voluntarily landed or brought 
into the United States, and any so landed or brought into 
the United States shall be forfeited, and the same proceed- 
ing shall be had for its condemnation, and the distribution 
of the proceeds of the sales, as in other cases of forfeiture of 
meixhandiso illegally impoi1;ed. Every person concerned 
in the voluntary landing or bringing sach merchandise 
into the United States shall be liable to a penalty of four 
hundred dollars. 
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234 Immediate dehvery 

When merchandise shall lie imported into any poitof 
the United States from any foreig*n countiy in vessels, and 
it shall appear by the lulls of lading that the merchandise 
so imported is to be delivered immediately after the entry 
of the vessel, the collectoi of such port may take posses- 
sion of such merchandise and deposit the same in bonded 
vvaiehouso; and when it does not appear liy the bills of 
lading that the merchandise so imported is to be immedi- 
ately delivered, the collector of the customs may take pos- 
session of the same, and deiiosit it in bonded warehouse, 
at the request of the owner, master, or consignee of the 
vessel, on three days'* notice to such collector after the 
entiy of the vessel.

238. Refund of customs duties 

No moneys collected as duties on imports, in accordance 
with any decision, ruling, or direction previously made or 
given bv the Secretary of the Treasury, shall, except as 
hereinafter provided, be refunded or repaid, unless in 
accordance with the judgment of a circuit or district court 
of the United States giving construction to the law, and 
from which the Attorney-General shall ccitify that no 
appeal or writ of error will be taken by the United States; 
or unless in puisuance of a special appropriation for the 
particular refund or repayment to be made. 

Provided^ That whenever the Secretary shall be of opin- 
ion that such duties have been assessed and collected under 
an erroneous view of the facts in the cose, he may authori^ie 
a re-examination and roliquidation in such case, and make 
such refund in accordance with existing laws as the facts

S39. Fraudulent importation of merchandise 

R s , 3082 If any person shall fraudulently or knowingly import or 
bring into the United States, or assist in so doing, any 
merdbandise, contrary to law, or shall receive, conceal, buy, 
sell, or in any manner facilitate the transportation, con- 
cealment, or sale of such merchandibe after importation, 
knowing the same to have been imported epntrary to law, 
such merchandise shall be forfeited and the offender shall 
be fined in any sum not exceeding five thousand dollars 
nor less than fffty dollars, or be imprisoned for any time 
not exceeding two years, or both. Whenever, on trial for 
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a violation of this section, the defendant is shown to have 
or to have had possession of such goods, such possession 
shall be deemed evidence sufScieiit to authorize conviction, 
unless the defendant shall explain the possession to the 
satisfaction of the jury. 

240 Bribery and solicitation of bribes 

iVny person who shall give, or offer to give or promise 
to give any uiono}^ or thing of value, directly or indirectly, 
to any oiScei or employee of the United States in consid- 
eration of or for any act or omis»sion coiitraiy to law in 
connection with or poi taimng to the importation, appraise- 
ment, entry, examination, or inspection of good>s, wares, 
or merchandise including herein any baggage, or of the 
liquidation of the entry thereof, or shall by threats or de- 
mands, or promises of any character attempt to improperly 
influence or control any such ofBcer or employee of tho 
United States as to the performance of his official duties 
shall, on conviction thereof, be fined not exceeding two 
thousand dollars, oi he impiisoned at bard labor not more 
than one yeai, or both, in the disci otion of the court; and 
evidence of such giving, or offering, or promising to give, 
satisfactory to the court in which such trial is had, shall be 
regarded as prima facie evidence that such giving or offer- 
ing or promivsing was contraiy to law, and shall put upon 
the accused the bin den of provmg that such act was inno- 
cent, and not done with an unlawful intention. 

Any officer or employee of the United States who shall, 
excepting for lawful duties or fees, solicit, demand, exact or 
receive from any person, directly or indiiectlyj any money 
or thing of value, in connection with or pertaining to the 
importation, appraisement, entry, examination, or inspec- 
tion of goods, wares, or merchandise, including herein any 
baggage, or liquidation of the entry thereof, on conviction 
theieof, shall be fined not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or be imprisoned at hard labor not more than two years, 
or both, in the discretion of the court. And evidence of 
such soliciting, demanding, exacting, or leceiving, satis- 
factory to the court in which such trial is had, shall be 
regarded as prima facie evidence that such soliciting, de- 
manding, exacting, or receiving was contrary to law, and 
shall put upon the accused the burden of proving that such 
act was innocent and not with an unlawful intention. 

241 , Express packages. 

Articles, not merchandise intended for sale, not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars in value, imported in packages not 
exceeding one hundred pounds in weight, in vessels of the 
United States, may be specially delivered to and appiaised 
at the public stores, and the entry thereof liquidated by 
the collector under such regulations aa the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe, and after such appraisement 
and liquidation may be delivered, upon payment of tlie 
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liquidated duties undei the bond provided for in tins Act, to 
expi’ess companies or other duly incorporated inland car- 
riers bonded for the transportation of appraised or unap- 
praised merchandise between the sevei al ports in the United 
States. Provided^ That not more than one such consign- 
ment to one ultimate consignee from the same consignor 
shall bo impoited in any one vessel: And jprovided^ That 
the original appraisement of and liquidation of duties on 
such importations shall be final against the owner, imiiorter, 
agent, or consignee, except in the case of manifest clerical 
errors, aspi'oyided for in section twenty-foui’ of the Act of 
June tenth, eighteen hundred and ninety: Promded^ That 
nothing contained in this Act shall apply to explosives, or 
any article the importation of which is prohibited by law. 

Such express companies or other inland carriers shall be 
responsilile to the United States under bond for the safe 
delivery of such articles to the ultimate consignee: Pro- 
mdedj^ That if any package shall not lie delivered to the 
ultimate consignee by the express company or other inland 
earner, and snail be returned to the collector of the port 
where such articles are entered under the provisions of this 
Act within ninety days from the date of importation intact, 
the collector shall take charge of such package and dispose 
of it as unclaimed ineicbandisc, and the duties, including 
additional duties, if any, iindei section seven of the Act of 
June tenth, eighteen hundred and ninety, paid shall be 
refunded by the Secretary of the Treasury out of any moneys 
lu the Treasuiy not otherwise appropriated; and the ex- 
press company or other inland carriers shall be lolieved of 
any liability therefor under its bond; and before any ex-> 
press company or other inland carrier shall be permitted to 
receive and transport any such ai tides they shall become 
bound to the United States in such bonds, in such form 
and amount, and with such conditions not inconsistent 
with law as the Secretary of the Treasury may require. 

Articles transported under the provisions of this Act 
shall be corded and sealed in such manner as shall from 
time to time he prescribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury ; and the collector of the j^ort of firsf ariival shall retain 
in his office a permanent record of such merchandise so for- 
warded. 

Such packages may be consigned to and entered by the 
agents of the express company or other inland carrier or 
steamship company, who shall at the time of entry state 
the ultimate consignee, and in all cases where a certified o;' 
other invoice is now re(juired by law such invoice may be 
attached to or inclosed in the package, under such regula- 
tions as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe; and 
the Aehvery of such articles to the express company or 
other inland carrier shall not be delayed because of the 
nonarrival of the triplicate invoice, but the ultimate con- 
signee shall be liable for any increased duty found due on 
r^quidation, if any, after receipt of said merchandise from 
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the express company or other inland carrier or steamship 
company making entiy under this Act; and the provisions 
of section twenty-eight hundred and fifty-seven, Revised 
Statutes, shall not apply to importations under this Act. 

243. Liens for freight or general average 

Whenever the collector of the port of entry of the ves- 
sel, or other proper officer of the customs, shall be duly 
notified in writing of the existence of a lien for freight, 
charges, or contribution in general average upon imported 
goods, wares, or merchandise m his custody, he shall, be- 
fore delivering such goods, wares, or merchandise to the 
importer, owner, or consignee thoieof for consumption, oi 
to any vessel or vehicle for transportation or exportation, 
give seasonable notice to the party or parties claiming the 
lien; and the possession by the officers of customs shall 
not affect the discharge of such lien, under such regulations 
as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescrilio; and such

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Consuls and vice-consuls shall have the rig-ht, in the points 
or places to which they are severally appointed, of receiv- 
ing the protests oi declarations which captains, masters, 
crews, passengers, or merchants, who are citizens of the 
United Shites, may respectively choose to make there; and 
also such as any foreigner may choose to make before them 
relative to the personal interest of any citizen of the United 
States. Copies of such acts duly authenticated by consuls 
or vice-consuls, under the seal of their consulates, respec- 
tively, shall be received in evidence equally with their orig- 
inals in all courts in the United States.

If any owner, a^ont, or other person shall refuse or neg- 
lect to comply with hiw demands, allowed by the preced- 
ing section, the officer shall retain such trunk, traveling 
bag, or sack, valise, or whatsoever it imiy })G, and open the 
satno, and, as soon thei’eaftcr as may lie practicable, exam- 
ine the contents; and if any article subject to the payment 
of duty shall be found therein, the whole contents, together 
with the envelope, shall he forfeited to the United States, 
aiid disposed of as the law provides in other similar cases.

authorized to act in the premises, to seal or close the same, 
under and according to the regulations hereinafter author- 
ized, previous to their impoiMion into the United States;

place, or shall sell or dispose of the contents of such ves- 
sel, car, or other vehicle, or any part thereof, before such 
delivery, he shall he deemed guilty of felony, and on con- 
viction thereof, befoie any court 01 competent jurisdiction, 
pay a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, or shall be 
imprisoned for a term not exceeding five years, or both, at 
the discretion of the court; and such vessel, car, or other 
vehicle, with its contents, shall he forfeited to the United 
States, and may be seized wherever found within the United 
States, and disposed of and sold as m other cases of for- 
feiture. Nothing in this section, however, shall be con- 
strued to prevent sales of cargo, in whole or in part, prior 
to arrival, to be delivered as per manifest, and after due 
inspection. 

If any unauthorized person or persons shall willfully ^ f' . aios 
break, cut, pick, open, or remove any wire, seal, lead, lock, 
or other fastening or mark attached to any vessel, car, or 
other vehicle, crate, box, bag, bale, basket, banel, bundle, 
cask, trunk, package, or parcel, or anything whatsoever, 
underand by virtue of this Title [E. S., 2517-3129] and 
regulations authorized by it, or an}’- other law, or shall affix 
or attach, or any way willfully aid, assist^ or encourage the 
affixing or attaching, by wire or otherwise, to any vessel, 
cax, or other vehicle, or to any crate, box, hale, barrel, bag, 
basket, bundle, cask, ]Dackage, parcel, article, or thing of 
any kind, any seal, lead, metal, or anything purporting to 
be a seal authorized by law, such person or persons shall 
be deemed guilty of felony, and shall be imprisoned for a 
tezm not exceeding five years, or shall pay a fine of not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, or botlz, at the discretion 
of the court.

If any vessel enrolled oi licensed to engage in the foreign 
and coasting trade on the noithern, northeastern, and 
northwestern frontiers of the United States shall touch at 
any port in the adjacent British piovinces, and the master 
of such vessel shall purchase any merchandise for the use 
of the vessel, the master of the vessel shall report the 
same, with cost and quantity thereof, to the collectox’ or 
other officer of the customs at the first port in the United 
States at which he shall next arrive, designating them as 

sea-stores;” and in the oath to be taken by such master 
of such vessel, on making such report, he shall declare 
that the articles so specified or designated ^ ‘ sea-stores ” are 
truly intended for the use exclusively of the vessel, and 
are not intended for sale, transfer, or private use. If any 
other or greater quantity of dutiable articles shall be found 
on board such vessel than aro specified in such report or 
entry of such articles, or any part thereof shall be landed 
without a permit from a collector or other officer of the 
customs, such articles together wxth the vessel, her apparel, 
tackle, and furniture, shall be forfeited. 

If, upon examination and inspection by the collector or 
other officer of the customs, such articles are not deemed 
excessive in quantity for the nse of the vessel, until an 
American port may be reached by such vessel, where such 
sea-stores can be obtained, such articles shall be declared 
free of duty; but if it shall be found that the quantity or 
quantities of such articles, or any part thereof so reported 
are excessive, it shall be lawful for the collector or other 
officer of the customs to estimate the amount of duty on

Articles purchased f oi the use of or for sale on board any 
such vessel, as saloon stores or supplies, shall be deemed 
merchandise, and shall be liable, when purchased at a 
foreign port, to entry and the payment of the duties found 
to be due thereon, at the first port of ai rival of such ves- 
sel in the United States; and for a failure on the part of 
the saloon-keepei or person purchasing or owning such 
articles to report, make entries, and pay duties, as herein- 
before required, such nrticlesj together with the fixtures 
and other merchandise, found in such saloon or on or about 
such vessel belonging to and owned by such saloon-keeper 
or othci person interested in such saloon, shall be seized 
and forfeited, and such saloon-keeper or other person so 
purchasing and owning shall be liable to a penalty of not 
less than one hundred aollars and not more than ^^ve hun- 
dred, and shall bo punishable by imprisonment for not loss 
than three months, and not more than two years. 


269. Duties on repairs 

The equipments, or any part thereof, including boats, 
purchased for, or the expenses of repairs made in a foreign 
country upon a vessel enrolled and licensed under the laws 
of the United States to engage in the foreign and coasting 
trnde on the northern, northeastern, and northwestern 
frontiers of the United States, or a vessel intended to be 
employed in such tx'ade, shall, on the first arrival of such 
vessel in any port of the United States, be liable to entry 
and the payment of an ad-valorem duty of fifty per cen- 
tum on the cost thereof in such foreign countiy, and if 
the owner or master of such vessel shall willfully and 
knowingly neglect or fail to report, make entry, and pay 
duties as herein required, such vessel, with her tackle, 
apparel, and furniture, shall be seized and forfeited. 

No license, or enrollment and license, nor renewal of 
either, shall hereafter be issued to any vessel until the col- 
lector to whom application is made for the same is satisfied, 
from the oath oi the owner or master, that all equipments 
and repairs, made in a foreign port within the year imme- 
diately preceding such application, have been duly ac- 
counted for, and the duties accruing thereon duly paid; 
and if such owner or maatoi shall refuse to take such oath, 
or take it falsely, the vessel shall he seized and forfeited. 

If the owner or master of such vessel vshall, however, 
furnish good and sufficient evidence that such vessel, while 
in the regular course of her voyage, was compelled, by 
stress of weather or other casualty, to put into such foreign 
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port and purchase such equipments, or make such repairs, 
to secure the safety of the vessel to enable her to reach her 
port of destination, then it shall bo competent for the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to remit or refund such duties, and 
such vessel shall not be liable to foi’feiture, and no license 
or enrollment and license, or renewal of eithei, shall here- 
after be issued to any such vessel until the collector to 
whom application is made for the same shall be satisfied, 
from the oath of the owner or master, that all such equip- 
ments and repairs made within the year immediately pre- 
ceding such apjDlication have been duly accounted for under 
the provisions of this and the pieccdxng sections, and the 
duties accruing thereon duly paid, and if such owner or 
master shall lefuse to take such oath, or take it falsely, the 
vessel shall be seized and forfeited. 

260 Entry from one district to another 

The master of every vessel eni oiled or licensed to engage 
in the foreign and coasting trade on the northern, nortn- 
eastern, and northwestern fi'ontiers of the United States, 
except canal boats employed in navigating the canals within 
the United States, shall, before the departure of his vessel 
from a port in one collection-district to a port in another col- 
lection -district, present to the collector at the port of depar- 
tuie duplicate manifests of his cai'go, oi , if he have no cargo, 
duplicate manifests setting foith that fact; such manifests 
shall be subscribed and sworn to by the master before the 
collector, who shall indoise thereon his ceitificate of clear- 
ance, retaining one for the files of his office; the other he 
shall deliver for the use of the master, 

If any vessel so enrolled or licensed shall touch at any 
intermediate port of the United States, and there discharge 
cargo taken on board at an American port, or at such inter- 
mediate ports shall take on board cargo destined for an 
American port, the master of such vessel shall not b e required 
to report such lading or unlading at such intermediate ports, 
but shall enter the same on his manifest obtained at the 
original port of departure, which he shall deliver to the col- 
lector of the port at which the unlading of the cargo is com- 
pleted, withintwenty-f our hours after arrival, and shall sub- 
scribe and make oath as to the truth and correctness of the 
same. 

The master of any vessel so enrolled or licensed shall, 
before departing from a pox't in one collection-district to a 
place in another collection-district, where there is no 
custom-house, file his manifest, and obtain a clearance^ in 
the same manner, and make oath to^ the manifest, which 
manifest and clearance shall be delivered to the proper 
officer of customs at the port at which the vessm next 
arrives after leaving the place of destination specified in 
the clearance. 

Nothing contained in the three preceding sections shall 
exempt masters of vessels from reporting, as now required 
by law, any merchandise destinea for any foreign port. 
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No permit shall be requiied for the unlading of cargo 
brought from an American port. 

No ineichandiwe taken from any port in the United States 
on the northern, northeastern, or northwestern frontieis 
thereof 5 to a port in another collection-district of the United 
States on such frontieis, in any vessel, shall be unladen or 
delivered from such vessel withm the United States, but 
in open day, that is to say, between the rising and setting 
of the sun, except by special license from the collector or 
other principal officer of the port for the purpose. The 
owner of every vessel whose master or manager shall neg- 
lect to comply with Iho provisions of this section shall be 
liable to a j^enalty of not less than one hundred dollars nor 
more than hve hundred. The Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor may, from time to time, make such regulations as 
to him shall seem necessary and expedient for unloading 
at and cleaiance from any port or place on sucJi frontiers 
of vships or vessels at night. And the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor lie, and he is hereby, authorized, in his 
discretion, to make such regulations as shall enable vessels 
engaged in the coasting trade between ports and jilaces 
upon Lake Michigan exclusively, and laden with American 
productions and free merchandise only, to unlade their 
cargoes without previously obtaining a jieruiit to unlade. 

The master of any vessel so enrolled or licensed, destined 
with a cat go from a place in the United States, at which 
there may Demo custom-house, to a port where there may 
be a custom-iiouse, shall, within twenty-four hom*s after 
arrival at the port of destination, deliver to the proper 
officer of the customs a manifest, subscribed by him, set- 
ting forth the cargo laden at the place of departure, oi 
laden or unladen at any intermediate port, or place, to the 
truth of which manifest he shall make oath before such 
officer. If the vessel, however, have no cargo, the master 
shall not bo required to deliver such manifest. 

261. Disoharghg cargo and passengers 

The master of any vessel with cargo, passengers, or 
baggage fioni any foreign port, shall obtain a pcimit and 
comply with existing laws, before discharging or landing 
the same. 

262. Steam tugs 

Steam-tugs duly enrolled and licensed to engage in the 
foreign and coasting tiade on the northein, uortneastern, 
and northwestern frontiers of the United States, when 
exclusively employed m towing vessels, shall not be 
required to report and clear at the custom-house. When 
sum steam-tugs, however, are employed in towing rafts or 
other vessels without sail or steam motive-power, not 
required to be enrolled or licensed under existing laws, 
they shall be required to report and clear in the same 
manner as is hereinbefore piovided in similar cases for 
other vessels. 
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263, Forms and penalties 

The manifests, certificates of clearance and oaths, pro- 
vided for by the eight preceding sections [K. S , 3116-3133], 
shall be in such f oim, and prepared, filled np, and executed 
in such manner as the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
may fiom time to time prescribe. 

If the niastei of any enrolled or licensed vessel shall 
neglect or fail to comply with any of the provisions or re- 
quirements of the nine jireceding sections [ R. S. 3116- 
3134], such master shall forfeit and pay to the U nited States 
the sum of twenty dollars for ea^ and every failure or 
neglect, and for which sum the vessel shall be liable, and 
may be summarily proceeded against, by way of libel, in 
any district court of the UmtecTStates. 

264. Touching at foreign ports 

Any vessel, on being duh'' registered in pursuance of 
the laws of the Dnited states, may engage in trade 
between one port in the United States and one or more 
ports within the same, with the privilege of touching at 
one or more foreign ports during the voyage, and land 
and take in thereat meichandise, passengers and their 
baggage, and letters, and mails, All such vessels shall 
be furnished by the collectors of the ports at which they 
shall take in their cargoes in the United States, with 
certified manifests, setting forth the paiticulars of the car- 
goes. the marks, number of packages, by whom shipped, 
to wnom consigned, at what port to be delivered; desig- 
nating such merchandise as is entitled to drawback, or to 
the privilege of being placed in warehouse, and the mas- 
ters of all such vessels shall, on thcii arrival at any port 
of the United States from any foreign port at which such 
vessel may have touched, as herein provided, conform to 
the laws providing for the delivery of manifests of cargo 
and passengers taken on board at such foreign port, and 
all other laws regulating the leport and entry of vessels 
from foreign ports, and be subject to all the penalties 
therein prescribed. 

266. Foreign merch&ndisG coastwise 

Any foreign merchandise taken in at one port of the 
United States to be conveyed in registered vessels to any 
other port within the same, either under the provisions 
relating to woi'ohouses, or under the laws regulating the 
transportation coastwise of merchandise entitled to draw- 
back, ns well as any merchandise not entitled to drawback, 
but on which the import duties chargeable by law shall 
have been dulj^ paid, shall not become subject to any im- 

E ort duty by reason of the vessel in which tney may arrive 
aving touched at a foreign port during the voyage. 

200. special provisions for British North America 

When any merchandise shall be imijorted from Canada 
into the United States, in any steamboat on Lake Cham- 
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plain, and the merchandise shall have been duly entered, 
the duties thereon paid at the office of the collector of any 
district adjoining Lake Champlain, it shall be lawful to 
land such merchandise in the same or any other district 
adjoining Lake Champlain. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor, with the appro- if Tqob 

bation of the President, provided the lattei shall be satis- io‘ 
tied that similar privileges are extended to vessels of the 
United States in the colonies hereinafter mentioned, is 
hereby authorized, under such regulations as he [Secre- 
tary of the Treasury] may prescribe to protect the revenue 
from fraud, to permit vessels laden with the products of 
Canada, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, 
and Prince Edward Island, or either of them, to lade or 
unlade at any port within any collection-district of the 
United States which he may designate; and if any such 
vessel entering a port so designated, to lade or unlade, 
shall neglect or refuse to comply with the regulations so 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury [and the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor], such vessel, and the 
owner and master thereof, shall be subject to the same 
penalties as if no authority under this section had been 
granted to lade or unlade in such port.

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267 Great districts 

The sea-coast and navigable rivers of the United States 
shall be divided into three great districts, the firj^t to 
include all the collection-districts on the sea-coast and 
navigable rivers, between the eastern limits of the United 
States and the southern limits of Georgia; the >second to 
include all the coUection-distxdcts on the sea-coast and 
navigable rivers between the river Perdido and the Pio 
Gi’ande; and the third to include all the collection-districts 
on the sea-coast and navigable rivers between the southern 
limits of Georgia and the river Perdido. 

208. Clearance within a great district 

The master of every vessel under twenty tons burden 
licensed for carrying on the coasting-trade, destined from 
a district m one State to a district in the same or an adjoin- 
ing State, on the sea-coast or on a navigable river, and of 
every vessel of the burden of twenty tons and upward, des- 
tined from a district within one ox the great districts to 
another district within the same great district, or from a 
State in one great district to an adjoining State in another 
great district, having on board either distilled spirits in 
casks exceeding five hundi od gallons, wines in casks exceed- 
ing two hundred and fifty gallons, or in bottles exceeding 
one hundred dozens, sugar in casks or boxes exceeding three 
thousand pounds, or foreign merchandise in packages, as 
imported, exceeding in value four hundred dollars, or mer- 
chandise, consisting of such enumerated or other articles 
of foreign growth or manufacture, or of both, whose aggre- 
gate vame exceeds eight hundred dollars, shall, previous 
to the departure of such vessel from the port where she 
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may then be, inake out and subscribe duplicate manifests 
of the whole of such cargo on board such vessel, specifying 
in such manifests the marks and numbers of eveiw cask, bag, 
box, chest, or package containing the same, with the name 
and place of residence of every miipper and consignee, and 
the quantity shipped and to each* If there be a collector 
or surveyor residing at such port, or within five miles 
thereof, he shall dehver such manifest to the collector, if 
there be one; otherwise to the surveyor, before whom be 
shall swear, to the best of his knowledge and belief, that 
the goods therein contained were legally imported, and 
the outies thereupon paid or secured, or if spirits distilled 
within the United Stales that the duties thereupon have 
been paid or secured Thereupon the collector or surveyor 
shall certify the same on the manifests, one of which he 
shall return to fchemaster, with a permit, specifying thereon, 
generally, the lading on board such vessel, and authoriz- 
ing him to proceed to the port of his destination. 

If any vessel, being laden and destined, as mentioned in 
the preceding section, shall depart from the portwheie she 
may then be without the master having first made out and 
subscribed duplicate manifests of the lading on board such 
vessel, and in case theie he a collector or surveyor lesidiug 
at such port, or within five miles theieof, without having 
previously delivered the same to the collectoi or surveyor, 
and obtaining a permit, such master shall be liable to a 
penalty of one hundred dollars. 

269. Entry withm a great dfstnet 

The master of every vessel licensed for carrying on the 
coasting-trade, having on board either distilled spirits in 
casks exceeding five hundred gallons, wine in casks exceed- 
ing two hundred and fifty gallons, or in bottles exceeding 
one hundred dozens, sugar in casks or boxes exceeding 
three thousand pounds, orfoi'eign merchandise in packages, 
aa imported, exceeding in value four hundred dollars, or 
goods, wares, or merchandise, consisting of such enumer- 
ated or other articles of foreign growth or manufacture, or 
of both, whose aggregate value exceeds eight hundred aol- 
lars, and arriving fiom a district in one State, at a district 
in the same or an adjoining State on the sea-coast, or on a 
navigable river, or, if of the burden of twenty tons or 
upward, arriving at a district within one of the great dis- 
tricts from another distinct within the same great district, 
or from a State adjoining such great district, shall, previ- 
ous to the unlading of any part of the cargo of such vessel, 
deliver to the collector, if there bo one, or if not, to the 
surveyor residing at the port of her arrival, or if theie be 
no collector or surveyor residing at such port, then to a 
collectoi or surveyor, if there be any such officer residing 
within five miles thereof, the manifest of the cargo, certi- 
fied by the collector or surveyor of the distnot from whence 
she sailed if there be such manifest, otherwise the duplicate 
manifest thereof, as is hereinbefore directed, to the truth 
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of which, before such officer, he shall swear. If there have 
been taken on board such vessel any other or more goods 
than are contained in such manifest or manifests, since her 
departure from the port from whence she hrst sailed, or if 
any goods have been since landed, the master shall make 
known and particularize the same to the collector or sur- 
veyor, or if no such goods have been so taken on board or 
landed, he shall so declare, to the truth of which he shall 
swear. Thereupon the collector or surveyor shall grant a 
permit for unlading a part or the whole of such cargo, as 
the master or commander may request. If there is no col- 
lector or surveyor residing at or within five miles of the 
port of her arrival, the master of such vessel may proceed 
to discharge the lading from on lioard such vessel, but shall 
deliver to the collector or surveyor residing at the first port 
where he may next afterwaid arrive, and within twenty- 
four hours of his arrival, the manifest or manifests, noting 
thereon the times when and places where the goods therein 
mentioned have been unladen, to the tiuth of which, before 
the last-mentioned collector or surveyor, ho shall swear. 

^ If the master of any such vessel, henig laden and des- 
tined as mentioned m the pieceduig section, shall neglect 
or refuse to deliver manifests, at the times and in the man- 
ner directed, ho shall be liable to a penalty of one bundled 
dollars.

371. Clearance for another great district 

^ The master of every vessel under twenty tons of burden 
licensed for carrying on the coasting-trade, and destined 
from any district of the United States to a district other 
than a district in the same or an adjoining State, oixthe sea- 
coast, or on a navigable river, and of every vessel of the 
burden of twenty tons and upward, destined to a district 
other than a district within the same great districtj or 
within a State adjoining such great district, shall, previous 
to her departure, deliver to the collector residing at the 
port where such vessel may be, if there is one, otherwise 
to the collector of the district comprehending such port, or 
to a surveyor within the district, as the one or the other 
may reside nearest to the port at which such vessel may be, 
duplicate manifests of the whole cargo on hoard such ves- 
sel; or if there is no caigo on boaid, he shall so certify; 
and if there are an3^ distilled spirits, or merchandise of 
foreign growth or manufacture on board, other than what 
may by the collector be deemed sufficient for sea-stores, he 
shall specify in such manifests the marks and numbers of 
every cask, bag, box, chest, or package containing the 
same, with the name, and place of residence of every ship- 
per and consignee of such distilled spirits, or merchandise 
of foreign growth or manufacture, and the quantity shipped 
by and to each. The manifests or certificates shall be 
subscribed and sworn to by him; and he shall also swear, 
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before the collector or surveyor, that such merchandise of 
foreign growth or manufacture was, to the best of his 
knomedge and belief, legally imported, and the duties 
thereupon paid or secured, or, if spirits distilled within the 
United States, that the duties thereupon have been duljr 
paid or secured. Upon the performance of these provi- 
sions, and not before, the collector or surveyor shall certify 
the same on the manifests or certificates, one of which he 
shall return to the master, with a permit thereto annexed, 
authorizing liim to proceed to the port of his destination. 

If any such ve>sscl, destined as mentioned in the preced* 
ing section, shall depart from the port where she may then 
be, having distilled spirits, oi goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise of foreign growth or manufacture on board, without 
complying with the I’cquirements of the preceding section, 
the master thereof shall be lialile to a penaltv of one hun- 
dred dollais; or, if the lading be of goods the gi'owth or 
manufacture of the United States only, or if such vessel 
have no cargo, and she depart without the several things 
required in the preceding section being comiilied with, the 
master shall bo liable to a penalty of fifty dollars 

273 Entry to another great d/strret 

The master of every vessel undei twenty tons burden 
licensed to carry on the coasting trade, arriving at any dis- 
trict of the United States from any district other than a 
district in the same or an adjoining State on the sea-coast, 
or on a navigable i iver, and of every vessel of the burden of 
twenty tons and upward ai living from a district other than 
a district within the same great district, oi fiom a State 
adjoining such great district, shall deliver to the collectoi 
residing at the port where she may arrive if there be one, 
otherwise to the collector or surveyor in the district com- 
prehending such port, as the one or the other may reside 
nearest thereto, if the collector or surveyor reside at a dis- 
tance not exceeding five miles, within twenty-four hours, 
or, if at a greater distance, within forty-eight hours next 
after his ariival, and previous to the unlading any of the 
goods lirought in such vessel, the manifest of the cargo, if 
there bo any, certified by the collector or surveyor of the 
district fi*om whence she last sailed, and shall make oath, 
before the collector or surveyor, that there was not when 
he sailed from the district where his manifest was certified, 
and has not been since, and is not then any more or other 
merchandise of foreign grovi^h or manufacture, or distilled 
spirits, if tliere be any, other than sea- stores, on board such 
vessel, than is therein mentioned; and if there be none 
such, he shall so swear; and if theie be no cargo on board, 
he shall produce the certificate of the collector oi surveyor 
of the district from whence she last sailed that such is the 
case. ^ Thereupon such collector or surveyor shall gi'ant a 
permit for unlading the whole or j)art of such cargo, if 
there be any, within his distiict, as the master may re- 
quest; and where a part only of the merchandise of foreign 
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^(rowtb or manufacture, or of distilled spirits, brought 
in such ve>ssel, is intended to be landed, the collector or 
surveyor »shall make an indorsement of such i^art on the 
back of the manifest, specifying the articles to be landed; 
and shall return such manifest to the master, indorsing 
also thereon his permission for such vessel to proceed to 
the place of her destination. 

If the master of such vessel, laden and destined as men- 
tioned in the preceding section, shall neglect or refuse to 
deliver the manifest, or, if she has no cargo, the certificate, 
within the time directed in the preceding section, he shall 
be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars, and the mer- 
chandise of foreign growth or manufacture, or distilled 
spirits, found on board, or landed from such ship or vessel, 
not being certified as requii ed, shall bo forfeited; and if the 
same shall amount to the value of eight hundred dollars, 
such ship or vessel, with her tackle, apparel, and furniture, 
shall be also forfeited. 

373, Exemption on the /Mississippi and inbuiams 

The provisions of sections forty-three hundred and forty- 
nine, fort}" -three hundred and fifty, forty-three hundred 
and fifty -one, forty -three hundred and fift5"-two, forty- 
three hundred and fifty-three, foity-three hundred and 
fifty-four, foity-three hundred and fifty-five, and foi't}"- 
three hundred and fifty-six of the Revised Statutes, requn- 
ing the master of every vessel licensed to carry on the 
coasting' tmde, laden in part with foreign merchandise or 
distilled spirits, to procure a permit from the customs 
officer of the port at which his vessel was laden, authoriz- 
ing him to proceed to his port of destination, and also to 
procure a peimit from the port of destination for the un- 
lading of his cargo, shall not be held to include vessels 
engaged in the navigation of the Mississippi River or trib- 
utaries above the port of New Orleans. 

374, Vessefs with domestic cargo 

Nothing in this Title [Ib S., 4311-4390] shall be so con- 
strued as to oblige the master of any vessel of less than 
twenty tons burden, licensed for carrying on the coasting 
trade, bound from a district in one State to a district in 
the same or an adjoining State on the sea-coast, or on a 
navigable river, or of anv vessel of the burden of twenty 
tons or upward, bound from a district within one of the 
great districts to a district within the same great district, 
or within a State adjoining such great district, having on 
hoard merchandise of the growth, j)i*oduct, or maniifactiu’e 
of the United States only, except distilled spirits, or dis- 
tilled spirits not more than five hundred gallons, wine in 
casks not more than two hundred and fifty gallons, or in 
bottles not more than one hundred dozen, sugar in casks 
or boxes not more than three thousand pounds, or foreign 
merchandise in packages, as imported, of not more value 
than four hundred dollars, or merchandise^ consisting of 
such enumemted or other articles of foreign ’'gi.'owth or 
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manufacture, or of both, whose aggregate value shall oe 
not more than eight hundred dollars, to deliver a manifest 
thereof, or obtain a permit, previous to her depai^ture, or, 
on her arrival within such district, to make any report 
thereof; but such master shall be provided with a mani- 
fest, by him subscribed, of the lading, of what kind >soever, 
which was on board such vessel at the time of his departure 
from the district from which she last sailed, and if the 
same, or anv part of such lading, consist of distilled spirits, 
or merchaiuhse of foieigu growth or nianufactme, with the 
marks and numbers of each cask, bag, box, cheat, or pack- 
age contjiining the same, with the name of the >shipper and 
consignee of each Such manifest shall be bv him exhib- 
ited, for the inspection of any officer of the revenue, 
when required by such officer; and he shall also inform 
such officer from whence such vessel lust sailed, and how 
long she has lieen in port, when by him so interrogated. 

Whenever the master of such vessel, laden and destined s,i8oo. 
as dcserilxxl in the pieceding section, is not provided, on 
his arrival within any such district, with a manifest, and 
does not exhibit the same, as required in the preceding 
section, if the lading of such vessel consists wholly of 
merchandise the produce oi manufacture of tlie United 
States, distilled spirits excepted, he shall bo liable to a 
penalty of twGnt3" dollars, oi if there be distilled spirits, 
or meichandi>se of foreign growth or manufacture, on 
board, excepting what may be sufficient for sea stores, he 
shall be liable to a penalty of forty dollars; or if he shall 
refuse to answer the interiogatories truly, as is herein re- 
quired, he shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dol- 
lars. If any of the merchandise laden on hoard such 
vessel be of foreign growth or manufacture, or of spirits 
distilled within the u nited States, so much of the same as 
may be found on board such vessel, and not included in 
the manifest exhibited by such master, shall be forfeited. 

Coasting-vessels, going from Long Island, in the State s,4^7. 
of New York, to tlio State of Rhode Island, or from the 
State of Rhode Island to Long Island, shall have the same 
privileges as are allowed to vessels under the like circum- 
stances going from a district in one State to a district in 
the same or an adjoining State. 

S75. Hegisiered vessek in ibe coastmg-‘trade 

Whenever any vessel of the United States, registei'ed ^ 
according to law, is employed in going from any one dis- 
trict in tne United States to any other district, such ves- 
sel, and the master thereof, with the goods she may have 
on board previous to her depai ture from the district where 
she may be, and also upon her arrival in any other district, 
shall be subj^t, except as to the payment of fees, to the 
same regulations, provisions, penalties, and forfeitures, 
and the like duties are imposed on like officers, as are pro- 
vided for vessels licensed for canying on the coasung- 
trade. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to ex- 
tend to registered vessels of the United States having on 
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6oard merchandise of foreign growth or manufacture, 
brought into the United States, in such vessel, from a for- 
eign port, and on which the duties have not been paid 
according to law. 


370 . Report by master. 

The master of every vessel employed in the transporta- 
tion of merchandise from district to district, that shall put 
into a port other than the one to which she was bound, 
shall, within twenty-four hours of his arrival, if there be 
an officer residing at such port, and she continue there so 
long, make report of Ms arrival to such officer, with the 
name of the place he came from, and to which he is bound, 
with an account of his lading; and every master who neg- 
lects or refuses so to do shall be liable to a penalty of 
twenty dollars.

377 . Foreign vessels barred from coasting-irade 

No merchandise shall be transported by water under 
penalty of forfeiture thereof from one port of the United 
States to another port of the United States, eitlier directly 
or via a foreign port, or for any pait of the voyage, in any 
other vessel than a vessel of the United States. But this 
section shall not be construed to prohibit the sailing of any 
f oi’eign vessel from one to another port of the United States : 
Provided,^ That no merchandise other than that imported 
in such vessel from some foreign port which shall not have 
been unladen shall be caiiied from one port or place in 
the United States to another. 

No foreign vessel shall ti*ansport passengers between 
ports or places in the United States, either directly or by 
way of a foreign port, under a penalty of two hundred 
dollars for each passenger so transported and landed.

378 , immediate exportation to foreign port 

Whenever merchandise is imported into theUnitcd States 
by sea for immediate exportation to a foreign port by sea, 
or by a river, the right to ascend or descend wJiich for the 
purposes of commerce is secured by treaty to the citizens 
of the United States and the subjects of a foreign power, 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor is hereby authorized 
to prescribe regulations for the transshipment and trans- 
portation of such merchandise. 


279 . Foreign vessels on coasting voyages 

The master of evei’y foreign vessel bound from a district 
in the United States to any other district within the game, 
shall, in all coses, previous to her departure from such dis- 
trict, deliver to the collector of such district duplicate 
manifests of the lading on board such vessel, if there be 
any, or, if there be none, he shall declare that such is the 
case; and to the tmth of such manifest or declaration he 
shall swear, and also obtain a permit from the collector, 
authorizing him to proceed to the place of his destination. 
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The master of every foreign vessel, on his arrival within 
any district from any other district, shall, in all cases, 
within forty eight hours after his arrival, and previous to 
the unlading of any goods from on board such vessel, 
deliver to the collector of the district where he may have 
arrived, a manifoNt of the goods laden on board such ves- 
sel, if any there be; or if in ballast only, he shall so 
declare, he shall swear to the truth of such manifest or 
declaration, and shall also swear that such manifest con- 
tains an account of all the merchandise which was on board 
such vessel at the time, or has been since her departure 
from tne place from whence she shall be reported last to 
have sailed, and he shall also deliver to >such collector the 
permit which was given him from the collector of the dis- 
trict from whence ae sailed. 

Every master of any foreign vessel who neglects or refuses 
to comply with any of the requirements of the two preced- 
ing sections, shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred 
dollars. Nothing thei’ein contained shall, however, be con- 
strued as aflecting the payment of tonnage, or any other 
requirements to winch such vessels are subject by law. 

280. Foreign tug-boats. 

All steam tug -boats not of the United States found em- 
ployed in towing documented vessels of the United States 
plying from one port or place in the same to another, shall 
be liable to a penalty of fifty cents per ton on the measure- 
ment of eveiy such vessel so towed by them respectively, 
which sum may be recovered by way of libel or suit. This 
section shall not apply to any case where the towing, in whole 
01 in part, is within or upon foreign waters. Any foreign 
milroad company or corporation, whose road enters the 
United States by means of a feny or tug-boat, may own 
such boat, and it shall be subject to no othei or different 
restrictions or regulations m such employment than if 
owned by a citizen of the United States, 

281. Fenatties for violation of coasting laws. 

Every vessel of twenty tons or upward, other than reg- 
istered vessels found trading between district and district, 
or between different places in thf3 same district, or carry* 
mg on the fishery witnout being enrolled and licensed, or 
if less than twenty tons and not less than five tons, with- 
out a license, m the manner provided by this Title [li. S., 
4311-4390], if laden with merchandise the growth or manu- 
facture of the United States only, distilled spirits excepted, 
or in ballast, shall pay the same fees and tonnage in every 
port of the United States at Avhich she may arrive as ves- 
sels not belongingto a citizen of the United States; and, 
if she have on board any articles of foreign groAvth or 
manufacture, or distilled spirits, other than sea-stores, she 
shall, together with her tackle, apparel, and furniture, 
and the lading found on board, be forfeited. 

Every vessel of twenty tons or upwards, entitled to be 
documented as a vessel of the United States, other than

registered vessels, found trading between district and dis-

The laws of the United States relating to customs, com- ^ 
merce and navigation aie extended to and over all the 
mainland, islands, and waters of the teriitory ceded to the 
United States by the Emperor of Russia by treaty con- 
cluded at Washington on the thiitieth day of March, anno 
Domini eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, so far as the 
same may he applicable thereto. 

The coasting-trade between the territory ceded to the i^s,4858 
United States by the Emperor of Russia and any other 
portion of the United States shall be regulated in accord- 
ance with the provisions of law applicable to such trade 
lietAveen any two great districts. [See Paragraph 1^2h,

299. Firearms and f/quor 

If any person shall, without the authoiity of the United Mar s, i899 
States, or some authorized officer thereof, sell, baiter, or 
give to any Indian or half-breed who lives and associates 
with Indians any firearms or aniinuuition therefor what- 
ever, or any spirituous, malt, or vinous liquor, such per- 
son, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by impris- 
onment in the county jail not less than two months nor 
more than six months, or by fine not less than one nor 
more than live hundred dollais.

300 Special licettsesy and wharf charges 

Any person or persons, corporation or company pros- 
ecuting or attempting to prosecute any of the following 
lines 01 business within the District of Alaska shall first 
apply for and obtain license so to do from a district court 
or a subdivision thereof in said District, and pay for 
said license for the respective lines of business and trade 
os follows, to wit: 

Fisherie>s: Salmon canneries, four cents per case; salmon

PART xxni.— TRADE WITH ALASKA. 

306 Transit in bond. 

Undei’ rules and regulations to be prescribed by the 
Secretaiy of the Treasury, the privilege of entering 
goods, waxes, and merchandise in bond or of placii^ them 
in bonded warehouses at any of the points in the District 
of Alaska, and of withdrawing the same for exportation 
to any place in British Columma or the Northwest Terri- 
tory without payment of duty, is hereby granted to the 
Goveinment of the Dominion of Canada and its citizens 
or citizens of the United States and to persons who have 
declared their intention to become such whenever and so 
long as it shall appear to the satisfaction of the President 
of the United States, who shall ascertain and declare the 
fact by proclamation, that corresponding privileges have 
been and are being granted by the Government of the 
Dominion of Canada in lespect of goods, wares and mer- 
chandise passing tlirough the territory of the Dominion of 
Canada to any point in the District of Alaska from any 
point ill said District. 

306 Crimes and penalties 

If any person shall willfully cast away, burn, sink, or 
otheiwise destroy any ship, steamboat, or other vessel, 
with intent to injure or defraud any owner of such ship, 
steamboat, or other vessel, or with intent to injure or 
defraud the owner of any property laden on board the 
same, such person, upon conviction thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the penitentiary not less than 
three or moie than ten years. 

If any person shall lade, equip, or fit out, or assist in 
lading, equipping, or fitting out, any ship, steamboat, or 
other vessel, with the intent that the same shall be willf ull^^ 
castaway, burnt, sunk, or otherwise destroyed, to injure or 
defraud any owner or insurer of said ship, steamboat, or 
other vessel, or of any property laden onboard the same, 
such pci son, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the penitentiary not less than one nor 
moi^e than five years. 

If the owner of any ship, steamboat, or other vessel, or 
of any property laden or pretended to be laden on board 
the same, or if any other person concerned or assisting in 
the fitting out or lading of any such ship, steamboat, or 
other vessel, shall make out or exhibit or cause to be made 
out or exhiliited any false or fraudulent invoice, bill of 
lading, bill of parcels, or other false estimate of anv 
property laden or pretended to be laden on board of such 
ship, steamboat, or other vessel, with intent to injure or 
defraud any insurer of such ship, steamboat, or other vessel 
or property, or any part thereof, such person, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary not less than six months nor more than three 
years. 
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The collectox’ and deputy collectors appointed for Alaska 
Territory, and any person authorized in writing by either 
of them, or by tlie Secretar}^ of the Treasury, shall have 
power to arrest peisons and seize vessels and merchandise 
liable to fines, penalties, oi forfeitures under this and the 
other laws extended over the Territory, and to keep and 
deliver the same to the marshal. [Sec. 10 of the Act of 
Feb, 14, 1908, bestows this power in certain cases on the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor.] 
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307 Act of December 29, 1897 

No citizen of the United States, nor person owint^ duty 
of obedience to the law>s or the treaties of the United 
States, nor any person belonging to or on board of a ves- 
sel of the United States, shall kill, capture, or hunt, at any 
time or in any manner whatcvei, any fur seal in the waters 
of the Pacific Ocean north of the tbirt^^-fifth degree of 
north latitude and including Bering Sea and the sea of 
Oldiotsk. 

No citizen of the United States, nor person above de- 
sci ibed in section one, shall equip, use, or employ, or furnish 
aid in equipping, using, or employing, or fiirnish supplies 
to any vessel used or einployeu, or to be used or employed 
m carrying on or taking part in said killing, captuiing, or 
hunting of fur seals in said waters, nor shall vessel of 
the United States be so used or employed 

Every person guilty of a violation of the provisions of 
this Act, or of any regulations made thereunder, shall, for 
each offense, be fined not less than two hundred dollars or 
moie than two thousand dollars, or imprisoned not more 
than six months, or both; and eveiy vessel, its tackle, 
apparel, furniture, and cargo, at any time used or employed 
in violation of this Act, or of the regulatioirs made there- 
under, shall be forfeited to the United States. 

If any vessel of the United States shall bo found within 
the waters to which this Act applies, having on board fur- 
seal skins or bodies of seals, or apparatus or implements 
suitable foi killing or taking seals, it shall bo presumed 
that such 1 essol was used or emjiloycd in the killing of 
said seals, or that said apparatus or iniplemcnts were used 
in violation of this Act until the contrary is proved to the 
satisfaction of the court. 

Any violation of this Act or of the regulations there- 
under may bo prosecuted either m the district court of 
Alaska or in any district court of the United States in Cal- 
ifoniia, Oregon, or Washioglon. 

This Act shall not interfere with the privileges accorded 
to Indians dwelling on the coabt of the United States under 
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hcetion Hix of the A(^t of April sixth, ei^iiteeii hundred nud 
ninety-four, but the liiiiitatious preseribed in Miid Act shall 
lemain in full foice. 

This Act shall not affect in any way the killing or talang 
of fill seals upon the Piibilof Islands, or tho laws of the 
United States relating thereto. 

Any ofticei of the Naval or Rovenue-Cutter Service of ^ 
tho United States, and any othei officers duly de>signated 
)jy the President, may search any vessel of the United 
States in port or on the high seas susix^ted of haying 
violated or of having an intention to violate the provisions 
of this act, and may seize such vessel and the offending 
officers and crew and bring them into tho most acoessilile 
port of tho States and Territory mentioned in section five 
of this Act for trial. 

The importation into the United States any peison ^ 
whatsoeviU' of fur-seal skins taken in tho waters mentioned 
in this Act, whothei rinv, dressed, dyed, or manufactuied, 
is heri'hy prohibited, and all such articles iinpoited after 
this Act slmll take effect shall not be permitted to be 
('xported, ])ut shall ))e seized and destroyed b}^ the proper 
ofliccLs of the United Sbites. 

The President shall have powei to make all necessary 
regulations to carry this Act into effect. 

308 Act of February 21, 1893, 

Whenever the Government of the United States shall iii.iSQS 
conclude an ofteotive international arrangement for tho 
protection of fur seals in the North Pacific Ocean, by agree- 
ment with any power, or as a result of the decision of the 
tribunal of arbitration under the convention concluded 
between the United States and Great Britain Fehinary 
twent3^-ninth, eighteen hundi'ed and ninety -two, and so long 
as such arrangement shall continue, the provisions of sec- 
tion nineteen nundied and fifty-six of the Revised Statutes, 
and all other provisions of the statutes of the United 
States, so far as the same may be aiiplicaldo, relative to the 
protection of fur seals and other fur-liearing animals within 
the limits of Alaska or in the \vaters thereof, shall be 
extended to and over all that portion of the Pacific Ocean 
included in such iiiternatioual arrangement. 

Whenever an effective international arrangement is con- 
cluded as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the President to 
declare that fact by proclamation, and to designate the 
poition of the Pacific Ocean to which it is applicable, and 
tliat this act has become operative; and likewise av hen such 
arrangement ceases, to declare that fact and that this act 
has become inopex’ative, and his proclamation with respect 
thereto shall bo conclusive, 

During tho extension as aforesaid of said laws for tho 
protection of fur seals and other fur-bearing animals all 
violations thereof in said designated portion of the Pacific 
Ocean shall be held to bo the same as if committed within 
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the limits of Alaska or in the waters thereof, but they 
m&j be prosecuted either in the district court of Alaslca 
or in any district court of the United States in California, 
Oregon, or Washington. 

309. ActofApnf6, 1894 

Whereas the following articles of the award of the 
Tribunal of Ai’bitration constituted under the treaty con- 
cluded at Washington the twenty-ninth of February, eight- 
een hundred and ninety- two, between the United States 
of America and Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland were dehvered to 
the agents of the re^jiectiye governments on the fifteenth 
day of August, eighteen hundred and ninety-three: 

Akticle 1. 

The governments of the United States and Great Britain 
shall forbid then citizens and subjects respectively to kill, 
capture, or pursue at any time, and in any manner what- 
ever, the animals commonly called fur seals, within a zone 
of sixty miles around the Pribilov Islands, inclusive of the 
territorial waters. 

The miles mentioned in the preceding paragraph are 
geographical miles, of sixty to a degree of latitude. 

Artiole 2. 

The two governments shall forbid theii’ citizens and sub- 
jects respectively to kill, capture or pursue, in any manner 
whatever, during the seovson extending, each year, from the 
first of May to me thirty-first of J uly, both inclusive, the 
fur seals on the high sea, in the paH of the Pacific Ocean, 
inclusive of the Beiing Sea, which is situated to the north 
of the thirty-fifth degree of north latitude, and eastward 
of the one hundred and eightieth degree of longitude from 
Greenwich till it strikes the water boundary descrilied in 
article one of the treaty of eighteen hundred and sixty- 
seven bety^^een the United States and Russia, and following 
that line up to Borings Straits. 

Article 3. 

Dui'ing the period of time and in the watei's in which the 
fur-seal fishing is allowed, only sailing vessels shall be per- 
mitted to carry on or take part in fur-seal fishingoperations. 
They will however be at liberty to avail themselves of the 
use of such canoes or undecked boats, propelled by paddles, 
oars, or sails, as aie in common use as fishing boats. 

Article 4. 

Each sailing vessel authorized to fish for fur seals mus*' 
be provided with a special license issued for that purpose 
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by its Government, and shall be recjuired to carry a dis- 
tinguishing flag to be prescribed by its Government 

Akticle 5 

The masters of the vessels engaged in fur-seal fishing 
shall enter accurately iu their official log book the date and 
place of each fur-seal fishing operation, and also the number 
and sex of the seals captured upon each day. These entries 
shall bo communicated by each of the two governments to 
the other at the end of each fishing season. 

Article fl. 

The use of nets, firearms and explosives shall be for- 
bidden in the fur-seal fishing. This restriction shall not 
ap})ly to shotguns when such fishing takes place outside 
of Behring sea, during tho season when it may be lawfully 
earned on. 

Article 7. 

The two governments shall take ineasuies to control the 
fitness of the men authorized to engage in fur-seal fishing; 
these men shall have been proved fit to handle with suffi- 
(dent skill the weax^ons by means of which this fishing may 
be rallied on. 

Article S. 

The regulations contained in the preceding articles shall 
not apply to Indians dwelling on the coast of the territory 
of the United States or of Gi'eat Brihun, and carrying on 
fur-seal fivshing in canoes or undecked boats not trans- 
Xiorted by or used in connection with other vessels and pro- 
X^elled wholly by jpaddles, oais or sails and manned by not 
more than five pei'sons each in tho way hitheito practiced 
by the Indians, provided such Indians are not in the 
employment of other persons and provided that, when so 
hunting in canoes or undecked boats, they shall not hunt 
fur vseals outside of territorial wateis under contract for 
the delivery of the skins to any person. 

This exemxition shall not be construed to affect the 
municipal law of eithei country, nor shall it extend to the 
waters of Behring Sea or the waters of the Aleutian 
Passes. 

Nothing herein contained is intended to interfere with 
the employment of Indians as hunters or otherwise in con- 
nection with fur sealing vessels as heretofore. 

Article 9. 

The concurrent regulations hereby determined with a 
view to the protection and pi'eservation of the fur seals, 
shall remain in force until they have been, m whole or in 
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part, abolished or modified by common agreement between 
the governments of the United Statens and of Great Britain. 

The said concurrent regulations shall be submitted every 
five years to a now examination, so as to enable both inter- 
estea governments to consider whether, in the light of past 
experience, there is occasion for any modification thereof. 

therefore^ l)e it enriGted hy the Senate and lltnise of 
Representatives of tlie United States of America hi Oongrehs 
assefiMed^ That no citizen of the United States, or peison 
owing the duty of obedience to tbe laws or the treaties of 
the United States, nor any person belonging to or onboard 
of a vessel of the United States, shall kill, capture, or 
pursue, at any time, or in any manner whatever, outside of 
teriitorial waters, any fur seal in the waters surrounding 
the Pribilov Islands within a zone of sixty geographical 
miles (sixty to a degree of latitude) around said islands, 
inclusive of the lerntorial waters. 

No citizen of the United States, or person above de- 
scribed in section one of this act, nor any person belong- 
ing to or on board of a vessel of the United States, shall 
kill, capture, or pursue, in any manner whatever, during 
the season extending from the first day of May to the 
thirty-first day of July, both inclusive, in each 3^ear, any 
fur seal on the high seas outside of the zone mentioned in 
section one, and in that part of the Pacific Ocean, including 
Behring Sea, which is situated to the north of the thirty- 
fifth degree of north latitude and to the east of the one 
hundi’ca and eightieth degree of longitude from Greenwich 
till it strikes the watci boundary described m article one of 
the treat}^ of eighteen bundled and sixty -seven, between 
the United States and Russia, and followmg that line up 
to Behring Straits. 

No citizen of the United States or person above described, 
in the first section of this Act, shall, during the period and 
ill the waters in which by section two of this Act the kill- 
ing of fur seals is not piohibited, use or employ any ves- 
sel, nor shall any vessel of the United States be used or 
employed, in carrying on or taking part in fur-seal fishing 
operations, other than a sailing vessel propelled by sails 
exclusively, and such canoes or undecked boats, propelled 
by xmddles, oars, or sails as may belong to, and be used in 
connection with, such sailing vessels; nor shall any sailing 
vessel carry on or take part in such operations without a 
special license obtained from the Government for that pur- 
pose, and without carrying a distinctive flag prescribed by 
the Government for the same purpose. 

Every master of a vessel licensed under this act to en- 
gage in fur-seal fishing operations shall accurately enter 
in his official log book the date and place of every such 
operation, and mso the number and sex of the seals cap- 
tured each day; and on coming into port, and before land- 
ing cargo, the master shall verify, on oath, such official log 
book as containing a full and true statement of the number 
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and character of his fur-seal fishing operations, inclndmg 
the number and sex of seals caj^tured; and foi any false 
statement willfully made by a poison so licensed by the 
United States in this behalf ho shall be subject to the pen- 
alties of per] 111 y; and any seal skins found in excess ol the 
statement in the official log book shall be forfeited to the 
United States. 

No person or vessel engaging in fur-seal fishing opera- 
tions under this Act shall use or employ in any such 
operations, any net, firearm, airgun, or explosive: Provided 
That this prohibition shall not apply to the use of 
shotguns in such operations outside of Behring Sea during 
the season when the killing of fur seals is not there pro- 
hibited by this Act. 

The foregoing sections of this act shall not appl}^ to 
Indians dwelling on the coast of the United States, and 
taking fur seals in canoes oi undecked boats propelled 
wholly by paddles, oars, or sails, and not transported by or 
used in connection with other vessels, or manned by more 
than five persons, in the manner heretofoie practiceef the 
said Indians* Provided, howt That the exception made 
in this section shall not apply to Indians in the employ- 
ment of other persons, or who shall kill, capture, or pur- 
sue fur seals outside of territorial waters under contract to 
deliver the skins to other persons, nor to the waters of 
Behring Sea or of the passes between the Aleutian Islands. 

The President shall have power to make regulations 
respecting the special license and the distinctive nag men- 
tioned m this Act and regulations otherwise suitable to 
secure the due execution of the pro^dsions of this act, and 
from time to time to add to, modify, amend, or revoke 
such regulations, as in his judgment may seem expedient. 

Exc‘ept in the case of a master making a false statement 
under oath in violation of the provisions of the fourth 
section of this Act, every person guilty of a violation of the 
provisions of this Act, or of the regulations made there- 
under, shall for each offemse be fined not less than two 
liundi’ccl dollars, or imprisoned not more than six months, 
or both; and all vessels, their tackle, apparel, furniture, 
and cargo, at anv time used or employed in violation of 
this Act, or of the regulations made thereunder, shall be 
forfeited to the United States. 

Any violation of this Act, or of the regulations made 
thereunder, may bo prosecuted either in the district couit 
of Alaska or in any clistiict court of the United States in 
California, Oregon, or Washington. 

If any unlicensed vessel of the United States shall be 
found within the waters to which this Act applies, and 
at a time when the killing of fur seals is by this Act there 
prohibited, having on boaid seal skins or bodies of seals, 
or appamtus, or implements suitable for killing or taking 
seals; or if any licensed vessel shall be found in the waters 
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to which this Act applies, having on board apparatus or 
implements suitable for taking seals, but forbidden then 
and there to be used, it shall be presumed that the vessel 
in the one case and the apparatus or implements in the 
other was or were used in violation of this Act until it is ** 
otherwise sufficiently proved. 

It shall be the duty of the President to cause a suffi- 
cient naval force to cruise in the waters to which this Act 
is applicable to enforce its provisions, and it shall be the 
duty of the commanding officer of any vessel belonging to 
the naval or revenue service of the United States, when so 
instructed by the President, to seize and arrest all vessels 
of the United States found by him to be engaged, used, or 
employed in the waters last aforesaid in violation of any 
of the prohibitions of this Act, or of any regulations made 
thereunder, and to take the same, with all persons on board 
thereof, to the most convenient port in any district of the 
United States mentioned in this Act, there to be dealt with 
according to law. 

Any vessel or citizen of the United States, or person 
described in the first section of this Act, offending against 
the prohibitions of this Act or the regulations thereunder, 
may be seized and detained by the na^^al or other duly 
commissioned officers of Her Majesty the Queen of Great 
Britain, but when so seized and detained they shall be 
delivered as soon as practicable, with aii}^ witnesses and 
proofs on board, to any naval or revenue officer or other 
authorities of the United States, whose courts alone shall 
have jurisdiction to try the offense and impose the pen- 
alties for the same: Provided^ however^ That British offloers 
shall arrest and detain vessels and persons as in this sec- 
tion specified only after, by appropriate legislation, Great 
Biitain shall have authorized officei’s of the United States 
duly commissioned and instructed b}^ the President to that 
end to arrest, detain, and deliver to the authorities of Gieat 
Britain vessels and subjects of that Government offending 
against any statutes or regulations of Great Britain enacted 
or made to enforce the award of the treaty mentioned m 
the title of this Act. 

310. Promms of Revtsed Statutes, 

No person shall kill any otter, mink, marten, sable, or 
fur-seal, or other fur-heaVing animal within the limits of 
Alaska Territory, or in the waters thexeof ; and eveiy per- 
son guilty thereof shall, for each offense, be fined not less 
than two hundred nor more than one thousand dollars, or 
imprisoned not more than six months, or both; and all 
vessels, their tackle, apparel, furniture and cargo, found 
eng^ed in violation of this section shall be forfeited; but 
the ^cretary of the Treasury shall have power to authorize 
the killing of any such mink, marten, sable, or other fur- 
bearing animal, except fur-seals, under such regulation as 
he may prescrine; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor to prevent the killing of any fur- 
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sealj and to provide for the execution of the provisions of 
this section until it is otherwise piovided by law, nor shall 
he grant special privileges under this section. 

Section nineteen hundred and fifty-six of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States is horel\v declared to inclixdo 
and apply to all the dominion of the United States in the 
waters of Behring Sea, and it shall be the duty of the 
President, at a timely season in each year, to issue his 
proclamation and cause the same to be published foi one 
month in at least one newspaper if any such there lie pub- 
lished at each United States port of entry on the Pacific 
coast, warning all persons against entering said waters 
for the purpose of violating the provisions of said section; 
and he shall also cause one or more vessels of the United 
States to diligently cruise said waters and arises t all per- 
sons, and seize all vessels found to lie, or to have been, 
engaged in any violation of the laws of the United States 
therein. 

It shall be unlawful to kill any fur-seal upon the islands 
of Baiiit Paul and Saint (leoigc, oi m the waters adjacent 
thereto, except dining the months of June, July, Septem- 
ber and October in each year and it shall be unlawful 
to kill such seals at any tuntj by the use of lire-arins, or b}^ 
other means tending to drive the seals away from those 
islands; but the natives of the islands shall have the priv- 
ilege of killing such young seals as may be necessary for 
their own food and clothing during other months, and also 
such old seals as may be required for their own clothing, 
and for the manufacture of boats for their own use; and 
the killing in such cases shall bo limited and controlled by 
such regulations as may he prescribed b}" the Sccretaiy of 
Commerce and Labor 

It shall be unlawful to kill any femal(‘ seal, or any seal 
U\ss than one year old, at any season of the 3"ear, except as 
above provided; and it shall also bo unlawful to kill 
seal in the waters adjacent to the islands of Saint Paul 
and Saint George, or on the beaches, cliffs, or rocks where 
they haul up from the sea to remain; and every person who 
\ioiates the provisions of this or the preceding section 
shall be punished for eat‘h offense by a fine of not less than 
two hundred dollais nor moie than one thousand dollars, 
or l)y imprisonment not more than six months, or by liotb 
such fine and imprisonment; and all vessels, their tackle, 
apparel, and furnitme, whoso crevs aie found engaged in 
the violation of either this or the preceding section, shall 
bo forfeited to the United States. 

When the lease heretofore made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to ‘‘The Alaska Commercial Company,” of the 
right to engage m taking fur-seals on the islancls of Saint 
Paul and Saint George, pursuant to the act of July one, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy, chapter one hun- 
dred and eighty-nine, [R. S. 1957, 1960-1971, 6293] or when 
any future similar lease expires, cr is surrendered, forfeited, 
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or terminated, the Secretary of Dominerceand Labor shall 
lease to jiropci and lesponsible xiaities, for the best ad- 
vantage of the United States, having due regard to the 
interests of the Government, the native inhabitants, tlieir 
comfoit, maintenance, and education, as well as to the in- 
terests of the parties heretofore engaged in tiade and the 
protection of the fisheiies, the right of taking fur-seals on 
the islands herein named, and ox sending a vessel or ves- 
sels to the islands for the skins of such seals, for the term 
of twenty years, at an annual rental of not less than fifty 
thousand dollars, to lie reserved in such lease and secured 
by a deposit of United States lionds to that amount; and 
every such lease shall be duly executed in duplicate, and 
shall not be transferable 

The Secretary of Coimnerco and Labor shall take from 
the lessees of such islands in all cases a bond, with secur- 
ities, in a sum not less than live hundred thousand dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful olisorvanco of all the laws and 
lequirements of Congress, and the i^egulations of the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor, touching the biking of 
fur-seals and the disposing of the same, and for the pay- 
ment of all taxes and dues accruing to the United States 
connected thei ewith. 

No persons other than American citizens shall lie pei- 
mitted, by lease or otherwise, to occupy the islands of Saint 
Paul and Saint George, or either of them, for the purpose 
of taking the skins of fur-seals therefrom, nor shall any 
foreign vessels be engaged in taking such skins, and the 
Secretary of Comniei co and Laboi shall vacate and declare 
any lease forfeited if the same be held or operated for the 
use, benefit, or advantage, directly or induectly, of any 
persons other than American citizens 

Every lease shall contain a covenant on the part of the 
lessee tliat he ^vill not keep, sell, furnish, give, or dispose 
of any distilled spirits or spirituous hquois on cither of 
those islands to any of the natives theu'eof, such person 
not being a physician and furnishing the same for use as 
medicine; and every revenue officer, ofiicially acting as 
such, on either of the islands, shall seize and destroy any 
distilled or spirituous liquors found thereon; but such offi- 
cer shall make detailed i^eports of his doings in that matter 
to the collector of the port. 

Every pel son who kills any fur-seal on eitlicr of those 
islands, or in the waters adjacent thereto, without author- 
ity of the lessees thereof, and evciy person who molests, 
disturbs, or interferes with the lessees, or either of them, 
or their agents or employes, in the lawful prosecution of 
their liusiness, under the provisions of this chapter, shall 
for each offense be punished as prescribed in section nine- 
teen hundred and sixty -one; and all vessels, their tackle, 
apparel, appurtenances, and cargo, whose crews arefopna 
engaged in any violation of the iirovisions of sections nine-

teen hundred and sLxty-five to nineteen hundi’ed and sixty- 
eight, incluHive, shall he forfeited to the Ihiited States 

If any person or coinpaiiy, iindei an}" lease herein au- 
thorized, knowingly kills, or permits to be killed, my 
number of seals exceeding the number for each island in 
this chapter prescribed, such person or company shall, in 
addition to the penalties and forfeitiiies herein pi'ovided, 
forfeit the whole number of the skins of seals killed in 
that year, or, in case the same have been disp)osod of, then 
such person or company shall forfeit the a alue of the same. 

In addition to the annual rental rG(piiied to ])e reserved 
in every lease, as provid(‘d in se(dion nineteen hundred and 
sixty-three, a revenue ta\ or duty of two dollars is laid 
upon each fur-seal skin taken and shipped from the islands 
of Saint Paul and Saint George, during the continuance 
of any lease, to bo paid into the Treasury of the United 
States; and the Secretary of Commeice and I^abor is’ em- 
powered to make all needful regulations for the collection 
and pa3"ment of the same, and to secure the comfort, main- 
tenance, education, and protection of the natives of those 
islands, and also to carry into full effect all the proAusions 
of this chapter except as otherwise pi'csciilied. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may terminate 
any lease given to any person, company, or corporation on 
full and satisfactory proof of the violation of any of the 
provisions of this chaptei or the regulations established 
by him. 

The lessees shall furnish to the several masters of vessels 
employed by them certified copies of the lease held by them 
respectively, which shall })e presented to the go^^ernment 
revenue-officer for the time l)eing who ma}" be in charge 
at the islands as the authority of the party foi landing and 
taking skins. 
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311. Report to Congress 

The governor [of Alaska] shall from time to lime inquire June 0.1900 
into the operations of any poison, company, association, or 
corporation authorized l>'y the United States, by contract or 
otherwise, to kill »seal or other fui -bearing annuals in the 
distiict, and any and all violations by such person, com- 
pany, association, or corporation of the agreement with the 
United States under which the operations are lieing con- 
ducted, aud shall annually report to Congress the result of 
such inquiries.

to be unlawful, and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
IS hereby authorized and directed to remove such obstruc- 
tions and to establish and enforce such regulations and 
surveillance as may be necessary to insure that this prohi- 
bition and all other piovisions of law relating to the sal- 
mon fisheries of Alaska are strictly complied with. 

It shall be unlawful to fish, catch, or kill any salmon of 
any A^ariety except with rod or spear above the tide watexs 
of any cieeks or livers of less than five hundred feet width 
in the Territory of Alaska, except only for purposes of 
propagation, or to lay or set any drift net, set net, trap, 
pound not, or seine for any purpose across the tide waters 
of any rivei or stream for a distance of more than one- 
third of the width of such river, stream, or channel, or lay 
or set any seine or net within one hundred yards of any 
other net or seine which is being laid or set in said stream 
or Channel, or to take, kill, or fish for salmon in any man- 
ner or by any means in any of the waters of the Territory 
of Alaska, either in the stx'cains or tide waters, except 
Cook Inlet, Prince W illiam Sound, Beidng Sea, and tne 
waters tributary thereto, from midnight on Friday of each 
week until six o’clock antemeridian of the Sunday follow- 
ing; or to fish foi or catch or kill in any manner or on 
any appliance except by lod oi spear any salmon in any 
stream of less than one hundred yards in Avidth in the »said 
Territory of Alaska betAVeen the houis of six o’clock in 
the eA^ening and six o’clock in the morning of the following 
day of each and every day of the Aveek. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Laboi may, at his dis- 
cretion, set aside any streams as spawning grounds, in 
which no fishing will he permitted; and when, in his judg- 
ment, the results of fishing operations on any stream indi- 
cate that the number of salmon taken is larger than the 
capacity of the stream to produce, he is authorized to 
establish Aveckty close seasons, to limit the duration of the 
fishing season, or to prohibit fishing entirely for one year 
or more, so as to permit salmon to increase. 

That such poAVer shall be exercised only after 
all persons interested shall have been given a healing, of 
Avhich hearing due notice must be given by publication: 
And provided furtluo\ That it shall have been ascertained 
that the persons engaged in catching salmon do not main- 
tain fish hatcheries or sufficient magnitude to keep such 
streams fully stocked, 

To enforce the provisions of law heroin and such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may 
establish in pursuance thereof, he is authorized and 
directed to appoint one inspector of fisheries, at a salary 
of one thousand eight hundred dollars per annum, and 
two assistant inspectors, at a salary of one thousand six 
hundred dollars each per annum; that he will annually 
submit to Congress estimates to cover the salaries and 
actual traveling exj^enses of the officers hereby authorized 
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and for such other expenditures as may be necessaiy to 
carry out the provisions of the law herein. 

Any person violating the provisions of sections one 3 , 1899 
hundred and seventy-nine, one hundred and eighty, and 
one hundred and eighty-one of this act or the regulations 
established in pursuance of section one hundred and 
eighty -two of this act shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
punished b}" a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars or

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313. Consular bil! of health 

Fei5 Hi, im It shall be unlawful for an}^ merchant ship or other ves- 
sel from any foreign port or place to enter any port of the 
United States except in accordance with the provisions of 
this act and with such rules and regulations of State and 
municipal health authorities as may be made in pursuance 
of, or consistent with, this act, and any such vessel which 
shall enter, or attempt to enter, a port of the United States 
in violation thereof shall forfeit to the United States a 
sum, to be awarded in the discretion of the court, not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, which shall be a lien upon 
said vessel, to he recoveied Iw proceedings in the pioper 
district court of the United States In all such proceed- 
ings the United States district attorney for such distiict 
shall appear on behalf of the United States, and all such 
proceedings shall be conducted in accordance with the 
rules and laws governing cases of seizure of vessels for 
violation of the revenue laws of the United States. 

Sec 2 Any vessel at any foreign port clearing for any poit or 

place in the United States shall he required to obtiimfrom 
the consul, vice-consul, or other consular oflicer of the 
United States at the port of departure, or from the medical 
officer where such oflicer has been detailed by the Presi- 
dent for that purpose, a bill of health, in duplicate, in the 
form prescribed by the Secretary of tne Treasury, setting 
forth the sanitar}^ history and condition of said vessel, and 
that it has in all respects complied with the i ules and reg- 
ulations in such cases prescribed for securing the best san- 
itary condition of the said ve>sseL its cargo, passengers, 
and crew; and said consular or medical officer is required, 
before granting such duplicate bill of health, to be satisfied 
that the matters and things therein stated are true; and for 
his services in that behalf he shall he entitled to demand 
and receive such fees as shall by lawful regulation be 
allowed, to be accounted for as is required in other cases 
The President, in his discretion, is authorized to detail 
any medical officer of the Govern^)aent to serve in the office 
of the consul at any foreign poi't for the purpose of f urnish- 
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iiiff information and making the inspection and giving the 
bills of hcaltli hereinbefore mentioned. Any vessel clear- 
ing and sailing from any such jiort without such bill of 
health, and enteiing any port of the United States, shall 
forfeit to the Unit(‘d States not more than hvc thousand 
dollars, the amount to be detei mined b}^ the court, which 
shall be a lieu on the same, to he recovered by proceedings 
in the proper district court of the United States. In all 
such proceedings the United States district attorney foi 
such district sliall appear on behalf of the United States; 
and all such pvoceeamgs shall be conducted in accordance 
with the rules and laws governing cases of seizure of ves- 
sels for violation of the re\’'enue laws of the United States 
The provisions of this sc(‘tion shall not apply to vessels 
plying between foreign poi ts on or near the frontiers of the 
United States and ports of the United States adjacent 
thereto; l>ut the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized, when, in his discretion, it is exjDcdicnt for the 
preservation of the public health, to establish regulations 
governing such vessels. 

Any vessel sailings from aiy foreign port Avithout the 
bill of health requned by section two of this Act, and 
arriving Avithiri the limits of any collection distiict of the 
United States, and not enteiing or attempting to enter 
any port of the United States, shall be subject to such 
quarantine measures as shall be pi escidbed by regulations 
of the Seciehiiy of the Treasury, and the cost of such 
measures shall he a hen on said vessel, to be recovered by 
proceedings in the proper district couit of the United 
States ana in the mannei set forth above as regards vessels 
from foreign ports without bills of health and entering 
any port of the United States 

314. Quarantine regulations 

The Surgeon-General of the Public-Health and Marine- 
Hospital Service shall, immediately after this act lakes 
effect, examine the cmarantine regulations of all State and 
municipal boards of liealth, and miall, under the direction 
of the Se(‘rctaiy of the 'I’reasury, co(iperate AVith and aid 
State and municipal lioards of health m the execution and 
enforcement of the lules and legulations of such boards 
and in the execution and enforcement of the rules and 
regulations made by the Sccretaiy of the Treasuiy to pre- 
vent the introduction of contagious or infectious diseases 
into the United States from foreign countries, and into one 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia f i om another 
State or Territory or the District of Goliunbia; and all 
rules and regulations made by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall operate uniformly and in no manner discriminate 
against any poiT or place; and at such ports and places 
within the United States as have no quarantine regulations 
under State or municipal authority, where such regulations 
are, in the opinion of the Secretary of the Treasury, neces- 
sary to prevent the introduction of contagious or infectious

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diseaseb into the United States from foreign coantiies, or 
into one State oi Territory or the Disti ict of Columbia from 
another State or Teriitoiy or the District of Columbia, and 
at such ports and places within the United States where 
quarantine legulations exist under the authority of the 
State or municipality which, in the opinion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, are not sufficient to pi event the intro- 
duction of >such diseases into the United States, or into 
one State or Teriitory or the District of Columbia from 
another State or Territory or the Disti ict of Columbia, the 
Secretaiy of the Treasmy shall, if in his judgment it is nec- 
essary and pioper, make such additional rules and regula 
tions as are necessaiy to prevent the introduction of such 
diseases into the United States from foreign countries, or 
into one Shite or Territory or the District ox Columbia from 
another State oi Territory or the District of Columbia, 
and when said rules and regulations have been made they 
shall be pi omulgated by the Secretary of the Treasury and 
enforced by the sanitary authorities of the States and 
municipalities, where the State or municipal health author- 
ities will undertake to execute and enfoice them; but if 
the State or municipal authorities shall fail or refuse to 
enforce said rules and regulations tlie President shall exe- 
cute and enforce the same and adopt such ineasuies as in 
his judgment shall be necessary to prevent the introduc- 
tion or spread of such diseases, and may detail or appoint 
officers for that purpose. The Secretary of the Tieasury 
shall make such rules and regulations as are necessary to 
be observed liy vessels at the jiort of departure and on the 
voyage, wheie such vessels sail fioin any foreign port or 
place to any port or place in the United States, to secure 
the best sanitary condition of such vessel, her oaigo, pas- 
sengers, and crew, which shall be published and communi- 
cated to and enforced by the consular officers of the United 
States. None of the penalties herein imposed slmll attach 
to any vessel or owner or officer thereof until a copy of 
this act, with the rules and legulations made in piiisuance

Fob i6,is9^ The Secretary of the Treasury shall from time to time 
issue to the consular officers of the United States and to

sels, their cargoes, passengers, and crew, before their

of every «Rch vessel shall prodiu'o and deliver to the col- 
lector of customs at said port of entrv, together with the 
other pa])ers of the vessel, the said liills of health required 
to be obtained at the port of departure and the certificate 
herein required to be obtained from the health officer at 
the port of entry; and that the bUls of health herein pi^e- 
scribed shall lie considcired as part of the shipV pajicrs, and 
when duly certified to bv the proper consular officer oi 
other officer of the United States, over his official sigua- 
, ture and seal, shall be accepted as evidence of the state- 
ments therein contained in any court of the United States.

The Surgeon-General, with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, is authorized to designate and mark 
the boundaries of the quarantine grounds and quarantine 
anchorages for vessels which are reser\^ed for use at each 
United States quarantine station; and any vessel or officer 
of any vessel or other person, other than State or munici-

317 Suspension of commerce 

Whenever it shall be shown to the satisfaction of the 
President that liy reason of the existence of cholera or other 
infectious or contagious diseases in a foreign countrv there 
is soiious danger of the introduction of the same into the 
United State>s, and that notwithstanding the quaiantine 
defense this danger is so increased hy the introduction of 
persons or pioperty from such country that a suspension 
of the right to introduce the same is demanded in the intei - 
estof the public health, the President shall have power to 
prohibit, in whole or in pait, the intioduction of persons 
and property from such countries or places as ne shall 
designate and foi such period of time as he may deem 
necessary. 

Whenever it shall be made to amiear to the satisfaction 
of the President that cholera, yellow fever, small-pox or 
plague exists in an}" State or Territory, or in the Distinct of 
Columbia, and that there is danger of the .spread of such 
disease into other States, Territories, or the District of 
Columbia, he is hereby authorized to cause the Secretary 
of the Tieasury to promulgate such rule.s and regulations 
as in his judgment may ho necessary to prevent the spread 
of such disease from one State or Territory into another, 
or from any State or Territory into the District of Colum- 
bia, or from the District of Columbia into any State or 
Territory, and to employ such inspectors and other persons 
as may be necessary to execute such regulations to prevent 
the spread of such disease The said rules and regulations 
shall be prepared by the Surgeon-General of the Pulilic 
Health and Maiine Hospital Service under the direction of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and any person who shall 
willfully violate any rule or legulatiou so made and pro- 
mulgated shall he deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon con\dction shall he punished hy a fine of not more 
than five hundred dollars, or imprisonment for not more 
than two years, or both, in the msoretion of the court.

Any officer, or j^erson acting’ as an officer, or a^ent of the 
UniU‘cl States at any (|uarautmc station, oi otnei person 
employed to aid lu preventing the spicad of such disease, 
who shall willfully \ lolatc any of the (marautine laws of 
the United States, or any of the rules and regulations inado 
and piomulgated l)y the Secretaiy of the Ticasury as pro-

Whenever any poison shall trespass upon the grounds

pay a line of not more than three hundred dollars, or be 
sentenced to imprisonment for a peiiod of not more than 
thirty days, or shall he punished by both fine and impris- 
onment, at the discretion of the court. And it shall ho the 
duty of the United States attorney in the district where 
the misdemeanoi shall Lave been committed to take imme- 
diate cognizance of the offense, upon repoit made to him 
bv any medical officer of the Public Health and Marine- 
Hospibil Service, or b3^ any officer of the customs service, 
or by any State officer acting under authoiity of section 
five of said act, 

319. State health laws 

The quarantiiu‘s and other restraints estaliiished liy the 
health-laws of an^^ State, respecting any vessels arriving 
ill, or bound to, any ijort or distiict thereof, shall be duly 
observed by the officers of the customs revenue of the 
United ytates, by the masters and ciews of the several 
revenue-cutters, and by the military officers commanding 
in any fort or station upon the sea-coast; and all such offi- 
cers of the United States shall faithfully aid in the exe- 
cution of such quarantines and health^lawa, according to 
their respective powers and within their lespective pre- 
cincts, and as they shall be directed, from time to time, by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. But nothing in this Title 
[R. S., 4792-4SU0] bhall enable any State to collect a duty 
of tonnage or impost without the consent of Congress.

320. Removal of cargo. 

Whenever, by the health-laws of any State, or by the 
regulations made pursuant thereto, any vessel arriving 
within a collection-district of such State is prohibited from 
coming to the port of entry or deliveiy by law established 
for such district, and such health-laws require or permit 
the cargo of the vessel to be unladen at some other place 
within or near to such district, the collector, after due 
rcj^ort to him of the whole of such cargo, may grant his 
warrant or xiemiit for the unlading and discharge thereof, 
under the caie of the surveyor, or of one or more inspect- 
ors, at some other place where such health-laws permit, 
and upon the conditions and restrictions which shall be 
directed by the Secietary of the Treasury, or which such 
collector may, for the time, deem expedient for the security 
of the public revenue. 

There shall be puroliased or erected, under the orders of 
the President, suitable warehouses, with wharves and inclo- 
sures, where merchandise may be unladen and deposited, 
from any vessel which shall bo subject to a quarantine, or 
other restraint, pursuant to the health-laAvs of any State, 
at such convenient jiiaces therein as the safety of the jpub- 
lic revenue and the observance of such healfcli-laws may 
require. 

Whenever the cargo of a i^ossel is unladen at some other 
Xilace than the port of entiy or delivery under the fore- 

f oing provisions, all the articles of such cargo shall be 
e^iosited, at the risk of the x^arties concerned therein, in 
such public or other warehouses or inclosures as the col- 
lector shall designate, theie to lomain under the joint cus- 
tody of such collector and of the owner, or master, or other 
peison having charge of such vessel, until the same are 
entirely unladen or discharged, and until the articles so 
deiiosited may he safely removed Avithout contravening 
such hcalih-laws And when such removal is allowed, the 
collector having charge of such articles may grant peimits 
to the lespective oivners or consignees, their factors or 
agents, to receive all merchandise which has been entered, 
and the duties accruing upon which have been paid, upon 
the payment by them of a reasonable i*ate of storage; 
whieJb shall be hxed by the Secretary of the Treasury for 
all public warehouses and inclosures. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authoidzed, whenever a 
conformity to such quarantines and health -laws requires it, 
and in respect to vessels subject thereto, to prolong the 
terms limited for the entry of the same, and the report or 
entry of their cargoes, and to vary or dispense with any 
other regulations applicable to such reports or entries. No 
part of the cargo of any vessel shall, however, in any case, 
be taken out or unladen therefrom, otherwise than is 
allowed by law, oi according to the regulations hereinafter 
established.

any person whose ticket or passage is paid for witli the 
money of another, or who is assisted by others to come, 
unles.s it is aflirmutively and satisfactoiily shown that such 
person does not belong to one of the foregoing oxelnded 
dasse.s, Imi this section shall not be hold fi) provoiit per- 
sons living ill the United States from sending for a rela- 
tive 01 friend who is not of the foregoing excluded classes: 

Ppovidtd^ That nothing in this Act shall exclude iieisons 
convicted of an offense puiely political, not involving 
moral turpitude: And promdett further^ That skilled 
labor may be imported, if labor of like kind uuemxiloyed 
can not be found m this country .

That the provisions of this law aiiplicable to contract laboi 
shall not be held to exclude professional actors, artists, 
lecturers, singers, ministers of any religious denomination, 
profesbois for colleges or seminaries, persons belonging 
to any recognized learned inpfessioii, or poisons employed 
btrictly as pei’sonal or domestic servants.

States except by ordinal y commercial letters, circulars,

B ortation company other than railway lines entering the 
rnited States from foreign contiguous territory, or the 
owner, master, agent, or consignee of any vessel to bring 
to the United States any alien afflicted with a loathsome or 
with a dangerous contagious disease; and if it shall appeal 
to the satisfaction of the Secretaiy of Commerce and Labor 
that any alien so brought to the United Stiites was afflicted 
with such a disease at the time of foreign embarkation, and 
that the existence of such disease might have been detected 
by means of a competent medical examination at such time, 
such person or transportation company or the master, 
agent, owner, or consignee of any such vessel shall pay to 
the collector of customs of the customs district in which 
the poit of ai rival is located the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars for each and eveiy violation of the provisions of this 
section, and no vessel shall ho granted clearance papers 
while any such lino imposed upon it remains unpaid, nor 
vshall such line be remitted. 

The decision of the board of special iuquiiy, hereinafter 
piovided for, based upon the certificate of the exammiiig 
medical officer, shall be final as to the rejection of aliens 
afflicted with a loathsome or with a dangeious contagious 
disease, oi with any mental or physical disabilit}^ Avhich 
would bring such aliens within any of the classes excluded 
from admission to the United States under section two of 
this Act. 

Upon the certificate of a medical officer of the Public 
Health and Marine-Hospital Service to the elfect that a 
rejected alien is helpless fiom sickness, physical disability, 
or infancy, if such alien is accompanied by another al*ie.n 
whose jirotection or guardianship is required by such le- 
jected alien, the mastei, agent, owner, or consignee of the 
vessel in which such alien and accompaiying alien arc 
brought shall be required to return said alien and uccom- 
paiydng alien in the same manner as vessels are required 
to return other rejected aliens. 

Whenever an alien shall have taken up^ his permanent 
residence in this country, and shall have filed his prelim i 
nary declaration to become a citizen, and thcreafLer shall 
send for Ms wife oi imnor children to join him, if said 
wife, ox either of said children, shall bo found to be affected 
with any contagious disordei, and if it is proved that said 
disorder was contracted on board the ship in which they 
came, and is so certified by the examining surgeon at the 
port of arrival, such wife oi children shall be held, under 
such regulations as the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
shall prescribe, until it shall be determined whether the 
disorder will lie easily cm able, or whether thej" can be 
permitted to land without danger to other persons*, and 
they shall not be deported until such facts have been 
ascertained.

328. Manifests of immigrants 

Upon the arrival of any alien bv water at any port within 
the United States it shall be the duty of the master or com- 
manding officer of the steamer, sailing or other vessel, 
having said alien on board to deliver to the immigration 
officers at the port of arrival lists or manifests made at the 
time and place of embarkation of such alien on board such 
steamer or vessel, which shall, in answer to questions at 
the top of said lists, state jus to oacli alien the full name, 
age, and sex, whether inaiiiod or single; the calling or 
occupation; whether aide to read or write; the nationality; 
the race; the last residence; the seaport for landing in the 
United States; the final destination, if any, beyond the 
port of landing; whether having a ticiket througn to such 
final destination; whethei the alien ha>s paid his own pas- 
sage, or whether it has been paid by any other person oi 
by any corporation, society, municipality, or government, 
and if so, by whom; whether in possession of fifty dollai’s, 
and if less, how much; whether going to join a relative or 
fidend, and if so, what relative or friend and his name and 
complete address; whether ever before in the United 
States, and if so, when and where; whether ever in prison 
or almshouse or an institution or hospital for the care and 
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tieatmeut of the insane or supported by chanty; whether 
a polygamist; whether an anaiohist, whether coming by 
leason of any otter, solicitation, proniivse or agreement, 
expressed or implied, to perform labor in the United 
States, and wliat is the alien’s condition of health mental 
and physical, and whether deformed or ciippled, and if 
so, for how long and from what cause 

All aliens arriving by water at the ports of the United 
States shall be listed in convenient groups, and no one list 
or manifest shall contain more than thirty names. To each 
alien or head of a family shall be given a ticket on which 
shall be wi’itten his name, a number or lettei designating 
the list in which his name, and so forth, is contained, and 
his number on said list, for convenience of identification 
on arrival. Each list or manifest shall be verified by the 
signature and the oath or affirmation ot the master or com- 
manding oflicer or the first or second fielow him in com- 
mand, taken before an inmiigiation officer at the port of 
arrival, to th(' effect that he has caused the Mirgoon of said 
vessel sailing therewith to make a jihysieal ancl oral exam- 
ination of each of said aliens, and tliai from the iM^pori of 
said surgeon and from his oAvn investigation he believes 
that no one of said aliens is an idiot, or inline person, or 
a pauiier, or is likely to liecome a pulilic charge, or is suf- 
feringfromaloathsome or a dangerous contagious disease, 
or is a person who has lieen convicted of a felony or othei 
crime or misdemeanor involving moral turpitude, oi a 
polygamist, or an anarchist, or undei piomise or agree- 
ment, express or implied, to peifoiin labor in the United 
States, or a prostitute, and that aEo, according to the best 
of his knowledge and belief, the lufoimation in said lists 
or manifests concerning* each of said aliens named therein 
is correct and true in eveiy respect 

The suigeon of said vessel sailing therewith shall also 
sign each of said lists or manifests and make oath or af- 
firmation in like manner before an immigration oiiicei at 
the port of arrival, stating his prof essional cxperienciwind 
quanfications as a jihysician and »surgcon, ancl that he has 
made a personal examination of each of the said aliens 
named therein, and that the said list or manifest, acaxit^ding 
to the bcist of his knowledge and belief, is full, correct, 
and true in all particulars relative to the mental and physi- 
cal condition of said aliens. If no suigeon sails witli any 
vessel bringing aliens the mental and physical examina- 
tions and the verifications of the lists or manifests shall be 
made by some competent surgeon employed by the owners 
of the said vessel. 

Ill the case of the f ailm c of the master or commanding offi- 
cer of any vessel to deliver to the said immigration officers 
lists or manifests of all aliens on board thereof as required 
in sections twelve, thirteen, and fourteen of this Act, he 
shall pay to the collector of customs at the port of arrival 
the sum of ten dollars foi each alien concerning whom the 
above mibrmatioii is not contained in any list as aforesaid. 
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339. inspection 

Upon the receipt hy the immigmtion officers at any 
port of arrival of the lists or manifests of aliens provided 
for in seeiiona twelve, thirteen, and fourteen of this Act 
it shall be the duty of said officers to go or send compe- 
tent assistants to the vessels to which said lists or mani- 
fests refei and there inspect all such aliens, or said immi- 
gration officers may order a temporary removal of such 
aliens for examination at a designated time and place, hut 
such tomporaiy I’emoval shall not be considered a landing, 
nor shall it relieve the transportation lines, masters, 
agents, owners, or consignees of the vessel upon which 
such aliens are brought to any port of the United States 
from any of the olnigations which, in case such aliens 
remain on board, would, under the provisions of this Act, 
bind the said transTOrtation lines, masters, agents, own- 
ers, or consignees ‘ That where a suibilde build- 

ing i.s used for the detention and examination of aliens the 
immigration officdals shall there tak(^ charge of .such alien.s, 
and the transportation companies, masters, agents, own- 
ers, and consignees of the vessels bringing .such aliens 
shall be relieved of the respousibilit}^ for tneir detention 
thereafter until the return of such aliens to theii care. 

The physical and mental examination of all arriving 
aliens .shall be made by medical officers of the Public 
Health and Marine-Ho.spital Service, who shall have had 
at least two years' experience in the practice of tlieir pro- 
fe.ssion since receiving the degree of doctor of medicine 
and who shall certify for the information of the immi- 
gration officers and the lioards of special inquiry herein- 
after provided for, any and all phy.sical and mental defects 
or di.seases observed bv .said medical officers in any such 
alien, or, should medical officers of the Public Health and 
Maiine-Hospital Service lie not available, civil .surgeons 
of not loss than four years' professional exiierience may 
be employed in such emergencies for the said s(U'vic*e^ 
upon such" terms as may be prescribed bj^ the Conimissioiier- 
General of Jmmigiation, under the direction or with the 
appro^"al of the k?e(!retary of Commerce and Xjahor. The 
United States Public Health and Maruie-Hoapital Service 
shall be reimbursed by the Immigration Service for all 
expenditures incurred in caiTying out the medical infec- 
tion of aliens under icgulation.s of the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor. 

330. Deportation 

All aliens brought into this country in violation of law 
shall, if practicable, be immediately sent back to the 
countries whence they respectively c^me on the vessels 
bringing them. The cost of their maintenance while on 
land, as well as the expense of the return of such aliens, 
shall be liorne by the owner or owners of the vessels on 
which they respectiyoh^ came; and if any master, person 
in chai'ge, agent, owner, or consignee of any such ve&sels 
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shall refuse to receive back on board thereof, or of any 
other yos>sel owned the same interest, such aliens, or 
shall neglect to detain them thereon, or shall refuse or 
neglect to return them to the foreign port from which they 
came, or to pay the cost of their maintenance while on 
land, such master, person in charge, agent, owner, oi con- 
signoeshall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shalh 
on conviction, be punished by a line not less than three 
hundred dollars foi each and every such offense; and no 
vessel >shall have clearance from any port of the United 
States while any such fine is unpaid* Provided^ That the 
Commissioner-General of Immigration, under the direc- 
tion or with the approval of the Seciettiiy of Commeice 
and Labor, may suspend, upon conditions to be prescribed 
by the Commissioner-General, the deportation of any alien 
found to have come under promise or agreement of labor 
or SCI VICO of any kind if, in his judgment, the testimony 
of such alien is noccssaiy on behalf of the United States 
Government in the prosecution of offenders against the 
piovisions of sections four and five of this Act* Prmdded^ 
That the cost of maintenance of any person so detained 
resulting from such suspension of deportation shall ))o 
paid ft om the “immigrant fund,'’ but no alien certified, 
as provided in section seventeen of this Act, to lie sulfm- 
mg Avith a loath>Mome or with a dangeious contagious 
disease other than one of a quai an tillable nature, shall be 
permitted to land foi medical treatment thereof in the 
hospitals of the United States 

Any alien who shall come into the United States in 
violation of law, or who shall be found a public charge 
therein, from causes existing pi loi to landing, shall be 
depoited as hereinafter provided to the country whence he 
came at any time within two years after ariival at the ex- 
pense, including one -half of the cost of inland transporta- 
tion to the port of deportation, of the person bringing 
such alien into the United States, or, if that can not be 
done, then at the oxpensti of the immigrant fund refeiwed 
to in section one of this Act, 

In case the Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall be 
satisfied that an alien has been found in the United States 
m violation of this Act ho shall cause such alien, within 
the period of thiee years after landing or entry therein, to 
he taken into custody and returned to the country whence 
he came, as provided in section twenty of this Act, or, if 
that can not be so done, at the expense of the immigrant 
fund provided for in section one of this Act, and neglect 
or refusal on the part of the masters, agents, owners, or 
consignees of vessels to comply with the order of the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor to take on board, guard 
safely, and return to the country whence ho came any alien 
ordered to bo deported under tlie provisions of this section 
shall bo punished by the imposition of the penalties pre- 
scribed 111 section nineteen of this Act, 
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The deportation of aliens arrested wilhm the United 
States after entry and found to be ille|:>ally thoioin, pio- 
vided for in this Act, shall be to the trans-Atlantic or 
tians-Pacilic ports from which said aliens embarked for 
the United SMes; or, if sucli embarkation was foi for- 
eign contiguous tcnitoiy, to the foreign port at which 
said aliens einbaiked for "such tendtory. 

All pel sons included in the prohibition in this act, upon 
ai’iival, shall bo sent back to the nations to which they 
belong and from whence the}^ came. 

331 immigration through Canada or Mexico 

The Coinmissioner-Gencial of Immigration, undei the 
direction or with the approval of the Heerctary of Com- 
merce and Uibor, slmll prescribe rule>s for the entry and 
inspection of aliens along the borders of Canada and 
Mexico, so as not to unnecessarily delay, impede, or annoy- 
pass(mgers in ordinal y travel between the United States 
and said countric^s, and shall have power to enter into con- 
tiacts with foreign tiansportation lines foi the same 
Xmrpose. 

332 Miscellaneous 

All steamship or transportation companies, and other 
owners of vessels, iHgulaily engaged in transporting alien 
immigrants to the United States, shall twice a yeai tile a 
certiticate with the Secretary of Commerce and Uabor that 
they have furnished to be kept conspicuously exposed to 
view m tlie office of each of their agents in foreign countries 
authorized to sell emigrant tickets, a copy of tlie law of 
March third, eightoim hundred and mnety-one, and of all 
subsequent laws of this country relative to immigration, 
printed in large letters, in the language of the country 
where the copy of the law is to Ire exposed to view, and 
that they have instructed their agents to call the attention 
thereto of persons contonplatmgemigration ])efore soiling 
tickets to them; and in case of the failuiv. for sixty days 
of any sucli company or any such owners to tile such a cer- 
tificates, or in case they tile a false ccrtiticato, they shall pay 
a tine of not exceeding live hundred dollars, to be recovered 
in the proper United States court, and said fine shall also 
be a hen upon any vessel of said company or owners found 
within the United States 

No bond or guaranty, Avritten or oral, that an alien shall 
not become a public charge shall be received from any 
pemon, companj^ corporation, charitable or benevolent 
society or association unless authority to receive the same 
shall in each special case be given b}^ the Oomraissioner- 
General of Immigration, with the written approval of the 
Secretar3" of Commerce and Labor. 

No suit or proceeding for a violation of the proAdsions 
of this Act sliall be settled, compromrsed, or discontinued 
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without the consent of the court in which it is pending, 
entered of recoid, with the reasons therefor. 

Nothing contained in this Act shall he construed to 
affect any prosecution or other proceeding, criminal or 
civil, begun under any existing Act or any Acts hereby 
amended, hut such prosecutions or other proceedings, 
criminal or civil, shall proceed as if this Act had not been 
passed 


The circuit and district courts of the United States are 
hereby invested with full and concurrent jurisdiction of 
all causes, civil and criminal, arising under any of the 
provisions of this Act. 


After the first day of January, nineteen hundred and 
three, all exclusive privileges of exchanging money, trans- 
porting passengers or baggage, oi keeping eating houses, 
and all other like iirivileges in connection with any United 
States immigration station, shall he disposed of after puli- 
ho competition, subject to such conditions and limitations 
as the Commissioner-General of Innnigiation, under the 
direction or with the approval of the Secretary of Com- 
ineice and Lahui, may prescribe, Proi^nled^ That no in- 
toxicating liquors shall be sold in aii}^ such immigrant 
station; that all receipts accruing from the disposal of 
such exclusive privileges as herein provided shall be paid 
into the Unitecl States Treasury to the credit of the immi- 
grant fund piovided foi in section one of this Act, 

Foi the preservation of the peace, and in order that 
ariests may be made for crimes under the la^vs ot the 
States and Territories of the United States where the vari- 
ous immigrant stations are located, the ofiiceis in charge 
of such stations, as occasion may require, shall admit 
therein the proper State and municipal officers charged 
with the enforcement of such laivs, and for the purposes 
of this section the juiisdiction of such officers and of the 
local courts shall extend over such stations. 


All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed: Promded^ That this Act shall not lie 
construed to repeal, alter, or amend existing laws relating 
to the immigration, or exclusion of Chinese persons or 
persons of Chinese descent 


333 Naturahzathn 

No person who disbelieves in or who is opposed to all 
organized government, or who is a member of or affiliated 
with any organization entertaining and teaching such dis- 
belief in or opposition to all organized government, or 
who advocates or teaches the duty, necessity, or propriety 
of the unlawful assaulting or killing of any officer or offi- 
cers, either of specific individuals or of oncers generally, 
of the Government of the United States or of any other 
organized government, because of his or their official char- 
acter, or mio’ has violated any of the provisions of this 
Act, shall ])e naturalized or be made a citizen of the United 
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States All courts aud tribunals and all judges and officers 
thereof liaving jurisdiction of iiaturalmition XR’oceedings 
or duties to perform in regard thereto shall, on the tinal 
appl]eatlo2i for naturalipjation, make careful inquiry into 
such matters, and l)efoio issuing the final order or certifi- 
cate of natiualization cause to be entered of record the 
affidavit of the apjilicant and of his witnesses so far as 
applicable, reciting and affirming the tiuth of every ma- 
terial fact requisite for naturalization. All final orders 
and certihcatcs of naturalization hereafter made shall show 
on their face specifically that said affidavits were duly 
made and recorded, and all orders and certificates that fail 
to show sucli facts shall be null and void. 

Any person who purposely procures natuialization in 
violation of the provisions of this section shall be fined 
not more than live thousand dollars, or shall bo imprisoned 
not less than one nor more than ten ^^ears, or both, and 
the conit in which such (‘onAuetion is had shall thereupon 
adjudge and declare ibe order or decree and all certificates 
aflmittiiig such person to citizenship null and void. Juris- 
diction is hereb}^ eonfeired on the couits having jurisdic- 
tion of the trial of such offense to make vsuch adjudication. 

Any person Avho knowingly aids, advises, or en con rages 
any such person to appl}^ ioi or to secure naturalization 
or to file the preliminary paper, s declaring an intent to 
liecomo a citizen of the United States, or who in 
natiu’alization proceeding knowingly procures or gives 
false testimony as to any material fact, or who knowingly 
makes an affidavit false as to any material fact required 
to be proved m such proceeding, shall be fined not more 
than nve thousand dollars, or imprisoned not less than 
one nui more than ten years, or both.

Feb 14, 1903 The authority, power and jurisdiction now possessed 
^ and exercised by the Secretary of the Treasury by virtue

Apr 29, 1902 ^11 laws now iu force prohibiting and regulating the 

coming of Chinese persons, and persons of Chinese de- 
scent, into the United States, and the residence of such 
persons therein, including secLions five, >six, seven, eight, 
nine, ten, eleven, thirteen, and fourteen of the Act entitled 
“An Act to prohibitthe coming of Chinese laborers into the 
United States approved September thirteenth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-eight, be, and the same are hereby, 
re-enacted, extended, and continued so far as the same are 
not inconsistent with treaty obligations, until otherwise 
provided by law, and said laws sliall also applj to the is- 
land territory under the jurisdiction of the United States, 
and prohibit the immigration of Chinese laborers, not citi- 
zens of the United States, from such island territory to 
‘the mainland territory of the^ United States, whether in 
such island territory at the time of cession or not, and 
from one portion of the island territory of the United 
States to another portion of said island territory : Provided^ 
howevei^ That said laws shall not apply to the transit of 
Chinese laborers from one island to another island of the 
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yame giouY), and any islands within the juriadietion of any 
Shite or the Distiict of Alaska shall bo considered apart 
of the mainland under this section 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor is hereliy authoi - 
ized and empowered to make and prescribe, and from time 
to time to change, such rules and regulations not incon- 
sistent with the laws of the land as he may deem necessary 
and proper to execute the provisions of this Act and of 
the Acts hereby extended and continued and of the treaty 
of December eighth, eighteen hundred and ninety-four, be- 
tween the United States and China, and Avitli the appioval 
of the President to appoint such agents as he may deem 
necessary for the efficient execution of said ticaty and said 
Acts 

Nothing in the provisions of this Act or any other Act 
shall be construed to prevent, hinder, or restrict any f orcign 
exhibitor, leprescnhitive, or citizen of any foreign nation, 
or the holder, who is a citizen of any foreign nation, of 
any concession or privilege from any fair or exposition 
authorized by Act of Congiess from bunging into the

territory wherein he rosid(*s, which certificate shall entitle 
him to residence tluirein, and upon failure to obtain such

Any Chinese person or person of Chinese descent, when 
convicted and adjudged undoi any of said laws to be not 
lawfully entitled to be or remain in the United States, shall 
be removed from the United States to China, unless ho or

Any Chinese person or person of Chinese descent arrested 
undei the piovisions of this act ortho acts herebv extended 
shall be adjudged to be unlawfully within the United States 
unless such person shall evstablisli, liy aiErmativc pi oof, to 
the satisfaction of such justice, judge, or commissioner, his 
lawful right to remain in the United States, 

Any such Chinese person oi person of Chinese descent 
convicted and adjudged to lie not la^vfully entitled to be or 
remain in the United States shall he impiisoned at hard 
labor foi a peiiod of not exceeding one year and tliereafter 
removed from the United States, as hereinbefore provided 
After the passage of this act on an application to any 
judge or court of the United States iu the hrst instance for 
a writ of habeas coipus, by a Chinese person seeking to 
land in the United States, to whom that privilege has been 
denied, no bail shall bo allowed, and such application shall 
be heaid and determined promptly without uimecessaiy 
delay 

It shall be the duty of all Chinese laboi^ers within the 
limits of the United States who were entitled to remain in 
the United States before the passage of the act to which 
this is an amendment to apply to the collector of internal 
revenue of their respective distnets Within six months 
after the passage of this act for a certificate of residence; 
and any Chinese laborer within the limits of the United 
States who shall neglect, fail, or refuse to comply with the 
provisions of this act and the act to which this is an amend- 
ment, or who, after the expiration of said six mouths, shall 
be found within the jurisdiction of the United States with- 
out such certificate of residence, shall be deemed and

Teiritoiies or of the United States of a felony shall be per- 
mitted to registei under the jiro visions of this act; but all 
such persons avIio are no av subject to deportation for failuie 
or letusal to eom2:)ly Avith the act to A\diich this is an amend- 
ment shall be dejiorted from the United States as in said 
act and in this act jnovided, iqion any ajiproxiriate pro- 
ceedings iioAv iiending or Avhich may be hereafter instituted. 

The words ' laborer” or laborers/’ wherever used in 
this act, or in the act to Avhich this is an amendment, shall 
he construed to mean Imth skilled and unskilled manual 
laborers, including Chinese enqiloyed in uimmg, fishing, 
huckstering, j^edcUing, Iaunclrym(*n, or those engaged in 
taking, d lying or olhcrAvisi' 2>i’<?‘'^6i‘ving shell or other fish 
for home conhum 2 :)tion or exportation. 

The term "^meichanU", as enqiloyed herein and in the 
acts of which this is amendatory, shall have the following 
meaning and none other: A merchant is a jicrson engaged 
in buying and selling merchandise, at a fixed jilace or busi- 
ness, which business is conducted in his name, and Avho 
during the time he claims to be engaged as a merchant, 
does not engage in the jierformance of any manual laboi, 
except such as is necessary in the conduct of his business 
m such merchant. 

Whereat! application i.s made liy a Chinaman for entrance 
into the United States on the ground that he wtis* formeily 
engaged in this country as a merchant, he shall establish 
by the testimony of two credible witnesses other than 
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Cliincse the fact that he conducted such business as here- 
inbefore defined for at least one year before his departuio 
fi’oin the United States, and that during such year he was 
not engaged in the performance of any manual labor, except 
such as was necessary in the conduct of his business as 
such merchant, and in default of such proof shall be refused 
lauding. 

Such oi'der of deportation shall be executed by the United 
States Marshal of the district within which such order is 
made, and he shall execute the same with all convenient 
dispatch, and pending the execution of such older such 
Chinese person shall remain in the custody of the United 
States Marshal, and shall not be admitted to bail. 

The certificate hoiein provided for shall contain the pho- 
tograph of the applicant, together with his name, local lesi- 
dencG and occupation, and a copy of such certificate, with a 
dmlicato of such photogiaph altached, shall be filed in the 
office of such offlcois under the control of the Commissioner- 
General of Immigration as the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor may designate of the district in which such China- 
nuin makes ax)plication. 

Such photograjihs in dupln‘ate shall l)e furnished by each 
axiplicani m such form as may be proscribed by the Heerc- 
taiy of Commerce and Labor 

The Secretary of Couimcicc and Laboi shall make such 
rules and regulations as may bo necessary fur the efficient 
execution of this act, and shall prescri])0 the necessary 
forms and furnish the necessary blanks to enable such 
officers under the control ot the Coinmissioner-Gcnei al of 
Immigration as the Secictary of Conimcic‘C and Laboi 
may designate to issue the certificates required hereby, 
and make such provisions that certificates may be x^io- 
cuied in localities convenient to the iipx^licant Such cer- 
tificates shall be issued Avithout chaige to the apxfiicant, 
and shall contain the name, age, local lesidence and occu- 
pation of the applicant, and such other description of the 
axiplicant as shall be prescribed by the Sccretaiy of Com- 
merce and Labor, and a duplicate thereof shall filed in 
the office of such officers under the contiol of the Com- 
missioner-General of Immigration as the Secretary of 
Commei’co and Labor may designate for the district ivithin 
which such Chinaman makes application 

Any person who shall knowingly and falsely" alter or 
substitute any name for the name written m such certifi- 
cate or forge such certificate, or knowingly utter any 
forged or fraudulent certificate, or falsely personate any 
peison named in such certificate, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in a 
not exceeding one thousand dollars oi mipiisoned in 
the x^enitentiary for a term of not more than five years. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may authoiizc 
the payment of such compensation m the nature of fees 
to such officers under the control of the Commissioner- 
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General of Immigration as the Seoiehiry of Commerce and 
Labor may designate for seiTices performed under th(' 
provisions of this act in addition to salaiies now allowed 
by law, as ho shall deem necessary, not exceeding the sum 
ol’ one dollar for each certificate issued. 

It shall be lawful for the district attoinoy of the distiict 
in which any Chinese person may he arrested for being 
found unlawfully within the United States, or having un- 
lawfully entered the United States, to designate the United 
States commissioner within such distiict before whom such 
Chinese person shall ho taken for hearing 

No warrant of arrest for violations of the Chinese- 
exclusion laws shall bo issued liy United Sbites commis- 
sioners excepting upon the swoin complaint of a United 
States district attorney, assistant United States district 
attorney, such offi(‘crs under the contx'ol of the Commis- 
sioner-General of Immigration as the Secretary of Com- 
nieice and Lalior ma}" designate, United States marshal, oi 
d('puty United States maishal, or Chinese inspectoi , uiiles>s 
the issuing of such warrant of ai i est shall first be approved 
Ol requested in wilting liy tb^ United States district at- 
torney of th(‘ distiict in which issued 

So much of the amount hereby appiopiiated as may be 
necessary shall be available foi the establishment ami 
maintenance of the Beitillon system of identification at the 
various ports of entry; but this proviso shall not apply to 
persons embraced in Aiticle Three of the treaty with China 
of eighteen hundred and ninet^^-four. 

337. Act of September 13, 1888, as amended October 1, 188$ 

From and after the passage of this act, no Chinese 
laborer in the United States shall be permitted, after hav- 
ing left, to return thereto, ext^ept under the conditions 
stated m the following sections. 

No Chinese laborer within the purview of the preceding 
section shall be p^ermitted to retain to the United States 
unless hii has a lawful wife, child, or pai’cnt in the United 
States, or property theieiu of the value of one thousand 
dollars, oi de))ts of like amount due him and pending set- 
tlement The marriage to such wife must have taken place 
at least a year prior to the application of the laborer for 
a permit to return to the United States, and must have 
been followed by the continuous cohabitation of the right 
parties as man and wife. If the light to return be claimed 
on the ground of property or of debts, it must appear that 
the piopeity ia bona fide and not colombly acquired foi 
the purpose of evading this act, or that thedebtsai'e unas- 
certained and unsettled, and not promissory notes or other 
similar acknowledgments of asceitained liability, 

A Chinese person claiming the right to be permitted to 
leave the United States and return thereto on any of the 
grounds stated in the foregoing section, shall apply to such 
officers under the control of the Commissioner ^General of 
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Immigration as the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may 
designate of the district from 'which he wishes to depait 
at least a month prior to the time of his depaiture, and 
shall make on oath before the said officers a full statement 
descriptive of his family, or property, or debts, as the 
case may be, and shall furnish to said officers such pi oofs 
of the facts entitling him to leturn as shall be required by 
the rules and regulations prescribed from time to time by 
the Secretary or Commerce and Laboi, and for any false 
swearing in i elation thexeto he shall incur the penalties of 
perjury. He shall also peimit such officers to take a full 
description of his person, which description such officers 
shall retain and mark with a number. 

And if such officer under the control of the Commis- 
sioner-General of Immigration as the Secrotaiy of Com- 
merce and Labor may designate, after hearing the proofs 
and investigating all the circumstances of the case, shall 
decide to issue a certificate of return, he shall at such time,, 
and place as he may designate, sign and give to the person 
applying a certificate containing the number of the de- 
scription last aforesaid, which shall be the sole evidence 
given to such person of his righL to leturn. If this last 
named certificate be transfciied, it shall become void, and 
the person to whom it was given shall foifeit his right to 
return to the United States. 

The Tight to return under the said certificate shall lie 
limited to one yeai ; but it may be extended foi an addi- 
tional period, not to exceed a year, in cases where, by lea- 
son of sickness or other cause of disability beyond his 
control, the holder thereof shall he rendered unable sooner 
to return, which facts shall be fully reported to and inves- 
tigated by the consular representative of the United States 
at the port or place from which such laborer departs for 
the United States, and certified by such representative of 
the United States to the satisfaction of such officers under 
the controLof the Commissioner-General of Immigiation 
as the Secretary of Commerce and Laboi may designate 
at the port where Such Chinese person shall seek to land 
in^ the United States, such certificate to be delivered by 
said representatiye to the master of the vessel on which 
he departs for the United States. 

And no Chinese laborer shall be permitted to re-enter the 
United States without producing to such officeis under the 
control of the Commissioner-Geneial of Immigration as 
the Secretary of Commerce and Laboi may designate at 
the port of such entry the return certificate heiein required, 

A Chinese laborer possessing a certificate under this sec- 
tion shall he admitted to the tmited States only at the port 
from which he departed therefrom, and no Chinese person, 
except Chinese diplomatic or consular officers, and their 
attendants, shall be permitted to entei the United States 
except at the ports of San Francisco, Portland, Oregon, 
Boston, New xbrk, New Orleans, Port Townsend, or such 
other ports as may be designated by the Secretary of 
Gomiperce and Labor,

Tho Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall he, and lie 
heieby is, autliorized and empowered to make and pre- 
scribe, and from time to time to chaniro and amend such 
rules and regulations, not in conflict with this act, as he 
may deem necessary and proper to convenient!}^ secuie to 
such Chinese persons as aio pi ovided for in ai tides second 
and third of the said ticaty between the United Stiites and 
the Empire of China, the rights therein mentioned, and 
such as shall also protect the United States against the 
coming and transit of persons not entitled to the 1 )enefit 
of the provisions of said articles 

And he is hereby further authorized and empowered to 
pi escribe the form and substance of certificates to be is- 
sued to Chinese laboiers under and in pursuance of the 
provisions of said articles, and prescribe the form of the 
record of such certificate and of the proceedings for issu- 
ing the same, and he may require the deposit, as a part of 
sucli locovd, of the photograph of the party to wliom any 
such certificate shall lie issued 

The master of any vessel who shall Icnowingly bring 
within the United States on such vessel, and land, or 
attempt to land, or permit to be landed any Chinese laborer 
or other Chinese person, in contravention of the provisions 
of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, 
on conviction thereof, shall be punished with a fine of not 
less than five Imndied dollais nor moie than one thousand 
dollais, in the discretion of the court, for every Chinese 
laborer or other Chinese person so biought, and may also 
be imprisoned foi a teim of not less than one year, nor 
more than five years, in the discretion of the coiut. 

The foregoing section shall not apply to the case of any 
master whose vessel shall come within the jurisdiction of 
the United States in distress or under stress of weather, or 
touching at any port of the United States on its voyage to 
aii}^ foreign port or place. But Chinese laborers or pei sons 
on such vessels shall not be permitted to land, except in 
case of necessity, and must depart witli the A^esscl on leav- 
ing port. 

Any person who shall knowingly and falsely alter or sub- 
stitute any name for the name wmtten in any certificate 
herein re{piired, or forge such certificate, or knowingly 
utter any forged oi fiaudulent certificate, or falsely per- 
sonate any person named m any such certificate, and any 
person other than the one to whom a certilictite was issued 
who shall falsely present anj^ such certificate, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined m a sum not exceeding one thousand 
dollars, and imprisoned in a penitentiary for a term of not 
more than five yearfi. 

Any Chinese person, or person of Chinese descent, found 
uttlawf ull}^ in the United States, or its Territories, may bo 
arrested upon a wairant issued upon a complaint, under 
oath, filed oy any party on behalf of the United States, by 
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any justice, judge, or commissioner of any United States 
court, returnable before any justice, judge, or commis- 
sioner of a United States court, or before any United States 
comt, and when convicted, upon a hearing, and found and 
adjudged to be one not lawfully entitled to be or remain in 
the United States, such person shall be icmoved from the 
United States to the country whence lie came. 

But any such Chinese person convicted before a (*ommib- 
bioner of a United States court may, within ten days fiom 
such conviction, appeal to the judge of the district couit 
for the district. 

A certified copy of the judgment shall be the process 
upon which said removal shall be made, and it may be 
executed by the marshal of the district, or any officer hav- 
ing authority of a marshal under the provisions of this 
section. 

And in all such cases the person who brought or aided 
in bringing such person into the United States shall be 
liable to the Government of the United States for all nc(.‘es- 
sary expenses incurred in such investigation and removal; 
and all peai'C officers of the several States and Teiritories 
of the United States aie here])y invested with the same 
authority in reference to cair3ung out the provisions of this 
act. as a maishal or deputy inaishal of the United Shites, 
and shall be entitled to like compensation, to be audited 
and paid by the same officers 

The preceding sections shall not appl}" to Chinese diplo- 
matic or consular officers or theii attendants, who shall be 
admitted to the United States under special instructions 
of the Department of Comnieice and Laboi, without pro- 
duction of othei evidence than that of personal identity. 

From and after the passage of this act, it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any Chinese laborer who shall at any time heretofore 
have been, or who may now or heieafter be, a resident 
withm the United States, and who shall have departed, or 
shall depart, therefrom, and shall not have returned before 
the passage of this act, to return to, or xemain in, the 
United SStes. 

All the duties prescribed, liabilities penalties and forfei- 
tures imposed, and the powers conferred by the second, 
tenth, eleventh, and twelfth sections of the act to which 
this is a supplement are hereby extended and made appli- 
cable to the provisions of this act. 

338. Act of May 6, 1882, as amended July S, 1884 

From and after the passage of this act, and until the 
expiration of ten years next after the passage of thi>s act, 
the coming of Chinese laborers to the United States be, and 
the same is hereby, suspended, and during such suspension 
it sliall not he lawful for any Chinese laborer to come from 
any foreign port or place, or having so come to remain 
within the United States. 

In order to the faithful execution of the provisions of this 
act, every Chinese person, other than a laborer, who may 
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l)e entitled by said treaty oi this act to come wjthin the 
United Htates^ and who shall be about to come to the 
United States, shall olitain the permission of and )>e iden- 
tified as so entitled by the Chinese Government, or of such 
other foieign Government of winch at the time such 
Chinese person shall be a subject, in each case to be evi- 
denced by a certificate issued by such Government, which 
certificate shall be in the English language, and shall show 
sucli permission, with the name of the permitted person in 
his or her proper signature, and whn^h certificate shall 
state the individual, family, and tiibal name in full, title 
or official rank, if any, the age, height, and all phy>sical 
peculiarities, former and present occupation or profession, 
when and where and how long pursued, and place of resi- 
dence of the poison to whom the certificate is issued, and 
that sucli person is eMititled by this act to come within the 
Ibiited States. 

If the person so applying for a certificate shall lie a moi - 
cOuint, said certificate shall, in addition to aliove require- 
ments, shite the nature, charactei, and estimated value of 
the business carried on by him prior to and at the time of 
his apii I i cation as aforesaid: 

* Pro'viiled^ That nothing in tliis act nor in >said treaty shall 
be construed as embracing within the meaning of the word 
“meichtint,"" hucksters, peddlers, or those engaged in tak- 
ing, diying, or otherwise pi eserying shell or other fish foi 
home consumption or cxpoitation. 

If the certificate be sought for the pin pose of tiavel for 
curiosit}^ it shall also state whether the applicant intends 
to pass through or travel within the United states, together 
with his financial standing in the country from whicn such 
certificate is desired 

The ceitificate provided for in this act, and the identity 
of the person named therein shall, before such peison goes 
on board any vessel to proceed to the United States, ho 
vised by the endorsement of the diplomatic representative 
of the Gmtod States in the foreign country from which said 
certificate issues, or of the (consular representative of the 
United States at the ])ort oi place from which the person 
named in the certificate isa]>out to depart, and such diplo- 
matic representative or consular representative whose in- 
dorsement is so required is hereby empowered, and it shall 
be his duty, before indorsing such certificate as aforesaid, 
to examine into the truth of the statements set forth in 
said certificate, and if he shall find upon examination that 
said or any of the statements therein ccjntaiiied are untrue 
it shall he his duty to refuse to indorse the same. 

Such certificate vised as aforesaid shall be prima facie evi- 
dence of the facts set forth therein, and shall be produced 
to such officers under the control of the Commissioner- reu 14, 
General of Immigration as the Secretary of Goinmei'oe 
and Labor may dasignate of the port in the district in the 
United States at which the person named therein shall 
arrive, and afterward produced to the proper authorities 
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of the United States whenever lawfully demanded, and 
shall be the solo evidence permissible on the pai t of the per- 
son so producing the same to establish a i ight of entry into 
the United States, but said certificate may be controverted 
and the facta therein stated disproved by the United States 
authorities. 

Any person who shall knowingly and falsely alter or sub- 
stitute any name for the name wiutten in such certificate or 
foige any such certificate, or knowingly uttei any forged 
or fraudulent certificate, or falsely pcisonate any person 
named in any such ceitificate, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor; and upon conviction theieof shall be fined 
in a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars, and inipiis- 
onod in a penitentiary for a teini of not more than fivcjmars. 

The master of any vessel arriving in the United States 
from any foreign port or place slnul, at the same tune he 
dehvers a manifest of the eaigo, and if thex^e lie no cai^go, 
then at the time of making a report of the entry of the 
vessel pursuant to law, in addition to the other matter 
required to he reported, and before landing, or permitting 
to land, any Chinese passengers, deliver and report to such 
ofiicers under the control of the Coinmissioner-CTenoral of* 
Immigration as the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
may designate of the district in which such vessels shall 
have arrived a .separate list of all Chinese passengers 
taken on hoard his vessel at an}" foreign port or place, and 
all such passengers on boaid the vessel at that time. 

Such list shaU show the names of such passengers (and 
if accredited officers of the Chinese or of any othei foieign 
Government, traveling on the liiisiness of that Govern- 
ment, or theii servant, with a note of such facts), and the 
names and other pai'ticulars as shown by their respective 
certificates, and such list shall lie sworn to by the master 
in the manner required by law in relation to the manifest 
of the cargo. 

Any refusal oi wilful neglect of any such master to com- 
ply with the provisions of this section shall incur the same 
penalties ana forfeiture as are provided for a refusal or 
neglect to report and deliver a manifest of the cargo. 

Before any Chinese passengers are landed from any such 
vessel such officers under the control of the Commissioner- 
General of Immigration as the Secietary of Commerce 
and Labor may designate shall pioceed to examine such 
passengers, comparing the certificates with the list and 
with the passengers; and no passenger shall be allowed to 
land in the U mw States from such vessel in violation of law . 

Every vessel whose master shall knowinglv violate any of 
the provisions of this act shall be deemed forfeited to the 
United States, and shall be liable to seizure and tpndem- 
nation in any district of the United States into which such 
vessel may enter or in which she may be found. 

Any person who shall knowingly bring into oi cause to be 
brought into the United States ny land, or who shall aid or 
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iibet tho samo, or aid or abet the landing in the United States 
from any vessel, of any Chinese person notlawfull}" entitled 
to enter tlie United States, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall on conviction thereof, 1)0 lined in a sum 
not exceeding one thousand dollars, and imprisoned for a 
term not exceeding one year 

No Chinese person shall be permitted to enter the United 
States ))y land without producing to the proper officer of 
customs the certificate in this act recpiired of Chinese per- 
sons seeking to land fiom a vessel 

And any Chinese person found unlawfully within the 
United States shall be caused to be removed therefrom to 
the country from whence ho came, and at the cost of the 
United States, after being brought ])efore some justice, 
judge, or commissioner of a court of the United States 
and found to be one not lawfully entitled to be or to remain 
in the United States. 

And in all siK‘h cases the person who brought or aided 
in l>ri aging su<’h person to tho United States shall be liable 
to tho Co\ eminent of the United States for all necessary 
expenses incurred in such investigation and removal, and 
all peace officers of the .several States and Territories of 
the United States are hereby invested with the same 
authorit}^ as a marshal oi United States marshal in refer- 
ence to carrying out the provisions of this act or the act of 
which tins IS amcndatoiy, as a marshal or deputy niaishal 
of the United States, and shall be entitled to like compen- 
sation to be audited and paid hy the same officeis, 

And the United States shall pay all costs and ohaiges 
for the maintenance and return of any Chinese person 
having the certificate pi escribed liy law as entitling such 
Chinese person to come into the United State.s who may 
not have been permitted to land from any vessel by reason 
of any of the provisions of this act. 

This act shall not apply to diplomatic and other officers of 
the Chinese or other Grovernments tuwclingupon thebusi- 
ne^ss of that Government, whose credentials shall be taken 
as etpiivaleiit to the certificate in this act mentioned, and 
shall exempt tliemand their bod^^ and household servants 
from the provisions of this act a.s to other Chinese persons. 

Hereafter no State court or court of the United States 
shall admit Chinese to citizenship; and all laws in conflict 
with this act are hereby repealed. 

The provision.s of this act shall apply to all subjects of 
China and Chinese, whether subjects of China or any other 
foreign power. 

And the words ‘‘Chinese laborers,’' wherever used in 
this act shall be construed to mean both skilled and un- 
skilled laborers and Chinese employed in mining. 

Any violation of any of the provisions of this act, or of the 
act 01 which this is amendatory, the punishment of which 
is not otherwise herein provided for, small be deemed a mis- 
demeanor, and shall be punishable by a fine not exceeding 
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one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or both such fine and imprisonment. 

339 Revised Statutes as amended March 3, 1875 

No citizen of the United States, or foreigner coming into 
or residing within tlie same, shall, for himself, or for any 
other person, either as master, factor, owner, or otherwise, 
build, equip, load, or otherwise prepare, any vessel, regis- 
tered, enrolled, or licensed, in the United States, for the 
puimose of procuimg fi^om any port or place the subjects 
of China, Japan, or of any other oriental country, known 
as “coolies”, to be transported to any foieign port, or place, 
to be disposed of, or sold, oi transferred, for any time, as 
servants or apprentices, or to be held to service or labor. 

If anj" person shall knowingly and willfully contra(‘t,or 
attempt to contract, in advance or in pursuance of >such 
illegal importation, to supply to another the labor of eooly 
or othei person lirought into the United f?tates in violation 
of section two thousand one bundled and fiftv^-eight of the 
Revised Htatutes, or of my othm* section of the laws pro- 
hibiting the cooly-trade or of this act, such peison sliall 
he deemed guilty of a felony, and, upon conviction thereof, 
in any United States court, shall be lined in a sum not 
exceeding five hundred dollais and imprisoned for a term 
not exceeding one yeai 

If any ve>ssel, belonging in wliole or in part to a citizen 
of the United States, and legistered, enrolled, oi other- 
wise lieensed therein, be employed in the “cooly-trade,” 
so called, contrary to the provisions of the preceding sec- 
tion, such vessel, her tackle, apparel, fuinituie, and other 
appurtenances, shall be forfeited to the United States, and 
shall be liable to be seized, prosecuted, and condemned in 
any of the circuit courts or distinct comts of the United 
States foi the district where the vessel may be found, 
seized, or carried. 

Every person who so ])uilds, fits out, equips, loads, or 
otherwise prepares, or who semds to sea, or navigates, as 
owner, master, factor, agent, or otherwise, any vessel, be- 
longing in whole or in pait to a citizen of the United States, 
or legistered, enrolled, oi licensed within the same, know- 
ing or intending that such vessel is to be or may be em- 
ployed in that trade, contrary to the provisions of section 
tweiit3"-one hundred and fifty-eight, shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding two thousand dollars, and be impiisoned not 
exceeding one year 

Every citizen of the United States who, contrary to the 
provisions of section twenty -one hundred and fifty-eight, 
takes on board of any vessel, or receives or transports any 
such subjects as are described in that section, for the pur- 
pose of disposing of them in any way as therein prohibited, 
shall he liable to a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars 
and be imprisoned not exceeding one year. 
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Nothing herein contained shall bo deemed to appty to ^ s»2i62 
any voluntary emigration of the subjects specified in sec- 
tion twenty-one hundred and fifty-eight, or to any vessel 
carrying such person as passenger onlioard the same, but 
a certificate shall be prepared and signed bjr the consul or 
consulai agent of the United States residing at the port 
from which such vessel may take her departure, containing 
the name of such peison, and setting forth the fact of his 
voluntaiy emigration from such port, which certificate shall 
be given to the master of such vessel, and the same shall 
not be given until such consul or consular agent is firbt 
personally satisfied liy evidence of the truth of the facts 
therein contained. 

The President is empowered, in such way and at such 
time as he may judge proper, to direct tlie vessels of the 
United States, and the masters and commanders thereof, 
to examine all vessels navigated or owned in whole or in 
part ])y citizens of the United States, and registered, 
enrolled, or licensed under the laws thereof, whenever, in 
the judgment of such master or commanding officei, rea- 
sonable (*ause exists to l)elieve that such vessel has on 
board any subjects of China, ffapan, or other oriental 
countiy, known as ‘^coolies;’’’ and, ux:)ou .sufiScient proof 
tliat such vessel is employed in violation of the preceding 
provisions, to cau.se her to be cairied, with her officei sand 
Clew, into any port or district within the United States, 
and delivered to the maishal of such district, to he held and 
divsposed of according to law 

No tax or charge shall be imposed or enforced by any ^ ^ 
State upon any person immigrating theieto from a foreign 
country, which is not equally imposed and enforced upon 
every poison immigrating to such State from any otnei 
foreig n country. 

In determining whether the iinraigration of any sulyect 
of China, Japan, or an 3" Oriental country, to the United 
States, is free and voluntary, as provided ]>y section two 
thousand one hundred and sixty-two of the llevised Code, 
title ‘‘Immigration,'’ it shall be the duty of the consul- 
general or consul of the United States i esiding at the port 
from which it is pioposed to convey such subjects, in any 
vessels enrolled or licensed in the United States, or any 
port wuthin the same, before delivering to the masters of 
any such vessels the permit or certificate provided for in 
such section, to ascertain whether such immigrant has 
entered into a contract or agreement for a term of service 
within the United States, for lewd and immoral purposes; 
and if there be such contract or agreement, the said consul- 
general or consul shall not deliver the requii^ed permit or 
certificate. 

If any citizen of the United States, or other pei^on 
amenable to the laws of the United States, shall take, or 
cause to be taken or transported, to or from the United 
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States any subject of China, Japan, or any Oriental 
country, without their free and voluntary consent, for the 
puipose of holding them to a term of sei vice, such citizen 
or other peisou shall be liable to be indicted therefor, and, 
on conviction of such olfense, shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding two thousand dollius and be imprisoned not 
exceeding one year; and all contracts and agreements for 
a term of seivice of such persons in the United States, 
whether made in advance or in pursuance of such illegal 
importation, and Avhother such importation shall have been 
in American or other vessels, are hereby declared void.

340 Special ocean wail contracts 

The Postina-ster-General is hereliy authorized aud em- 3 , isoi 
powered to onti'r into contracts for a term not less than 
hve nor more than ten j^ears in cluiation, witli American 
citizens for the carrying of mails on American steamships, 

})etween poits of the United States and such ports in for- 
eign countries, the Dominion of Canada excepted, as in 
his judgment will best subserve and promote the postal 
and commercial interests of the United States, the mail 
service on such lines to be eijuitably distributed among the 
Atlantic, Mexican Gulf and Pacihc ports. Said contnuds 
shall he made with the lowest responsilde liidder for the 
])crformance of said service on each route, and the Post- 
mastei -General shall have the right to 1 eject all bids not 
in his opinion reasonable for the attaining of the purposes 
named. 

Before making any contracts for carrying ocean mails in see. 2 
accordance with this act the Postmaster-General shall give 
public notice liy advei tismg once a week, for three months, 
in such daily papers as ho shall select in each of the cities 
of Boston, New Yoik, Philadelphia, Baltimore, New 
Orleans, Saint Louis, Charleston, Norfolk, Savannah, Gal- 
veston and Mobile, and when the proposed service is to be 
on the Pacihe Ocean, then in San Francis(‘ 0 , Tacoma and 
Portland. Such notice shall desciibe the route, the tune 
when such contract will he made, the duration of the same, 
the size of the steamers to be used, the liiunber of trips a 
year, the times of sailing, and the time when the service 
shall commence, which shall not he more than three years 
after the contract shall he let. The details of the mode of 
advertising and letting such contracts shall be conducted 
in the manner prescribed in chapter eight of title [R. S., 

2941-2963] forty-six of the Revised Statutes for the letting 
of inland mail contracts so far as the same shall be appli- 
cable to the ocean mail service. 

^ The vessels employed in the mail service under the pro- seo .3 
visions of this Act shall be American-built steamships, 
owned and officered by American citizens, in conformity 
with the existing law’s, or so owned and officered and reg-

United States the following propoidiion of the crew shall be 
citizens of the United States, to wit: During the first two 
years of such contract for carrying the maus, one-fourth 
thereof, duiing the next three succeeding years, one-third 
thereof; and during the remaining time of the continuance 
of such contract at least one-half thereof; and shall be 
constructed after the latest and most approved types, with 
all the modern improvements and appliances for ocean 
steamers. 

They shall be divided into four classes The first shall 
be iron or steel screw steamships, capable of maintaining a 
speed of twenty knots an hour at sea in ordinary weather, 
and of a gloss registeied tonnage of not less than eight 
thousand tons. No vessel except of said first (dass shall 
be accepted for said mail sendee under the provisions of 
this act lietween the United States and Great Britain. The 
second class shall be iron or steel steamships, capable of 
maintaining a speed of sixteen knots an hour at sea in 
ordinal y weather, and of a gross registered tonnage of not 
less than five thousand tons. The third class shall be iron 
or steel steamships, capable of maintaining a speed of four- 
teen knots an hour at sea in ordinary weather, and of a 

f ross registered tonnage of not less than two thousand five 
undred tons. The fourth class shall be iron oi steel or 
wooden steam-ships, capable of maintaining a speed of 
twelve knots an hour at sea in ordinary weauier, and of a 
gross registei ed tonnage of not less tnan fifteen hundred 
tons, It shall be stipulated in the contract or contracts to 
be entered into for the said mail service that said vessels 
may carry passengers with their baggage in addition to said 
mails and may do all ordinary business done hy steam-ships 
^ All steamships of the lirst, second, and third classes 

employed as above and hei’eafter built shall })e constructed 
wi£h particular rcfeience to prompt and economical conver- 
sion into auxiliary naval cruisers, and according to plans 
and specifications to be agreed upon hy and between the 
owne]\s and the Secretary of the Navy, and they shall bo 
of sufiicient strength and stability to carry and sustain the 
working and operation of at least four effective riflc'd cannon 
of a caliber of npt less than six inches, and shall be of the 
highest rating known to maritime commerce. And all ves- 
sels of said three classes heretofore built and so employed 
sWl, before they are accepted for the mail service nerein 
provided for, be thoroughly inspected by a competent naval 
officer or constructor detailed for that service by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy ; and such officer shall report, in writing, 
to the Secretary of the Navy, who shall ti’ansmit said report 
to the Postmastev-Genei al; and no such vessel not approved 
by the Secretary of the Navy as suitable for the service 
required shall be employed by the Postmaster-General as 
provided for in this act. 

Sec. 5 The rate of compensation to be paid for such ocoan mail 

service of the said first-class ships shall not exceed the sum 
of four dollars a mile, and for the second-class ships two 
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dollarfe a mile, by the shortest piacticable route, for each 
outward vo3mge; for the third-class ships not to exceed one 
dollar a mile, and for the fourth-class ships two-tliirds of 
one dollar a mile, foi the actual number of miles required 
by the Post Office Demrtmcnt to be traveled on each out- 
ward bound voyage: rrovSdrd^ That in the case of failure 
fioni cause to perform the regular voyages stipulated 
for 111 said contracts or any of them, a pro rata deduction 
shall be made from the compensation on account of such 
omitted voyage or voyages; and that suidible fines and 
penalties may be imposed for delays or irregularities in 
the due performance of service accoiding to the contract, 
to be detei mined by the Postinahter-GeneniL Provided 
further^ That no steamship so employed and so paid for 
carrying the Unitc'd States mails shall receive any other 
bounty" or subsidy from the Timsurv of the United States. 

Upon each of said vessels the United States shall bo ^ 
entitled to have transported, free of charge, a maibniessen- 
ger, whose duty it shall he to receive, sort, take in charge 
and deliver the mails to and from the United States, and 
who shall be provided with suitable room for the accom- 
modation of himself and the mails. 

The officeis of the United States Na\\y ina3^ volunteer 
for service on said mail vessels, and when accepted the 
conti actor oi contiactoi'S, ina3" be assigned to such duty by 
the Secretary of the Nav3^ whenever m his opinion such 
assignment can be made without detriment to the service, 
and while in said employment the3^ shall receive furlough 
] 5 av from the Government, and such other compensation 
from the conti actor or contractors as may be agieed upon 
Iw the parties Provided^ That they shall only be required to 
pci form such duties as appertain to the merchant service. 

Said vessels shall take, as cadets or apprentices, one ^ 
Aincriean-boin boy, under twenty-one 3^ears of age for 
each one thousand tons gross legister, and one for each 
ina]orit3" fraction thereof, who snail lie educated in the 
duties of seamanship, rank as petty ofiScern, and receive 
such xiay for their services as ma3" be leasonable. 

Such steamers ma3’’ be taken and used by the United 
States as transptirts or cruisers, upon payment to the 
owners of the fair actual value of the same at the time of 
the taking, and if there shall be a disagreement as to the 
fair actual value of the same at the time of the taking, and 
if there shall be a disagreement as to the fail actual value 
between the United States and the owners, then the same 
shall be determined by two impartial appraisers, one to be 
appointed by each of said parties, they at the same time 
selecting a tnird, who shall act in said appraisement in case 
the two shall fail to agree.

For tmnsportation of foreign mails, two million five 3,1903 
hundred and sixty-six thousand dollars, including addi- 
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tional compensation to the Oceanic Steamship Company 
for transporting the mails by its steamer sailing from San 
Francisco to Tmaiti, all mails made up in the United States 
destined foi the island of Tahiti, foity-fivo thousand dol- 
lars* Pvomded^ That the sum paid the said Oceanic Steam- 
ship Company shall not exceed one dollar per mile, as 
authorized by Act of March third, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-one, entitled Act to piovide for ocean mail 
service between the United States and foreign ports, and 
to promote commerce,’’ 

The Postmaster-General may cause the mail to be carried 
m any steamboat or other vessel used as a packet on any 
of the waters of the United States. 

The Postmaster-General may, if he deem it foi thexmb- 
lic mtercst, make contracts for any period not exceeding 
one year, for carrying the mails in .steamships between any 
of the ports of the Uiiited States, 

Upon the entry of every such vessel returning from any 
foreign port, the master thereof shall make oath that he 
has promptl}^ delivered all the mail placed on boaid said 
vessel before clearance from the United States; and if he 
shall fail to make such oath the vessel shall not be entitled 
to the piivileges of a vessel of the United States 

The master of any steamboat passing between ports or 
places in the United States, and arriving at any such port 
or place where there is a povst-office, snail deliver to the 
postmaster, within three hours after his arnval, if in the 
day-time, and if at night, within two hours after the next 
sunrise, all letters and packets brought by him, or within 
his power or control and not relating to the cargo, addressed 
to or destined for such port or place, for which he shall 
receive from the postmaster two cents for each letter or 
packet so delivered, unless the same in carried under a 
contract for carrying the mails, and for every failme to so 
deliver such letters and packets, the master or owner of 
the steamboat shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred 
and fifty dollars. 

The Postraovster-Genoral may pay, to the master or owner 
of any vessel not regularly employed in carrying the mail, 
two cents for each letter carried by such vessm between 
ports or places in the United States, oi from any for- 
eign port to any port in the United States, but all such 
letters shall be deposited in the post-office at the port of 
arrival. 

No vessel departing from the United States for any for- 
eign port shall receive on board or convey any letter or 
packet originating in the United States which has not been 
regularly received from the post-office at the port of depar- 
ture, and which does not relate to the cargo of such vessel, 
except as provided in section three thousand nine hundred 
and ninety-three; and every collector, or other officer of the 
port empowered to grant clearances, shall require from the 
master of such vessel, as a condition of clearance, an oath 
that he has not received on board, has not under his care 
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or control, and will not receive or convey any letter or 
packet contrary to the proviaions of this section. 

No vessel arriving within any port or collection-district of R s . soss 
the United States snail be allowed to make entry or break 
bulk until all letters on board are delivered at the nearest 
post-office, and the master thereof has signed and sworn 
to the following declaration, before the collector oi other 
proper customs officer: 

‘‘I, A. B. , master of the , arriving from , and 

now lying in the port of , do solemnfy swear (or affirm) 

that 1 have, to the best, of my knowledge and belief, deliv- 
ered, at thepost-officG at , eveiy letter, and every hag. 

packet, or parcel of letters, which weic on board the said 
vessel during her last voyage, or which were in my posses- 
sion or under iny powci or control.’’ 

And any master who shall break bulk before be has de- 
livered such letters shall he liable to a penalty of not more 
than one bundled dollars, recoverable, one-hulf to thoofficer 
making the seizuie, and the other to the use of the United 
States, 

Any special agent of the Post-Office Department, when R s , soso 
instructed by the Postmaster-General to make examina- 
tions and seizures, and the collector oi other customs offi- 
cers of au3^ port, without special instructions, >shiill care- 
fully search all ATssels foi letter^ which may he on board 
or which have been conveyed contrary to law. 

Any special agent of the Post-Office Department, col- Rs.aooo 
lector, or other customs officer, or United States marshal 
01 his deputy, may at all times seize all letters and bags, 
packets or parcels, containing letters which are being car- 
ried contrary to law on boaid any vessel or any post- route, 
and convejr the same to the neaicst post-office, or may, by 
the direction of the Postmaster-General or Secretary of 
the Treasury, detain them until two months after the final 
determination of all suits and pioceedings which may, at 
any time within six months after such seizure, be brought 
against any person for sending or carrying such letters. 

Every pacdcage or parcel seized by any^ special agent of 
the Post-Office Department, collector, or other customs 
officer, or United States marshal or his deputies, in which 
any letter is unlawfully concealed, shall be forfeited to the 
United States, and the same proceedings may be had to 
enforce the forfeiture as are authorized in respect to goods, 
wai es, and meiThandisef orf eited for violation of the revenue 
laws; and all laws for the benefit and protection of customs 
officers making seizures foi violating the revenue laws shall 
apply to officers making seizures for violating the ]iostal 
laws. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed to prohibit r. b , 3002 
the conveyance or transmission of letters or packets by 
private hands without compensation, 01 by special mes- 
senger employed for the particular occasion only. 

The Postmaster-General, after advertising for proposals, R’ ^ 1 
may enter into contracts or make suitable arrangements for 
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transporting the mail through any foreign countiy , between 
any two points in the United States, and such transporta- 
tion shall be by the speediest, safest, and most economical 
route; and all contra(*ts thereioi may be revoked whenever 
any new road or canal shall be opened affording a speedier, 
more economical, and equally safe transportation between 
the same points, but in case of the revocation of aii}^ such 
contract, a fair iiidemnit}^ shall be aAvarded to the contractor. 

The Postmastei -General may, after advertising fui pro- 
posals, enter into contracts for the transportation of the 
mail between the United States and any foreign country 
whenever the public interests will thei eby bo promoted 
The mail between the United States and any foreign 
poi’t, or between ports of the United States touching at 
a foreign port, shall he transported m steamships, but 
the Postmaster-General may have such transportation 
performed by sailing-vessels when the scivice can be 
facilitated thereliy. 

Por tiansporting the mail between the United States and 
any foreign port, or between ports of the United States 
touching at a foreign poit, the Postmaster-Geneial may 
allow as compensation, if by a United States steamalup, 
any sum not exceeding the sea and United States inland 
postage; and if by a foreign steamship or ]jy a sailing ves- 
sel, any sum not exceeding the sea-postage, on the mail so 
transpoided. [Amended by March 3, 1891, p 299.] 

The Postmastei -General may impose lines on contractors 
for tiansporting the mail between the United States and 
any foreign countiy, for any unreasonable or umiecessaiy 
delay in the departure of such mail, or the performance of 
the trip; but the line for any one default shall not exceed 
one-half the contract price for the trip 
Every contract for transporting the mail between the 
United States and any foreign countiy shall contain, 
besides the usual stipulation for the right of the Postmas- 
ter-General to discontinue the same, tno fuither stipula- 
tion that it may be terminated by Congress. 

The Postmaster- General may, b}" and with the advice 
and consent of the President, make any arrangements 
which may be deemed just and expedient for allowing the 
mails of Canada, or any other country adjoining the 
United States, to be tiansported over the territory of the 
United States from one point in such countiy to any 
other point in the same, at the expense of the country to 
which the mail belongs, upon obtaining a like privilege 
for the transportation of the United States mail through 
the countiy to which the privilege is gi anted; but such 
privilege may at any time be annulled by the President or 
Congress from and after one month succeeding the day on 
whi^ notice of the act of the President or Congress is 

S iven to the chief executive or head of the post-office 
epartment of the country whose privilege is to be 
annulled, 
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The Postmaster -General, under the direction of the Presi- R s , 4015 
dent of the United States, is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to charge upon, and collect from, all letteis and other 
mailable matter earned to or from any poit of the United 
States, in any foreign packet-ship or other vessel, the same 
rate or rates of charge for Amoiicnn postage which the gov- 
ernment to which such f 01 cign packet or other vessel belongs 
imposes upon lettei’s and other mailable matter convoyed to 
or iroin such foieign country in American packets or other 
vessels as the postage of such government, and at any time 
to revoke the same; and all custom-house officers and other 
United States agents designated or appointed for that pur- 
pose shall enforce or carry into effect the foregoing provi- 
sion, and aid or assist in the collection of such postage, and 
to that end it shall he lawful for such officers and agents, on 
suspicion of fraud, to open and examine, in the presence 
of two or more respectable persons, lieing citizens of the 
United States, any package or packages supposed to con- 
tain mailalile matter found on lioard such packets or other 
vessels or elsewhere, and to prevent, if necessary, such 
packets 01 other vessels from entering, breaking bulk, or 
nmking clearance until such letters or other mailalde mat- 
ter are duly delivered into the United States post-office, 

842. United States mat! agencies abroad 

The Postmastei -General may establish resident mail- Rs, 402 i 
agencies at the ports of Panama and Aspinwall, in New 
Granada, Havana, in Cuba; at Saint Thoiuas, and at such 
other foreign ports at which United States mail-steamers 
touch to land and receive mails, as may, in his judgment, 
promote the efficiency of the foieign mail-service; and may 
pay the agents emplo^^od by him at such ports, out of the 
appropriation for transportation of the mail, a reasonable 
compeiivsation for theii »servicC 8 , and the necessary expenses 
for office-rent, clerk-hire, office- furniture, and other inci- 
dentals, to be allowed him at each of such agencies. 

The Postmaster-General may appoint an agent in charge a s , 4022 
of the mail on hoard of each of the mail-steamers on the 
routes between San Francisco, Japan, and China; between 
San Francisco and Honolulu, in the Hawaiian Islands, and 
between New Yoikand Eio Janeiro, who shall he allowed, 
out of the appropriation for transportation of the mail, a 
salary of two thousand dollars a year each. 

The Postmaster-General may establish, in connection ^ s , 4023 
with the mail-steamship service to Japan and China, a 
general postal agency at Shanghai, in China, or at Yoko- 
hama, in Japan, with such branch agencies at any other 
ports in China and Japan as he shall deem necessary for 
the prompt and efficient management of the postal service 
in those countries; and he may pay the postal agents em- 
ployed thereat a reasonable compensation foi their serv- 
ices, in addition to the necessary expenses for rent, furni- 
ture, clerk-hire, and incidental expenses,

Tune 20 , 1874 Whenever any vessel of the United States has sus- 

seo 10 tamed oi caused any accident involving the loss of life, 
the material loss of property, or any herious injury to 
any person, or has received any material damage allVcting 
her seaworthiness or her efficiency, the managing owner, 
agent, oi master of such vessel shall within five days after 
the happening of such accident or damage, or as soon 
thereafter as possible, send, bv letter to the collector of 
customs of the district wherein such vessel belongs or 
of that within which such accident or damage occurred, a 
report thereof, signed by such owner, agent, oi master, 
stating the name and official lumilier (if aii^^) of the vessel, 
the port to winch she belongs, the place where she was, 
the natiiie and probable occasion of the casualty, the num- 
ber and names of those lost, and the estimated amount of 
loss or damage to the vessel oi cargo; and shall furnrsb, 
upon the request of eithei of such collectors of customs, 
such other information concerning the vessel, bei cargo, 
and the casualty as may be called tor; and if he neglect or 
refuse to comply with the foiegoing lequirements after n 
reasonable time, he shall incur a penalty of one hundred 
dollais. 

Sec 11 Whenever the managing owner or agent of any vessel of 

the United States has reason, owing to the non-appearanct^ 
of such vessel, or to any other circumstance, to apprehend 
that such vessel has been lost, he shall, as soon as conven- 
iently may be, send notice, in writing, to the collector ol 
customs of the jiort to which said vessel belonged, of such 
loss, and the probable occasion thereof stating the name 
and the official number (if any) of the vessel, and the names 
of all persons on board, so far as the same can be ascer- 
tained, and shall furnish, upon request of the collector of 
such port, such additional information as he may he able;

Proridml,^ That this act shall not take e licet until pi ocla- 
mation liy the President of the United States that the 
piivilegc of aiding American or othei vessels and piopcity 
wrecked, disabled, or in distress in Canadian waters con- 
tiguous to the United States has been extended by the 
Government of the Dominion of Canada to American ve»s- 
selb andwiGcking appliances of all descriptions This act 
shall be construed to apply to the canal and improvement 
of the waters between Lake Erie and Lake Huion, and to 
the waters of the Saint Mary’s River and canal: And pro- 
oidtdfurthti\ That this act shall cease to he in force from 
and after the date of the proclamation of the President of 
the United States to the cm^ct that said iccipiocal piivilcge 
has been withdrawn, revoked, or rendered moperativo by 
the said Govcrniuent of the Dominion of Canada. 

346 Wrecks in foreign waters 

Consuls and vice-consuls, in cases where vessels of the 
United States are stranded on the coasts of their consu- 
lates respectively, shall, as far as the laws of the country 
will peimit, tako*^ pi^'oper measures, as well for the puipose 
of saving the vessels, their cargoes and appurtenances, as 
for storing and securing the effects and merchandise saved, 
and for taking inventories thereof; and the merchandise 
and effects saved, with the inventories thereof so taken, 
shall, after deducting therefrom the expenses, be delivered 
to the owners. No consul or vice-consul shall have author- 
ity to take pos>session of any such merchandise, or other 
property, when the master, owner, or consignee thereof is 
present or capable of taking possession of the same*

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346. Wrecks m Florida waters 

All propel ty, of any description whatsoever, which shall 
bo taken horn an wreck, from the sea, or from any of the 
keys and shoals, within the jurisdiction of the United States, 
on the coast of Florida, shall be brought to some port of 
entiy wnthin the jurisdiction of the United States. 

Every ■\^essel which shall be engaged or employed in 
cairymg or transporting any property whatsoever, taken 
from any wreck, trom the sea, or from any of the keys or 
shoals, within the jurisdiction of the United States, on the 
coast of Florida, to any foreign port, shall, together with 
her tackle, apparel, and furniture, be forfeited, and all for- 
feitures incuired by virtue of this section shall accrue, one 
moiety to the infoiiuor and the other to the United States. 

No vessel, or master thereof, hlmll be regularly employed 
in the business of wrecking on the coast of Florida without 
the license of the judge of the district couit for the district 
of Florida, and, before licensing any vessel or master, the 
judge shall be satisfied that the vessel is sea- worthy, and 
properly and sufficiently fitted and equipped for the busi- 
ness of saving property shipwiecked and in distress; and 
that the master thereof is trustwoithy, and innocent of any 
fraud or misconduct in i elation to any property shipwrecked 
or saved on the coast. 
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347 Revenue cuiters 

The President for the better securing the collection 
of import or tonnage duties, cau>sc to he iimintained so 
many of the revenue-cutters as may be nccossarv to be 
employed for the protection of the revenue, the expense 
whereof shall he paid out of such sum as shall he annuall}^ 
appropriated foi theievonue-cuttev service, and not other- 
wise. 

The Secretaiy of the Tieasury may direct the perform- 
ance of any servK^e by the revenue- vessels which, in his 
judgment, is necessaiy for the protection of the levenue 

The officers of the revenue-cutters shall lespectively he 
deemed officers of the customs, and shall be suliject to the 
direction of such collectors of the revenue, or other officers 
thereof, as from time to time shall be designated for that 
puipose. They shall go on boaid all vessels which arrive 
within the United Stetos or within four leagues of the 
coast thereof, if bound foi the United States, and search 
and examine the same, and every part thereof, and shall 
demand, receive, and ceitify the manifests reejuired to he 
on board certain vessels, shall affix and put proper fuhten- 
ings on the hatches and other communications with the 
hold of any vessel, and shall remain on board such vessels 
until they axTive at the port or place of their destination. 

The collector of each disUnct may, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, provide and (unploy such 
small open row and sail boats, and persons to serve in 
them, as shall lie necessary for the use of the surveyors 
and inspectors in going on l>oard of vessels and otherwise, 
for the better detection of frauds.

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348 Remission of fines and penalties 

Whcncvor any person who shall liaA^e incurred any fine, 
penalty, or forfeiture, or disability, or may bo interested 
in any vessel or meichandise which has become subject to 
any seizure, foifcituie, or disability by authoidty of anv 
provisions of law for imposing or collecting any duties oi 
taxes, or relating to registering, iTCording, enrolling, or 
licensing yes, sols and for regulating the same, or providing 
for the suppression of insurrections or unlawful com hi na- 
tions against the United States, shall prefer his petition 
to the judge of the district in which such fine, penalty, or 
forfeituio, or disability has accrued, truly and particularly 
setting forth the ciicumstanccs of his case, and shall pray

products, which are exported to countries that do not re- 
quire such inspection 

362 Inspection of meat for export 

The Secretary of Agriculture shall also camse to be made 
a careful inspection of all live cattle, the meat of which, 
fresh, salted, canned, corned, packed, cured, or otherwise 
prepared, is intended foi exportation to any foreign coun- 
try, at such times and places, and in such manner as he 
may think piopei, with a view to ascertain whether said 
cattle are free from disease, and their meat sound and whole- 
some, and may appoint inspectors who shall be authorized 
to give an official certificate cleaxly stating the condition 
in which such cattle and meat are found, and no cleamnee 
shall be given to any vessel having on board any fresh, 
salted, canned, corned, or packed beef for exportation to 
and sale in a foieign country from any port in the United 
States until the owner or sliipper shall obtain from an in- 
spector appointed under the provisions of this act a cei- 
tificate that said cattle were free from disease and that their 
meat is sound and wholesome. 

The Secretary of Agiiculture shall cause to be inspected 
prior to their slaughter, all cattle, sheep, and hogs which 
are subjects of inteistate commerce and which aie about to 
be slaughtered at slaughter-houses, canning, salting, pack- 
ing or ren deling establishments in any State or Territory, 
the carcasses or products of which are to be transported 
and sold for human consumption in any other State oi 
Territory, or the District of Columbia And in addition to 
the aforesaid inspection, there may he made in all cases 
where the Secretary of Agriculture may deem neeessaiy or 
expedient, under lules and regulations to be by him pre- 
scrilied, a post mortem examination of the carcasses of all 
cattle, sheep, and hogs about to be prepared for human 
consumption at any slaughter-house, canning, salting, pack- 
ing or rendering establishment in any State or Territoi y, 
or the District of Columbia which are the subjects of inter- 
state commerce, 

Said examination shall be made in the manner provided 
by rules and regulations to bo prescribed by the Secretary 
of Agriculture, and after said examination the carcasses 
and products of all cattle, sheep, and swine found to be free 
of disease and wholesome, sound, and fit for human food 
shall be marked, stamped, or labeled fox* identification as 
may be provided by said rules and regulations of the Sec- 
retaiy of Agriculture. Any pei'son shall forge, coun- 
terfeit, simulate, imitate, falsely represent, or use without 
authority, or knowingly and wrongfully alter, deface, or 
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destroy any of the inax’ks, stamps, or other devices provided 
for ill the regulations of the Secretary of Agriculture, of 
such carcasses or their products, or who shall forge, coun- 
terfeit, simulate, imitate, falsely leprescmt, or use without 
authority, or knowingly and wrongfully alter, deface, or 
destroy any certificate oi stamp provided in said regula- 
tions, shall he deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, ana on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding one 
year, or by both said punishments, in the discretion of the 
court 

363 /nterstate trade 

The Seciotaiy of Agricultiue is hereby authorized to 
make such rules and regulations as he may decide to bo 
neccvssaiy to prevent the transportition from one State or 
Territory or the District of Coliuubia, into any other State 
or Territory or the District of Columbia or to any foreign 
country, ot the condemned carcasses or parts of carcasses 
of cattle, sheep, and >swine, whhih have been inspected in 
aceoidance with the provisions of this act. Any person, 
company, or (‘orporation owning or operating any such 
slaughter-house, abattoir, or meat cuiing, packing, or can- 
ning estalfiishment, or aiy employee of the same, that shall 
willfully violate any provision of thrs Act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction thereof , shall 
be punished for each olfense by a fine not exceeding one 
thousand dollars or imprisonment not exceeding one 3^ear, 
or by both said punishments, in the disc'retion of the court. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to transport from one 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia into any ^ 
other State or Terntoiv or the Distiict of Columbia, oi 
for any person to deliver to another for transpoitation from

K ranted under the provisions of this act shall bo filed in the 
department of Agriculture, another copy shall bo delivered 
to the owner or shipx^er, and when the cattle, sheep, and 
swine, or their carca>sses and products are sent abroad, a 
third copy shall be delivered to the chief officer of the ves- 
sel on which the shipment shall be made. 
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None of the provisions of this act vshall be so construed 
as to apply to any cattle, sheep, or swine slaughtered by 
any fanner upon bis farm, which may be transported from 
one State or Territory or the District of Columbia into 
another State or Territoiy oi the District of Columbia. 
Promded^ however^ That if the carcasses of such cattle,

354 Inspection of pork and bacon 

The Secretary of Agriculture may cause to be made a 
careful inspection of salted pork and bacon intended for 
exportation, with a view to determining whether the same 
is wholesome, >sound, and lit for human food whenever the 
laws, regulations, or orders of the Government of any for- 
eign country to which such pork or bacon is to be exported 
shall require inspection thereof relating to the importation 
thereof into such country, and also whenever any buyer, 
seller, or exporter of such meats intended for exportation 
shall request the inspection thereof. Such inspection >shall 
be made at the place where such meats are packed or boxed, 
and each package of su(‘li meats so inspected shall bear the 
marks, stamps, oi other device for identi heat ion provided 
for in the last clause of this section: Provided^ That an 
inspection of such meats may also be made at the place of 
exportation if an inspection has not been made at the place 
of packing, or if in the opinion of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, a re-mspectioii becomes necessary One copy of 
any ceitificate issued by any such inspector shall be filed 
in the Depat tment of Agncultuie; another copy shall be 
attached to the invoice of each sepaiate shipment of .sucli 
meat, and a third copy shall be delivered to the consignor 
or shipper of such meat as evidence that packages of salted 
pork and bacon have been inspected in accoi dance with the 
provisions of this act and found to be wholesome, sound, 
and fit for human food; and for the identification of the 
same such marks, .stamps, or other devices as the Secretary 
of Agriculture may by regulation prescribe shall l)e affixed 
to each of such packages Any person ^vho shall forge, 
counterfeit, or knowingly and wrongfully alter, deface, 
or destroy any of the maiks, stamps, or other devices pro- 
vided for in this section on any package of any such meats, 
or who shall forge, counterfeit, or knowingly and wi’ong- 
fuliy altei, deface, or destroy any certificate in reference 
to meats provided for in this section, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a tine not exceeding one thousand dollars 
or imprisonment not exceeding one year, or by both said 
punishments, in the discretion of the court. 
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366 Diseased cattle 

The importation of neat cattle, sheep, and other lumi- ^o.isoo 
Hants, and swine, which aie diseased or infected with any ® 
disease, or which shall have been exposed to such infection 
within .sixty day.s next before their expoitation, is hereby 
prohibited, and any person who shall knowingly violate 
the foregoing provision shail be deemed guilty of a inisde- 
meanoi, and shall, on coindction, bo punished by a tine not 
exceeding live thousand dollars, or by imprisonment not 
exceeding three ^^ears, and any vessel or vehicle used in 
such unlawful imiioitation with the knowledge of thoiim.s- 
ter or owner of said vessel or vehicle that such importa- 
tion IS diseased or has been exposed to infection as herein 
described, shall bo forfeited to the United States. 

366 Quarantine of live stock 

The Secielaiy of Agriculture be, and is hei’cby, author- AiiK^3f),is9n 
iml, at th(‘ expense of the ownei, to place and retain in ^ 
quarantine all neat cattle, sheep, and other ruminants, and 
all swine, niiportcd into the United Stales, at such ports 
as he may designate for such purpose, and under such (con- 
ditions as he may by legulation piescube, respectively, foi 
the se\ eral classes of animals al)o\ e desci ibed., and for thus 
purpose he may have and maintain posse.ssion of all lands, 
buildings, animals, tools, fixtures, and appiiitenances now 
in use for the quarantine of neat ( attle, and hereaftei jnir- 
chase, construct, or rent as may be necessary, and he uuiy 
apjioint veterinary surgeons, inspectors, o&cers. and em- 
Xuoyees hy him deemeci necessary to maintain sucli quaian- 
tine, and provide for the execution of the other provibions 
of this act. 

The importation of all animals described iu this act into ® 
any poit in the United Statics, except such as may be des- 
ignated by the Secretaiy of Agriculture, with the approval 
of the Secietary of the Tieasuiy, as quaiantino stations, 
is hereby prohibited; and the Secretary of Agriculture may 
cause to he slaughtered such of the animals named in this 
act as may be, undcricgulationHprescril)edbyhirn,ad]udgecI 
to be infected with any (^ontagious disease, or to have been 
exposed to infection so as to be dangerous to other animals; 
and that the value of animals so slaughtered as bein^ so 
exposed to infection but not infected may ])e ascertained 
by the agreement of the Secretary of Agriculture and 
owners thereof, if practicable; otherwise, by the appraisal 
by two persons famihai with the chaiacter and value of 
such property, to be appointed by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, whose decision, if they agiee, shall be final; other- 
wise the Secretary of Agriculture shall decide between 
them, and his decision shall be final; and the amount of 
the value thus asceitained shall lie paid to the owner 
thereof out of money in the Treasury appropriated for the 
use of the Bureau of Animal Industrv; but no payment 
shall be made for any animal importeef in violation of the 
provisions of this act.. 
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If any animals subject to quaiantine according to thcjpro- 
visions of this act are brought into any port of the United 
States *where no quarantine station is csttiblished the col- 
lector of such port shall require the same to be conveyed 
by the vessel on which they arc imported or are found to 
the nearest quarantine station ^ at the expense of the owner. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the President, it shall bo 
necessary foi the protection of animals in the United States 
against infectious or contagious diseases, he may, by proc- 
lamation, suspend the importation of all or mj class of 
animals for a limited time, and may change, modify, revoke, 
or renew such proclamation, as the public good may require; 
and during the time of such suspension trie importation of 
any such animals shall be unlawful. 

The Secietary of AgiicuUure shall cause careful inspec- 
tion to lie made by a siuWjle oIEcer of all imported animals 
described in this act, to ascertain whether such animals are 
infected with contagious diseases or have been exposed to 
infection so as to be dangerous to other animals, which 
shall then either be placed in quarantine or dealt with 
m ‘cording to the regulations of the Seeretai y of Agricul- 
ture; and all food, iittcr, manure, clothing, utensils, and 
other appliances that have been so related t^o Mich ammals 
on board ship as to be judged liable to convoy infection 
shall bo dealt with according to the legulations of the 
Secretary of Agriculture; 

And the Secretary of Agriculture may cau>se inspection 
to be made of all animals described lu this act intended foi 
exportation, and provide for the disinfection of all vessels 
engaged in the trauspoitatioii thereof, and of all barges 
or other vessels used in the conveyance of such animals 
intended foi export to the ocean steamer or other vessels, 
and of all attendants and their clotliing, and of all head- 
ropes and othei appliances used in suen exportation, by 
such orders and regulations as he may prescribe, and if, 
upon such inspection, any such animals snail lie adjudged, 
under the regulations of the Secretary of Agriculture, to 
be infected or to have been exposed to infection so as to 
be dangerous to other animals, they shall not be allowed 
to be placed upon any vessel for e^ortatioxi; the e^iense 
of all the inspection and disinfection provided for in this 
section to be borne by the owners of the vessels on which 
such ammals are exported. 

367, Exportation of diseased hvQ stock 

In order to enable the Secretary of Agriculture to effectu- 
ally suppress and extirpate contagious pleuropneumonia, 
foot and mouth disease, and other dangerous contagious, 
infectious, and communicable diseases in cattle and other 
live stock, and to prevent the spread of such diseases, the 
powers conferred on the Secretary of the Treasury by 
sections four and five of an Act entitled ^‘An Act for the 
eatablishment of a Bureau of Animal Industry, to prevent 
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the exportation of diseased cnttic, and to provide means 
for the feupprcssion and extirpation of pleuiopneumonia 
and other contagious diseases among domestic animals,’’ 
appiovcd May twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
four (twenty-thud United States Statutes, thirty-one), are 
hereliy conferred on the Secretaiy of Agricultuie, to he 
exei cised exclusively liy him. He is horel )y authorized and 
directed, from time to time, to establish such rules and 
regulations com.H’.rning the expoitation and transportation 
of live stock from any place within the United States wheio 
ho may have reason to believe such diseases may exist into 
and thiough any Static or T(*rritory, including the Indian 
Teriitory, and into and through the Distiict of Columbia 
and to foreign countries, as ho may deem necGHsai’y, and 
all such rules and regulations shall have the force of law. 
WlnuKHTr any inspector or assistant inspector of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry shall is»sue a cortilicate showing 
that such ollicer laid inspechHl any cattle, or othei live stock 
which veie about to bo sliqiped, driven, or transported 
from such lowility to anotbei, us above stated, and had 
found them fiee fiom Texas or splenetic fever infection, 
pleuropneumonia, foot and mouth disease, or any othei 
infectious, contagious, or communicable disease, such ani- 
mals, so inspected and certiiied, may be shipped, driven, 
or tmiisported from such place into and through any State 
or Teiritoiy, including the Indian Teiritory, and into and 
through the Distiict of Columbia, or they may be expoited 
fiom the United States without further inspection or the 
exaction of fees of any kind, except such as may at any 
time be ordered or exacted by the Secretary of Agricul- 
tuie; and all such ammals shall at all times be under the 
control and supervision of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
of the Agricultural Department for the purposes of such 
inspection. 

The Secretaiy of Agriculture shall have authority to ^ 
make such regulations and take such measures as he may 
deem proper to prevent the introduction or dissemination 
of the contagion of any contagious, infectious, or com- 
municahlc disease of animals from a foreiVn countiy into 
the United States or from one State or Territory of the 
United States or the Distiict of Columbia to another, and 
to seize, quarantine, and dispose of any hav, straw, for- 
age, or similar material, or any meats, hides, or other 
animal productis coming from an infected foreign country 
to the United States, or from one State or Territory or 
the District of Columbia in transit to another State or 
Territory or the 'District of Columbia whenever in his 
judgment such action is advisable in order to guard 
against the introduction or spread of such contagion. 

Any person, company, or corporation knowingly vio- a 
lating the provisions of this Act oi the orders or regula- 
tions made in pui’suance thereof shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, ana on conviction shall be punished by a fine 
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of not lebs than one hundred dollars noi more than one 
thousand dollars, or hy impiisonment not more than one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

358 Care of catiie m domestic trade 

No railroad company within the United States whose road 
forms any part of a line of load over which cattle, sheep, 
swine, or othei animals are eonveyed from one State to 
another, oi the owners or masters of steam, sailing, or other 
vessels carrying oi transporting cattle, sheep, swine, or 
other animals from one State to another, shall confine the 
same in cais, ))oats, or vessels of any description, for a 
longer period than twenty-eight consecutive hours, without 
unloading the same for rest, water, and feeding, for a 
peiiod of at least five consecutive hours, unless prevented 
from so unloading by stoini or other accidental causes. In 
estimating such confinement the time during which the 
animals have been confined without such rest on connect- 
ing roads from which they are received shall be included, 
it being the intent of this section to prohibit their contin- 
uous confinement beyond the peiiod of twenty-eight hours, 
except upon contingencies hereinbefore stated 

Animals so unloaded shall he pioperly fed and wateied 
duiing such rest hy the owner or person having the cus- 
tody thereof, or in case of his default in so doing, then by 
the railroad companv or owners or masters of boats oi 
vessels transporting the same at the expense of the ownei 
or person in custod}^ thereof; and such company, owners, 
or masters shall in such case have a lien upon such animals 
for food, care, and custody furnished, and shall not be 
liable for any detention of such animals. 

Any company, owner, or custodian of such animals who 
knowingly and willingly fails to comply with the provisions 
of the two preceding sections, shall, for every such failure, 
be liable for and forfeit and pay a penalty of not less than 
one hundred nor more than hve hundred dollars. But 
when animals are carried in cars, boats, or other vessels in 
which they can and do have proper food, water, space, and 
opportunity to rest, the provisions in regard to their being 
unloaded shall not apply. 

The penalty created hy the preceding sections shall be 
recovered by civil action in the name of the United States, 
in the circuit or district court of the United States, Iiolden 
within the district wheie the violation may have been com- 
mitted, or the person or corporation resides or carries on 
its business; and it shall be the duty of all United States 
marshals, their deputies and subordinates, to prosecute all 
violations which come to their notice or miowledge. 

Any person or corporation' entitled to a hen under section 
forty-tnreehundred and eighty-seven may enforce the same 
by a petition filed in the district court nolden within the 
district where the food, care, and custody have been fur- 
nished, or the owner or custodian of the property resides; 
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and the court bhall have pui\(U’ to issue all S(utabl<} 
for the enforcement of such lien ])y bal(3 or otherwise, and 
to compel the payment of all costs, penalties, char^u‘s. 
and expenses of proceedings under the piovisions of tins 
and the preceding sections.

Whencvei the yecretary of Agriculture shall certify to 
the President (it the United States what conn trios or parts 
of countries aio free from contagious or infectious diseases 
of doinestii* amniaK, and that neat cattle, domestic ani- 
mals, and hides can lie imported from such countries with- 
out dangei to the domestic auiiuals of tlio United ytates, 
the Piesident of the United States may suspend the pio- 
hibition of the importation of neat cattle, domestic animals, 
and hides, in the manner provided by law. That tlic Presi- 
dent he, and he is lioreby, authormed to cause correspond- 
ence and negotiation to be had, tliroujjh the Department 
of State or otherwise, with the authorities of the Kingdom

360 /nspectfon of butter and dairy products 

All parts of an Act providing for an inspection of meats 
for exportation, appioved August thirtieth, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety, and of an Act to provide for the inspec- 
tion of live cattle, hogs, and the carcasses and products 
thereof which are the subjects of interstate commerce, ap- 
proved March third, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, and 
of aineiidment thereto approved March second, eighteen 
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hundred and ninety-five, which are apj)licahle to the Hub- 
jecta and purposes described in this section shall apply 
to process or renovated butter And the Secretary of 
Agriculture is hereby authorized and lequired to cause a 
rigid sanitary inspection to be made, at such tunes as he 
may deem proper or necessary, of all factories and store- 
houses where process or renovated buttci is manufactured, 
packed, oi prepared for market, and of the products 
thereof and materials going into the manufacture of the 
same. All process or renovated butter and the packages 
containing the same shall be marked with the woras “ Ren- 
ovated Butter” or “Piocess Butter” and by such other 
marks, labels, or brands and in such manner as ina^" be 
prescribed by the Secretar}^ of Agriculture, and no proc- 
ess or renovated butter shall be shipped or transported 
from its place of manufacture into any other State or Ter- 
ritoiy 01 the District of Columbia, or to any foreign 
countiy, until it has been maiked as provided in this sec- 
tion. The Secretary of Affricultuie sWl make all needful 
regulations for carrying this section into effect, and shall 
cause to be ascertained and reported from time to time the 
quantity and quality of process or renovated butter manu- 
factured, and the character and the condition of the mate- 
rial from which it is made. ^ And he shall also have power 
to ascertain whether or not mateiials used in the manufac- 
ture of said process or renovated butter are deleterious to 
health or unwholesome in the finished pioduct, and in case 
such deleterious or unwholesome materials are found to lie 
used in product intended for exportation oi shipment into 
other States or in course of exportation oi shipment he 
shall have power to confiscate the same Any person, 
firm, or corporation violating any of the piovisions of this 
section shall be deemed guUty of a misdemeanor and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than fiftjr dollars nor more than five hundred dollai's oi 
liy imprisonment not less than one month nor more than 
six months, or by both said punishments, in the disci etion 
of the court.

articles for inspection and analysis; and the Seoretai}^ of 
the Treasury is hereby authorized to open such original 
packages and deliver specinnms to the Secretary of Agri- 
culture for the purpose mentioned, giving notice to the 
owner or consignee of such articles, Avho may be present 
and have the right to introduce testimony; and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall refuse delivery to the consignee 
of any such goods which the Secretary of Agriculture 
reports to him have been inspected and analyzed and found 
to be dangeious to health, oi which are foi'biddeii to be 
sold or restricted in sale in the countries in winch they 
are made or from which they arc exported, or which shall 
be falstdy labeled in any respect in regard to the place of 
manufacture or the (*ontcnts of the package. 

863. Adulterated food products 

It shall be unlawful to import into the United States ^^ 1)5 3^^’ 
any adulterated 01 unwholesome food or drug or any 
vinous, spintiious or malt liquors, adulterated oi mixed 
with any poisonous or noxious cneniical drug or other 
ingredient iujuiious to health An 3^ person who shall 
knowingly import into the United States any such adul- 
teiated rood or drug, or drink, knowing or ha\T.ng reasons 
to believe the same to be adulterated, being the owner or 
the agent of the owner, or the consignor or consignee of 
the owner, or in privity with them, assisting m such 
unlawful act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and liable to piosccution therefor in the district court of 
the United States for the district into which such property 
is imported; and, on conviction, such person shall be fined 
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in a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars for each sep- 
arate shipment, and may be impi isoned by the court for a

Any article designed for consumption as human food or 
drink, and any other article of the classes or description 
mentioned in this act, which shall be impoited into the 
United States contrary to its provisions, shall be forfeited 
to the United States, and shall be proceeded against under 
the provisions of chapter eighteen of title thirteen of the 
Eevised Statutes of the United States [R. S. 911-1042;] 

And such imported property so declared forfeited may 
be destroyed oi returned to the importer for exportation 
from the United States after the payment of all 'costs and 
expenses, under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may piesciibc, and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may cause such imported articles to be inspected oi 
examined in order to ascertain whether the same have been 
so unlawfully impoiied. 

Whenever the President is satisfied that there is good

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363. Tea trade 

It shall be unlawful for nii^" person or persons or corpo- ^ 
ration to import or brin^ into the United States any mer- 
chandise as tea which is inferior in purity, {|nality, and fit- 
ness for consumption to the standards provided in section 
three of this Act, and the importation ot all suclx merchan- 
dise is herewitli prohibited 

Immediately after the passage of this Act, and on or sec 2 
before February fifteenth of each year thereafter, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall appoint a lioard, to consist of 
seven members, each of whom shall be an export in teas, 
and who shall piepare and submit to him standard samples 
of tea; that the persons .so appointed shall 1)0 at all times

be granted to the importer or consignee declaring the tea 
free from the control of the customs authorities; but if on 
examination such tea, or merchandise described as tea, is

Sept 4, 1890 every case of collision between two vessels it shall be 

the duty of the master or peison in charge of each vessel, 
if and so far as he can do so without serious danger to his 
own vessel, crew, and passengers (if any), to stay hy the 
other vessel until he has ascertained that she has iiobieed 
of further assistance, and to render to the other vessel, hei 
master, crew, and passengers (if any), such assistance as

distance of at least two miles. 

(c) On the port side a red light so constructed as to show 
an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of ten points 
of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light from light 
ahead to two points abaft the beam on the port side, and 
of such a character as to be visible at a distance of at least 
two miles.'’

(a) In the fore part of the vessel or on or in fiont of the 
funnel, A\hczo it can best be seen, and at a height above

glass on the one side and a red glass on the other side, and 
on approaching to or being appioached li}^ another vessel 
such lantern shall be exhibited in sufficient time topiwent 
collision, so that the green light .shall not be seen on the 
port side nor the red light on the starboard side. 

LIGHTS FOR FISHING VESSELS OFF EUROPEAN COASTS. 

The following portion of this aiticlc ajmlies only to 
fishing-vessels and boats Avhen in the sea on the c6a>st of 
Europe lying north of Cape Finisteirc: 

(a) All fish mg- vessels and fishing-boats of twenty tons 
net registered tonnage or upward, when iindei Avay and 
Avhen not having their nets, trawls, dredges, or lines in the 
water, shall carry and sIioav the same lights as other ves- 
sels under Avay. 

(lb All Apssels when engaged in fishing with drift-nets 
shall exhibit tAvo AAdiite limits from any part of the vessel 
where they can be best seen. Such lights shall be placed 
so that the vertical distance l:)etAveeii them shall be not less 
than six feet and not moie than ten feet, and so that the 
horizontal distance between them, measured in a line Avitb 
the keel of the vessel, shall be not less than five feet and 
not more than ten feet The loAver of those two lights shall 
be the more forward, and both of them shall be of such a 
character and contained m lanterns of such construction as 
to show all round the horizon, on a dark night, wth a clear 
atmosphere, for a distance of not less than three miles. ^ 

(c) All vessels when traAvUng, dredging, or fishing with 
any kind of drag-nets shall exhibit, from some part of the 
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vessel wbeie they can be best seen, two lights. One of 
these lights shall be led and the other shall be white. The 
red light shall be above the white light, and shall be at a 
vertical distance from it of not less tnan six feet and not 
more than twelve feet, and the horizontal distance between 
them, if any, shall not be more than ton feet. These two 
lights shall bo of such a character and contained in lan- 
terns of such construction as to bo visible all round the 
horizon, on a dark mght, with a clear atmosphere, the 
white light to a distance of not less than three miles, and 
the red light of not leas than two miles. 

(d) A vessel employed in bne-fishing, with her lines out, 
shall carry the same lights as a vessel when engaged in 
fishing with drift-nets. 

(e) If a vessel, when fishing with a trawl, dicdge, or anv 
kind of drag-net, become.s stationary in consequence of 
hei gear getting fast to a lock or other obstruction, she 
shall show the light and make the fog-signal for a vessel 
at anchor 

(f) Fishing-vessels may at an3^ time use a fiare-up in 
addition to the lights which they arc by this aiticde requiied 
to cairy and show. All flaieup-lights exhibited by aves 
scl when trawling, dredging, or fishing with any kind of 
drag-net shall be shown at the after-part of the vessel, 
excepting that if the vessel is hanging by the stern to Inn* 
trawl, dredge, or diag-net, they shall be exhibited from the 
how, 

(g) Every fishing-vessel when at anchor between sunset 
ana sunrise shall exhibit a white light, visible all round 
the horizon at a distance of at least one mile 

(h) In a fog a drift-net vessel attached to her nets, and 
a vessel when trawling, dredging, or fishing with an}" kind 
of drag-net, and a vessel employed in line hshing with hei 
lines out, shall, at lutei vals of not more than two minutes, 
make a blast with her fog-horn and iing hei bell altei- 
nately, 

LIGHTS EOR AN OVERTAKEN VESSEL 

Art 10. A vessel which is being overtaken by another 
shall show from her stern to such last-mentioned vessel a 
white light or a flare-up light. 

The wite light required to be shown by this article may 
be fixed and carried in a lantern, but in such case the lan- 
tern shall be so constructed, fitted, and screened that it 
shall throw an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon

PRELIMINARY. 

Art 15. All signals prescribed by this article for vessels Time io,i«96 
undei way shall be giv^en: 

First, fey ‘‘steam v^essels'’ on the whistle or siren. 

Second. By ^‘sailing vessels” and ‘‘vessels towed” on 
the fog horn. 

The words “prolonged blast” used in this article shall 
mean a blast of fiom four to six seconds duration. 

A steam-vessel shall be provided with an efficient whistle 
or siren, ^ounded by steam or by some substitute for steam,

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SO placed that the sound may not be intercepted by any 
obstruction, and with an efficient fog horn, to be sounded 
by mechanical means, and also ypith an efficient bell. (In 
all cases where the lules require a bell to be used a drum 
may be substituted on board Turkish vessels, or a gong 
where such ai tides are used on boaid small seagoing ves- 
sels.) A sailing vessel of twenty tons gross tonnage or 
upwards shall be provided with a similar fog hoi n ana bell. 

In fog, mist, failing snow, or heavy rainstorms, whether 
by day or night, the signals described in this article shall 
ho used as follows, namely: 

STEAM VESSEL UNDER WAT. 

(a) A steam vessel having way upon her shall sound, at 
intervals of not more than two minutes, a prolonged blast. 

(b) A steam vessel under way, but stopped, and having 
no wa3" upon her, shall sound, at intervals of not more than 
two minutes, two prolonged blasts, with an interval of about 
one second between. 

SAIL VESSEL UNDER WAY. 

(c) A sailing vessel under way shall sound, at intervals 
of not more than one minute, when on the stai board tack, 
one blast, when on the port tack, two blasts in succession, 
and when with the wind abaft the beam, thiee blasts in 
succession, 

VESSELS AT ANCHOR OR NOT UNDER WAY 

(d) A vessel when at anchor shall, at intervals of not 
more than one minute, ring the bell lapidly for about five 
seconds. 


VESSELS TOWINO OK TO'WED. 

(e) A vessel when towing, a vessel employed in laying 
01 m picking up a telegraph cable, and a vessel undei way, 
which is unable to get out of the way of an approaching 
vessel through being not under command^ or unable to 
maneuver as required by the rules, shall, instead of the 
signals prescribed in subdivisions (a) and (c) of this article, 
at intervals of not more than two minutes, sound three 
blasts in succession, namely. One prolonged blast followed 
by two short blasts. A vessel towed may give this signal 
and she shall not give any other. 

SMALL SAIUNO VESSELS AND BOATS. 

Sailing vessels and boats of less than twenty tons gross 
tonnage shall not be obliged to give the above-mentioned 
signals, but, if they do not, they shall make some other 
efficient sound signal at intervals of not more than one 
minute. 
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SPEED IN FOG. 

Art. IH. Evoiy atnsoI hliall, in a inisi, fallinjr snow, 
or heavy rain-vstorms.^ al a moderate spood, having care- 
ful regard for the existing circunistanees and conditions. 

A steam ve.sscl hearing, apparently forward of her b(*ain, 
the fog-signal of a vessel the position of which ih not 
a>scertainecT shall, so fai as the ciicuinstancos of tlic ease 
admit, .stop her engines, and then navigate witli caution 
until danger of collision is over. 

IV.“8tekrino and Sailimi IUtlks 

PHELI]V^^AUY 

Risk of collision can, when circumstances permit, be 
ascertained by carefully watching the compass lieuiing of 
an approaching vessel. If the lieanng does nut aptire- 
ciably change, such lisk should be deonied to exist. 

SAILING VESSELS 

Art. 17 When two sailing vessels are approaching one 
another, so as to involve iisk of collision, one of them 
shall keep out of the way of the other, as follows, namely: 

(a) A vessel which is running free shall keep out of the 
way of a vessel which is close-hauled, 

(b) A vessel which is close-hauled on the port tack shall 
keep out of the way of a vessel which is close-hauled on 
the starhoai’d tack, 

(c) When both are running fiee, with the wind on dif- 
ferent sides, the vessel which has the wind on the port 
side shall keep out of the way of the other. 

(d) When both are running free, with the wind on the 
same side, the vessel which is to the windward shall keep 
out of the way of the vessel which is to the leeward 

(e) A vessel which has the wind aft shall keep oii< of 
the way of the other vessel. 

steam VE8.SELH 

Art. 18 . When two steam -ve.^-sels are meeting end on, 
or nearly end on, so as to involve risk of collision, each 
shall alter her course to starboard, so that each may pass 
on the port side of the other. 

This article only applies to cases where vessels are meet- 
ing end on, or nearly end on, in .such a manner as to involve 
1 iCk of collision, ana does not apply to two vessels which 
must, if both keep on their lespectiv^e courses, pass clear 
of each other. 

The only cases to which it does apply are when each of 
the two vessels is end on, or nearly end on, to the other; in 
other words, to (‘uses in which, by day, each vessel sees the 
masts of the other m a line, or nearly in a line, with her 
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own; and hy night, to cases in which each vessel is in such 
a position as to see both the side-lights of the other. 

It does not apply by day to cases in which a vessel sees 
another ahead crossing her own course; or by night, to 
cases wheie the red li^t of one vesbel is opposed to the 
red light of the other, or where the gi eon light of one vessel 
is Opposed to the green light of the other, or where a red 
light without a green light, or a green light without a red 
light, is seen ahead, or where both green and led lights are 
seen anywhere but ahead. 

TWO STEAM-VESSni/S CROSSING. 

Art, 19. When two steam-vessels are crossing, so as to 
involve risk of collision, the vessel which has the other on 
hei own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the 
other. 

STEAM-VESSEL SHAIiL KEEP OUT OP THE WAT OF SAIL- 
IMG-YESSEL 

Art, 20. When a steam-vessel and a sailing-vessel are 
pioceeding in such directions as to involve risk of collision, 
the steam-vessel shall keep out of the way of the sailing- 
vessel. 

COURSE AND SPEED. 

Art. 21. Where, by an 3^ of these rules, one of two vessels 
is to keep out of the way the other shall keep her course 
and speed. 

Note. — When, in consequence of thick weather or other 
causes, such vessel finds herself so close that collision can 
not be avoided by the action of the giving- way vessel alone, 
she also shall take such action as will best aid to avert col- 
lision. (See articles twenty-seven and twenty-nine.) 

CROSSING AHEAD 

Art. 22. Every vessel which is directed l\v these rules 
to keep out of the way of another vessel shall, ^i the circum- 
stances of the case admit, avoid crossing ahead of the other. 

STEAM-VESSELS SHALL SLACKEN SPEED OR STOP. 

Art. 23. Every steam-vessel which is directed by these 
rules to keep out of the way of another vessel shall, on 
approaching her, if necessary, slacken her speed 01 stop or 
reverse. 

OVERTAKING VESSELS. 

Art. 24. Notwithstanding anything contained m these 
rules every vessel, overtaking any other, shall keep out of 
the way of the overtaken vessel. 
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Every vessel coming up with another vessel from any 
direction more than two points abaft her beam, that is, in 
such a position, with reference to the vessel which she is 
overtaking that at night she would be unable to see either 
of that vessel’s side-lights, shall be deemed to be an over- 
taking vessel; and no subsequent alteration of the bearing 
between the two vessels shall make the overtaking vessm 
a crossing vessel within the meaning of these rules, or 
relieve her of the duty of keeping clear of the overtaken 
vessel until she is finally ^^last and clear. 

As by day the overtaking vessel can not alwa3"s know 
with certainty whether she is forward or abaft this direc- 
tion from the other vessel she should, if in doubt, assume 
that she is an overtaking vessel and keep out of the way. 

NARROW OHANNELS. 

Art. 2ij In narrow channels eveiy steam- vessel shall, 
when it is safe and practicable, keep to that vside of the 
fair- way or mid- channel which lies on the starboard side 
of such" vessel. 

RTOHT OF WAY OF FISHINO ^ ESSET^S 

Art. 26. Sailing vessels under shall keep out of the 
way of sailing vessels oi boats fishing with nets, or lines, 
or trawls, Tnis rule shall not give to any vessel or boat 
engaged in fishing the right of obstructing a fair-wa^^ used 
by vessels other than fishing vessels or boats. 

general PRUDENTIAI. RULE 

Art. 27. In obeying and construing these rules due 
regard shall be had to all dangers of navigation and col- 
lision, and to any specual circumstances which may rimdm 
a departure from the above rules necessary m order to 
avoid immediate danger. 

SOUND SIGNALS FOR PASSING STEAMERS. 

Art. 28. The words short blast” used in this article 
shall mean a blast of about one second’s duration. 

When vessels are in sight of one another, a steam -vessel 
under way, m taking any course authorized or required 
i)V these rules, shall indicate that course by the following 
Signals on her whittle or siren, nanipl3^: 

One short blast to mean, I am directing niy course to 
starboard. ” 

Two short blasts to mean, ^^1 am directing my course to 
poit.” 

Three short blasts to mean, “’My engines are going at 
full si>eed astern.” 
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PRECAUTION, 

Art 29. Nothing in these iiilos shall exonerate any ves- 
sel or the owner or master or crew thereof, from the con- 
sequences of any neglect tp carry lights or signals, oi of 
any neglect to keep a proper lookout, oi of the neglect 
of au}^ precaution which may he required by the ordinary 
practice of seamen, or by the sjiecial circumstauces of the 
case. 

Art 30. Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the 
operation of a special rule, duly made lij" local authority, 
relative to the navigation of any harbor, river, or inland 
waters. 

DISTRESS SIGNALS, 

May 28 , 1894. Art. 31. When n vesscl is in distress and requires assist- 

ance from other vessels or from the shore the following 
shall be the signals to he used or displayed by her, either 
together or separately, namely; 

In the daytime — 

First. A gun or other explosive signal tired at intervals 
of about a minute. 

Second. The international code signal of distre.ss indi- 
cated by N C. 

Third. The distance signal, consisting of a square flag, 
having either above or below it a ball or anything resem- 
bling a ball 

Fourth. A continuous hounding with any fog-signal 
apparatus. 

At night — 

First. A gun or other explosive signal fired at intervals 
of about a minute. 

Second. Flames on the vessel (as from a burning tar 
barrel, oil barrel, and so foith). 

Third. Rockets oi shells throwing stars of any color or 
description, died one at a time, at short mtervafs 

Fourth. A continuous sounding with any fog-.signal 
appaiatus.

and inland waters of the United States, except the Crreat 
Lakes and their connecting and tributary waters as far 
east as Montreal and the Red River of the North and rivers 
emptying into the Gulf of Mexico and their tributaries, 
and are hereby declared special rules duly made by local 
authority. 
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Every pilot, engineei% mate, ov master of any steam- ^ 
vessel, and every mastei or mai<i of any l)aigc oi canal- 
boat, who neglects oi refuses to o))herve the provisions of 
this Act, or the regulations established in pursuance of the 
preceding section [see section 2, page 351J, shall be liable 
to a penalty of fifty dollars, and for all dainag<\s sustained 
by any passenger in his person or baggage by such neglect 
or refusal : Pv<mhli cZ, That nothing herein shall i (dieve any 
vessel, owner or corporation from any liability incurred 
by reason of such neglect or refusal. 

Every vessel that shall be navigated without coniplving 
with the provisions of this Act shall be liable to a penalty 
of two hundred dollars, one-lialf to go to the infouuer, for 
which sum the vessel so navigated shall he liable and ina}" 
be seized and proceeded against ly action in any district 
court of the United States having jurisdiction of the ofieuse. 

PRELIMINARY DEFINITIONS 

In the following rules evei v Nttaini vessel v hich is under 
sail and not under steam is to be considered a suiling-ves- 
sel, and eveiy vessel under steam, whether undei muI or 
not, is to be considered a steam vessel. 

The word “steam-vesser’ shall include any ve^t^el pro- 
pelled by maibiaery. 

A vessel is under way," within the meaning of these 
rules, when she is not at anchor, or made fast to the shoie, 
or aground. 


II — Lights and so forth. 

The word “visible” in these rules, when applied to lights, 
hhall mean visible on a dark night with a clear atmoNpnere, 

Article 1. The rules concerning lights shall he com- 
plied with in all weathers from sunset to sunrise, and dur- 
ing such time no other lights which may tie uiLstaken for 
the prescribed lights shall be exhibited. 

STEAM yES.SEIi5— JIASTHEAD LIGHT. 

Art. 2. A steam-vesael when under way shall carry — 
(a) On or m front of the foremast, or, if a vessel without a 
foremast, then in the forepart of the vessel, a bright white 
light so constructed as to show an unbroken light over an 
arc of the horizon of twenty points of the compass, so (ixed 
as to throw the light ten points on each side of the vessel, 
namely, from right ahead to two points aiiaft the beam on 
either side, and of such a character as to be visible at a 
distance of at least five miles. 

STEAM VESSELS— SIDE LIGHTS. 

(b) On the starboard side a green light so constructed as 
to show an unbroken light over an ax‘c of the horizon of 
ten points of the coinpas.^, so fixed to throw the light 
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from light ahead to two points abaft the beam on the star- 
boaid side, and of such a chaiactei as to be visible at a 
distance of at least two miles. 

(c) On the port side a red light so consti acted as to show

These two lights shall 
be so placed in line with the keel that one shall be at least 
fifteen feet higher than the other, and in such a position 
with reference to each other that the lowei light shall be 
forward of the upper one The veitical distance between 
these lights shall he less than the horizontal distance. 

(f) All steam -vessels (except sea going vessels and feiiy- 
boats), shall carry in addition to green and red lights re- 
quired by article two (b), (c), and screens as lequiied hy 
article two (d), a cential range of two white lights, the 
after-light being cariied at an elevation at least fifteen feet 
above the light at the head of the vessel The head-light 
shall be so constructed as to show an unbroken light 
through twenty points of the compass, namely, from right 
ahead to two points abaft the beam on either side of the 
vessel, and the aftei -light so as to show all around the 
horizon. 


STEAM-VESSELS WHEN TOWING. 

Art. 3. A steam-vessel when towing another vessel shall, 
in addition to her side-lights, carry two bright white lights 
in a vertical line one over the other, not less than three 
feet apart, and when towing more than one vessel shall 
caiiy an additional bright white light three feet above or 
below such lights, if the length of the tow measuring from 
the stern of the towing vessel to the stern of the last 
vessel towed exceeds six hundred feet. Each of these 
lights shall be of the same construction and character, and 
shall be cairied in the same position as the white light 
mentioned in article two (a) or the after range light men- 
tioned m article two (f). 

Such steam vessels may cany a small white light abaft 
the funnel or aftermast for the vessel towed to steer by, but 
such light shall not be visible forward of the beam.

LIGHTS FOR SAILING VESSELS AND VESSELS IN TOW. 

Art. 5. A sailing-vessel under way or being towed shall 
carry the same lights as are prescribed by article two for a 
steam -vessel under with the exception of the white 
lights mentioned therein, which they shall never carry. 

LIGHTS FOR FERRY-BOATS, BARGES, AND OANAL-BOATS 

IN TOW. 

^ The supervising inspectors of steam-vessels and the 
Supervising Inspector-General shall establish such rules 
to be observed steam vessels in passing each other 
and as to the lights to be earned by ferry-boats and 
barges and canal-boats when in tow of steam-vessels, not 
inconsistent with the piovisions of this Act, as they from 
time to time may deem nc(‘essary for safety, which rules 
when approved by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
ai'c hei eby declared ^special rules duly made by local au- 
thority, as provided for in article thirty of chapter eight 
hundred and two of the laws of eighteen hundred and ninety.

NAVAL LIGHTS AND liECOGNITION SIGNALS. 

Art is* Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the 
operation of any special rules made by the Government of 
any nation with resi>ect to additional station and signal 
lights for two or more ships of war or for vessels sailing 
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under convoy, or with the exhibition of recognition sig- 
nals adopted by ship-owners, which have been authorized 
by their respective Governments, and duly registered and 
published. 

STEAM VESSEL UNDER SAIL BY DAY. 

Art. 14 A steam- vessel proceeding under sail only, but 
having hei funnel up, cany in daytime, forward, 
where it can best be seen, one black ball oi shape two feet 
in diameter. 

III. — Sound Signals in Fog, etc. 

PRELIMINARY. 

Art. 15 All signals prescribed liy this article for vessels 
under way shall be given: 

1. By ‘‘ steam- vessels” on the whistle oi siien. 

2. By ‘ ^ sailing-vessels ” and ' ^ vessels towed ” on the fog 
horn. 

The words ‘'prolonged blast” used in this article shall 
mean a blast of from four to six seconds duration 

A steam- vessel shall be provided with an efficient whistle 
or siren, sounded by steam or by some substitute for steam, 
so placed that the sound may not be intercepted by any 
obstruction, and with an efficient fog hoin, also with an 
efficient bell. A sailing-vessel of twenty tons gross ton- 
nage or upward shall bo provided with a similar fog horn 
and bell. 

In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rainstoims, whether 
by day or night, the signals described in this article shall 
be used as follows, namely: 

STEAM VESSEL UNDER WAY. 

(a) A steam- vessel under wa}’’ should sound, at intervals 
of not more than one minute, a prolonged blast. 

SAIL VESSEL UNDER WAY 

(c) A sailing vessel under way shall sound, at intervals 
of not more than one minute, when on the staiboaid tack, 
one blast; when on the port tack, two blasts in succession, 
and when with the wind abaft the beam, three blasts in 
succession. 

VESSELS AT ANCHOR OR NOT UNDER WAY. 

(d) A vessel when at anchor shall, at intervals, of not 
more than one minute, ring the bell ra]pidly for about five 
seconds. 


VESSELS TOWING OR TOWED. 

(e) A steam -vessel when towing, shall, instead of the sig- 
nals prescribed in subdivision (a) of this article, at intervals 
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of not more than one minute, sound three blasts in Micces- 
sion, namely, one prolonged blast followed two .short 
blasts. A vessel towed may give this signal and she shall 
not give any other. 

RAFTS, OR OTHER CRAFT NOT PROVIOET) FOR. 

(f) All rafts or other water craft, not herein provided 
for, navigating b 3 ^ hand power, horse power, or by the cm- 
rent of the rivei, shall sound a blast of the fog-horn, or 
equivalent signal, at intervals of not more than one minute. 

SPEED IN Foa. 

Art. 16. Every vessel shall, in a fog, mist, falling snow, 
or heavy rainstorms, go at a moderate siloed, ha\ ing care- 
ful regard to the existing circunrstancTs and conditions. 

A steam -vessol hearing, apparently forward of her beam, 
the fog-signal of a vosseT the position of which is not ascer- 
tained .shall, so far as the circumstances of the case admit, 
stop her engines, and tlien navigate wnth caution until 
danger of collision is ovei. 

IV.-^Steerinu and Satlino Eules. 

PRELIMINARY. 

Risk of collision can, ivhen circumstances permit, he 
ascertained caref ulh" watching the compass hearing of 
an approaching vessel. If the bearing does not apprecia- 
bly change, such risk should be deemed to exist. 

RAILING VESSELS. 

Art. 17. When two sailing-vessels are appi’oaching one 
another, so as to involve risk of collision, one of them shall 
keep out of the wa}^ of the other as follows, namely: 

(a) A vessel which is running free shall keep out of the 
way of a vessel which is close-hauled. 

(b) A vessel which is close-hauled on the port tack shall 
keep out of the way of a vessel which is cfose-hauled on 
the sbirboard tack 

(c) When both aie running free, with the wind on differ- 
ent sides, the vessel which has the wind on the port side 
shall keep out of the way of the other 

(d) When both are running free, with the wind on the 
same side, the vessel which is to the windward Rhall keep 
out of the wav of the vessel which is to the leeward. 

(e) A vessel which havS the wind aft shall keep out of the 
way of the other vessel. 

STEAM VESSELS. 

Art. 18. Rule I. When steam-vessels are approaching 
each other head and head, that i^, end on, or nearly so, it 
shall be the duty of each to pass on the port side of the 
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other; and cither vessel shall give, as a signal of her inten- 
tion, one short and distinct blast of her whistle, which the 
other vessel shall answer promptly by a smiilai blast of 
her whistle, and thereupon such vessels shall pass on the 
port side of each other. But if the courses of such vessels 
are so far on the starboard of each other as not to be con- 
sidered as meeting head and head, either vessel shall im- 
mediately give two short and distinct blasts of her whistle, 
which the other vessel shall answer pzomptly by two simi- 
lar blasts of her whistle, and they miall pass on the stai- 
board side of each other. 

The foregoing only applies to cases where vessels are 
meeting end on or nearly end on, in such a manner as to 
involve risk of collision; m other words, to cases in which, 
by day, each vessel sees the masts of the other in a line, or 
nearly in a line, with her own, and by night to cases in 
which each vessel ivS in such a position as to see both the 
sidelights of the other. 

It does not apply by day to cases in which a vessel secs 
another ahead crossing her own course, or by night to cases 
wheie the red light of one vessel is opposed to the red 
light of the other, or where the green light of one vessel is 
opposed to the green light of the other, or where a red 
light without a green light or a green light without a led 
light, is seen ahead, or where both green and led lights are 
seen anywhere hut ahead. 

Rule III If, when steam- vessels are approaching each 
other, either vessel fails to understand the course or inten- 
tion of the other, from any cause, the vessel so in doubt 
shall immediately signify the same by giving several short 
and rapid blasts, not less than foui, of the steam-whistle. 

Rule V. Whenever a steam-vessel is nearing a short 
bend or curve in the channel, where, fiom the height of 
the banks or other cause, a steam-vessel approaching from 
the opposite direction can not be seen for a distance of 
half a mile, such steam- vessel, when she shall have arrived 
within half a mile of such cuive or bend^ shall give a sig- 
nal by one long blast of the steam-whistle, which signal shiul 
be answered bv a similar blast, given by any approaching 
steam-vessel that may be within hearing Should such 
signal be so answered by a steam-vessel upon the farther 
side of such bend, then the usual signals for meeting and 
passing shall immediately be given and answered; but, 
if the first alarm signal of su^ vessel be not answered, 
she is to consider tne channel clear and govern herself 
accordingly. 

When steam-vessels are moved from their docks or 
berths, and other boats are liable to pass from any direc- 
tion toward them, they shall give the same signal as in the 
case of vessels meeting at a nend, but immediately after 
clearing the berths so as to be fully in sight they shall be 
governed by the steering and sailing rules. 

^ Rule VIlI. When steam- vessels are running in the same 
direction, and the vessel which is astern shall desire to 
pass on the right or starboard hand of the vessel ahead, 
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she shall give one short blast of the steam-whistle, as a 
signal of such desire, and if the vessel ahead answers with 
one blast, she shall put her helm to poit; oi if she shall 
desire to pass on the left or poit side of the vessel ahead, 
she shall give two short blasts of the steam-whistle as a 
signal of such desire, and if the vessel ahead answers with 
two blasts, shall put her helm to starboard; or if the vessel 
ahead does not think it safe for the vessel astern to at- 
tempt to pass at that point, she shall immediately signify 
the same bv giving several >short and rapid blasts of the 
steam-whistle, not less than four, and under no circum- 
stances shall the vessel astern attempt to pas^ the vessel 
ahead until sueh time as they have reached a point w’heic 
it can be safely done, when said vessel ahead shall signify 
her willingness hy blowing the proper signals.

taking vessel; and no subsequent alteration of the bearing 
between the two vessels shall make the overtaking vessm 
a crossing vessel within the meaning of these rules, or 
relieve her of the duty of keeping clear of the overtaken 
vessel until she is finally past and cleat. 

As by day the overtaking vessel can not always know 
with certainty whether she is forward of or abaft this 
direction from the other vessel >she should, if in doubt, 
assume that she is an overtaking vessel and keep out of 
the way.

Art. 25. In narrow channels every steam vessel ^hall, 
when it is safe and practicable, keep to that side of the 
fair- way or mid-channel which lievS on the stax'board side 
of such vessel, 

rights op WAT OP FISHING VESSELS. 

Art. 26, Sailing-vessels under way shall keep out of 
the way of sailing-vessels or boats fishing with nets, or 
lines or trawls. This rule shall not give to any vessel or 
boat engaged in fishing the right of obsti acting a fair- way 
used by vessels other than fisnmg-vessels or boats.

Art. 31. When a vessel is in distiTss and requires assist- 
ance from other vessels oi fiomthc shore the following 
shall be the signals to be used or displayed by her, either 
together or separately, namely: 

IN THE DAYTIME 

A continuous sounding with any f og-signal apparatus, or 
firing a gun. 

AT NIGHT. 

First. Flames on the vessel as from a liurning tar barrel, 
oil bai’rel, and so forth. 

Second. A continuous sounding with any fog-signal 
apparatus, oi firing a gun.

370. Rules for the Great Lakes and the St Lawrence River as far east as 
Montreal 

Feb 8,1895 The foUowing I’ules for preventing collisions shall be 
followed in the navigation of all public and pi ivate vessels 
of the United States upon the Great Lakes and their con- 
necting and tributary waters as far east as Montreal. 

Steam and Sail Vessels. 

Rule 1. Every steam vessel which is under sail and not 
under steam, shall be considered a sail vessel, and every 
steam vessel which is under steam, whether under sail or 
not, shall be considered a steam vessel The word steam 
vessel shall include any vessel propelled by machinery. 
A vessel is under way within the meaning of these rules 
when she is not at anchor or made fast to the shore or 
aground. 

LIGHTS 

Rule % The lights mentioned in the following rules and 
no others shall be earned in all weathers from sunset to sun- 
rise. The word visible in these rules when applied to lights 
shall mean visible on a dark night with a clear atmosphere. 

Rule 3. Except in the cases hereinafter expressly pro- 
vided for, a steam vessel when under way shall carry 

(a) On or in front of the foremast, or if a vessel without 
a foremast, then m the forepart of the vessel, at a height 
above the hull of not less than twenty feet, and if the beam 
of the vessel exceeds twenty feet, then at a height above 
the hull not less than such beam, so, however, that such 
height need not exceed forty feet, a bright white light so 
constructed as to show an unbroken light over an arc of 
the horizon of twenty points of the compass, so fixed as to 
throw the light ten points on each side of the vessel, 
namely, from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on 
either side, and of such character as to be visible at a dis- 
tance of at least five miles. 

(b) On the starboard side, a green light, so constructed 
as to throw an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon 
of ten points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light 
from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the ster- 
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boaid Hide, and of vsuch a character as to be yLsihlo at a 
distain’G of at least two miles 

(c) On the i^ort side, a red light, so constructed as to 
show an unliroken light over an arc of the horizon of ten 
points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light from 
right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the port side, 
and of such a character as to ]>p visible at a distance of at 
least two miles. 

(d) The said green and red lights shall be fitted with 
inlioard screens projecting at least three feet forward from 
the light, so as to prevent these lights from being seen 
across the bow. 

(e) A steamer of over one hundred and fifty feet register 
length shall also carry when under way an additional bright 
light similar in constiuction to that mentioned in sub- 
division (a), so fixed as to throw the light all around the 
horizon iirfd of such character as to be visible at a distani'e 
of at least three mili^s. Smdi additional light shall be 
placed in hno with the keel at least fifteen feet higher from 
the deck and more than seventy -live feet abaft the light 
mentioned in sulidivision (a) 

VESSELS TOWING, 

Rule 4 . A steam vessel having a tow other than a raft 
shall in addition to the forward liright light mentioned in 
subdivivSiou (a) of rule three cairy in a vertical lino not 
less than six feet above or below that light a second bright 
light of the same construction and character and fixed and 
carried in the same manner as the forward bright light 
mentioned in said subdivision (a) of rule three. Such 
steamer shall also cany a small bright light abaft the 
funnel or aftermast for the tow to steer b}", hut such light 
shall not be visible forward of the beam. 

Rule 6. A steam vessel having a raft in tow shall, in- 
stead of the forward lights mentioned in rule four, (‘any 
on or in front of the foremast, or if a vessel without a foiT- 
inast then in the fore part of the vessel, at a height above 
the hull of not less than tw^enty feet, and if the beam of 
the vessel exceeds twenty feet, then at a height above the 
hull not less than such beam, so however that such height 
need not exceed forty feet, two bright lights in a horizon- 
tal line athwartships and not less than eight feet apart, 
each so fixed as to throw the light all around the horizon 
and of such character as to be visihle at a distance of at 
least five miles. Such steamer shall also cany the small 
bright steering light aft, of the character and fixed as 
recjuired in rule four. 

Rule 0. A sailing vessel under way and any vessel 
being towed shall carry the side lights mentionea in rule 
three. 

A vessel in tow shall also cany a small bright light aft, 
but such light shall not be visible forward of the beam. 

Rule 7. The lights for tup under thirty tons register 
whose principal Imsiness is harbor towing, and for boats 
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navigating only on the River Saint Lawrence, also feriy- 
boatSj rafts, and canal boiits, shall be regulated by rules 
which have been or may hereafter bo proscribed "by the 
Boaid of Supervising Inspectors of Steam Vessels 

Rule S. Whenever, as in the case of small vessels under 
way during bad weathei, the green and red side lights can 
not be fixed, these lights shall be kept at hand lighted and 
ready for use, and 3iall, on the approach of or to othei 
vessels, be exhibited on then' respective sides in sufficient 
time to ^prevent collision, la such manner as to make them 
most visible, and so that the green light shall not be seen 
on the port side, nor the red light on the starboaid side, 
noi, if practicable, more than two points abaft the beam 
on their respective sides. To make the use of these port- 
able lights more certain and easy, they shall each be painted 
outside with the color of the light they respectivaly con- 
tain, and shall be provided with suitable screens! 

Rule 9, A vessel under one hundied and fifty feet reg- 
ister length, when at anchor, sliall carry forward, where it 
can })est be seen, but at a height not exceeding twent}’- 
feet above the hull, a white light in a lantern constructed 
so as to show a clear, uniform, and unbroken light, visible 
all aiouud the horizon, at a distance of at least one mile. 

A vessel of one hundred and fifty feet or upward in reg- 
ister length, when at anchor, shall carry in the forward 
part of the vessel, at a height of not lesb than twenty and 
not exceeding forty feet above the hull, one sm’h light, 
and at or near the stern of the vessel, and at such a height 
that it shall be not less than fifteen feet lower than the 
forward light, anothei such light. 

Rule 10 Produce boats, canal boaLs, fishing boats, rafts, 
or other water craft navigating any liav, harbor, or river 
by hand power, horse power, sail, oi by the current of the 
river, or whudi shall be anchored or moored in or near the 
channel oi fairway of any liay, harbor, or river, and not 
othei’wiso provided foi in these lules, shall carry one or 
moie good white lights, which shall be placed in such man- 
ner as shall be prescribed by the Boaid of Supervising 
Inspectors of Steam Vessels. 

Rule 11. Open boats shall not be oliliged to cany the 
side lights required for other vessels, but shall, if they do 
not cany such lights, carry a lantern having a green slide 
on one side and a led slide on the otbei side, and on the 
approach of or to other vessels, such lantern shall he exhib- 
ited in sufficient time to prevent collLsion, and in such a 
manner that the green li^t shall not bo seen on the port 
side, nor the red fight on the starboard side. Open boats, 
when at anchor or stationaiy, shall exhibit a blight white 
light. They shall not, however, be prevented from using 
a fiare-up in addition if considered expedient. 

Rule 12. Sailing vessels shall at all times, on the ap- 
proach of any steamer during the night- time, show a 1 ighted 
torch upon that point or quarter to which such steamer 
>shall he approaching. 
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Rule 13. The exhibition of any on l)oard of a ves- 
sel of war or revenue cutter of the Unitt^d States may be 
suspended whenever, in the <)])iiiiou of the Secietary of 
the Navy, the coniinandei in chief of a squadron, or the 
commander of a vessel acting singly, the special character 
of the service may require it 

FOCI SIGNALS. 

Rule llr. A steam ve^^ol shall be provided with an effi- 
cient whistle, sounded by stenun or })y some substitute for 
steam, placed I)eforo tlie funnel not less than mg lit feet 
from the deck, or in sncli other place us the local inspectors 
of steam vessels shall deterniino, and of mu h character as 
to he hoard in ordinary weather at a distan(‘e of at least 
two miles, and with an efficient liell, and it is hereby made 
the duty of the United States lotail inspoctois of stc^am 
vessels when inspecting the '^ame to ret (u ire each steamer 
to he furnished with such uhistle and hell. A sailing ve.s- 
sel shall be ])rovided with an efficuuit fog hoin and witlian 
efficient hell 

Whenever there is thick weather by reason of fug, mist, 
falling snow, heavy lainstornis, or other (muses, whether 
by day or by night, fog signals shall he ust^d as follows: 

(a) A steam ves^scl under way, excepting onlv a stenin 
vessel with raft in tow% sliall sound at intervals of not moi e 
than one minute three distinct blasts of her wdiiHtie. 

(h) Eveiy vesstd in tow" of another vessel shall, at inter- 
vals of one minute, sound four txdls on a good and efficient 
and properly placied bell ns follo^vs* By striking the liell 
twice in quick succession, followed liy a little longei inter- 
val, and then again striking twice in quick succession (in 
the manner in whudi four hells is struck in indicating time). 

(c) Astenmei with a raft in tow shall sound at intervals 
of not more than one minute a sciwching or Modoc w his tie 
for from throe to five seconds. 

(il) A sailing vessel under way and not in tow shall 
sound at intervals of not more than one minute - 

Jf on iJie starboard tack \vith wind forward of ulxnun, 
one blast of her fog horn; 

Jf on the port tack with \vind foiward of the lieum, two 
blasts of her fog horn; 

If she has the wind abaft the lieam on either .side, thi’ee 
blasts of her fog horn , 

(e) Any vessel at anchor and an^^ vessel aground in or 
near a cnannel or fairway shall at intervals of not more 
than two minutes ling the hell rapidly for three to five 
seconds. 

(f) Vessels of less limn ten ton.s registered tonnage, not 
being steam vessel, shall not he obliged to give the above- 
mentioned signals, but if they do not they shall make some 
other efficient sound signal atintervals of not more than 
one minute. 
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(^) Produce boats, fishing boats, rafts, or other water 
craft navigating by hand power or by the current of the 
river, or anchored or moored in or near the channel or fair- 
way and not in any port, and not otherwise provided for 
in these rules, shall sound a fog horn, or equivalent signal, 
at intervals of not more than one minute. 

Kule 16. Every vessel shall, in thick weather, by reason 
of fog, mist, falling snow, heavy rain storms, oi other 
causes, go at moderate speed A steam vessel hearing, 
apparently not more than four points from right ahead, 
the fog signal of another vessel shall at once reduce her 
speed to bare steerage way, and navigate with caution until 
the vessels shall have passed each other. 

Steering and Sailing Rules, 

SAILING VESSELS. 

Rule 16, When two sailing vessels are approaching one 
another so as to involve risk of collision one of them shall 
keep out of the way of the other, as follows, namely, 

(a) A vessel which is running free shall keep out of the 
way of a vessel which is closehauled. 

(b) A vessel which is closehauled on the port tack shall 
keep out of the way of a vessel which is closehauled on the 
staimoard tack. 

(c) When both are running free, with the wind ou differ- 
ent sides, the vessel which has the wind on the poit side 
shall keep out of the way of the other. 

(d) When they are running free, with the wind on the 
same side, the vessel which is to windward shall keep out 
of the way of the vessel which is to leeward. 

STEAM VESSELS. 

Rule 17. When two steam vessels are meeting end on, 
or nearly end on, so as to involve risk of collision each shall 
alter her course to starboard, so that each shall pass on the 
port side of the other. 

Rule 18 When two steam vessels are crossing so as to 
involve risk of collision the vessel which has the other on 
her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the 
other. 

Rule 19. When a steam vessel and a sailing vessel are 
proceeding in such directions as to involve risk of collision 
the steam vessel shall keep out of the way of the sailing 
vessel. 

Rule 20. Where, by any of the rules herein prescribed, 
one of two vessels shall feeep out of the way, the other 
shall keep her course and speed. 

Rule 21 Every steam vessel Which is directed by these 
rules to keep out of the way of another vessel shall, on 
approaching her, if necessary, slacken her speed or stop or 
reverse. 
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Rule 22. Notwithstiinding anything contained in theisc 
rules evciy vessel overtaking any other shall keep out of 
the way of the overtaken vessel. 

Rule 23. In all weathers every steam vessel under wav 
in taking an}^ course authorized or required by these rules 
shall iuaicate that course by the following signals on her 
whistle, to be accompanied whenever required b}^ corre- 
sponding alteration of her holm; and every steam vessel 
lecoiving a signal from another shall promptly respond 
with the same signal or, as provided in Rule Twenty -six: 

One blast to mean, '‘I am directing my course to 
starboard/’ 

Two blasts to mean, ‘‘1 am directing my course to port '' 
But the giving or answering signals by a vessel renuired to 
keep h(n‘ course shall not vary the duties and obligations 
of the respective vesseLs. 

Rule 21. That in all narrow channels where there is a 
current, and in the rivers Saint Mary, Saint Clair, Detroit, 
Niagara, and Saint Lawrence, when two steamers are 
meeting, the descending steamer shall have the right of 
way, and shall, before the vessels shall have arrived within 
the distance of one-half mile of each other, give the signal 
necessary to indicate w^hich side she elects to take. 

Rule 25. In all channels less than live hundred feet in 
width, no steam vessel hhall pass another going in the 
same direction unless the steam vessel ahead be disabled 
or signify her willingness that the steam vessel astern shall 
pass, when the >steam vessel astern may pass, subject, how- 
ever, to the other rules applicable to such a situation. 
And when steam vessels proceeding in opposite directions 
are about to meet in such channels, both such vessels shall 
be slowed down to a moderate speed, according to the 
circumstances. 

Rule 26 If the pilot of a steam vessel to which a pass- 
ing signal is sounded deems it unsafe to accept and assent 
to said signal, he shall not sound a cross signal, butm 
that case, and in every case where the pilot of one steamer 
fails to understand the course or intention of an approach- 
ing steamer, whether from signals Vicing given or answered 
erroneously, or from other causes, the pilot of such steamer 
so receiving the liiNt passing signal, or the pilot so in doubt, 
shall aouiia several short and rapid Vilasts of the whistle; 
and if the vessels shall have approached within half a mile 
of each other both shall reduce their speed to bare steer- 
age way, and, if necessary, stop and revei‘se. 

Rule 27. In obeying and construing these rules due 
regard shall he had to all dangers of navigation and colli- 
sion and to any special circumstances which may render a 
departure from the above rules necessary in order to avoid 
immediate danger. 

Rule 28. Nothing in these rules shall exonerate any 
vessel, or the owner or master or crew thereof, from the 
consequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or 
of any neglect to keep a proper lookout, or of a neglect of 
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any precaution which nia^^ be lequiied by the oidinary 
piactice of seamen, oi by the. special circumstances of the 
case. 

A tine, not exceeding two hundi’ed dollars, may be im- 

¥ osed for the violation of any of the provisions of this Act. 

he ve>ssel shall be liable for the said penalty, and may be 
seized and proceeded against, by way of libel, in the dis- 
trict court of the United States for any district within 
which such vessel may be found. 

The Secretary of Oommerce and Labor of the United 
States shall have authority to establish all necessary regu- 
lations, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, 
required to carry the same into effect, 

The Board of Supervising Inspectors of the United 
States shall have authority to establish such regulations 
to be observed by all steam vessels in passing each othei , 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, as they 
shall fiom time to time deem necessary; and all regulations 
adopted by the said Board of Supervising Inspectors under 
the authority of this Act, when approved by the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor, shall have the force of law. Two 
printed copies of any such i egulations for passing, signed 
by them, snail be furnij^hed to each steam vessel, and shall at 
all times be kept posted up in conspicuous places on board. 

All laws or parts of laws, so far as applicable to the 
navigation of tlie (xreat Lakes and their connecting and 
tributary waters as far east as Montreal, inconsistent with 
the foregoing rules aie heieby lepealed.

Sections forty -two hundred thirty- three, forty -four hun- 
dred and twelve (with the regulations made in pursuance 
thereof, except the rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of pilots of steamers navigating the Eecl River of the 
North and rivers emptying into the Gulf of Mexico and 
their tributaries, and except tlie rules for the Great Lakes 
and their connecting and tributary waters as far east as 
Montreal), and forty-four hundred and thirteen of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, and chapter two 
hundred and two of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
ninety-three, and sections one and three of chapter one hun- 
dred and two of the laws of eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, and sections five, twelve and thirteen of the Act 
approved starch third, eighteen hundred and ninety seven, 
entitled ^^An Act to amend the laws relating to naviga- 
tion,” and all amendments thereto, are hereby repealed so 
far as the harbors, rivers, and inland waters aforesaid 
(except the Great Lakes and their connecting and tributary 
waters as far east as Montreal and the Red River of the 
North, and rivers emptying into the Gulf of Mexico, and 
their tributaries) are concerned. 

The following rules for preventing collisions on the 
water shall be followed in the navigation of vessels of the 
Navy and of Ilje inercantjlc maiine of the United States: 
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S^'EAM AND SAIL VESSELS 

Rule oue. Every fetcam-vessel which is under sail, and 
not under steam, shall be consideied a sail- vessel; and 
every steam-vessel which is under steam, whether undei 
sail or not, shall be considered a steam- vessel. 

LIGHTS. 

Rule two. The lights mentioned in the following* rules, 
and no others, shall be cairied in all weathers, between 
sunset and sunrise. 

Rule three. All ocean-going steamers, and steamers car- 
rying sail, shall, when under way, carry— 

(A) At the foremast head, a bright white light, of such 
a character as to be vKsible on a dark night, with a clear 
atmosphere, at a distance ot at least five miles, and so con- 
structed as to show a uniform and unbroken light over an 
arc of the horizon of twenty points of the compass, and so 
fixed as to throw the light ten points on each side of the 
vessel, namely, from right ahead to two points abaft the 
beam on either side. 

(B) On the starboard side, a gieen light, of such a char- 
acter as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear atmos- 
pheie, at a distance of at least two miles, and so constructed 
as to show a uniform and unbroken light over an arc of 
the horizon of ten points of the compass, and so fixed as 
to thiow the light from right ahead to two points almft 
the beam on the starboard side, 

(C) On the port side, a led light, of such a character as 
to be fusible on a dark night, with a cleai atmosphere, at 
a distance of at least two miles, and so constructed as to 
show a uniform and unbioken light over an arc of the 
horizon of ten points of the compass, and so fixed as to 
throw the light from right ahead to two points abaft the 
beam on the port side. 

The green and red lights shall be fitted with inboard 
screens, projecting at least three feet forward from the 
lights, so as to prevent them from being seen acioss the 
bow 

Rule four Steam-yessels, when towing other vessels, 
shall caiTy two bright white mast-head lights vertically, 
in addition to their side lights, so as to distinguish them 
from other steam-vessels. Each of these masl-nead lights 
shall be of the same character and construction as the 
mast-head lights prescribed by Rule three. 

Rule five. All steam-vessels, other than ocean-going 
steamers and steamei s carrying sail, shall, when under way, 
carry on the starboaid and port side lights of the same 
character and construction and in the same position as are 
prescribed for side-lights b}'' Rule three, except in the case 
provided in Rule six. 

Rule six. River-steamers navigating waters flowing into 
the Gulf of Mexico, and their tributaries, shall carry the 
following lights, namely; One red lighten the outboard 
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Side of the port Hinoke-pipc, and one green lighten the out- 
board side of the starboaid smoke-pipe. Such lights shall 
show both forward and abeam on tneu respective sides. 

Rule seven. All coasting steam-vessels, and steam-ves- 
sels other than ferry-boats and vessels otherwise expressly 
provided for, navigating the bays, lakes, rivers, or other 
inland wateis of the United States, except those mentioned 
in Rule six, shall carry the red and green lights, as pre- 
scidhedfor ocean-going steamers; and, in addition thereto, 
a central range of two white lights; the aftei -light being 
carried at an elevation of at least fifteen feet ^ove the 
light at the head of the vessel. The head light shall be so 
constructed as to show a good light through twenty points 
of the compass, namely liom right ahead to two points 
abaft the beam on either side of the vessel , and the after- 
light so as to show all around the horizon. The lights for 
Mar 3,1^93 ferry-boats, barges and canal boats when in tow of steam 
vessels shall be regulated by such rules as the board of 
supervising inspectors of steam- vessels shall prescribe. 

R s , 4283 feule eight, Sail-vessels, underway or being towed, shall 
carry the same lights as steam vessels under way.^ with the 
exception of the white mast-head lights, which they shall 
nevei cany. 

Rule nine. Whenever, as in case of small vessels during 
bad weather, the green and red lights cannot be fixed, 
these lights shall be kept on deck, on their respective sides 
of the vessel, ready for instant exhibition, and shall, on the 
approach of or to other vessels, be exhibited on their lespec- 
tive sides in sufficient time to prevent collision, in such 
manner as to make them most visible, and so that the green 
light shall not be seen on the port side, nor the red light 
on the starboard side. To maxe the use of these portable 
lights more certain and easy, they shall each be painted 
outside with the color of the light they respectivmy con- 
tain, and shall be provided with suitable screens. 

Rule ten. All vessels, whether steam-vessels oi sail-ves- 
sels, when at anchor in roadsteads or fairways, shall, be- 
tween sunset and sunrise, exhibit where it can l)estbe seen, 
but at a height not exceeding twenty feet above the hull, a 
white light m a globular lantern of eight inches in diame- 
ter, and so constructed as to show a clear, uniform, and 
unbroken light, visible all around the horizon, and at a 
distance of at least one mile. 

Rule eleven. Sailing pilot- vessels shall not carry the 
lights required for other sailing-vessels, but shall carry a 
wMte light at the mast-head, visible all around the horizon, 
and shall also exhibit a flare-up light every fifteen minutes. 
R s ,4238 Steam pilot boats shall, in addition to the mast-head light 
sec'^ 6 ’ green and red side lights required for ocean steam ves- 

sels, can y a red light hung vertically from three to five feet 
above the foremast headlight, for the purpose of distinguish- 
ing such steam pilot boats fi’om other steam vessels* 

Rule twelve. Coal-boats, tiading-boats, produce-boats, 
canal-boats, 03 ^ster-boats, iishing-lioats, rafts, or other 
water-craft, navigating any bay, harbor, or river, by hand- 
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powei, horse power, sail, or by the current of the river, or 
which shall be anchored or moored in or near the channel 
or fairway of any bay, harbor^ or river, shall canj- one 
or more good white lights, which shall be placed in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by the board of supervising 
inspectois of steam-vessels [but this rule shall be so con- 
strued as not to require row boats and skiffs on the river 
St Lawrence to carry lights.] 

Kulo thirteen. Open boats shall not be required to carry 
the side-lights required for other vessels, but shall, if they 
do not carry such lights, carry a lantern having a green 
slide on one side and a red slide on the othei side; and, on 
the approach of oi to othei vessels, such lantern shall be 
exhibited in sufficient time to prevent collision, and an such 
a manner that the gieen light shall not be seen on the port 
side, nor the red light on the starboard side Open boats, 
when at anchor or stationary, shall exhibit^a bright white 
light. They shall not, however, be prevented from using 
a flare-up, in addition, if considered expedient. 

Rule 14. The exhibition of any light on boaid of a ves- 
sel of war of the United States may be suspended when- 
ever, m the opinion of the Secretary of the iNavy , the com- 
mander in chief of a squadron, or the commander of a vessel 
actinfcr singly, the special character of the service may i equire 
it. Hie exhibition of any light on hoard of a revenue cutter 
of the United States may he suspended whenever, in the 
opinion of the commander of the vessel, the special character 
or the service may require it. 

Rule 15. Whenever there is a fog, or thick weather, 
whether by day or night, fog signals shall be used as fol- 
lows: (a) Steam vessels under way shall sound a steam 
whistle placed before the funnel, not less than eight feet 
from the deck, at intervals of not more than one minute. 
Steam vessels, when towing, shall sound three blasts of 
quick succession repeated at intervals of not more than 
one minute, (b) Sail vessels under way shall sound a fog 
horn at intervals of not moi o than one minute, (c) Steam 
vessels and sail vessels, when not under wa^^, shall sound 
a bell at intervals of not more than two minutes. 

(D) Coal-boats, trading-boats, produce-boats, canal- 
boats, oyster-boats, fishing-boats, rafts, or other watei- 
craft, navigating any bay, harbor, oi river, by hand- 
power. horse-power, sail, or by the current of the river, 
or anenored oi moored in or near the channel or fairway 
of any bay, harbor, or river, and not in any port, shall 
sound a fog-horn, or equivalent signal, which shall make 
a sound equal to a steam- whistle, at intervals of not more 
than two minutes. 

STEERING AND SAILING RULES. 

Rule sixteen Risk of collision can, when circumstances 

E ernait, be ascertained by carefully watching the compass 
earing of an approaching vessel. If the bearing does not 
appreciably change such risk should be deemed to exist.

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Rule seventeen. When two sailing vessels are approach- 
ing one another, so as to involve iisk of collision, one of them 
shall keep out of the wa}" of the other, as follows, namely. 

(a) A vessel which is running free shall keep out of the 
way of a vessel which is close-hauled. 

(b) A vessel which is close-hauled on the poiii tack shall 
keep out of the way of a vessel which is close-hauled on the 
starboard tack 


(c) When both are running free, with the wind on differ- 
ent sides, the vessel which has the wind on the port side 
shall keep out of the way of the othei. 

(d) When both vessels are running free, with the wind 
on the same side, the vessel which is to the windward shall 
keep out of the way of the vessel which is to the leeward. 

A vessel which has the wind aft shall keep out of the 
way of the other vessel. 

Rule eighteen. If two vessels under steam are meeting 
end on, or nearly end on, so as to involve risk of collision, 
the helms of both shall be put to port, so *that each may 
pass on the poi t side of the othei . 

Rule nineteen. If two vessels under steam are ciossing 
so as to involve risk of collision, the vessel which has the 
other on her own starboard side shall keep out of the way 
of the other. 


Rule twent}^ If two vessels, one of which is a sail- vessel 
and the other a steam-vessel, are pioceeding in such dnec- 
tions as to involve iisk of collision, the steam-vessel shall 
keep out of the Avay of the sail-vessel. 

Rule twent3"-onp Evei}" steam-vessel, when appi caching 
another vessel, ^o as to involve iisk of (*olhsion, shall 
slacken her speed, or, if necessaiy, stop and reverse; and 
every steam-vessel shall, when in a fog, go at a moderate 
speed 

Rule twenty- two. Every vessel ovei taking any other 
vessel shall keep out of the waj^ of the last-mentioned 
vessel 


Rule twenty- three. Where, by Rules seventeen, nineteen, 
twenty, and twenty-two, one of two vessels shall keep out 
of the way, the other shall keep her course, subject to the 
qualifications of Rule twenty-four. 

Rule twenty-four. In construing and obeying these rules, 
due regard must be had to all dangers of navigation, and 
to any special circumstances which may exist in any par- 
ticular case rendering a departure from them necessary in 
order to avoid immediate danger. 


Rule twenty -five. A sail vessel which is being overtaken 
by another vessel during the night shall show from her stern 
to such last-mentioned vessel a torch oi a flare-up li^ht. 

Rule twenty-six. Nothing in these rules shall exonerate 
any ship, or tie owner, or master, or crew thereof, from the 
consequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of 
any neglect to keep a proper lookout, or of the neglect of 
any pi ecaution which may be required by the ordinary 
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practice of seamen or the special ciixiumstancea of the 
case. 

[The board of supervising inspectors shall establish such 
legulations to be observed by all steam- vessels in passing 
each otherj as they shall from time to time deem necessary 
for safety"; two printed copies of such regulations, signed 
by them, shall be furnished to each of such vessels, and 
shall at all times be kept posted up in conspicuous places 
in such vessels.] 

[Every pilot, engineer, mate, or master of any steam- 
vessel who neglects or willfully refuses to observe the regu- 
lations established in pursuance of the preceding section, 
shall bo liable to a penalty of fifty dollars, and for all dam- 
ages sustained by any passenger, in his person or baggage, 
by such neglect or refusal.] 

372 River navigation 

On any >ste^mers navigating rivers onlj^, when, from 
darkness, fog, or other cause, the pilot or watch shall be of 
opinion that the navigation is unsafe, or, from accident to 
or derangement of the machinery of the boat, the chief 
engineer shall be of the opinion that the further navigation 
of the vessel is unsafe, the vessel shall be brought to 
anchor, or moored as soon as it can prudently be done 
Provided^ That if the neison in command shall, after being 
so admonished by eitner of such officers, elect to pursue 
such voyage, he may do the same, but in such case both 
he and the owners of such steamer shall be answerable for 
all damages which shall arise to the person of any passen- 
ger, or his baggage, from such causes in so pursuing the 
voyage, and no degree of care or diligence snail in such 
case be held to justify or excuse the person in command, 
or the owners 

373. Rules for the St Marys River 

The Secretary of Commerce and Laboi hereby is author- 
ized and directed to adopt and prescribe suitable rules and 
1 emulations governing the movements and anchorage of ves- 
sels and rafe in Saint Marys River, from Point Iroquois, 
on Lake Superior, to Point Detoui , on Lake Huron, and for 
the purpose of enforcing the obsei vance of such regulations 
the said Secretaiy is hereby authorized to detail one or 
more revenue cutters for duty on said river. 

All officers of the Revenue-Cuttei Service who are directed 
to enforce the regulations prescribed by the above rules are 
hereby empowered and directed, in case of necessity, or when 
a proper notice has been disregarded, to use the force at 
their command to remove from channels oi stop any vessel 
found violating the prescribed rules. 

In the event of the violation of any such regulations oi 
rules of the Secretary^ of Commerce and Labor oy the own- 
ers, master, or person in charge of such vessel, such owners, 
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master, or person in charge shall be liable to a penalty of 
two hundred dollars, and the vessel, its tackle, apparel, fur- 
niture, and cargo, at any time used or employed in violation 
of such regulations, shall be forfeited to the United States: 
Promd^d, That the Secretary of Commeice and Labor may 
remit said fine or release said vessel on such terms as he 
may prescribe* Provided also^ That nothing in this Act 
shall be construed to amend or repeal the Act entitled “An 
Act to regulate navigation on the Great Lakes and con- 
necting tributary waters as far east as Montreal.” 

374 Special rules for regattas 

In order to provide for the safety of passengers on excur- 
sion steamers, yachts, oarsmen and all craft, whether as 
observers or participants, taking part in legattas, amateur 
or professional, that may heieafter be held on navigable 
wateis, the Secietary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, 
authorized and empo wei ed in his discretion to detail revenue 
cutters to enforce such rules and regulations as may be 
adopted to insure the safety of passengers on said excursion 
steameis, yachts, oarsmen and all craft, whether as observ- 
ers or participants, taking part in such regattas. 
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376. Assistance by United States vessels 
The reyen ue~c utters on the nortlicrn anti noithweatern ^ s,2769 
lakes, when put in eommisfeion, .shall be bpecially charged 
with aiding vessels in di.strc.ss on the lakes 
The Piesident may, when the necessities of the service ^ s.issb 
permit it, cau.se any suitable number of public vessels

376 Removal of derelicts 

The President of the United States is hereby authorized 
to make with the several governments interested in the 
navigation of the Noith Atlantic Ocean an international 
agreement providing for the reporting, marking, and re- 
moval of dangerous wrecks, derelicts, and other menaces 
to navigation in the North Atlantic Ocean outside the coast 
watcis of the ie.spGctive countiies boi dering thexeon. 

377. Lights and buoys 

The Light-House Board ma}^, when they deem it neces- ^ s,4676. 
sary, place a hght-vessel, or uthci suitable warning of 
dangci’, on 01 over any wi cck or temporary obstruction to 
the entiance of an^^ harbor, or m the channel or fairway of 
any bay or sound 

The Light-House Board .shall properly mark all pier- ^ ^ 
heads belonging to the United States .situated on the north- 
ern and northAvestern lakes, whenever the board is duly 
notified by the department charged with the construction 
or repair of pier-heads that the construction or repair of 
any such pier-heads has been completed. 

All buoys along the coast, oi in bay.s, harbous, sounds, ir.s,4678 
or channels, shall be colored and numbered, .so that pass- 
ing up the coast or sound, or entering the bay, harbor, or 
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channel, red buoys with even numbers shall bo passed on the 
starboard hand, black buoy's with uneven numbers on the 
port hand, and buoys with red and black stripes on either 
hand. Buoys in channel-ways shall be colored with alter- 
nate white and black perpendicular stripes. 

378 Nautical Almanac 

Hereafter the ‘‘usual number” of copies of the Amer- 
ican Ephemeris and Nautical Almanac shall not be printed 
In lieu thereof there shall be printed and bound one thou- 
sand one bundled copies of the same, uniform with the 
editions printed for the Navy Department, as provided in 
section sevent^^-three, paragraph five, of an Act approved 
January twelith, eighteen hundred and ninety-live, pro- 
viding for the public printing, binding, and distribution 
of public documents, one hundred copies for the Senate, 
four hundred for the House, and six hundred for the Super- 
intendent of Documents for distribution to State and Ter- 
litorial libraries and designated depositories. 

379 Charts and manuals 

Theic shall be a Hydrographic office attached to the 
Bureau of Navigation in the Navy Depaitment, for the 
improvement of the means for navigating safely the vessels 
of the Na\y and of the mercantile marine, by providing, 
under the authority of the Seciotaiy of theNav^^, accurate 
and cheap nautical charts, sailing directions, navigatois, 
and manuals of instructions for the use of all vessels of 
the United States, and for the benefit and use of naviga- 
tors generally. 

The Secietaiy of the Navy is authorized to cause to bo 
prepared, at the Hydrographic Office attached to the Bu- 
leau of Navigation in the Navy Department, maps, charts, 
and nautical noolcs relating to and required in navigation, 
and to publish and furnish them to navigators at the cost 
of piintiug and paper, and to purchase the plates and copy- 
nghbi of such existing maps, charts, navigatois, sailing 
directions and instructions, as he may consider necessary, 
and when he may consider it expedient to do so, and under 
such regulations and instructions as he may pi escribe 

The chaits published by the Coast Survey shall be sold 
at the office at W ashing ton at the puce of the printing and 
paper thereof, and elsewhere at the same price with the 
average cost of delivery added theieto; and hereafter there 
shall be no free distribution of such charts except to the 
departments of the United States and to the several States 
and officers of the United States requiring them for public 
use. 

Senators, Representatives and Delegates to the House of 
Repicsentatives shall each lie entitled to not more than 
ten charts published by the Coast Survey for each regular 
session of Congress. 
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380 Storm and weather signals 

The Chief of the Weather Bureau, imdei the duection 
of the Secretary of Agriculture, on and after July first, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-one, shall have charge of the 
forecasting of weather, the issue of storm warnings, the 
display of weather and flood signals for the benefit of agii- 
culture, commerce, and navigation, the gauging and report- 
ing of rivers, the maintenance and opeiation of seacoast 
telegraph lines and the collection and transmission of 
marine intelligence for the benefit of commerce and navi- 
gation, the reporting of temperature and rain-fall condi- 
tions for the cotton interests, the displav of f lost and cold- 
wave signals, the distiibution of meteoiologiculinformation 
m the inteicsts of agriculture and commerce, and the tak- 
ing of such meteorological observations as imj be neces- 
sary to establish and record the climatic conditions of the 
United States, or as aic essential for the proper execution 
of the foiegoing duties. 

881 Meridians 

The meridian of the Observatory at Washington shall be ^ * ^^5 
adopted and used as the American meridian for all astro- 
nomical pui poses, and the meridian of Greemvich shall be 
adopted for all nautical purposes 
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382. Improvements by private or municipal corporations 

Any person or persons, corpoi'ations, municipal or pri- 
vate, who desire to improve any navigable nvci, or any 
part thereof, at their or its own expense and risk may 
do so upon the approval of the plans and specifications of 
said proposed improvement by the Secretaiy of War and 
Chief of Engineers of the Army The plan of said im- 

S L'ovement must conform with the general plan of the 
overnment improvements, must not impede navigation, 
and no toll shall be imposed on account thereof, and said 
impiovement shall at all times be under the control and 
supervision of the Secretary of War and Chief of Engi- 
neers 


383 Bridges, dams, dikes 

It shall not he lawful to construct or commence the con- 
struction of any bridge, dam, dike, or causeway ovei or 
in any port, loadstead, haven, harbor, canal, navigable 
river, or other navigable water of the United States until 
the consent of Congress to the building of such structures 
shall have been obtained and until the plans for the same 
shall have been submitted to and approved by the Chief of 
Engineers and by the Secretaiy of War: Pravided^ That 
suen structures may be built under authority of the legis- 
latuie of a State across rivers and other waterways the 
navigable portions of which lie wholly within the limits of 
a single State, provided the location and plans thereof are 
submitted to and approved by the Chief of Engineers and 
by the Secretary of War before construction is commenced. 
And ^ovided further,, That when plans for any bridge or 
other structure have been approved by the Chief of Engi-

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neera and by the Secretary of War, it shall not be lawful 
to deviate from such plans either before oi after completion 
of the structure unless the modification of said plana has 
previously been submitted to and received the approval of 
the Chief of Engineers and of the Secretary of War. 

384. General obstructions 

The (U*eation of an}" obstruction not afiirmatively author- 
ized by C-ongress, to the navigable capacity of any of the 
waters of the United States is hereby prohibited; and iL 
shall not be lawful to build or commence the building of 
any wharf, pier, dolphin, boom, weir, breakwater, bulk- 
head, ]etty, or other structures in any port, roadstead, 
haven, harbor, canal, navigable river, or other water of the 
United States, outside estoblished harbor lines, or where 
no harbor lines have been established, except on plans 
lecommended by the Chief of Engineers and authorized 
liy the Secretary of War; and it shall not be lawful to 
Gxcayate or fill, or in any manner to alter or modify the 
course, location, condition, or capacity of, any port, road- 
stead, haven, harbor, canal, lake, haibor of refuge, or 
inclosure witnin the limits of any breakwater, oi of the 
channel of any navigable water of the United States, unless 
the work has been recommended hv the Chief of Engineers 
and authorized by the Secretar}" of W^ar prior to beginning 
the same. 

386 Harbor lines 

Where it is made manifest to the Secretary of War that 
the establishment of harbor lines is essential to the pres- 
ervation and protection of harbors he may, and is hereby, 
authorized to cause such lines to be established, beyond 
which no piers, wharves, bulkheads, or other works shall 
be extended or deposits made, except under such regu- 
lations as may be prescribed from time to time by him: 
Provided^ That whenever the Secretary of War grants to 
any person or persons permission to extend piers, wharves, 
bullmeads, or other works, or to make deposits in any tidal 
harbor or river of the United States beimnd any harbor 
lines established under authority of the United States, he 
shall cause to be ascertained the amount of tide water dis- 
placed by^ any such structure or by any such deposits, and 
he shall, if he deem it necessary, require the parties to 
whom the permission is given to make compensation for 
such displacement either by excavating m some part of the 
harbor, including tide-water channels between high and 
low water mark, to such an extent as to create a basm for 
as much tide water as may be displaced by such structure 
or by such deposit^ or m any other mode that may be sat- 
isfactory to him. Jn^oMed^ Thatall such dredgingor other 
improvement shall be carried on under the direction of the 
Secretary of War, and shall in no wise injure any existing 
channels.

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386. Penalties 

Every person and every corporation that shall violate 
any of the provisions of sections nine, ton, and eleven of 
this Act, or any rule or i eg illation made by the Secretary 
of War in pursuance of the provisions of the said section 
fourteen, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanoi, and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a hne not exceed- 
ing twenty-five hundied dollars nor less than five hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment (in the case of a natural per- 
son) not exceeding one year, or by both such punishments, 
in the discretion of the court. And furthei, the removal 
of any structures or parts of structures erected in violation 
of the provisions of the said sections may be enforced by 
the injunction of any circuit court exercising jurisdiction 
in any district in which such structuies may exist, and 
proper proceedings to this end may be instituted under 
the direction of the Attorney-General of the United States. 
The continuance of any such obstruction, except bridges, 
piers, docks and wharves, and similai stiuctures erected 
for business purposes, whether heretofore or hereafter 
created, shall constitute an offense and each week’s con- 
tinuance of any *such obstruction shall be deemed a separate 
offense. 

387 Dumping into naviga^'le waters 

It shall not be lawful to thiow, discharge, or deposit, 
or cause, suffer, or proem e to be thrown, discharged, or 
deposited either from or out of any ship, barge, or other 
floating craft of kind, oi fiom the shore, wharf, manu- 
facturing establishment, or mill of any kind, any refuse 
matter of any kind or description whatever other than that 
flowing fiom sti’cets and sewers and passing therefrom in a 
liquid state, into any navigable water of the United States, 
or into any tributary of any navigable water from which 
the same shall float or be washed into such navigable water, 
and it shall not be lawful to deposit, or cause, suffer, or 
procure to be deposited material of any kind m any place 
on the bank of any navigable water, or on the bank or any 
tiibutary of any navigable water, where the same shall be 
liable to be washed into such navigable water, either by 
ordinary or high tides, or by storms or floods, or otherwise, 
whereby navigation shall or maybe impeded or obstructed: 
Pvemided^ That nothing herein contained shall extend to, 
appl^r to, or prohibit the opeiations in connection with the 
improvement of navigable waters or construction of public 
works, consideied necessary and proper by the United 
States officers supervising such improvement or public 
work: And provided fuTmeQ\ That the Secretarv of War, 
whenever in the judgment of the Chief of lEngmeera 
anchorage and navigation will not be injured thereby, may 
permit the deposit of any material above mentioned in 
navigable waters, within limits to be defined and under 
conditions to be pi escribed bv him, provided application rs 
made to him prior to depositing such material; and when-

ever auy permit is so granted the conditions thereof shall 
be strictly complied withj and any violation tliei^eof shall 
be unlawful. 

388. Impairing public works 

It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to take 
possession of or make use of for any purpose, oi build 
upon, alter, deface, destroy, move, injure, obstiiict by 
fastening vessels thereto or otheiwise, or in any manner 
whatever impair the usefulness of any sea wall, bulkhead, 
jetty, dike, levee, whaif, pier, or other work built by the 
United States, or an}^ piece of plant, floating or otherwise, 
used in the const luction of such woik under the control of 
the United States, in whole oi in part, for the preservation 
and improvement of any of its navigable waters or to pre- 
vent floods, or as boundaiy marks, tide gauges, surveying 
stations, buoys, or other established maiks, nor remove f oi 
ballast or other purposes any* stone or other material com- 
posing such works* That the Socretaiy of War 

may, on the recommendation of the Chief of Engineers, 
grant permission for the temporarj^ occupation or use of 
any of the aforementioned public woiks when in his judg- 
ment such occupation or use will not be injurious to the 
public interest. 

389 Obstructing channels 

It shall not be lawful to tie up or anchor vessels oi 
other craft m navigable channels in such a mannei as to 
prevent or obstruct the passage of other vessels or craft, 
or to voluntaiily oi carelessly sink, or permit or cause to 
bo sunk, vessels or other craft in navigable channels; or 
to float loose timber and logs, or to float what is known as 
sack rafts of timber and logs in streams or channels actu- 
ally navigated by steamboats in vsuch manner as to obsti'uct, 
impede, or endanger navigation. And whenever a vessel, 
ratt, or other ersfft is wrecked and sunk in a navigable 
channel, accidentally or otherwise, it shall be the duty of 
the owner of such sunken craft to immediately mark it 
with a buoy or beacon during the day and a lighted lan- 
tern at night, and to maintain such marks until the sunken 
craft is removed or abandoned, and the neglect or failure 
of the said owner so to flo shall be unlawful; and it shall 
be the duty of the owner of such sunken craft to com- 
mence the immediate removal of the same, and prosecute 
such removal diligently, and failure to do so shall be con- 
sidered as an abandonment of such craft, and subject the 
same to icmoval by the United States as heieinaffcei j^io- 
vided for. 

390 Log regulations 

The prohibition contained in section fifteen of the river 
and harbor Act, approved March third, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-nine, against floating loose timber and logs, oi 
sack rafts, so-called, of timber and logs in streams or

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channels actually navigated by steamboats, shall not apply 
to any itavigable river or waterway of the United States 
or any part thereof whereon the floating of loose timber 
and logs and sack rafts of timliei and logs is the principal 
method of navigation. But such method of navigation on 
such river or waterway or part thereof shall lie subject to 
the rules and regulations prescribed by the Secretary of 
Wai as hereinafter provided. 

Sec 2 Xhe Secretary of War shall have power, and he is berelyy 

authorizedand directed, within theshortestpracticahle time 
after the passage hereof, to prescribe rules and regulationh, 
which he may at any time modify, to govern and regulate 
the floating of loose timber and logs, and sack rafts, (so 
called) of timber and logs and other methods of navigation 
on the streams and waterways, or any thereof, of the charac- 
ter, as to navigation, in section one hereof described. The 
said rules and regulations shall be so framed as to equitably 
adjust conflicting interests between the difierent methods or 
f 01 ms of navigation ; and the said rules and regulations shall 
be published at least once in such newspaper or newspapers 
of general cmoulation as in the opinion of the Secretary of 
War shall be best adapted to give notice of >said rules and 
regulations to persons ali'ected thereby and locally i uteres ted 
therein. Andall modifications of saidrale»sand regulations 
shall be'similarlv published. And such rules and regula- 
tions when so prescribed and published as to any such 
stream or waterway shall have the force of law, and any 
violation thereof shall he a imsdemeanot, and eveiy person 
convicted of such violation shall })e punished by a tine of 
not exceeding two thousand five hundred dollars nor less 
than five hundred dollars, or l)y imprisonment (in case of 
a natural person) for not Icvss than thirty days noi more 
than one yeai , oi by both such fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the court: Ppovidi^d^ That the proper action 
to enforce the provisions of this section may be commenced 
before any commissioner, judge, or court of the United 
States, and such commissioner, judge or court shall pro- 
ceed in respect thereto as authorized by law in the case of 
crimes or misdemeanors committed against the United 
States.

IS hereby reserved. 

^ This Act shall not, iioi shall any rules or regulations 

prescribed thereunder, in any manner affect any civil action 
or actions heretofore commenced and now pending to re- 
cover damages claimed to have been sustained by reason 
of the violation of any of the terms of said section fifteen, 
as originally enacted, or in violation of any other law. 

391. Penalties 

Every person and every corporation that shall violate, 
or that shall knowingly aid, abet, authoi’ize, or instigate a 
violation of the. provisions of sections thirteen, fourteen, 
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and fifteen of this Act shall be guilty of a imsdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall be punished a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five hundred dollars nor less than five 
bundled dollars, or by imprisonment (in the case of a 
natural person) for not less than thirty days nor more 
than one year, or bv both such fine and imprisonment, in 
the discretion of the court, one-half of said fine to be paid 
to the person or persons giving infoimation which ^lall 
lead to conviction And any and every master, pilot, and 
engineer, or person or pensons acting in such capacity, 
respectively, on lionrd of any boat or vessel who shall 
knowingly engage in towing any scow, boat, or vessel 
loaded with any material specified in section thirteen of 
this Act to any point or place of deposit or discharge in 
any harbor or navigable Avater, elsewhere than within the 
limits defined and permitted by the Secretary of War, or 
who shall willfully injure or destroy any work of the 
United States contemplated in section fourteen of this 
Act, or who shall willfully obstruct the channel of any 
wateiway in the manner contemplated in section fifteen of 
this Act, shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this Act, 
and shall upon conviction he punished as hereinbefore 
provided in this section, and shall also have his license 
revoked or suspended for a term to be fixed by the judge 
before whom tried and convicted And any boat, vessel, 
scow, raft, or other craft used or employed m violating 
any of the provisions of sections thirteen, fourteen, and 
fifteen of this Act shall be liable for the pecuniary penal- 
ties specified in this section, and in addition thereto for 
the amount of the damages done by said boat, vessel, scow, 
raft, or other craft, which latter sum shall bo placed to the 
credit of the appropriation for the improA^ement of the 
harbor or waterway in which the damage occurred, and 
said boat, vessel, scow, raft, or other craft may be pro- 
ceeded against summarily by way of libel in any district 
court of the United States having j“urisdiction thereof. 

The Department of Justice shall conduct the legal pro- 
ceedings necessary to enforce the foregoing provisions of 
sections nine to sixteen, inclusive, of this Act; and it shall 
be the duty of district attorneys of the United States to 
vigorously piosecute all offenders against the same when- 
ever requested to do so by the Secretary of War or by any 
of the officials hereinafter designated, and it shall fuither- 
more be the duty of said district attorneys to report to the 
Attorney-General of the United States the action taken 
by him against offenders so reported, and a transcript of 
such reports shall be transmitted to the Secretary of War 
by the Attorney -General; and for the better enforcement 
or the said provisions and to facilitate the detection and 
bringing to punishment of such offenders, the ofiScers and 
agents of the United States in charge of river and harbor 
improvements, and the assistant engineers and inspectors 
employed under them by authority ot the Secretary of War, 
and the United States collectors of customs and other 
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revenue officers, shall have powei and authority to swear 
out process and to arrest and take into custody, with or 
without process, any person or persons who may commit 
any of the acts or offenses prohibited by the aforesaid sec- 
tions of this Act, or who may violate any of the provisions of 
the same. Provided^ That no person shall be aiTested with- 
out process for any offense not committed in the presence 
of some one of the aforesaid officials: And p^-'ovidpd fur- 
ther^ That whenever any ai rest is made under the provi- 
sions of this Act, the person so arrested shall be brought 
forthwith before a commissioner, judge, or court of the 
United States for examination of the offenses alleged 
against him, and such commissioner, judge, or court shall 
proceed in lespcct theieto as authorized by law in case of 
crimes against the United Stales. 

39S. Bridge spans 

Whenever the Secretary of War shall have good reason 
to believe that any railroad or other bridge now constructed, 
or which may hereafter be constructed, over any of the 
navigable waterways of the United States is an unreason- 
able obstruction to the free navigation of such Avaters on 
account of insufficient height, width of span, or otherwise, 
or Avhero there is difficulty in passing the draw opening or 
the di'aw span of such biidge by rafts, steamboats, or other 
water craft, it shall lie the duty of the said Secreikry , first 
giving the parties reasonalffe opportunity to bo beard, to 
give notice to the persons or corporations OAvning' oi con- 
trolling such bridge so to alter the same as to render nav- 
igation thiough or under it reasoiiuldy fiee, eas3% and un- 
obstructed, and in giving such notice he shall specify the 
changes recommended the Chief of Engineers that are 
requued to be made, and shall prescribe in each case a 
reasonable time in which to make them. If at the end of 
such time the alteration has not been made, the Secretary 
of Wai shall forthwith notifv the United States distiict 
attorney for the district in which such bridge is situated, 
to the end that the criminal j)roceedings licicinafter men- 
tioned may he taken. If the persons, corporation, or asso- 
ciation owning or controlling any railroad or other bridge 
shall, after receiving notice to that effect, as hereinbefore 
required, from the Secietary of War, and within the time 
prescribed by him willfully fail or lefuse to remove the 
same or to comply Avith the laAvful order of the Secretary 
of War in the premises, such persons, corporation, or asso- 
ciation shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a ffne not exceed- 
ing five thousand dollars, and every month such persons, 
corporation, or association shall remain in default in re- 
spect to the removal or alteration of such bridge shall be 
deemed a new offense, and subject the persons, corpora- 
tion, or association so offending to the penalties above pre- 
scribed: Provided, That in any case arising under the 
provisions of this section an appeal or writ of error may 
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be taken from the district courts or from the existing cii- 
cuit courts direct to the Supieme Court either by the 
United States or by the defendants. 

893. BndgB piers and abutments 

Whenever complaint shall be made by the Secretaiy of 
Wai that by reason of the placing in any navigable waters 
of the United States of any biidge pier or abutment, the 
current of such waterj^ has been so deflected from its 
natural course as to cause by producing caving of banks 
or otherwise serious damage or danger to propei ty , it shall 
be his duty to make nnjuiry, and if it shall be ascertained 
that the complaint is well founded, he shall cause the 
owners or persons operating such bridge to repair such 
damage or prevent such danger to property by such means 
as he shall indicate and within such time as he may name, 
and in default thereof the owners or ]persons operating 
such bridge shall be liable in any court of competent juiis- 
diction to the persons injured in a sum double the amount 
of said injury. 

394 Drawbridges 

It shall be the duty of all persons owning", operating, 
and tending the di'awbridges now built, or which may here- 
after be built across the navigable rivers and other waters 
of the United States, to open, or cause to be opened, the 
draws of such bridges under such rules and regulations as 
in the opinion of the Secretary of War the public interests 
require to govern the opening of drawbridges for the pas- 
sage of vessels and other water crafts, and such rules and 
regulations, when so made and published, shall have the 
force of law. Every such person who shall willfully fail 
or refuse to open, or cause to be opened, the draw of any 
such bridge for the passage of a boat or boats, oi who shall 
unreasonaDly delay the opening of said draw after reason- 
able signal shall have been given, as provided in such regu- 
lations, shall be deemed guilty of, a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than two thousand dollais nor less than one thousand dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment (m the case of a natural person) 
for not exceeding- one year, or by both such fine and impris- 
onment, m the discretion of the court: Provided^ That the 
proper action to enforce the provisions of this section may 
be conamenced before any commissioner, judge, or court of 
the United States, and such commissionei, judge, or court 
shall proceed in respect tlieieto as authorized by law in 
case of crimes against the United States: Provided furthe)\ 
That whenever, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, the 
public interests require it, he may make rules and regula- 
tions to govern the opening of drawbridges for the passage 
of vessels and other water crafts, and such rules and regu- 
lations, when so made and published, shall have the force 
of law, and any violation thereof shall be punished as 
hereinbefore piovided [See June 13, 1902, sec. 6, on

395 Sunken wrecks 

Whenever the navigation of any rivei, lake, harbor, 
sound, bay, canal, or other navigable waters of the United 
States shall be obstructed or endangered by any sunken 
vessel, boat, water craft, laft, oi other similar obstruction, 
and su('b obstruction has existed for a longei period than 
thirty days, or whenever the abandonment of such obstruc- 
tion can be legally e,slabhshod in a less space of time, the 
sunken vessel, boat, water craft, raft, or other obstruction 
shall lie subject to be bioken up, removed, sold, or othei’- 
ivise disposed of by the Secietary of W ar at his aiscretion, 
without liability for any damage to the owners of the same: 
Prmided^ That in his discretion, the Secretary of War may 
cause reasonable notice of such obstruction of not less 
than thirty days, unless the legal abandonment of the 
obstruction can be established in a less time, to be given 
by publication, addiessed To whom it may concern,’’ in a 
newspaper published nearest to the locality of the obvstruc- 
tion, requiring the removal thereof. And provided also^ 
That the Secietary of War may, lu his discretion, at or 
after the time of giving such notice, cause sealed proposals 
to bo solicited hy public advertisement, giving reasonable 
notice of not loss than ten days, for the removal of such 
obstruction as soon as possible after the expiration of the 
above specified thiity days’ notice, m case it has not in the 
meantime been so removed, these proposals and contracts, 
at his discretion, to be conditioned that such vessel, boat, 
water craft, raft, or other obstruction, and all cargo and 
property contained theiein, shall become the property of 
the contractor, and the contiact shall be awaided to the 
bidder making the proposition most advantageous to the 
United States Pvomded^ That such bidder sh^l give satis- 
factoiy security to execute the work: Pro v idea further^ 
That any money I’eceived from the sale of any such wreck, 
or from any couti’actoi for the removal of wrecks, under 
this paragraph shall be covered into the Treasury of the 
United States. 

Under emergency, in the case of any vessel, boat, water 
craft, or raft, or other similar obstruction, sinking oi 
grounding, oi being unnecessaiily delayed in any Govern- 
ment canal or lock, or in any navigable waters mentioned 
in section nineteen, in such manner as to stop, seriously 
interfere with or specially endanger navigation, in the opin- 
ion of the Secretary of 'War, or any agent of the United 
States to whom the Secretary ma}^^ delegate proper author- 
ity, the Secretary of War or any such agent shall have the 
right to hike immediate possession of such boat, vessel, or 
other water craft, oi laft, so far as to remove or to destroy 
it and to clear immediately the canal, lock, or navigable 
waters aforesaid of the obstruction thereby caused, using 
his best judgment to prevent any unnecessary injury; ana 
no one shall interfeie with or prevent such removal or 
destruction Provided^ That the officer or agent charged 
with the removal or destruction of an obstruction unaer 
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this section may in his discretion give notice in writing to 
the owners of any such obstruction requiring them to re- 
move it. And;provicled fuTt}ie)\ That the expense of remov- 
ing any such obstiuction as aforesaid shall be a charge 
against such craft and cargo; and if the owners thereof 
fail or refuse to reimburse the United States for such ex- 
pense within thirty days after notification, then the officer 
or agent aforesaid may sell the craft or cargo, or an3^ part 
thereof that may not have been destroyed m removal, and 
the proceeds of such sale shall he covered into the Treasury 
of the United States. 

Such sum of money as may be necessary to execute this 
section and the receding section of this Act is heieby 
appropriated out of any money in tlie Treasury not othei- 
wise appropriated, to be paid out on the requisition of the 
Secretary of W ar. 

All laws or parts of laws inconsistent with the fore- 

f oing sections ten to twenty, inclusive, of this Act^are 
ereby repealed. I^rovided^ That no action begun, or right 
of action accrued, prior to the passage of this Act shall bo 
affected liy this repeal. Provided j}irthei\ That nothing 
contained in the said foregoing sections shall bo construed 
as repealing, modifying, or in any manner affecting the 
provisions of an Act of Congress approved eTuue twenty- 
ninth, eighteen bundled and cighty-eight, entitled “An 
Act to prevent obstructive and injurious deposits within 
the harbor and adjacent waters of New York City, by 
dumping or otherwise, and to punish and prevent such 
offenses,’^ as amended by section three of the river and 
harbor Act of August eighteenth, eighteen bundled and 
ninety-four. 

306 of — navigation of canals 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary of War to prescribe 
such rules and legulations for the use, administration, and 
navigation of any or all canals and similar works of navi- 
gation that now are, or that hereafter may bo, owned, 
operated, or maintained by the United States as in his 
judgment the public necessity uui}^ require; and he is also 
authorized to prescribe regulations to govern the speed 
and movement of vessels and other water craft in any 
public navigable channel which has been improved under 
authority of Congress, whcncvei, in his judgment, such 
regulations are necessary to protect such improved chan- 
nels from injury, or to prevent interfeience with the op- 
erations of the United States in impioving navigable 
waters or injuxy to any plant that may be employed in 
such operations Such I’ules and regulations shall be 
posted, in conspicuous and appropriate places, for the in- 
formation of the public; and every person and every cor- 
poration which shall violate such rules and regulations 
shall he deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, on convic- 
tion thereof in any district court of the United States 
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within whose territorial jurisdiction such offense may have 
been committed, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
five hundred dollars, or bv impiisonment (in the case of a 
natural person) not exceeding six months, in the discretion 
of the court. 

Any regulations heretofoie or hereafter prescribed by 
the Secretary of War in pursuance of the fourth and fifth 
sections of the river and harbor Act of August eighteenth, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-f our , and any i egulations here- 
after prescribed in pursuance of the afoi esaid section four 
as amended by section eleven of this Act, may be enforced 
as provided in section seventeen of the river and harboi 
Act of March third, eighteen hundred and ninety-nine, the 
provisions whereof are hereby made applicable to the said 
regulations. 

397 . Potomac River 

It shall be unlawful for any ownei or occupant of any 
wharf or dock, any master or captain of any vessel, or any 
person or persons to cast, throw, drop, or deposit any bal- 
last, dirt, oyster shells, or ashes in the water in any port 
of the Potomac Eivei or its tributaries in the District of 
Columbia, or on the shores of said river below high-water 
mark, unless for the purpose of making a wharf, after per- 
mission has been obtained from the Commissioneis of the 
District of Columbia foi that purpose, which wharf shall 
be sufficiently enclosed and secured so as to prevent injury 
to navigation. 

It shall be unlawful for any ownci or occupant of any 
wharf or dock, any captain or master of any vessel, or any 
othei person oi persons to cast, throw, deposit, or diop in 
any dock or in the waters of the Potomac River or its 
tributaries in the District of Columbia any dead fish, fish 
offal, dead animals of any kind, condemned oysters in the 
shell, watermelons, cantaloupes, vegetables, fiuits, shav- 
ings, hay, straw, ice, snow, filth, or tiash of any kind 
whatsoever. 

Any person or persons violating any of the provisions 
of this Act shall he deemed guilt}^ of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof in the police court of the District of 
Columbia shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, or by both such punishments, in the discretion of 
the coiut. 

Nothing in this Act contained shall be construed to 
interfere with the work of improvement in or along the 
said river and harbor, undei the supervision of the United 
States Government. 
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398, New York Harbor 

Ifc shall be unlawful for any person or persons to cn^'age 
in fishing or di edging foi shell fish in any of the channels 
leading to and from the harbor of New Yoik, or to inter- 
feie in anj^ waj^ with the safe navigation of those channels 
ty ocean steamships and ships of deep draft. Any person 
or persons violating the foregoing provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof shall be punished by fine oi imprisonment, or both, 
such fine to be not more than two hundred and fifty dollars 
nor less than fifty dollars, and the imprisonment to be not 
more than six months noi less than thirty days, either or 
both united, as the judge before whom conviction is obtained 
shall decide. It shall be the duty of the United States 
Supervisor of the harbor to enforce this act, and the dep- 
uty inspectors of the said supervisor shall have authority to 
arrest and take into custody, with or without process, any 
person or persons who may commit any of the acts or offen- 
ses prohibited by this Act: Provided^ That no person shall 
be ai rested without process for any offense not committed 
in the presence of the supervisor oi his inspector or deputy 
inspectors, or either of them Ao'id further provided^ That 
whenever any such aircst is made the person or persons so 
arrested shall be brought forthwith before a commissioner, 
]udge, or court of the United States for examination of the 
offenses alleged against him; and such commissioner, judge, 
oi court shall proceed in respect thereto as authorized by 
law in case of crimes against the United States. 

The placing, discharging, or depositing, by any process 
or in any manner, of lefuse, dirt, ashes, cmdeis, mud, sand, 
dredgings, sludge, acid, or any other matter of any kind, 
other than that flowing from streets, vsewers, and pasvSing 
therefrom in a liquid state, in the tidid waters of the harbor 
of New York, or its adjacent or tributary waters, or in 
those of Long Island Sound, within the limits which shall 
be prescribed by the supervisor of the harbor, is hereliy 
strictly forbidden. And every such act is made a misde- 
meanor, and every person engaged m or who shall aid, 
abet, authorize, or instigate a violation of this section, 
shall, upon conviction, he punishable by fine or imprison- 
ment, or both, such fine to be not less than two hundred 
and fifty dollars nor more than two thousand five hundred 
dollars, and the imprisonment to be not less than thirty 
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days nor more than one year, either or both united, as the 
judge before whom conviction is obtained shall decide, one 
half of said fine to be paid to the peison or persons giving 
information which shall lead to conviction of this misde- 
meanor. 

Any and every master and engineer, or person or persons 
acting in such capacity, respectively, on board of any boat 
or vessel, who shall knowingly engage in towing any scow, 
boat, or vessel loaded with any such prohibited matter to 
any point oi place of deposit, or discharge in the waters of 
the harbor of New york:, or in its adjacent, or tributary 
waters, or in those of Long Island Sound, or to any point 
or place elsewhere than within the limits defined and per- 
mitted by the supervisor of the harbor hereinafter men- 
tioned, shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this act, and 
shall, upon conviction, be punishable as hereinbefore pro- 
vided for offenses in violation of section one of this act, and 
shall also have his license rei^oked or suspended for a term 
to be fixed by the judge before whom tried and convicted. 

In all cases of receiving on board of any scows or boats 
such forbidden matter or substance as herein described, 
the owner or master, or person acting m such capacity on 
lioard of such scows or boats, before pxocoeding to take 
or tow the same to the place of deposit, shall apply for and 
obtain from the simervisor of the harbor appointed here- 
under a permit defining the precise limits within which the 
discharge of such scows or boats may be made, and it shall 
not be lawful for the owner or master, or person acting m 
such capacity, of any tug oi towboat to tow or move any 
scow or boat so loaded with such forbidden matter until 
such permit shall have been obtained; and every person 
violating the foregoing provisions of this section shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand 
nor less than five hundred dollars, and in addition thereto 
the master of any tug or towboat so offending shall have 
his license revoked, or suspended for a term to be fixed by 
the judge before whom tried and convicted And any 
deviation from such dumping or discharging place speci- 
fied in such permit shall be a misdemeanor, and the owner 
and master, or person acting in the capacity of master, of 
any scows oi boats dumping or discharging such forbidden 
matter in any place other than that specified in such permit 
shall be liable to punishment therefor as provided in sec- 
tion one of the said Act of June twenty-ninth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-eightj and the owner and master, or 
person acting in the capacity of master, of any tug or tow- 
boat towing such scows or boats shall be liable to equal 
punishment with the owner and master, or person acting 
in the capacity of mastei, of the scows or boats; and, 
further, every scowman or other employee on board of both 
scows and towboats shall be deemed to have knowledge 
of the place of dumping specifi.ed in such permit, and the 
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owners and masters, or persons acting in the capacity of 
masters, shall be liable to punishment, as aforesaid, for 
any unlawful dumping, within the meaning of this Act or 
of the said Act of June twenty-ninth, canteen hundred 
and eighty-eight, which may be caused by the negligence 
or ignorance of such scowman or other employee; and, fur- 
ther, neither defect in machinery nor avoidable accidents to 
scows or towboats, noi unfavoi able weather, nor impi^opei 
handling or moving of scows or boats of any kind whatso- 
ever, shall o]^ierate to release the owners and masters and 
employees of scows and towboats from the penalties here- 
inbefore mentioned. Every scow or boat engaged in the 
transportation of dredgings, earth, sand, mud, cellar dirt, 

f arbage, or other offensive material of any description shall 
ave its name or number and owner’s name painted in let- 
ters and numbei s at least fourteen inches long on both sides 
of the scow or boat; these names and numbers shall he 
kept distinctly legiWe at all times, and no scow or boat not 
so marked shall Ido used to transport or dump any such 
mateiial. The supeivisor of the harboi of New York, 
designated as provided in section five of the said Act of 
June twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, is 
aiithoiized and directed to appoint inspectors and cleputy 
inspectors, and, for the purpose of enforcing the provisions 
of this Act and of the Act aforesaid, and of detecting and 
bringing to punishment offenders against the same, the 
said supei visor of the haibor, and the inspectors and dep- 
uty inspectors so appointed by him, shall have power and 
authority • 

First. To arrest and take into custody, with or without 
process, any person or persons who may commit any of 
the acts or offenses prohibited b}^ thivS section and by the 
Act of June twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
eight, aforesaid, or who may violate any of the pi o visions 
of the same: Provided^ That no person shall be arrested 
without process for any offense not committed in the pres- 
ence of the supervisor or his inspectors or deputy inspect- 
ors, ot either of them:^ jbid fvomded That 

whenever any such arrest is made the person or persons so 
ariested shall be brought forthwith before a commissioner, 
judge, or couit of the United States for examination of 
the offenses alleged against him; and such commissioner, 

a e, or court shall proceed in respect thereto as author- 
by law in case of crimes against the United States. 
Second. To go on board of any scow or towboat engaged 
in unlawful dumping of prohibited material, or in moving 
the same without a permit as required in this section of 
this Act, and to Seize and hold said boats until they are 
discharged by action of the commissioner, judge, or court 
of the United States before whom the offending persons 
are brought. 

Third. To arrest and take into custody any witness or 
witnesses to such unlawful dumping of prohibited mate- 
rial, the said witnesses to be released under proper bonds, 
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Fourth. To go on board of any towboat having in tow 
scows or boats loaded with such prohibited material, and 
accompany the same to the place of dumping, whenever 
such action appears to be necessary to secure compliance 
with the requirements of this Act and of the Act aforesaid. 

Fifth To enter gas and oil works and all other manu- 
facturing works for the purpose of discovering the dispo- 
sition made of sludge, acid, or other in]urious material, 
whenever there is good reason to believe that such sludge, 
acid, or other injurious material is allowed to lun into the 
tidal waters of the harbor in violation of section one of 
the aforesaid Act of June twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-eight. 

Every person who, directly or indirectly, gives any sum 
of money oi other biibe, present, or reward or makes any 
offer of the same to any inspector, aej)uty inspcctoi, or other 
employee of the office of tlie supervisor of the harbor with 
intent to mliuenco such inspector, deputy inspector, or other 
employee to permit or overlook any violations of the provi- 
sions of this section or of the said Act of June twenty-ninth, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, shall, on conviction 
thereof, be fined not less than five hundred dollars noi moie 
than one thousand dollars, and be imprisoned not less than 
six months nor more than one year. 

Every permit issued in accordance with the provisions 
of this section of this Act which may not bo taken up by 
an inspector or deputy inspector shall be leturned within 
foity-eight houis aftei issuance to the office of the super- 
visor of the harbor; such permit shall bear an endorsement 
by the master of the towboat, or the person acting in such 
capacity, stating whether the permit has been used, and if 
so the time and place of dumping. Anv person violating 
the provisions of this section shall be liable to a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollais nor less than one hundred 
dollars 

All mud, diit, sand, dredgings, and material of every 
kind and description whatever taken, dredged, or exca- 
vated from any slip, basin, or shoal in the harbor of Now 
York, or the waters adjacent or tributary thereto, and 
placed on any boat, scow, or vessel for the purpose of being 
taken or towed upon the waters of the harbor of New York 
to a place of deposit, shall be deposited and discharged at 
such place or within such limits as shall I'le defined and 
specified by the supervisor of the harbor, as in the third 
section of this act prescribed, and not otherwise Every 
person, firm, or corporation being the owner of any slip, 
basin, or shoal, from which such mud, dirt, sand, dredg- 
ings, and material shall be taken, dredged, or excavated, 
and every person, firm, or corporation in any manner 
engaged in the work of dredging or excavating any such 
slip, basin, or shoal, or of removing such mud, dirt, sand, 
or dredgings therefrom, shall severally be responsible for 
the deposit and discharge of all such mud, dirt, sand, or 
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dredgings at such place or within such limits so defined 
and prescribed by said supervisor of the harbor; and for 
every violation of the provisions of this section the person 
offending shall be guilty of an offense against this act, and 
shall be punished by a fine equal to the sum of five dollars 
for every cubic yard of mud, dirt, sand, dredgings, or 
material not deposited or discharged as required by this 
section. Any boat or vessel used or employed in violat- 
ing any provision of this act, shall be liable to the pecun- 
iary penalties imposed thereby, and may be proceeded 
against, summarily by way of libel in anv distiict court 
01 the United States, having juiisdiction thereof. 

A line officer of the Navy shall be designated by the 
President of the United States as supervisor of the har- 
bor, to act under the direction of the Secretary of War in 
enforcing the provisions of this act, and in detecting 
offendeis against the same. This officer shall receive the 
sea-pay of nis grade, and shall have personal charge and 
supervision under the Secretary of War, and shall direct 
the patrol boats and other means to detect and bring to 
punishment offenders against the provisions of this act* 
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399 Nbw York Bay 

Tho Secretary of the Treasury is authorized, empoweied, 
and directed to define and establish an anchorage ground 
for vessels m the bay and harbor of New York, and in the 
Hudson and East liivers, to adopt suitable rules and regu- 
lations in relation thereto, and to take all necessaiy meas- 
ures for the proper enforcement of vsuch rules and 
regulations. 

Tho Act of May sixteenth, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
eight, relating to anchorage of vessels in the port of New 
York, is hereby extended to include the waters of Kill von 
Kull, Newark Bay, Arthur Kill, and Raritan Bay. 

In the event of the violation of any such rules or regu- 
lations by the owner, master, or person in charge of any 
vessel, such owner, master, oi person in charge of suen 
vessel shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars, 
and the said vessel may be holden for the payment of such 
penalty, and may be seized and proceeded against sum- 
marily by libel foi the lecovery of the same in any United 
States district court for the district within which such ves- 
sel may be, and in the name of the officer designated by 
the Secretary of the Treasury.

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized and directed 
to define and establish anchorage grounds for vessels in the 
harbors of Chicago, and waters of Lake Michigan adjacent 
thereto, to adopt suitable rules and regulations in relation 
to the same, and also to adopt suitable rules and regula- 
tions governing the use of marked inshore channels in Lake 
Michigan in fiont of the city of Chicago, and to take all 
necessary measures for the proper ontorcement of such 
rules and regulations. 

In the event of the violation of any such rules or regula- 
tions by the owner, master, or person in charge of any ves- 
sel, such owner, master, or person in charge of such vessel 
shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars, and the 
said vessel may be holden for the payment of such penalty, 
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and may be seized and proceeded against summarily by 
libel for the recoveiy of the same in any United States dis- 
trict couit for the district within which such vessel may 
be, and in the name of the officer designated by the Sec- 
retory of the Treasury. 

401 Kennebec River 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized, empowered, 
and directed to define and establish an anchorage ground 
for vessels in Kennebec Kiver at or near Bath, Maine, to 
adopt suitable rules and regulations in relation thereto, and 
to take all necessary measures foi the proper enforcement 
of such rules and regulations. 

In the event of the violation of any such rules or regula- 
tions by the owner, master, or person in charge of any ves- 
sel, such owner, master, or person in charge of such vessel 
shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars; and the 
said vessel may be holden for the payment of such penalty, 
and may be seized and iDroceeded against summarily by 
libel for the recovery of the same in any United States 
district court for the district within which said vessel may 
be, and in the name of the officer designated liy the Sec- 
retaxy of the Treasuiy.

Every person who, withm the temtoiy or ■jurisdiction of R s ,6286 
the United States, increases or augments, or procures to 
be increased or augmented, or knowingly is concerned in 
increasing or augmenting, the force of any ship of war, 
cruiser, or other armed vessel, which, at the time of her 
arrival within the United States, was a ship of war, oi 
cruiser, or armed vessel, in the service of any foreign piincc 
or state, or of any colony, district, or people, oi belonging 
to the subjects or citizens of any such prince or state, 
colony, district, or people, the same being at war with any 
foreign prince or state, oi of any colony, district, or people, 
with whom the United States are at peace, hy adding to 
the numbei of the guns of such vessel, or by changing those 
on board of her for guns of a larger caliber, or by adding 
thereto any equipment solely applicable to war, shall he 
deemed guilty ot a high misdemeanor, and shall be fined 
not mox'e than one thousand dollars and be imprisoned not 
more than one year. 

Every person who, within the territory oi jurisdiction of ^ ® 
the United States, begins, or sets on foot, or provides or 
prepares the means for any military expedition oi enter- 

S rise, to bo earned on from thence against the territory or 
ominions of any foreign prince or state, or of any colony, 
district, or people with Avhom the United States are at 
peace, shall be deemed guilty of a high misdemeanor, and 
shall he fined not exceeding three thousand dollars, and 
imprisoned not more than three yeans. 

The district court shall take cognizance of all complaints R.s ,6!287 
by whomsoever instituted in cases of captui*cs made within 
the waters of the United States or withm a marine league 
of the coasts or shores thereof In every case in whidi a 
vessel is fitted out and armed, or attempted to be fitted 
out and armed, or in which the force of any vessel of war, 
cruiser, or othei armed vessel is increased or augmented, 
or in which any military expedition or enterprise is beg-un 
or set on foot, contrary to the provisions and prohibitions 
of this Title [JR. S. , 6281-5291 J ; and in every case of the 
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capture of a vessel within the jurisdiction oi protection 
of the United States as before defined; and in eveiy ca-se 
in which any process issuing out of any court of the United 
States is disobeyed or resisted by any person having the

It shall be lawful for the President, or such person as he 
shall empower for that puipose, to employ such part of 
the land or naval forces of the United States, or of the 
militia thereof, as shall be necessary to compel any foreign 
vessel to depart the United States in all cases in which, by 
the laws of nations oi the tieaties of the United States, 
she ought not to remain within the United States. 

The owners or consignees of every armed vessel sailing 
out of the ports of the United States, belonging wholly or 
in part to citizens thereof, shall, before clearing out the 
samOj give bond to the United States, with sufficient sure- 
ties, in double the amount of the value of the vessel and 
cargo on board, including her armament, conditioned that 
the vessel shall not be employed by such owner's to cruise 
or commit hostilities against the subjects, citizens, or prop- 
erty of any foreign prince or state, or of any colony, dis- 
trict, or people, with whom the United States are at peace. 

The several collectors of the customs shall detain any 
vessel manifestly built for warlike purposes, and about to 
depart the United States, the cargo oi which principally 
consists of arms and munitions of war, when tne number 
of men shipped on board, or other circumstances, render 
it probable that such vessel is intended to be employed by 
the owners to cruise or commit hostilities upon the sub- 
jects, citizens, or property of any foreign prince or state, 
or of any colony, district, or people with whom the United 
States are at peace, until the decision of the President is 
had thereon, or until the owner gives such bond and 
security as is required of the owners of armed vessels by 
the preceding section. 

The provisions of this Title [R. S. 6281-5291] shall not be 
constmed to extend to any subject or citizen of any foreign 
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prince, stat^ colony, district, or people ^vho is transiently 
witliin the Xjnited States, and enlists or enters himself on 
board of any vessel of war, letter of marque, or privateer, 
which at the time of its arrival within the United States was 
fitted and equipped as such, or hires or letains another 
subject, or citizen of the same foreign prince, state, colony, 
district, or people, who is transiently within the United 
States, to enlist or enter himself to serve such foreign 
prmce, state, colony, district, or people, on board such 
vessel of war, letter of marque, or privateer, if the United 
States shall then he at peace with such foreign prince, 
state, colony, district, or people. Nor shall they be con- 
stiued to prevent the prosecution or punishment of trea- 
son, or of any pu’acy defined by the laws of the United 
States. 
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403. Guano Islands. 

Whenever any citizen of the United States discovers a 
deposit of guano on any island, rock, or key, not -within 
the lawful jurisdiction of any other government, and not 
occupied by the citizens of any other government, and 
takes peaceable possession thereof, and occupies the same, 
such^ island, roclc, or key may, at the ^ discretion of the 
President, be considered as appertaining to the United 
States. 

The discoverer shall, as soon as practicable, give notice, 
verified by affidavit, to the Department of State, of such 
discovery, occupation, and possession, describing the island, 
lock, or and the latitude and longitude theieof, as 
near as may be, and showing that sumi possession was 
taken m the name of the United States; and shall furnish 
satisfactory evidence to the State Department that such 
island, rock, oi key was not, at the time of the discovery 
thereof, or of the taking possession and occupation thereof 
by the claimants, in the possession or occupation of any 
other government or of the citizens of any other govern- 
ment, before the same shall be considered as appertaining 
to the United States 

If the discoverer dies before perfecting proof of discov- 
ery or fully complying with the provisions of the preceding 
section, his widow, heir, executor, or administrator, shall 
be entitled to the benefits of such discovery, upon comply- 
ing with the provisions of this Title [R. S. 5570-5578]; but 
nothing herein shall be held to impair any rights of dis- 
covery or any assignment by a discoverer heretofore x^ecog- 
nized by the United States. 

The discoveiei, or his assigns, being citizens of the 
United States, may be allowed, at the pleasure of Con- 
gress, the exclusive right of occupying such island, rocks, 
or keys, for the purpose of obtaining guano, and of selling 
and delivering the same to citizens of the United States, 
to be used therein, and may be allowed to charge and 
receive for every ton thereof delivered alongside a vessel, 
in propel tubs, -within reach of ship’s taclue, a sum not 
exceeding eight dollars per ton for the best quality, or four 
dollars jfbr every ton taken while in its native place of 
deposit, 
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No guano shall be taken from any such island, rock, or ^ 
key, except for the use of the citizens of the United States 
or of persons resident therein. The discoverer, or his 
widow, heir, executor, administratoi , or assigns, shall enter 
into bond, in such penalty and with such sureties as may 
be required by the rresident, to deliver the guano to citi- 
zens of the United States, for the purpose of being used 
therein, and to none others, and at the price prescribed, 
and to piovide all necessary facilities foi that purpose 
within a time to be fixed in the bond; and aiij^ breach of 
the provisions thereof shall be deemed a forfeiture of all 
rights accruii^ under and by virtue of this Title [B., S., 
6570-5578] This section shall, however, he suspended in 
relation to all persons who have complied with the provi- 
sions of this Title, for five years from and after the four- 
teenth day of July, eighteen hundred and seventy -two. 

The introduction of guano from such islands, locks, or n 
keys, shall he regulated as in the coasting tiade between 
different parts of the United States, ana the same laws 
shall govern the vessels concerned therein. 

All acts done, and offenses or crimes committed, on any ^ 
such island, rock, or key, by persons who may land thei eon, 
or m the waters adjacent thereto, shall be deemed com- 
mitted on the high seas, on boaid a merchant-ship or ves- 
sel belonging to the United States; and shall be punished 
according to the laws of the United States relating to such 
ships or vessels and offenses on the high seas, wmch laws 
for the purpose aforesaid axe extended over such islands, 
rocks, and keys. 

The President is authorized, at his discretion, to employ n 
the land and naval forces of the United States to protect 
the lights of the discoverer or of his widow, heir, executor, 
administrator, or assigns. 

Nothing in tliis Title [B. S., 6670--6678] contained shall 
be construed as obliging the United States to retain pos- 
session of the islands, rocks, or keys, after the guano snail 
have been removed from the same.

Juno 20 , 1874 Secretary of the Treasury is hereby directed to cause 

^ to be prepared medals of honor, with suitable devices, to 

be distinguished as life-saving medals of the fir>st and sec 
end class, which shall bo l^estowed upon aiiy persons who 
shall hereafter endanger their own lives in saving, or 
endeavouring to save lives from perils of the sea, within 
the United States, or upon any Amei lean vessel: Provided^ 
That the medal of the first class shall be confined to cases 
of exticmo and hoioic daiing; and that the medal of the 
second class shall be given in cases not sufficiently distin- 
guished to deserve the medal of the first class. Provided^ 
also^ That no award of either medal shall be made to any 
person until sufficient evidence of his de.serving shall have 
been filed with the Secretary of the Treasury and entered 
upon the lecords of the Department 

May 4, 1882 life-saviug medals of the first and second class 

authorized by the provisions of the seventh section of the 
act of July twentieth, eighteen hundred and seventy -four, 
shall be hereafter designated as the gold and silver life- 
saving medal respectively, and any person who has received 
or ma;y hereafter receive either of said medals under the 
provisions of said section, or the twelfth section of the act 
of June eighteenth, eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, 
and who shall again perform an act which would entitle

So much of the acts i elating to the Life-Saving Service

The Secretary of the NaV}’*, to promote nautical educa- 
tion, is hereby authorized and empowered to furnish, upon 
the application in writing of the Governor of the Stote, a 
suitable vessel of the Navy, with all her apparel, charts, 
books, and instimments of navigation, provided tlio same 
can be spared without detiiment to the naval service, to be 
used foi the benefit of any nautical school, or school oi 
college having a nautical branch, established at each oi 
any of the poits of New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore, Norfolk^ Wilmington, Mobile, Charleston, New 
Orleans, Savannah, Baton Rouge, in Narragausett Bay, 
and San Francisco, upon the condition that there shall be 
maintained, at such port, a school or bianch of a school foi 
the instruction of youths in navigation, steamship, marine 
enginery and all matters pertaining to the proper construc- 
tion, eqiupment and sailing of vessels or any particular 
branch thereof. 

And the President of the United States is hereby author- 
ized, when in his opinion the same can be done without 
detriment to the public service, to detail proper officers of 
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the Navy as superintendents of, or instxuctors in, such 
schools. 

Provided^ That if any such school shall be discontinued, 
or the good of the naval service shall require, such vessel 
shall be immediately restored to the Secretary of the Navy, 
and the officers so detailed recalled: 

And ^ro^ided further^ That no person shall be sentenced 
to 01 received at, such schools as a punishment or commu- 
tation of punishment for crime. 

407 Instruction at military schools 

Mar 3. m The President bo, and he is hcieby, authorized, upon 
the application of the governor of any State havir^ sea- 
coast line orbordering on one or more of the Great Lakes^ 
to diicct the Secretary of the Nav}^ to furnish to one well- 
estabhshed militaiy school iii that State, desiring to afford 
its cadets instruction in elementary seamanship, one fully 
equipped man-of-war’s cutter for every fifty cadets in 
actual attendance, and such other equipment as may be 
spart^d and bo deemed adequate for instruction in elemen- 
tary heamaiisbip. Provided^ That the said school shall have 
adequate facilities for cutter drill, and shall have in actual 
attendance at least one hundred and forty cadets in uni- 
foim receiving military instruction and quartered in bar- 
racks under military regulation, and shall have the capacity 
to quaiter and educate at the same time one hundred and 
fifty cadets: And provided further^ That the Secretary of 
the Nav}^ shall lequire a bond in each case in double the 
value of the property, for the care and safe keeping 
thereof, and for the return of the same when required. 

408. Instruction m shipbuilding 

Feb 26,1879 Foi’ tbo purposo of pTomoting a knowledge of steam- 
engineering and iron-shii3 building among the young men 
of the United States, the President may, upon the apph- 
cation of an established scientific school or college witnin 
the United States, detail an officer from the Engineei 
Corps of the Navy as professor in such school or college: 

liwided^ That the number of officers so detailed shall 
not at ati}^ time exceed twenty-five, and such details shall 
be governed by lules to be prescribed from time to time 
by the President: 

And 'pi'o^dded furtlw\ That such details may be with- 
held or Avithdrawn whenever, in the judgment of the 
President, the interests of the public service shall so 
require. 

400 Nava! Militia 

Auff 8.1894 The Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized and 
empowered to loan temporarily to any State, upon the 
wiitten application of the governor thereof, a vessel of 
the Navy, to be selected from such vessels as are not suita- 
ble or required for general service, together with such of 
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her apparel, charts, books, and instruments of navigation 
as he may deem proper; said vessel to be used only by the 
regularly organized naval militia of the State for the pur- 
poses of drill and instruction: Provided^ That when the 
organization of the naval militia of such State shall be 
abandoned, oi when the interests of the naval service shall 
so require, such vessel, togethei with her apparel, charts, 
hooks, and instruments of navm’ation, shall he immediately 
restored to the custody of the Secretai y of the Navy * And 
j)rovided further ^ That when such loan is made to the gov- 
ernor of any State, the Secietary of the Navy is authorized 
to detail from the enlisted force of the Nav^^ a sufficient 
number of men, not exceeding six for any vessel, as ship- 
keepers, the men so detailed to be additional to the number 
of enlisted men allowed by law for the naval establishment, 
and in making details for this service jpreference shall be 
^iven to those men who have served twenty years or more 
in the Navj^ o 

For arms, accouterments, signal outfits, boats and their 
equipment, lepairs to vessels loaned to States in accord- 
ance with law, and tlie printing or purchase of the neces- 
saiy books of instruction for the Naval Militia of the 
various States, under such regulations as the Secretary of 
the Navy may prescribe, sixty thousand doUais 

410. North Atlantic fisheries 

In the judgment of Congress, the provisions of articles 
numbered eighteen to twenty-five, inclusive, and of aiticle 
thirty of the treaty between the United States and Her 
Britannic Majesty, for an amicable settlement of all causes 
of difference between the two countries, concluded at Wash- 
ington on the eighth day of May, anno Domini eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one, ought to be terminated at the 
earliest possible time, and be no longer in force ; and to this 
end the President be, and ho hereby is, directed to give 
notice to the Government of Her Britannic Majesty that 
the provisions of each and every of the articles aforesaid 
will terminate and be of no force on the expiration of two 
years next after the time of giving such notice 

The President be, and he hereby is, directed to give and 2. 
communicate to the Government of Her Britannic Majesty 
such notice of such termination on the first day of July, 
anno Domini eighteen hundred and eighty-throe, or as 
soon thereaftei as may be. 

On and after the expi ration of the two years’ time required 3 

by said toeaty, each and every of said articles shall be 
deemed and held to have expired and lie of no force and 
effect, and every department of the Government of the 
United States shall execute the laws of the United States 
(m the premises)^ in the same manner and to the same 
effect as if said articles had never been in force; and the act 
of Cong-rcss approved March first, anno Domini eighteen 
hundred and seventy-three, entitled ‘^An act to carry into 
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effect the piovisiona of the treat}^ between the United 
States and Gieat Britain, signed in the city of Washington 
the eighth day of May, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, 
relating to the fisheries,” so far as it relates to the articles 
of said treaty so to be terminated shall be and stand re- 
pealed and be of no force on and after the time of the 
expiration of said two years, 

411 Supp//es for foreign war vessels 

The privilege of purchasing supplies f i om the public 
warehouses duty free, sh^l be extended, under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe, to 
the vessels of war of any nation in ports of the United 
States which maj reciprocate such privilege toward the 
vessels of war of the Uiiited States in its ports. 

413. Navy rail on 

The Navy ration ^ shall consist of the following daily 
allowance of provisions to each person . One pound and a 
quarter salt oi smoked meat, with three ounces of dried 
or six ounces of canned fruit, and thiee gills of beans or 
peas, or twelve oimces of floui ; oi one pound of pieserved 
meat, with three ounces of dried or six ounces of canned 
fruit, and twelve ounces of rice or eight ouuc.es of canned 
vegetables or four ounces of desiccated vegetables; 
together with one pound of biscuit, two ounces of butter, 
four ounces of sugai, two ounces of coffee or cocoa or 
one-half ounce of Lea and one ounce of condensed milk or 
evaporated cream; and a weekly allowance of one-half 
pound of macaroni, four ounces of cheese, fuui ounces of 
tomatoes, one-half pint of vinegar, one-half pint of pickles, 
one-half pint of molasses, four ounces of salt, one-quarter 
ounce of pepper, and one-half ounce of dry mustard. 
Five pounds of lard oi' a suitable substitute shall be 
allowed for every bundled pounds of flour issued as bread, 
and such quantities of yeast as may be necessary 

The following substitution for the components of the 
ration may be made when deemed necessary by the senior 
oflScer present in command; 

For one and ouo-quartor pounds of salt or smoked meat 
or one pound of preserved meat, one and three-quarters 
j)ounds of fresh meat; in lieu of the article usually issued 
with salt, smoked, or preserved meat, fresh vegetables of 
equal value; for ouq pound of biscuit, one and one-quarter 
pounds of soft bread, or eighteen ounces of flour; for three 
gills of beans or peas, twelve ounces of flour or rice or 
eight ounces of canned vegetables, and for twelve ounces 
of flour or rice or eight ounces of canned vegetables, three 
gills of beans or peas. 

An extra allowance of one ounce of coffee or cocoa, two 
ounces of sugar, four ounces of hard bread or its equiva- 
lent, and four ounces of preserved meat or its equivalent 
shall be allowed to enlisted men of the engineer and dynamo 
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foice when standing night watches between eight o'* clock 
postmeiidiau and eight o’clock antemeridian under steam. 

413. Coal and war materials 

The Prehident is hereby authorized, in hib discretion, and 22 ,i 89<^ 
with such limitations and exceptions as shall seem to him 
expedient, to prohibit the export of coal or other material 
used in war from any seaport of the United States until 
otherwise ordered by the President or by Congress. 

414. Mines, torpedoes, and harbor defenses 

Anj^ peison who shall willfully, wantonly, or maliciously 
trespass upon, injure, or destroy an^^of the woiks or prop- 
erty or material of any submarine mine or torpedo, or foi- 
tilieation or harbor-defense S3"stem owned or constructed 
or m process of construction by the United States, or shall 
willfully or maliciously interfeie with the operation or use 
of any such submarine mine, torpedo, foitification, or 
harbor-defense sj'stem, or shall knowingly, willfully oi 
wantonly violate any legulation of the War Department 
that has been made for the piotection of such mine, tor- 
pedo, fortification or haibor-defense system shall be pun- 
ished, on conviction thereof in a district court of the 
United States foi the district in which the offense is com- 
mitted, by a fine of not less than one hundred noi more 
than five thousand dollars, or with imprisonment for a teim 
not exceeding five years, or with both, in the discretion of 
the court. 

^ When an^r offense is committed m an}- place, juiisdic- sec 2 
tion over which has been retained by the Umted States 
or ceded to it by a State, or which has been purchased 
with the consent of a State for the erection of a foi t, mag'- 
azine, arsenal, dockyard, or other needful budding or struc- 
ture, the punishment for which oifense is not provided for 
by an^^ law of the United States, the person committing 
such offense shall, upon conviction in a circuit or district 
court of the United States for the district in which the 
offense was committed, be liable to and receive the same 
punishment as the laws of the State in which such place is 
Situated now provide for the like offense when committed 
within the jurisdiction of such State, and the said courts 
are hereby vested with jurisdiction foi such purpose; and 
no subsequent repeal of any such State law shall affect any 
such prosecution, 

416. Sale of arms and liquors to Pacific islanders 

Any person subject to the authority of the United States Feb n, 1002 
who shall give, sell, or otherwise supply any arms, ammu- 
nition, ex^osive substance, intoxicating liquor, or opium 
to any aboriginal native of any of the Pacific islands lying 
within the twentieth parallel of north latitude and the 
fortieth parallel of south latitude and the one hundred and 
twentieth meridian of longitude west and one hundred and 
twentieth meridian of longitude east of Greenwich, not

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being in the possession or under the protection of any 
ciyilized power, shall be punishable by imprisonment not 
exceeding three months, with or without hard labor, or a 
fine not exceeding fifty dollais, or both And in addition 
to such punishment all articles of a similai nature to those 
in respect to which au offense has been committed found in 
the possession of the offender may be declared forfeited. 

If it shall appear to the court that such opium, wine, 
or spirits have been given bona fide foi medical purposes 
it shall be lawful for the court to dismiss the chaige. 

All offenses against this Act committed on any of said 
islanas or on the wateis, locks, or ke^'s adjacent thereto 
shall be deemed committed on the high seas on board a 
mei chant ship or vessel belonging to the United States, 
and the courts of the United States shall have jurisdiction 
accordingl3^ 

416. Panama Canal 

The President of the United States is heroliy authorized 
to acquire, for and on behalf of the United States, at a cost 
not exceeding forty millions of dollars, the rights^ piivJ- 
leges, francliises, concessions, grants of land, iiglit of 
way, unfinished work, plants, and othei propel ty, real, 
personal, and mixed, of every name and natuie, owned bv 
the New Panama Canal Company, of F ranee, on the Isth- 
mus of Panama, and all its maps, plans, diawiugs, recoid-. 
on the Isthmus of Panama and in Paris, including all the 
capital stock, not less, howevei, than sixty-eight thousand 
eight bundled and sixty -thiee shares of the Panama Eail- 
road Company, owned by or held for the use of said canal 
company, provided a satisfactory title to all of said px'up- 
erty can be obtained 

The President is hereby authorized to acquire fiom the 
Eepnblic of Colombia, for and on behalf of the United 
States, upon such terms ns he may deem reasonable, per- 
petual control of a strip of land, the territoiy of the 
Eepublic of Colombia, not less than six miles in width, 
extending from the Caribbean ^oa to the Pacific Ocean, 
and the right to use^and dispose of the waters thereon, 
and to excavate, construct, and to perpetually maintain, 
operate, and protect theieon a canal, of such depth and 
capacitj^ as will afford couvemeut passage of ships of the 
greatest tonuago and diaft now in use, from the Caiilibean 
Sea to the Pacific Ocean, which control shall include the 
right to perpetually maiutaiu and operate the Panama 
Eailroad, if the ownership thereof, or a controlling inter- 
est therein, shall have been acquired by the UniteaStotes, 
and also jurisdiction over said strip aud the poits at the 
ends thereof to make such police and sanitary xmles and 
regulations as shall be necessary to preserve order and 
preserve the public health thereon, and to establish such 
judicial tribunals as may bo agreed upon thereon as mav 
be necessary to enforce such rules and regulations. 
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The President may acquire such additional territory and 
rights from Colombia as in his judgment will facilitate the 
general pui'pose hereof* 

When the President shall have arranged to secure a 
satisfactory title to the property of the New Panama Canal 
Company, as provided in section one hereof, and shall have 
obtained by treaty control of the necessary territory from 
the Republic of Colombia, as provided in section two 
hereof, he is authorized to pay for the pro]perty of the 
New Panama Canal Company fortj" millions ot dollars and 
to the Republic of Colombia such sum as shall Lave been 
agreed upon, and a sum sufficient for both said purposes 
IS hereb}" appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, to be paid on warrant or 
warrants diawn by the President. 

The President shall then through the Isthmian Canal 
Commission heicinafter authorized cause to be excavated, 
constructed, and completed, ntiliznig to that end avS far as 
practicable the work heretofore done by the New Panama 
Canal Company, of France, and its predecessor company, 
a ship canal fiom the Caiibbean Sea to the Pacific Ocean. 
Such canal shall be of sufficient capacity and depth as 
shall afford convenient passage for vessels of the largest 
tonnage and gicatest diaft now in use, and such as maj" 
be reasonably anticipated, and shall be supplied with all 
neccssaiy locks and other apiiliances to meet the necessities 
of vessels passing thiough the same from ocean to ocean; 
and he shall also cause to be consti acted such safe and 
commodious harbors at the terimin of said canal, and make 
such provisions for defense as ina^" he necessaiy for the 
safety and protection of said canal and harliors That the 
Piesident is authorized for the purposes aforesaid to 
employ such persons as he ma}" deem necessary, and to fix 
their compensation. 

Should the Piesident be unable to obtain for the United 
States a satisfactory title to the property of the New 
Panama Canal Companv and the control of the necessary 
territory of the Republic of Colombia and the rights men- 
tioned in sections one and two of this Act, within a reason- 
able time and upon leasonable terms, then the President, 
having first obtained for the United States perpetual con- 
trol by treaty of the necessary territory from Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua, upon terms which he may consider reason- 
able, for the construction, perpetual maintenance, opeia- 
tion, and protection of a canal connecting the Caribbean 
Sea with the Pacific Ocean by what is commonly known 
as the Nicaragua route, shall through the said Istlimian 
Canal Commission cause to be excavated and constructed 
a ship canal and waterway from a point on the shore of 
the Caribbean Sea near Grejdown, by way of Lake Nica- 
ragua, to a point near Brito on the Pacific Ocean, Said 
canal shall be of sufficient capacity and depth to afford 
convenient passage for vesvsels of the largest tonnage and 
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greatest draft now in use, and such as may be reasonably 
anticipated, and shall be sui)plied with all necessary locks 
and other appliances to meet the necessities of vessels pass- 
ing througii the same from ocean to ocean; and he shall 
also construct such safe and commodious harbors at the 
termini of said canal as shall be necessary for the safe and 
convenient use thereof, and shall make such pi’ovisions 
for defense as may be necessary for the safety and protec- 
tion of said harbors and canal; and such sum or sums of 
money as may be agreed upon by such treaty as compen- 
sation to be paid to Nicaragua and Costa Eica for the con- 
cessions and rights hereundei provided to be acquired by 
the United States, are hereby appropriated, out of any 
money in the Ti’easury not otherwise appi printed, to be 
paid on warrant or wariants drawn by the President. 

The President shall cause the said Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission to make such surveys as may be necessary for 
said canal and harbors to be made, and in making such 
suiveys and in the construction of said canal may employ 
such persons as he may deem necessary, and may fix their 
compensation. 

In the excavation and construction of said canal the San 
Juan Elver and Lake Nicaragua, or such parts of each as 
may be made available, shall be used. 

The sum of ten million dollars is hereby appropriated, 
out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, toward the project herein contemplated by either 
route so selected 

And the President is hereby authorized to cause to be 
entered into such contract or contracts as may be deemed 
necessaiy for the proper excavation, construction, com- 
pletion, and defense of said canal, harbors, and defenses, 
by the route finally detei mined upon under the provisions 
of this Act. Appropiiations therefor shall from time to 
time be hereafter made, not to exceed in the aggregate 
the additional sum of one hundred and thirty-five millions 
of dollars should the Panama route be adopted, or one 
hundred and eighty millions of dollars should the Nica- 
ragua route be adopted. 

In agreement with the Eepublic of Colombia, or 
with the States of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, the Presi- 
dent IS authorized to guarantee to said Eepublic oi to said 
States the use of said canal and harbors, upon such terms 
as may be agreed upon, for all vessels owned by said 
States or by citizens thereof 

To enable the President to construct the canal and works 
appurtenant thereto as provided in this Act, there is 
hereby created the Isthmian Canal Commission, the same 
to he composed of seven membei’S, who shall be nominated 
and appointed bv the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of me Senate, and who shall serve until the 
completion of said canal unless sooner removed by the 
Picsident, and one of whom shall be named as the chair- 
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man of said Commission Of the heven members of said 
Commission at least four of them shall be jpersons learned 
and slalled in the science of engTnceiin§’, and of tlie four 
at least one shall be an officer of the United States Army, 
and at least one other shall be an officer of the United 
States Navy, the said officers respectively being either upon 
' the active or the retired list of the Armj^ or of the Navy. 

Said commissioners shall each receive such compensation 
as the President shall prescri] 3 e until the same shall have 
been otherwise fixed by the Cong i ess. In addition to the 
members of said Isthmian Canal Commission, the Presi- 
dent is hereby authorized through said Commission to 
employ in said service any of the engineers of the United 
States Army at his discretion, and likewise to employ any 
tmgineers in civil life, at his discretion, and any omei pex’- 
sons necessary for the proper and expeditious prosecution 
of said work. The compensation of all such engineers 
and other persons employed under this Act shall be fixed 
b}" said Commission, subject to the approval of the Presi- 
dent. The official salary of any officer appointed or em- 
ployed under this Act shall be deducted from the amount 
of salaiy or compensation piovided by or winch shall be 
fixed under the terms of this Act. Said Commission shall 
in all matters be subject to the diiection and control of 
the President, and shall make to the President annually 
and at such other periods as may be required, either by 
law 01 by the order of the President, full and complete 
reports of all their actings and doings and of all moneys 
received and exjiended in the construction of said work 
and in the performance of their duties in connection there- 
with, which said rejiGrts shall be l)y the Pre>sident trans- 
mitted to Congress. And the said Commission shall fur- 
thermore give to Congress, or either House of Congress, 
such information as may at any time be required either by 
Act of Congress or by the order of either House of Con- 
gress- The President shall cause to be pronded and 
assigned fdr the use of the Commission such offices as 
may, with the suitable equipment of the same, be neces- 
sary and proper, in his discretion, for the proper dis- 
charge of the duties theieof. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is heieby authorized to ^ 
borrow on the credit of the United States from time to 
time, as the proceeds may be reqmred to defray expendi- 
tures authorized by this Act (such proceeds when received 
to be used only for the purpose of meeting such expendi- 
tures), the sum of one bundled and thirty million dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, and to prepare 
and issue therefor coupon dr registered bonds of the United 
States in such form as he may prescribe, and in denomina- 
tions of twenty dollars or some multiple of that smn, xe- 
deemable in gold com at the pleasure of the United States 
after ten years from the date of their issue, and payable 
thirty years from such date, and beaiing interest payable 
quarterly in gold coin at the rate of two per centum per 
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annum; and the bonds herein authorized shall be exempt 
from all taxes or duties of the United States, as well as 
from ta3;ation in any form by or under State, municipal, 
or local authority: jPromded^ That said bonds may be dis- 
posed of by the Secretary of the Treasiuy at not less than 
par, under such i emulations as he may presmdbc, giving to 
all citizens of the United States an equal opportunity to 
subscribe therefor, but no commissions shall be allowed 
or paid thereon; and a sum not exceeding one-tenthof one 
per centum of the amount of the bonds herein authorized 
IS hereby appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, to pay the expense of pi’epar- 
ing, advertising, and issuing the same 

417 Great Lakes-AHaniio Cana! 

The President of the United States is authoiized to ap- 
point, immediately after the passage of this Act, three 
persons, who shall have power to meet and confer with any 
similar committee which may be mipointed by the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain or of the Dominion of Canada, and 
who shall make inquiry and report whether it is feasible to 
build such canals as shall enable vessels engaged in ocean 
commerce to pass to and fra between the Great Lakes and 
the Atlantic Ocean, with an adequate and controllable sup- 
ply of water for continual use; where such canals can be 
most conveniently located, the probable cost of the same, 
with estimates in detail, and if any part of the same should 
be built in the territory of Canada, what regulations or 
treaty arra^ements will be nccessaiy between the United 
States and Great Britain to preserve the free use of such 
canal to the people of this country at all times; and all 
necessary facts and considerations relating to the construc- 
tion and future use of deep-water channels between the 
Great Lakes and the Atlantic Ocean. The persons so ap- 
pointed shall serve without compensation in any form, but 
they shall be paid their actual tiaveling and othei neces- 
sary expenses, not exceeding in all ten thousand dollars, 
for which purpose the said sum of ten thousand dollars, or 
so much thereof as may be necessaijr, is hereby appropri- 
ated. The President may, in his discretion, detail as one 
of such persons an officer of the Army or Navy. 

418. Great Lakes' levels 

The President of the United States is hereby requested 
to invite the Government of Great Britain to ]om in 
the formation of an international commission, to be com- 
posed of three members from the United States and three 
who shall represent the interests of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, whose duty it shall be to investigate and report upon 
the conditions and uses" of the waters adjacent to the 
boundaiy lines between the United States and Canada, in- 
cluding all of the waters of the lakes and rivers whose 
natimal outlet is by the Biver Saint Lawrence to the At- 
lantic Ocean; also upon the maintenance and regulation of 
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suitable levels; and also upon the effect upon the shores 
of these -waters and the structures thereon, and upon the 
interests of navigation, by reason of the diversion of these 
waters from or diange in their natural flow; and, furthei , 
to report upon the necessary measures to regulate such 
diversion, and to make such recommendations for ini- 
provements and regulations as shall best subserve the in- 
toicsts of navigation in said waters. The said commis- 
sioners shall report upon the advisability of locating a dam 
at the outlet of Lake Erie, with a view to deteimimng 
whether such dam will benefit navigation, and if such 
structure is deemed advisable, shall make lecommenda- 
tions to their respective Governments looking to an agiee- 
ment or treaty which shall provide for the construction of 
the same, and they shall make an estimate of the probable 
cost thereof. The President, in selecting the three mem- 
bers of said Commission who shall represent the United 
States, IS authorized to appoint one officer of the Coi’ps of 
Engineers of the United States Army, one civil engineer 
well versed in the hydraulics of the Great Ijakes, and one 
lawyer of expeiience in questions of international and 
riparian law, and said Commission shall be authorized to 
employ such persons as it may deem needful in the per- 
formance of the duties hereby imposed; and for the pur- 
pose of paying the expenses and salaries of said Commission 
the Secretary of War is authorized to expend from the 
amounts hci etof ore appropriated for the Saint Marys River

419 . SeizurB 

Proceedings on seizures, for forfeiture under any law of 
the United States, made on the hi^h seas may be pioso- 
cuted in any district into which the property so seized is 
brought and proceedings instituted. Piocecdmgs on such 
seizures made within any district shall be prosecuted in the 
distiict where the seizuie is made, excexit in cases where it 
is otherwise piorided. 

When any vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise aie seized 
by an ofiScer of the customs, and prosecuted for forfeiture 
by virtue of any law respecting the reveniie, or the regis- 
tering or recording, or the enrolling and licensing of ves- 
sels, the court shall cause fourteen da3^s'’ notice to be given 
of sueh seizure and libel, by causing the substance of such 
libel, with the order of the court thereon, setting forth the 
time and placo appointed for trial, to be inserted in some 
newspaper published near the place of seizure, and by post- 
ing up the same in the most^ public mannei for the space 
of fourteen days, at or near the place of trial; and proc- 
lamation shall be made in such manner as the court shall 
direct. And if no person appears and claims such vessel, 
goods, wares, oi meichandise, and gives bond to defend 
the prosecution thereof and to resj)ond the cost in case he 
shall not support his claim, the court shall proceed to hear 
and determine the cause according to law. 

All vessels, goods, wares, or merchandise which shall be 
condemned by virtue of any law respecting the revenue 
from imports or tonnage, or the registeiing and recording, 
or the enrolling or licensing of vessels, and for which 
bonds shall not have been given by the claimant, shall be 
sold by the marshal or other proper officer of the court in 
which condemnation shall be had, to the highest bidder, at 
public auction, by order of such couii^, and at such place 
as the court may appoint, giving at least fifteen days’ 
notice (except in cases of perish^Dle merchandise) in one 
or more of the public newspapers of the place where such 
sale shall be; or if no paper is published in such place, 
in one or more of the papers published in the nearest 
place thereto; for which advertising, a sum not exceeding 
five dollars shall be paid. And the amount of such sales, 
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deducting all proper charges, shall be paid -within ten days 
after such sale by the person selling the same to the clerk 
or other jRoper officer of the court directing such sale, to 
he by him, after deducting the charges a tio wed hy the 
couii, paid to the collector of the district in which such 
seizure or forfeiture has taken place, as hereinbefore 
directed. 

In any cause of admiralty and maritime juiisdiction, or ^ 
other case of seizure, depending in an}" court of the United 
States, any judge of the said court, in vacation, .shall have 
the same authority to order any vessel, or cargo, or other 
propel ty to he delivered to the claimants, upon bail or 
bond, or to bo sold when necessary, as the said court has 
in term time, and to appoint appraisers, and exercise every 
other incidental power necessary to the complete execution 
of the authority herein granted; and the recognizance of 
bail or bond, under such order, may be executed before 
the clerk upon the part3"\s producing the certificate of the 
collector of the district, ox the sufficiency of the security 
offered; and the same proceedings shall be had in the case 
of said order of delivery pr of sme, as are had in like cases 
when ordered in term time: Provided^ That upon every 
such application, either for an order of delivery or of sale, 
the collector and the attorney of the district shall have 
reasonable notice in cases of the United States, and the 
paity or counsel in all other cases. 

When, in any prosecution commenced on account of the ^ 
seizuie of an}" vessel, goods, wares, or meichaudise, made 
by any collector or other officer, under any act of Congress 
authorizing such seizure, judgment is rendered for the 
claimant, but it appears to the court that there was lea 
sonable cause of seizure, the court shall cause a proper 
certificate theieof to be entered, and the claimant shall 
not, in such case, be entitled to costs, nor shall the person 
who made the seizure, nor the prosecutor, be liable to suit 
or ]udgment on account of such suit or prosecution: Pro- 
mded^ That the vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise be, 
after judgment, forthwith returned to such claimant or 
his agent. 

If, in any suit against an officer or other person execut- ^ 
ing or aiding or assisting in the seizure of goods, under 
any act providing for or regulating’ the collection of 
duties on impoits or tonnage, the plaintiff is nonsuited, oi 
judgment passed against him, the defendant shall recover 
douole costs 

When proceedings are had before a court of the United ^ 
States or of the Territories, on several libels, against any 
vessel and cargo, which might legally be joined in one 
libel, there shall not be allowed thereon more costs than 
on one libel, unless sxiecial cause for libeling the vessel 
and cargo separately is satisfactorily shown on motion in 
open court. ^ And in proceedings on several libels or infor- 
mations against any cargo, or parts of cargo, or merchan- 
dise seized as forfeited for the same cause, there shall not 
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be allowed more costs than would be lawful on one libel 
or information^ whatever may be the number of owners or 
consignees therein concerned. But allowance may be 
made on one libel oi infoimation for the costs incidental 
to several claims. 

When judgment is rendered in favor of the claimant of 
any vessel or other property seized on behalf of the United 
States, and libeled or informed against as forfeited under 
any law theieof, he shall be entitled to possession of the 
same when his own eosts are paid. 

4S0 Summary trial 

Whenever a complaint shall he made against any mas- 
ter, officer, or seaman of any vessel belonging, in whole or 
in part, to any citizen of the United States, of the commis- 
sion OI any offense, not capital oi otherwise infamous, 
against any law of the United States made for the protec- 
tion of persons or property engaged in commerce or navi- 
gation, it shall be the duty of the district attorney to inves- 
&gate the same, and the general nature thereof, and if, in 
his opinion, the case is such as should be suramai ily tried, 
he shall report the same to the disfrict judge, and the judge 
shall forthwith, or as soon as the ordinary business of the 
court will permit, proceed to tiy the cause, and for that 
purpose may^ if necessary, hold a special session of the 
court, either in term time or vacation. 

At the summary trial of offenses against the laws for the 
protection of persons or property engaged in commeico or 
navigation, it shall not be necessaiy that the accused shall 
have been previously indicted, but a statement of com- 
plaint, verified by oath in writing, shall be presented to 
the Court, setting out the offense in such manner as clearly 
to apprise the accused of the character of the offense com- 
plained of, and to enable him to answer the complaint The 
complaint or statement shall be read to the accused, who 
may plead to or answer the same, or make a counter-state- 
ment. The trial shall thereupon be proceeded with iri a 
summary manner, and the case shall be decided by the 
court, unless, at the time for pleading or answering, the 
accused shall demand a jury, in which case the trial shall 
be upon the complaint and plea of not guilty. 

It shall be lawful for the court to allow the district attor- 
ney to amend his statement of complaint at an^ stage of 
the proceedings, before verdict, if, in the opinion of the 
court, such amendment will work no injustice to the accused; 
and if it appears to the court that the accused in unprepared 
to meet the chaige os amended, and that an adiourument 
of the cause will promote the ends of justice, suen adjourn- 
ment shall be made, until a further day, to be fixed by the 
court. 

At the trial in summary cases, if by juiy, the United 
States and the accused shall each be entitled to three per- 
emptory challenges. Challenges for cause, in such cases, 
shall be tried by the court without the aid of triers. 
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It shall not be lawful for the court to sentence any person ^ ® 
convicted in such trial to any greater punishment than 
imprisonment in ]ail for one year, or to a fine exceeding 
five bundled dollars, oi both, in its discretion, in those cases 
where the laws of the United States authorize such impiis- 
onment and fine. 

All the penalties and forfeitures which may bo incurred a s ,4306 
foi offeirses against this Title [R. S,, 4131-4306] may be 
sued for, prosecuted, and recovered in such court, and be 
disposed of in such manner, as any penalties and forfeitures 
which may be incurred f 01 offenses against the laws relating 
to the collection of duties, except when otherwise expressly 
prescribed. 
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421. Place of tnal 

R s.,730 The trial of all offenses committed upon the high seas or 
elsewhere, out of the j urisdiction of any particular State or 
district, shall be in the district where the offender is found, 
or into which he is first brought. 

422. Murder and manslaughter 

R.s ,5339 Every person who commits murder — 

Eirst. within any foit, aisenal, dock yard, magazine, or 
in any other place or district of country under tne exclu- 
sive funsdiction of the United States, 

Second. Or upon the high seas, or in any arm of the sea, 
or in any river, haven, creek, basin, or bay within the 
admiralty and maritime jurisdiction of the United States, 
and out of the juiisdiction of any particular State, 

Third. Or who upon any such waters maliciously strikes, 
stabs, wounds, poisons, oi shoots at any other pci son, of 
which stiiking, stabbing, wounding, poisoning, or shooting 
such other person dies, either on land or at sea, within or 
without the United States, shall suffer death. 

R fc ,6340 The court before which any person is convicted of mur- 
der, may, in its discretion, add to the judgment of death, 
that the body of the offender be delivered to a surgeon for 
dissection; and the marshal who executes such 3 udgment 
shall deliver the body, after execution, to such surgeon as 
the court may direct; and such surgeon, or some person 
by him appointed, shall receive and take away the body at 
the time of execution. 

R s.,5341 Every person who, within any of the ]olaces or upon any 
of the waters described in section fifty -three hundred and 
thirty-nine, unlawfully or wilfully, but without malice, 
strikes, stabs, wounds, or shoots at, or otherwise injures 
anothei, of which striking, stabbing, wounding, shooting. 
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or other such other person dies, either on land or 

sea, withm or without the United States, is guilty of the 
crime of manslaughter 

Every person who, within any of the places or upon any 
of the waters described in section fifty -three hundred and 
thirty-nine, attempts to commit the crime of murder or 
manslaughter, by any means not constituting the offence 
of assault with a dangerous weapon, shall be punished by 
imprisonment, with or without hard labor, not more than 
three years, and by a fine of not moie than one thousand 
dollars. 

The punishment of manslaughter shall be imprisonment, 
with oi without hard labor, not more than ten years, and 
by a fine of not moic than one thousand dollars, except as 
othex'wise specially provided by law. 

Every captain, engineer, pilot, or other person employed 
on any steamboat or vessel, by whose misconduct, negli- 
gence, or inattention to his duties on such vessel, the life 
of any person is destroyed, and every owner, inspectoi, or 
other public officer, through whose fraud, connivance, mis- 
conduct, or violation of law, the life of any peison is 
destroyed, shall be deemed guilty of manslaughter, and, 
upon conviction thereof before any circuit court of the 
iJnited States, shall be sentenced to confinement at hard 
labor foi a period of not more than ten years 

423 Rape 

Every person who, within any of the places or upon 
any of the wateis specified in section fifty-three hunefred 
and thirty-nine, commits the crime of rape shall suffer 
death 

424 . Assauft 

Every person who, upon the high seas, or in any arm of 
the sea, or in any river, haven, creek, basin, or bay, within 
the admiralty juxusdiction of tlie United States, and out of 
the jurisdiction of any paxticular state, on board any ves- 
sel belonging in whole or in part to the United States, ox 
any citizen thei'cof, with a dangerous weapon, or with in- 
tent to perpetrate any felony, commits an assault on 
another slxall be punished b}" a fine of not moi’e than three 
thousand dollai's, and by imprisonment at hard labor not 
more than thi'ec years. 

426, III treatment ofjcreiv 

Every master or other officer of an Amex’ican vessel on 
the high seas or on any other waters within the admiialty 
and maritime juifisdiction of the United States, who, with- 
out justifiable cause, beats, wounds, oi imprisons any of 
the crew of such vessel or withholds from them suitable 
food and nourishment, or inflicts upon them any cruel and 
unusual punishment, shall be punished by a line of not 
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more than one "thousand dollars, oi by imprisonment not 
more than fire years, or by both. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to repeal or modify section forty- 
six hundred and eleven of the Kevised Statutes. 

486. Mayhem 

Every person who, within any of the places upon the 
land under the exclusive jurisdiction of the United States, 
or who, upon the high seas, in any vessel belonging to the 
United States, or to any citizen mereof, maliciouSy cuts 
off the^ ear, cuts out or disables the tongue, puts out an 
eye, slits the nose, cuts off the nose or lip, or cuts off or 
disables any limb or membex’ of any person, with intent to 
maim or disfigure such person, shall oe imprisoned at hard 
labor not more than seven years, and fined not more than 
one thousand dollars. 

487. Seduction 

Every master, officer, seaman, or other person employed 
on board of any American vessel who, during the voyage, 
under piomiho of marriage, or by throats, or the exeicise 
of authority, or solicitation, or the making of gifts or 
presents, seduces and has illicit connection with any female 
passenger, shall be punished by imprisonment not moie 
than twelve months, or by a fine of not more than one 
thousand dollars; but subsequent intermarriage of the 
paities may be pleaded in bar of conviction. 

When any person is convicted under the provisions of 
the preceding section, the court ma^", in its discretion, liy 
an order entered on its minutes, direct the amount of the 
fine, when imposed and collected, to be paid for the use of 
the female seduced oi her child, if she have any. 

No conviction shall be had on the testimony of the female 
seduced, witliout other evidence, nor unless the indictment 
is found within one year after the arrival of the vessel on 
which the offense was co mm itted at the port for which it 
was destined. 

488. Larceny 

Every person who, upon the high seas, oi in any place 
under the exclusive jurisdiction of the United States, takes 
and cariies away, with intent to steal or purloin, the per- 
sonal goods of another, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more iban one thousand dollars, or by impiisonmont not 
more than one year, or by both such fine ana imprisonment. 

Every person who, upon the high seas, or in any place 
under the exclusive jurisdiction of the United States, buys, 
receives, or conceals any money, goods, bank-notes, or other 
thing which may he the subject of larceny, and which ha's 
been feloniously taken or stolen from any other person, 
knowing the same to have been taken or stolen, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
and by imprisonment at hard labor not more than three 
yeaxs. 
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429 Wrecking 

Every personwho plunders, steals, or destroys any money, s , 6358 

goods, merchandise, or other effects, from or belonging to 
any vessel in distress, or TOecked, lost, stranded, or cast 
away, upon the sea, or upon any reef, shoal, bank, or rocks 
of the sea, or in any other place within the admiralty and 
maritime jurisdiction of the United States; and every per- 
son who willfully obstructs the escape of any person en- 
deavoiing to save his life from such vessel, or the wu’eck 
thereof, and evei y person who holds out or shows any false 
light, or extinguishes any true light, with intent to bring 
any vessel, sailing upon the sen, into danger, or distress, 
oi shipwreck, shSl be punished by a fine of not inoie than 
live thousand dollars, and impiisoned at hard labor not 
more than ten yeais. 

430 Mutiny, 

If any one of the crew of any American vessel on the 
high seas, or other waters within the admiralt}’’ and mari- 
time jurisdiction of the United States, endeavors to make 
a revolt or mutiny on board such vessel, or combines, con- 
spiies, or confederates with any other perhou on board to 
make such revolt or mutiiyy, or solicits, incites, or stirs up 
any other of the crew to disobey or resist the lawful orders 
of the master, or other officer of such vessel, oi to refuse or 
neglect their ^^‘oper duty on board thereof, or to betray their 
pioper trust, or assembles with otheis in a tumultuous and 
mutinous manner, or makes a riot on board thereof, or un- 
lawfully confines the master, or other commanding oflicer 
thereof, he shall be jiunished by a fine of not more than 
one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment not more than 
five years, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

If any one of the crew^ of an American vessel on the high 
seas, or on any other waters within the admiralty and mari- 
time jurisdiction of the United States, unlawfully and with 
force, or by fiaud, or intimidation, Ubiirps the command of 
such vessel from the master or other law^ful oflScer in com- 
mand thereof, or deprives him of authority and command 
on board, or resists or prevents him in the free and lawful 
exercise thereof, oi tiansfers such authority and command 
to another not lawfully entitled thereto, he is guilty of a 
levolt and mutiny, and shall be punished by a line of not 
moie than two thousand dollars, and bj" imprisonment at 
hard labor not more than ten years. 

431. Plundering vessel 

Every person who. upon the high seas, oi in aii}^ arm of ^ 
the sea, oi in any river, haven, cieekj basin, or bay, within 
the admiialty and maritime jurisdiction of the United 
States, and out of the jurisdiction of any particular State, 
by surprise or by open force, maliciously attacks or sets 
upon any vessel belonging to another, with an intent to 
unlawfully plunder the same, or to despoil any owner 
thereof of any monej^s, goods, or merchandise laden on 
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board thereof shall he punished h}" a fine of not more than 
five thousand dollars, and by imprisonment at hard labor 
not more than ten years, 

E s , 6862 Evei'y person who, upon the high seas, or in any other 
of the places mentioned in the preceding section, with 
intent to commit any felony, breaks or enteis any vessel, 
or maliciously cuts, spoils, or destroys any cordage, cable, 
buo3^s, buoy-rope, head-fast, or other fast fixed to the 
anchor or moorings belonging to any vessel, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, and 
by imprisonment at hard labor not more than five years. 

432. Abandonment of seaman. 

R s ,6808 Eveiy master or commander of any vessel belonging, in 
whole or part, to any citizen of the United States, who, 
during his being abroad, maliciously and without justifi- 
able cause forces any officer or mariner of such vessel on 
shore, in order to leave him behind in any foreign port or 
place, or i ef uses to bring home again all such ofiicers and 
mariners of such vessel whom he carried out with him as 
aie in a condition to i etuxn and willing to return, when he 
is ready to proceed on his homeward voyage, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment not more than six months. 

433. Barratry 

R s ,6364 Every person who, on the high seas, or within the United 
States, willfully and coiruptly conspires, combines, and 
confederates with any other person, such other person 
being either within or without the United States, to cast 
away or otherwise destroy any vessel, with intent to injure 
any poison that may have underwritten or may there- 
after wai’d underwiite any policy of insurance thereon or 
on goods on board thereof, or with intent to injure any 
person that has lent or advanced, or may lend or advance, 
any money on such vessel on bottomiy or respondentia; 
and every person who, within the United States, builds, 
or fits out, or aids in building and fitting out, any vessel 
with intent that the same be cavSt away oi destroyed with 
the intent hereinbefore mentioned, shall be pumshed by 
a fine of not more than ten thousand dollars, and by 
imprisonment at hard labor not more than ten yeais. 

R b, 53 C 5 Every person who, on the high seas, willfully and cor- 

Aug 6,1894 ruptly casts away or otherwise destroys any vessel of 
which he is oAvner, in whole or part, with intent to preju- 
dice any person that may underwrite any policy of insur- 
ance thereon, or any merchant that may have goods 
thereon, or any other owner of such vessel, shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment foi’ life, or foi any term of years. 

R s ,6366 Every person, not being an owner, who, on the high seas, 
willfully and corruptly casts away or otherwise destroys 
any vessel to which he belongs, being the property of any 
citizen, shall be punished by imprisonment foi life, or for 
any term of j^ears. 
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434. Arson. 

Every person^ not beinff an owner, who, on the high seas, 
willfully, with intent to destroy the same, sets fire to any 
vessel, or otherwise attempts the destruction thei’eof, being 
the property of any citizen, shall suffer imprisonment at 
hard labor lor a term not more than ten years nor less than 
thiee yeais. 

Every person who, within any fort, dock-yard, navy- 
yard, arsenal, armory, or magazine, the site w^hereof is 
under the jurisdiction of the United States, or on the site 
of any light-house, or other needful building belonging to 
the United States, the site whereof is under their jurisdic- 
tion, willfully and maliciously burns any dwelling-house, 
or mansion-house, or any store, barn, stable, or other 
building, parcel of any dwelling or mansion-house, shall 
suffer death. 

Every person who, in any of the places mentioned in 
the preceding section, maliciously sots fire to, or burns, any 
arsenal, aimory, magazine, rope-walk, ship-house, ware- 
house, block-house, or barrack, or any store-house, barn, 
or stable, not parcel of a dwelling-house, or any other 
building not mentioned in such section, or any vessel built, 
or begun to be built, ox repairing, or any light-house, or 
beacon, or any timbei, cables, rigging, or other matei'ials 
for building, lepairing, or fitting out vessels, or any pile of 
wood, beams, or other lumber, or any military, naval, or 
Victualing stores, arms, or other munitions of war, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than five thousand dollars, 
and by imprisonment at hard labor not more than ten years. 

Every person who maliciously sets on fire, or burns, or 
otherwise destioys, any vessel of war of the United States, 
afloat on the high seas, or in any arm of the sea, or in any 
river, haven, creek, basin, or bay within the admiralty 
jurisdiction of the United States, and out of the juriedic*' 
tion of any paiticular State, shall suffer death. 

435. Mispris/on of fsfony 

Eveiy person who, having knowledge of the actual com- 
mission of the Clime of murder or other felony upon the 
ligh seas, or within any fort, arsenal, dock-yard, maga- 
zine^ or other place or district of country under the ex- 
clusive juiisdiction of the United States, conceals, and does 
not as soon as may be disclose and make known the same 
to some one of the judges or other persons in civil or mil- 
itary authority under the United States, is guilty of mis- 
prision of felony, and shall be imprisoned not more than 
three yeais, and fined no more than five hundred dollars. 

436. M/sce/lanoous offenses 

If any offense be committed in any place which has been 
or may hereafter be, ceded to and under the jurisdiction 
of the United States, which offense is not prohibited, or the 
punishment thereof is not snecially provided for, by any 
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law of the United States, such offense shall be liable to, 
and receive, the same punishment as the laws of the State 
in which such place is situated, now in force, provide for 
the like offense when committed within the jurisdiction of 
such State, and no subsequent repeal of any such State 
law shall affect any prosecution for such offense in any 
court of the United States. 

437. Crimes on the Great Lakes 

Every person who shall, upon any vessel registered or 
enrolled under the laws of the United States, and being 
on a voyage upon the waters of any of the Great Lakes, 
namely, Lake Superior, Lake Michigan, Lake Huron, Lake 
Saint Clair, Lake Erie, Lake Ontario, or any of the waters 
connecting any of the said lakes, commit or be guilty of 
any of the acts, neglects, or omissions, reapectivmy, men^ 
tioned in chapter three [R. S , 5839-5391] of title seventy 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished with the same punish- 
ments in the said title and chapter, respectively affixed to 
the same offenses therein mentioned, leapectively. 

The circuit and district courts of the United States, 
respectively, are hereby vested with the same jurisdiction 
in respect of the offenses mentioned in the first section of 
this act that they by law have and possess in respect of the 
offenses in said chapter and title m the fiist section of this 
act mentioned, and said courts, respectively, are also for 
the purpose of this act vested with all and the same juris- 
diction they, respectively, have by foice of title thirteen, 
chapter three [R. S , 563-571], and title thirteen, chapter 
seven [R. S, , 629-657], of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States. 

488 Forgery 

If any person falsely makes, forges, counterfeits, or 
alters any instrument in imitation of, or purporting to be 
an abstract or official copy, or certificate of the recording, 
registry, or enrollment oi any vessel, in the office of any 
collector of the customs, or a license to any vessel, for 
carrying on the coasting trade, or fisheries ot the United 
States, or a certificate of ownership, pass, passport, sea- 
letter, 01 clearance, granted for any vessel, under the au- 
thority of the United States, oi a i^m’mit, debenture, or 
other official document, granted by any collector or other 
officer of the customs, by virtue of his office; or passes, 
utters, or publishes, or attempts to pass, utter, or publish, 
as true, any such false, forged, counterfeited, or falsely al- 
tered instrument, abstract, official copy, certificate, license, 
pass, passport, sea-letter, clearance, permit, debenture, or 
other official document herein specified, knowing the same 
to be false, foiled, counterfeited, or falsely altered, with 
an intent to defraud, he shall he punished by a fine of not 
more than one thousand dollars and by imprisonment at 
hard labor not more than three years. 
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439 Piracy 

The President is authorized to employ so many of the R s ,4293 
public armed vessels as in his judgment the semce may 
require, with suitable instxmctions to the commanders 
thereof in i:>rotecting the merchant vessels of the United 
States and theii crew>s from piratical aggressions and dep- 
redations. 

The President is authorized to instruct the commanders n s ,4204 
of the public armed vessels of the United States to sub- 
due, seize, take, and send into any port of the United 
States, any armed vevSsel 01 boat, or any vessel or boat, 
the crew whereof shall be armed, and which shall have 
attempted or committed any piiatical aggression, search, 
restraint, depredation, or seizure, upon any vessel of the 
United States, or of the citizens thereof, or upon any other 
vessel; and also to retake any vessel of the United States, 

Or its citizens, which may have been unlawfully captured 
upon the high seas, 

The commander and crew of any merchant-vessel of the n s , 4296. 
United States, owned wholly, or in part, by a citizen 
thereof, may oppose and defend against any aggression, 
search, restraint, depredation, or seizure, which shall be 
attempted upon such vessel, or upon any other vessel so 
owned, by the commander or crew of any aimed vessel 
whatsoever, not being a public armed vessel of some nation 
in amity with the United States, and may subdue and cap- 
ture the same; and may also retake any vessel so owned 
which may have been captured by the commander or crew 
of any such aimed vessel, and send the same into any port 
of the United States. 

Whenever any vessel, which shall have been built, pur- R s , 429$ 
chased, fitted out in whole or in part, or held for the pur- 
pose of being employed in the commission of any piratical 
aggression, search, restraint, depredation, or seizure, or 
in the commission of any other act of piracy as defined by 
the law of nations, or from which any piratical aggression, 
search, restraint, depredation, or seizure shall have been 
first attempted or made, is c^tured and brought into or 
captured in any port of the United States, the same shall 
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te adjudged and condemned to their use, and that of the 
enters after due process and tiial in any court having 
admiralty juinsdiction, and which shall be holden for the 
district into which such captured vessel shall be brought; 
and the same court shall thereupon older a sale and dis- 
triWtion thereof accordingly, and at its discretion. 

Any vessel bmlt, purchased, fitted out in whole or in 
part, or held for the purpose of being employed in the com- 
mission of any piratical aggression, search, restiaint, dep- 
redation, or seizure, or in the commission of anv other act 
of piracy, as defined by the law of nations, shall be liable 
to be captured and brought into any port of the United 
States if found upon the h^h seas, or to be seized if found 
in port or place within the United States, whether the same 
shall have actually sailed upon any piiatioal expedition or 
not, and whether any act of pix^acy shall have been com- 
mitted or attempted upon or from such vessel or not; and 
any such vessel may be adjudged and condemned, if cap- 
tmed by a vessel authoiized as hereinafter mentioned, to 
the use of the United States and to that of the captors, 
and if seized by a collector, surveyor, or marshal, then to 
the use of the United States, 

The President is authorized to instruct the commanders 
of the public armed vessels of the United States, and to 
authorize the commanders of any other armed vessels sail- 
ing under the authority of any letters of marque and 
leprisal gianted by Congress, or the ^commanders of any 
other suitable vessels, to subdue, seize, take, and, if on 
the high seas, to send into any port of the United States, 
any vessel or boat built, purchased, fitted out, or held as 
mentioned in the preceding section. 

The collectors of the several ports of entry, the smwey- 
ors of the several ports of delivery, and the marshals of 
the several judicial districts within the United States, 
shall seize any vessel or boat built, purchased, fitted out, 
or held as mentioned in section forty-two hundred and 
ninety-seven, which may be found within theii lespective 
ports or districts, and to cause the same to be proceeded 
against and disposed of as provided by that section. 

440 . Crimes deemed piracy 

Every person who, on the high seas, commits the crime of 
piracy as defined by the law of nations, and is afterward 
brought into or found in the United States, shall suffer death. 

Every seaman who lays violent hands upon his com- 
mander, thereby to hinder and prevent his fighting in 
defense of his vessel or the goods intrusted to nim, is a 
pirate, and shall suffer death. 

Every person who, upon the high seas, or in any open road- 
stead, or in any haven, basin, or bay, or m any river where 
the sea ebbs and flows, commits the crime of robbery, in or 
upon any vessel, or upon any ship’s company of any vessel, 
or the ladmg thereof, is a pirate, and shall suffer death* 
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Every person engaged in any piratical cruise or enter- ^ 
prise, or being of the crew of any piratical vessel, who lands 
from such vessel and on shore commits robbery, is a pirate, 
and shall suffer death 

Every person who commits upon the high seas, or in any ^ s , 6 S 72 
river, harbor, basin, or bay, out of the jurisdiction of any 
particular State, murder or robbery, or any other offense 
which, if committed within the body of a county, would be 
punishable with death by the laws of the United States, is 
a piiate, and shall suffer death. 

Every citizen who commits murder or robbery,^ or ^ ^>^373 
any act of hostility against the United States, or against 
any citizen thereof, on the high seas, under color of any 
commission fioin any foreign prince, or state, or on pretense ^ 
of authority from any person, is, notwithstanding the pre- 
tense of »such authority, a jiirate, and shall suffer deatn. 

Every subject or citizen of any foreign state, who is found ^ ^ 
and taken on the sea making war upon the United States, 
or cruising against the vessels and property thereof, or of 
the citizens of the same, contraiy to the provisions of any 
treaty existing between the United States and the state of 
which offender is a citizen or subject, when by such treaty 
such acts are declared to be piracy, is guilty of piracy, and 
shall suffer death. 

Every captain, otliei oflScer, or mariner, of a vessel on ^ s*&383 
the high seas, or on any other waters within the admiralty 
and maritime jurisdiction of the United States who pirat- 
ically or feloniously runs away with such vessel, or with 
any goods or merchandise thereof, to the value of fifty 
dollars, or who yields up such vessel voluntarily to any 
pirate, shall be lined not more than ten thousand dollars, 
or imprisoned at hard labor not more than ten years, or 
both. 

If any person attempts or endeavors to corrupt any com- ^ s , 5384 
mander, master, officer, or mariner to yield up or to run 
away with any vessel, or any goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, or to turn j)irate, or to go over to or confedeiate with 
pirates, or in any wise to trade with any pirate, knowing 
him to be such, or furnishes such pirate with any ammuni- 
tion, stores, or pi ovisious of any kind, or fits out any ves- 
sel knowingly and with a design to trade with, supply, or 
correspond with any pirate or robber upon the seas; or if 
any person consults, combines, confederates, orcorresponds 
with any pirate or robber upon the seas, knowing him to be 
guilty of any piracy or robbery; or if any seaman confines 
me master of any vessel, he shall be imprisoned not more 
than three years, and fined not more than one thousand 
dollars. 
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441 . Slates trade 

No persou >shall, for himself, oi for another, aa master, 
factor, or owner, build, fit, equip, load, or othei'wise pre- 
pare any vessel, in any port or place within the juifisdiction 
of the United States, or cause any vessel to sail from any 
port or place within the jurisdiction of the same, for the 
purpose of procuring any neg ro, mulatto, or person of color, 
from any foieign kingdom, place, or country, to be trans- 
ported to any port or place whatsoever, to be held, sold, or 
otherwise di^osed of, as a slave, or to be held to service 
or labor; and eveiy vessel so built, fitted out, equipped, 
laden, or otherwise prepared, with her tackle, appareh fur- 
niture, and lading, shall be foifeited, one moiety to the use 
of the United States, and the other to the use of the person 
who sues for the forfeiture, and prosecutes the same to 
effect. 

Every person so building, fitting out, equipping, loading, 
or otherwise preparing or sending a\yay any vessel^ know- 
ing or intending that the same shall be employed in such 
trade or business, contraiy to the provisions of the preceding 
section, or an}^ ways aiding or abetting therein, shall, be- 
sides the forfeiture of the vessel, pay the sum of two thou- 
sand dollars; one moiety thereof to the use of the United 
States, and the other moiety thereof to the use of the per- 
son who sues for and prosecutes the same to effect. 

Every vassel employed in cariying on the slave-trade, 
or on which is received or transported any negro, mulatto, 
or person of color, from any foreign kingdom or country, or 
from sea, for the purpose "of holding, selling, or otherwise 
disposing of such person as a slave, or or holding such 
pei'son to service or laboi, shall, together with her tackle, 
apparel, furniture, and the goods and effects which may 
be found on board, or which may have been imported 
thereon in the same voyage, be forfeited; one moiety to 
the United States, and the other to the use of the person 
who sues for and prosecutes the forfeiture to effect. 

If any citizen of the United States takes on board, re- 
ceives, or transports any negro, mulatto, or person of color, 
for the pui*pose of selling such person as a slave, he shall, 
in addition to the forfeiture of the vessel, pay for each per- 
son, so received on board or transported, the sum of two 
hundred, dollars, to be recovex^ed in any court of the United 
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States; the one moiety thereof to the use of the United 
States, and the other moiety to the use of the person who 
sues for and prosecute>s the same to effect 

Every vessel which is found in any river, port, bay, or r s , 5555 
harbor, or on the high seas, within the jurisdictional limits 
of the United States, or hovering on the coasts thereof, and 
having on board any negro, mulatto, or person of color, 
with intent to sell such person as a slave, or with intent to 
land the same for that purpose, eithei 111 the United States 
or elsewhere, shall, together with her tackle, apparel, furni- 
ture, and the goods or effects on board of her, oe forfeited 
to the United States 

Itshallheunlawfulfor any citizen of the UnitedStates, or ^ s ,5656 
other person residing within them, duectly or indirectly to 
hold or have auy right or property in any vessel employed 
or made use of 111 the transportation or carrying of slaves 
from one foreign country or place to another, and any such 
right 01 property shall be forfeited, and may be libeled 
and condemned for the use of the person suing for the 
same, and eveiy peison transgressing the prohibition of 
this section shall also forfeit and pay a sum of money equal 
to double the valine of his right or pioperty in such vessel; 
and shall also forfeit a sum of money equal to double the 
value of the interest he had in the slaves, which at any 
time may be transported 01 earned in such vesseh 

The President is authorized, when he deems it expedient, ^ ® 
to man and employ any of the armed vessels of the United 
States to cruise wherever he may judge attempts are mak- 
ing to cairy on the slave-trade, citizensfor residents of 
the United States, 111 contravention of laws prohibitory of 
the same; and, in such case, he shall instruct the com- 
manders of such aimed vessels to seize, take, and bring 
into any port of the United States, to be proceeded against 
according to law, all Amei lean vessels, wheresoever found, 
which may have on boaid, or which may be intended for 
the purpose of taking on board, or of transporting, or may 
have transported any negro, mulatto, or person of color, 
in violation of the provisions of any act of Congress pro- 
hibiting the tiafEc in slaves. 

Tlie proceeds of all vessels, their tackle, apparel, and fur- ^ ® ^ 
niture, and the goods and effects on board of them, which 
are so seized, prosecuted, and condemned, shall be divided 
equally between the United States and the officers and men 
wno seize, take, or bring the same into port for condem- 
.nation, whether such seizure be made by an armed vessel of 
the United States or revenue cutter thereof; and the same 
shall be distnbuted as is provided by law for the distribu- 
tion of prizes taken from an enemy. 

The officers and men, to be entitled to one-half of the Rs ,6669 
proceeds mentioned in the last section, .shall safely keep 
every negro, mulatto, 01 person of color, found on board of 
any vess^ so seized, taken, or brought into port, for con- 
demnation, and shall deliver eveiy such negro, mulatto, ov 
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E erson of color, to the marshal of the district into which 
e maj" be brought, if into a port of the United States, oi 
if elsewhere, to such person as may be lawfully appointed 
by the President, in the manner directed hy law; trans- 
mitting to the President, as soon as may be after such 
delivery, a descriptive list of such negroes, mulattoes, or 
persons of color, in order that he may give directions foi 
the disposal of them. 

The commanders of such commissioned vessels shall cause 
to be apprehended, and taken into custocly, every person 
found on board of such olfending vessel, so vseized and 
taken, being of the officers or crew thereof, and him con- 
vey, as soon as conveniently may be, to the civil authority 
of the United States, to be proceeded against in due course 
of law. 

The President is authorized to make such regulations 
and arrangements as he may deem expedient^ for the safe- 
keeping, support, and removal beyond the limits of the 
United States, of all such negroes, mulattoes, or persons 
of color, as may he delivered and brought ivithiu their 
jurisdiction: and to appoint a proper person residing upon 
the coast or Africa as agent, for receiving the negroes, 
mulattoes, or persons of color delivered from on board 
vessels seized in the prosecution of the slave-trade, 
commanders of Umted States armed vessels. 

A bounty of twenty-live dollars shall be paid to the offi- 
cei’s and crews of the commissioned vessels of the United 
States, or revenue-cutters, for each iiegio, mulatto, oi jru- 
son of color, who may be, as hereinbefore provided, deliv- 
ered to the marshal or agent duly appointed to receive 
such person, and the Secretary of the Treasury is required 
to pay, or cause to be paid, to such officers and crews, or 
their agent, such bounty for each person so delivered. 

It >shall be the duty of the commander of any armed 
vessel of the United States, whenever he makes any cap- 
ture under the preceding provisions, to bring the vessel and 
her cargo, for adjudication, into some of the ports of the 
State or Territory to which such \'efcscl so captured may 
belong, if he can ascertain the same; if not, then to be sent 
into any convenient port of the United States 
Every owner, master, or factor of any foreign vessel, 
clearing out for any of the coasts or kingdoms of Africa, 
or suspected to be intended for the slave-trade, and the 
suspicion being declared to the officer of the customs by 
any citizen, on oath, and such information being to the 
satisfaction of the officer, shall first give bond with suffi- 
cient sureties, to the Treasurei of the United States, that 
none of the natives of Africa, or any other foreign country 
or place, shall be taken on board such vessel, to be trans- 
ported or sold as slaves, in any other foreign pointer place 
whatever, within nine months thereafter. 

The forfeitures which may hereafter be incurred under 
any of the preceding provisions, and which are not othei’- 
wise expressly disposed of, shall accrue and be one moiety 
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thereof to the of the informer and the other moiety to 
the use of the United States, except ^vhere the iirosecution 
IS liist instituted on behalf of the United States in which 
case the whole shall be to (heir u>se 

It may ))e lawful for the President to enter into contract ^ 
with any person, society, oi body-corporate, for a term not 
exceeding five years, to loccivetrom the United States, 
thiough (heir duly constituted agent upon the coast of 
Africa, all negroes, mulattoes, or persons of color, delivered 
from on board vessels seized in the ]prosecution of the slave- 
trade, by commanders of the United States armed vessels, 
and to provide such negroes, mulattoes, and persons of 
coloi with comfortable clothing, shelter, and provisions, 
for a period not exceeding one 3"ear fi*oni the date of their 
being landed on the coa>st of Africa, at a pi ice in no case 
to exceed one hundred dollars foi each person so clothed, 
sheltered, and provided with food; and any contiact so 
made mar })e renewed by the President from time to time 
as found necessaiy, for peiiods not to exceed five yeais on 
each renewal. 

The Picsident is authorized to issue instructions to the ^ 
commandeis of the armed vessels of the United States, 
directing them, whenever it is practicable, and under such 
rules andrcgulations as Iiemay presciibe, to proceed directly 
to the coast of Af rit'a, and thei ehand over to the agent of the 
United States all negroes, mulattoes, and persons of color 
delivered foom on board vessels seized in the prosecution 
of the slaim-tradc, and they shall afterward brin^ the cap- 
tured vessels and persons engaged in prosecuting such 
tiade to the Unite cl States for trial and adjudication 

It may be lawful for the President to entei into arrange- ^ 
ment, hy contract or otherwise, with one or moie foreign 
governments having possessions m the W est Indies or other 
tropical regions, or with their duly constituted agent, to 
receive from the United States, for a term not exceeding 
five^^ears, at such place as maj" be agreed upon, all negroes, 
mulattoes, or persons of color, delivered from on board ves- 
sels seized m the prosecution of the slave-tiade, by com- 
manders of United States armed vessels, and to jirovide 
them with suitable instruction, and with comfortable cloth 
ing and shelter, and to employ them, at wages under such 
legulations as may be agreed upon, for a period not exceed- 
ing five years from the date of their being landed at the 
place agieed upon. 

The President is authoiized to issue instructions to the ^ 
commandervS of the aimed vessels of the United States, 
directing them, whenever it is practicable, and under such 
legulations as be may prescribe, to proceed directly to 
such place as shall have been agreed upon with any foreign 
government, ,or its duly constituted agent, under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section, and there deliver tp the 
duly constituted authorities or agents of such foreign gov- 
ernment all negroes, mulattoes, or persons of color, taken 
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from on board vessels seized in the prosecution of the 
slave-trade; and they shall afterward brin^ the vessel and 
persons engaged in prosecuting such trade to the United 
States for trial and adjudication. 

Every person who, being of the crew or ship’s company 
of any foreign vessel engaged in the slave-trade, or being 
of the crew or ship’s company of any vessel owned whollj" 
or in part, or navig^ated for or in behalf of any citizen, 
forcibly confines or detains on board such vessel any negro, 
or mulatto, with intent to make such negro or mulatto a 
*slave, or, on board such vessel, ofler»s or attempts to sell, 
as a slave, any negro or mulatto, or on the high seas, or 
anywhere on tide water, transfers or delivers to any other 
vessel any negxo or mulatto with intent to make such negro 
or mulatto a slave, or lands or delivers on shoi e from on 
board such vessel any negro or mulatto with intent to make 
sale of, or having previously sold such negro or mulatto as 
a slave, is a pii'ate, and shall suffer death. 

Whoever shall knowingly and wilfully bring into the 
United States, or the Territories thereof, any person in- 
veigled or forcibly kidnapped in any other country, with 
intent to hold such person so inveigled or kidnapped in con- 
finement or to any involuntary service, and whoever shall 
knowingly and wilfully sell, or cause to be sold, into any 
condition of involuntary servitude, any other person for 
any term whatever, and every person who shall knowingly 
and wilfully hold to involuntary service any person so 
sold or bought, shall be deemed guilty of a felony, and, on 
conviction ttiereof, be imprisoned for a term not exceeding 
five yeais and pay a fine not exceeding five thousand 
dollais. 

Every person who shall be accessory to any of the felo- 
nies herein declared, either before or after the fact, shall 
be deemed guilty of a felony’’, and on conviction thereof 
be imprisoned for a term not exceeding five yeai's and pay 
a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars 

Every person, who, being of the crew or ship’s company 
of any foreign vessel engaged in the slave-trade, or being 
of the crew or ship’s company of any vessel, owned in 
whole or part, or navigated for, or in behalf of, mj citi- 
zen, lands from such vessel, and, on an3^ foreign shore, 
seizes any negro or mulatto with intent to make such 
negro or mulatto a slave, or decoys or forcibly brings, or 
carries, or receives such negro or mulatto on board such 
vessel, with like intent, is a pirate, and shall suffer death. 

Every person who brings within the ]urisdictioa of the 
United States, in any manner whatsoever, any negro, 
mulatto, or person of color, from any foreign kingdom or 
country, or from sea, or holds, sells, or otherwise disposes 
of, any negro, mulatto, or peison of color so brought in, 
as a slave, or to be held to service or labor, shall be fined 
not more than ten thousand dollars and not less than one 
thousand, one half to the use of the United States, and 
the other half to the use of the parri" who prosecutes the 
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indictment to effect, and, moreover, shall suffer imprison- 
ment at hard laboi not more than seven years, nor less 
than thi’ee years. 

Every person who builds, fits out, equips, loans, oi other- 
wise prepares, or sends away, cither as master, factor, or 
ownei, an}^ vessel, in any port or place within the juris- 
diction of the United States, or causes such vessel to sail 
fx’om any port or xilace whatsoever, within such jurisdic- 
tion, for the purpose of procuring any negro, mulatto, 
oi' person of color from any foreign kingdom or country, 
to be transported to any poit or place whatsoever, to be 
heldj sold, or otheiwise disposed of as a slave, or lield to 
service oi laboi, shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than one thousand dollars, nor more than five thousand 
dollars, one-half to the use of the United States and the 
other half to the use of the person prosecuting* the indict- 
ment to effect, and >shalb moreover, be imprisoned at hard 
labor for a term not moie than >seven years, noi less than 
three years 

Every citizen or other person lesident within the juris- 
diction of the United States, who takes on board, receives, 
or transports from aiy foreign kingdom oi country, or 
from sea, any negro, mulatto, or person of color, in an^^ 
vessel, foi the purpose of holding, selling, or otherwise 
disposing of such person as a slave, or to be held to service 
or laboi, shall be punished as prescribed in the preceding 
section 

Every captain, master, or commander of any Ameiican 
vessel found in any i h^er, port, bay, harbor, or on the high 
seas, within the jurisdictional limits of the United States, 
or hovering on the coast thereof, having on board any 
negro, mulatto, or person of color foi the pui’pose of sell- 
ing them as slaves, or witli intent to land the same for any 
such purpose, shall be fined not more than ten thousand 
dollars, and be imprisoned at hard laboi not less than two 
years, nor more than four years. 

Every citizen of the United States, or other person resid- 
ing therein, who voluntarily serves on board of any Ameri- 
can vessel employed or made use of in the transportation of 
slaves from any f oreign country or place to another, shaU 
be punished by a fine of not more than two thousand dol- 
lars, and by imprisonment not more than two years. 

Every citizen of tlie United States who voluntarily selves 
on board of foreign vessel employed in the slave-trade, 
shall be punished as prescribed in the preceding section. 

To meet the sliare of the United States in the expenses 
of the special bureau created by article eighty-two of the 

g eneral act (ioncluded at Brussels J ul j second, eighteen 
undred and ninety^ for the repression of the African slave 
trade and the restriction of the importation into and sale 
in a certain defined zone of the African continent of fire- 
arms, ammunition, and spirituous liquors, for the year 
nineteen hundred and four, one hundred dollars. 
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44S. Protection of submarine cab/es 

All}’’ person who shall willfull^^ and wrongfully break or 
injure, or attempt to break or injuie, or wno shall in any 
manner procure, counsel, aid, abet, or be accessory to such 
bieaking or mjuiy, or attempt to break or injuie, a sub- 
marine cable, in such manner as to interrupt or embarrass, 
lu whole or in part, telegraphic communication, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, ana, on conviction thereof, shall 
be liable to imprisonment for a term not exceeding two 
years, or to a fine not exceeding live thousand dollars, or to 
])oth fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of the court 

Any person who by culpable negligence shall break or 
injure a submaiine cable in such manner as to interrupt or 
embarrass, in whole or in part, telegraphic communication, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction thereof, 
shall he liable to imprisonment for a toim not exceeding 
three months, oi to a fine not exceeding five hundred dol- 
lars, or to both fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of 
the court. 

The provisions of the foregoing sections shall not apply 
to a pel son who breaks or injures a cable in an effort to 
save the life or limb of himself or of any other person, or 
to save his own or au}^ other vessel. Provided^ That he 
takes reasonable precautions to avoid such breaking or 
injury 

The mastei of any vessel which, while engaged in laying 
or repairing submarine cables, shall fail to observe the 
rules concerning’ signals that have been or shall hereafter 
be adopted by the parties to the convention with a view 
to preventing collisions at sea; or the master of any ves- 
sel that, perceiving, or being able to perceive the said 
vsignals displayed upon a telegraph ship engaged in rep)air- 
ing a cable, shall not withdraw to or keep at a distance of 
at least one nautical mile; or the master of any vessel that 
seing or being able to see buoys intended to mark the 
position of a cable when being laid or when out of order 
or broken, shall not keep at a distance of at least a quarter 
of a nautical mile, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof, shall be liable to imprisonment for 
a term not exceeding one month, or to a fine of not ex

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The master of any fishing vessel who shall not keep his 
implements or nets at a distance of at least one nautical 
mite from a vessel engaged in laying or repairing a cable;

position of a cable when being laid or when out of order

Any person having the custody of the papeis necessary ^ 
for the preparation of the statements provided for in article 
ten of the convention who shall refuse to exhibit them or 
shall violently resist persons having authority according to 
article ten of said convention to draw up statements of facts 
in the exercise of their functions, shall he guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction thereof shall lie liable to im- 
prisonment not exceeding two years, or to a fine not exceed- 
ing five thousand dollars, or to both fine and imprisonment, 
at the discretion of the court. 

The penalties provided in this act for the breaking or ^ 
injury of a submarine cable shall not bo a bar to a suit for 
damages on account of such breaking or injury. 

When an offense against this act shall have been com- 
mitted by means of a vessel, or of any boat belonging to 
a vessel, the master of such vessel shall, unless some oSier 
person is shown to have been in charge of and navigating 
such vessel or boat, be deemed to have been in charge of 
and navigating the same, and be liable to be punished 
accordingly. 

Unless the context of this act otherwise requires, the lo 
term ‘^vessel” shall be taken to mean every description of 
vessel used in navigation, in whatever way it is propelled; 
the term master ” shall betaken to include every person 
having command or charge of a vessel ; and the term ^ ‘ per- 
son ” to include a body of persons, corporate or incorporate. 

The term ‘^convention’’ shall be taken to mean the Inter- 
national Convention for the Protection of Submarine 
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Cables, made at Pans on the fourteenth day of May, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-four, and proclaimed by the 
President of the United States on the twenty -seeoM day 
of May, eighteen hundred and eighty -five. 

The provisions of the Revised Statutes, from section 
forty-three hundred to section forty-three hundred and 
five, inclusive, for the summary trial of offenses against 
the navigation laws of the United States, shall extend to 
the trial of offenses against the provisions of sections four 
and five of this act. 

The provisions of this act shall be held to a]^ply only to 
cables to which the convention for the time being applies. 

The district courts of the United States shall have juris- 
diction over all offenses against this act and of all suits of 
a civil natiue arising thereunder, whether the infraction 
complained of shall have been committed within the terri- 
torial waters of the United States or outside of the said 
waters : 

Provided^ That in case such infraction in committed out- 
side of the territorial waters of the United States the vessel 
on board of which it has been committed is a vessel of the 
United States. Fioin the decrees and judgments of the 
district courts in actions and suits arising under this act 
appeals and writs of error shall be allowed as now piovided 
by law in other cases. 

Ciiminal actions and proceedings foi a violation of the 
provisions of this act shall be commenced and piosecuted 
in the district court for the district within which the offense 
was committed, and when not committed within any judi- 
cial distiict, then in the district court for the district within 
which the offendei may be found, and suits of a civil natme 
may be commenced an the district court for any district 
within which the defendant may be found and shall be 
served with process.

There shall be at the seat of government an executive w.ioos 
department to be known as the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, and a Secretary of Commerce and Labor, who 
shall be the head thereof, who shall be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, who shall receive a salary of eight thousand dollars 
per annum, and whose teim and tenure of office shall he 
like that of the heads of the other Executive Departments' 
and section one hundred and fifty-eight of the Revised 
Statutes IS hereby amended to include such Department, 
and the provisions of title four of the Revised Statutes, 
including all amendments thereto, are hereby made appli- 
cable to said Department The said Secretary shall cause a 
seal of office to be made foi the said Department of such 
device as the President shall approve, and judicial notice 
shall be taken of the said seal.

within the juiisdictiou of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, and certify the balances arising thereon to the 
Division of Bookkeeping and Warrants and send forthwith 
a copy of each certificate to the Secretary of Commerce

It shall be the province and duty of said Department 
to foster, piomote, and develop the foreign and domestic 
commerce, the mining, manufacturing, shipping, and fish- 
ery industries, the labor interests, and the transportation 
facilities of the United States; and to this end it shall be 
vested with juiisdiction and control of the depaitments, 
bureaus, offices, and branches of the puldic service here- 
inafter specified, and with such other powers and duties 
as may be prescribed by law. All unexpended appropria- 
tions, which shall be available at the time when this Act 
takes effect, in relation to the various ofiicos, bureaus, 
divisions, and other branches of the public service, which 
shall, by this Act, he ti’iinsferred to or included in the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, oi which may here- 
after, in accordance with the provisions of this Act, be so 
transferred, shall become available, fxom the time of such 
transfer, for expenditure in and by the Depaitment of 
Commerce and Labor and shall be treated the same as 
though said branches of the public sei vice had ])een directly 
named in the laws making said appiopiiations^as parts of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, nuclei the direc- 
tion of the Secretaiy of said Department, 

The following-named offices, bureaus, divisions, and 
branches of the public service, now and heretofore under 
the iurisdiction of the Department of the Treasuiy, and 
all tiiat pertains to the same, known as the Light-House 
Board, the Light-House Establishment, the yteamboat- 
Inspectiou Service, the Bureau of Navigation, the United 
States Shipping Commissioners, the National Bureau of 
Standards, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the Commi.s- 
sionei-Geiieial of Iramigiation, the commissioneis of immi- 
gration, the Bureau of Immigiation, the immigration serv- 
ice at large, and the Bureau of Statistics, be, and the same 
hereby are, transferred from the Department of the Treas- 
ury to the Department of Commerce and Labor, and the 
same shall hereafter remain under the jurisdiction and super- 
vision of the last-named Department; and that the Census 
Office, and all that pertains to the same, be, and the same 
hereby is, transfeired from the Department of the Interior 
to the Department of Commerce and Labor, to remain 
henoefoith under the jurisdiction of the latter, that the 
Department of Labor, the Fish Commission, and the Office 
of Conimissioner of Pish and Fisheries, and all that per- 
tains- to the same, be, and the same hereby are, placed 
under the ]urisdictioti and made a Part of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor; that the Bureau of Foreign Com- 
merce, now in the Department of State, be, and me same 
hereby is, transferred to the Department of Commerce 
and Laboi and oonsolidafced with and made a part of the 
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Bureau of Statistics^ hereinbefore transferred from the 
Department of the Treasury to the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, and the two shall constitute one bureau, 
to be called the Bureau of Statistics, with a chief of the 
bureau; and that the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
shall have control of the work of gathering and distribut- 
ing statistical information naturmly relating to the sub- 
jects confided to his Department; and the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor is hereby given the power and 
authority to rearrange the statistical work of the bureaus 
and offices confided to said Department, and to consolidate 
any of the statistical bureaus and offices transferred to said 
Depaitment; and said Secretary shall also have authority 
to call upon otJier Departments of the Government for 
statistical data and results obtained by them; and said 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor may collate, arrange, 
and publish such statistical information so obtained in 
such manner as to him may seem wise. 

The official records and papers now on file in and per- 
taining exclusively to the business of any bureau, office, 
department, or branch of the public service m this i\ct 
transferred to the Department of Commerce and Labor, 
t(^ ether with the furniture now in use in such bureau, 
office, depai tment, or branch of the public service, shall 
be, and hereby are, transferred to the Department of Com- 
meice and Laboi.

And all consular officers of the United States, including 
consuls- general, consulvS, and commercial agents, are hereby 
required, and it is made a part of their duty, under the

life, and by Acts of Congress relating to tonnagotax, boil-

444 Bureau of Navigation 

There shall he in the DepaHment of Commence and Labor 
of the United States a Bureau of Navigation, under the 
immediate charge of a Commissioner of Navigation. 

The Commissioner of Navigation, under the direction of 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, shall have general 
supeiintendence of the commercial marine and merchant 
seamen of the United States, so far as vessels and seamen 
are not, under existing laws, subject to the supervision of 
any other officer of the Government. 

He shall be specially charged with the decision of all 
questions relating to the issue of registers, enrollments, 
and licenses of vessels, and to the filing and pi'eserving of 
those documents; and wherever in title forty-eight [E. S., 
4131-4305] or fifty [R. S., 4311-4S90] of the Revised Stat- 
utes any of the above-named documents are required to be 
surrendered or returned to the Register of the Treasury, 
such requirement is hereby repealed, and such documents 
shall be surrendered and returned to the Commissioner of 
Navigation, Said Commissioner shall have charge of all 
similar documents now in the keeping of the Register of 
the Treasury, and shall perform all the duties nitherto 
devolved upon said Register relating to navigation.

The Commissioner of Navigation shall be charged with 
the supervision of the laws relating to the admeasurement 
of vessels, and the assigning of signal letters thereto, and 
of designating their official numbei , and on all questions 
of interpretation growing out of the execution of the laws 
relating to these subjects, and relating to the collection of 
tonnage tax, and to the refund of such tax when collected 
erroneously or illegally, his decision shall be final. 

The Commissioner of Navigation shall annually prepare 
and publish a list of vessels of the United States belong- 
ing to the commercial marine, specifying the official num- 
ber, signal letters, names, rig, tonnage, home port, and place 
and date of building of every vessel, distinguishing in such 
hat sailing-vessels from such as may be propelled by steam 
or other motive power. 

He shall also report annually to the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor the increase of vessels of the United States, 
by building or otherwise, specifying their number, rig, and 
motive power. He shall also investigate the operations of 
the laws relative to navigation, and amiuallv report to the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor such particulars as may, 
in his judgment, admit of improvement or may require 
amendment. 

The Commissioner of Navigation shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, be empow- 
ered to change the names of vessels of the United States, 
under such restrictions as may have been or shall be pre- 
scribed by act of Congress 

The Commissioner of Navigation shall he appointed by 
the President of the United States, by and with the advice 
and consent c5f the Senate, and shall receive a salary of 
four thousand dollars per annum. And the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor shall have power to transfer from 
existing Bureaus or divisions of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor one clerk, to be designated as deputy 
comminsioner of navigation, to act with the full powers of 
said Commissioner during his temporary absence from his 
official duty for any cause, and such additional clerks as 
he may consider necessary to the successful operation of 
the Bureau of Navigation, without impairing the efficiency 
of the Bureaus or divisions whence such clerks may be 
transferred. 

445, Shipping commissioners 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall appoint a 
commissioner for each port of entrj?', which is also a port 
of ocean navigation, and which, in his judgment, may 
require the same; such commissioner to he termed a ship- 

S commissioner, and may, from time to time, remove 
L office any such commissioner whom he may have 
reason to believe does not properly perform his duty, and 
shall then provide for the proper performance of his 
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duties until another person is duly appointed in his place* 
Promded^ That Shipping Commissioners nowin office shall 
continue to perform the duties thereof until others shall be 
appointed in their places Shipping Commissioners shall 
monthly render a full, exact, and itemized account of theii* 
recemts and expenditures to the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, who shall determine their compensation, and 
shall from time to time determine the number and com- 
pensation of the clerks appointed by such commissioner, 
with the approval of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor, subject to the limitations now fixed by law. The 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall regulate the mode 
of conducting business in the shipping offices to be estab- 
lished by the shipping commissioners as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and shall have full and complete control over the 
same, subject to the provisions herein contained; and all 
expenditures by shipping commissioners shall be audited 
and adjusted in the Treasury Department in the mode 
and manner provided for expenditures in the collection of 
customs. 

Every shmping-commissioner so appointed shall give 
bond to the United States, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of his office, for a sum, in the dis- 
cretion of the circuit judge, of not less than five thousand 
dollars, with two good and sufficient sureties therefor, to 
be approved by such judge, and shall take and subscribe 
the imlowing oath before entering upon the duties of his 
office: I do solemnly swear (or affinu, as the case may be) 
that 1 will support the Constitution of the United States, 
and that I will truly and faithfully discharge the duties of 
a shipping-commissioner to the best of my ability, and 
according to law.” Such oath shall be indorsed on the 
commission or certificate of appointment, and signed by 
him, and certified by the officer before whom such oatn 
shall have been taken. 

Any shipping-commissioner may engage clerks to assist 
him in the transaction of the business of the shipping-office, 
at his own proper cost, and may, in case of necessity, depute 
such clerks to act for him in his official capacity; but the 
shipping-commissioner shall be held responsible for theacts 
of every such clerk or deputy, and will be pei’sonally liable 
for any penalties such clerk or deputy may incur by the 
violation of any of the provisions of this Title [R. S., 
4501-4613]; and all acts done by a clerk, as such deputy, 
shall be as valid and binding as if done by the shipping- 
commissioner. 

Each shipping-commissioner shall provide a seal with 
which he shall authenticate all his official acts, on which 
seal shall be engraved the arms of the United States, and 
the name of the port or district for wLich he is commis- 
sioned. Any instrument, either printed or written, pur- 
porting to be the official act of a shipping-commissioner, 
and purporting to be under the seal and signature of such 
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shipping-commissioner, shall be received as presumptive 
evidence of the official character of such instrument, and 
of the tiuth of the facts therein set forth. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall assign in 
public buildings or otherwise procure suitable offices and 
rooms for the shipment and discharge of seamen, to be 
known as shipping commissioners’ offices, and shall pio- 
cure furniture, stationery, printing, and other requisites 
for the transaction of the business of such offices. 

In no case shall the salaiy, [fees, and emoluments] of 
any officer appointed under this Title [R S , 4501-4613] 
be more than five thousand dollars per annum [; and anj^ 
additional fees shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
United States]. 

44Q. Customs officers 

At each of the ports to which there are appointed a col- 
lectoi , naval officer, and surveyor, it shall be the duty of the 
collector* 

First. To receive all reports, manifests, and documents to 
be made or exhibited on the entry of any ship or vessel, 
according to the regulations of this Title [K. S. 2617-3129]. 

Second. To record, in books to be kept for that purpose, 
all manifests, 

Third. To receive the entries of all ships or vessels, and 
of the goods, wares, and merchandise imported in them 

Pouilh. To estimate, together with the naval officer wheie 
there is one, or alone where there is none, the amount of the 
dues payable thereupon, indorsing such amount upon the 
respective entries. 

Fifth. To receive all moneys paid for duties, and take all 
bonds for securing the payment thereof 

Sixth. To grant all permits for the unlading and delivery 
of goods. 

Seventh. To employ, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, proper persons as weighers, gaugers, meas- 
urers, and inspectors at the several ports within nis district 

Eighth. To provide, with the like approval, at the public 
expense, store-houses for the safe-keeping of goods, and 
such scales, weights, and measures as maybe necessary. 

At ports to which a collector and surveyor only are ap- 
pointed, the collector shall solely execute all the duties in 
which the co-operation of the naval officer is requisite at the 
ports where a naval officer is appointed. An(f he shall act 
in like manner in case of the disability or death of the naval 
officer, untilasuccessoi is appointed, unless there is a d^uty 
duly authorized under the hand and seal of the naval officer, 
who in that case shall continue to act until an appointment 
is made. 

At ports to which a collectoi only is appointed, the col- 
lector shall solely execute all the duties in wnich the co-oper-' 
ation of the naval officer is requisite, at ports where a naval 
officer is appointed, and he shall also, as far as may be, per- 
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form all the duties prescribed for sui veyors at ports where 
surveyois are authorized. 

At ports of delivery to which no surveyor is ajppointedj R s ,2624 
and at such ports only, the collector may, from time to 
time, when it is necessary, employ a prupei person to 
perform the duties of a surveyor, who shall be entitled 
to the like compensation with an inspector during the 
time he is employed 

In case of the disability or death of a collector, the du- R s ,2626 
ties and authorities vested m him shall devolve on his dep 
uty, if any there be at the time of such disability or death, 
for whose conduct the estate of such disabled or deceased 
collector shall be liable, and, if there be no deputy, they 
shall devolve upon the naval officer of the same diatiict, 
if any there be; and if there be no naval officer, they shall 
devolve upon the surveyor of the port appointed foi the 
residence of such disabled or deceased collector, if any 
there be; and if there be no such surveyor, they shall de- 
volve upon the surveyor of the port nearest thereto and 
within the district. 

At ports to which there are appointed a collectoi, naval ^ ® 
officei, and auiveyoi, it shall be the duty of the naval 
officer— 

First. To receive copies of all manifests and entries 

Second To estimate, together with the collector, the 
duties on all merchandise subject to duty, and no duties 
shall be received without such estimates. 

Third To keep a separate record of such estimates. 

Fourth. To countersign all permits, clearances, certifi- 
cates, debentures, and other documents, to be granted by 
the collector. 

Fifth To examine the collector’s abstracts of duties, and 
othei accounts of receipts, bonds, and expenditures, and 
certify the same if found right. 

At ports to which there are appointed a colleetor, naval ^ ® 
officer, and surveyor, it shall he the duty of the surveyor, 
who shall be in all cases subject to the direction of the 
collector— 

First. To superinteiidand directallinspectors, weigheis, 
mcasureib, and gaugers within his port, 

Second. To report once in every week to the collector the 
name or names of all inspectors, weighers, gaugers, or 
nieasureis who are absent from or neglect to do their duty 

Third, To visit or inspect the vessels which ariive in his 
loort, and make a return in writing every morning to the 
collector of all vessels which have arrived from f oreig n ports 
during the preceding day ; specifying the names and denom- 
inations of the vessels, the masters’ names, from whence 
arrived, whether laden or in ballast, to what nation belong- 
ing, and, if American vessels, whether themasteis thereof 
have or have not complied with the law, in having the 
required number of manifests of the cargo on board, agree- 
ing in substance with the provisions of law 
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Fourth To put on board each of such vessels one or more 
injectors immediately after their ariival in his port, 

Fifth. To ascertain the proof, q uantities, and kinds of dis- 
tilled spirits impoii;ed, rating such spirits according to their 
respective degrees of proof, as defined by the laws impos- 
ing duties on spirits, 

Eixth, To examine whether the goods imported in any 
vessel, and the deliveries thereof, agreeably to the inspector’s 
returns, correspond with the permits foi landing the same; 
and if any erx'or or disagreement ap^iears, to report the 
same to the collector, and to the naval officer, if any. 

Seventh, To superintend the lading for exportation of 
all goods entered for the benefit of any drawback, bounty, 
or allowance, and examine and report whether the kind, 
quantity, and quality of the goods, so laden on boaid any 
vessel for exportation, correspond with the entries and 
permits granted theiefor. 

Eighth. To examine, and, from time to time, and par- 
ticularly on the first Mondays of January and July in each 
year, try the weights, measures, and other instruments 
used in ascertaining the duties on imports, with standards 
to be provided by each collector at the public expense foi 
that purpose; and where disagreements or errors are dis- 
covered, to repoxt the same to the collector; and to obey 
and execute such directions as he may receive for correct- 
ing the same, agreeably to the standards. 

At ports to which surveyors only are appointed, the sur- 
veyor shall perform all the duties enjoined upon surveyors 
by the preceding section; and shall also receive and record 
the copies of all manifests transmitted to him by the col- 
lector; shall record all permits granted by the collector, 
distinguishing the gauge, weight, measure, and quality of 

f oods specified therein; and shall take care that no goods 
e unlauen or delivered from any ship or vessel without a 
proper permit foi that purpose. 

In case of the disability or death of a surveyor, the col- 
lector of the district may authorize some fit person to per- 
form his duties and exercise his powers; and the powers 
of the person so authorized shall continue until a successor 
is duly ^pointed, and ready to enter upon the execution 
of his office. 

• Every collector of the customs shall have authority, with 
the approval of the Secretai^y of the Treasury, to employ 
within his district such number of proper persons> as dep- 
uty collectors of the customs as he shall deem necessary; 
and such deputies are declared to be officers of the cus- 
toms. And m cases of occasional and uecessaiy absence, 
or of sickness, any collector may exercise his powers and 

E eiToi'm his duties by deputjr^ duly constitutea under his 
and and seal, and he shall be an>swerable for the acts of 
such deputy in the execution of such trust 

In case of the sickness or unavoidable absence of any 
collector or surveyor of customs from his office, he may, 
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with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasuiy, au- 
thoijze some officer or clerk under him to act in his place, 
and to discharge all the duties requiied by law of sum col- 
lector or surveyor in his capacity as disbursing agent; and 
the official bond given by tlie principal of the office shall 
be held to cover and apply to the acts of the person ap- 
pointed to act in his place in such cases. 

Every naval offioei and surveyor, in cases of occasional 
and necessary absence, or of sickness, and not othei’wise, 
may respectively exercise and perform their functions, 
powers, and duties by deputy, duly constituted under their 
hands and seals respectively^, for whom, in the execution 
of their trust, they shall i e.spectiyely be answerable. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized, whenever 
in his opinion the public interest demands it, to clothe any 
deputy collector at a port other than the principal port of 
entiy, with all the powei’s of his principal appertaining to 
official acts; and he may require such deputy to give bond 
to the United States, in such amount as tlie Secretai y may 
prescribe, for the faithful discharge of his official duties. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may, from time to time, 
except m cases otherwise provided, limit and fix the num- 
bei and compensation of the clerks to be employed by any 
collector, naval officer, or surveyor, and may limit and fix 
the compensation of any deputy of any such collector, 
naval oflicer, or surveyor. 

Every collector, naval officer, and surveyor shall cause 
to be affixed, and constantly kept in some public and con- 
spicuous place of his office, a fair table of the rates of fees 
and duties demandable by law, and shall give a receipt for 
the fees received by him, specifying the particulars when- 
ever required so to do; and for every failure so to do, he 
shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars, recov- 
erable to the use of the informer. 

Every officer of the customs who demands or receives 
any other or greater fee, compensation, or reward than is 
allowed by law, for performing any duty or service re- 
quired from him by law, shall be liable to a penalty of two 
hundred dollars for each offense, recoverable to the use of 
the party aggrieved 

If any inspector, gaugei, weigher, or measurer shall 
I'eceive any gratuity, fee, or reward for any services per- 
formed by virtue of this Title [R. S. , S617-3129], other than 
is by law allowed, or if any gauger, weigher, or measurer, 
emplo3^ed as such hj the public, in the districts of Ports- 
mouth, Salem and Beveily, Boston and Charlestown, Provi- 
dence, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk and 
Portsmouth, or Charleston, shall gauge, weigh , or raeasux'e 
any aiticle or articles, other than shall be directed by the 
proper officer, in order to ascertain the duties to he received, 
or the drawbacks to be allowed thereon, or shall make a 
return of the weight, gauge, or measure of any merchandise 
laden, or to be laden, on board any vessel for the benefit 
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of drawback upon exportation, without having actually 
weighed, gauged, or measured the same, as the case may 
reciuire, after such merchandise shall have been notified to 
the collector and entered for exportation, he shall be liable 
for the first offense to a penalty of fifty dollars, and for 
each subsequent offense to a penalty of two hundred dollars, 
and be discharged from the public service. And if any 
inspector or other officer of the customs shall cei^tify the 
shipment of any merchandise entitled to drawback on 
exportation without having duly inspected and examined 
the same, after he shall have received tJie permit for lading 
such merchandise, or if the amount of such drawback shall 
be estimated according to weight, gauge, oi measure, until 
such merchandise sbau be first weighed, gauged, or meas- 
ured, as the case may require, he shall bo subject to the 
like penalties, and be diacliarged fi'om the public service. 

No person employed under the authority of the United 
States, in the collection of duties on imports or tonnage, 
shall own, either in whole or in part any vessel, or act as 
agent, attorney, or consignee for the owner or owners of 
any vessel, or of any cargo or lading on board the same; 
nor shall any such person import, or be concerned directly 
or induectly in the importation of any merchandise for 
sale into the United States Every person who violates 
this section shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred 
dollars. 

Every collector, naval officer, and surveyor shall keep 
accuiate accounts of all fees and official emolmuents i^e- 
ceived by turn, and of all expenditures, specif3dng expend- 
itures for rent, fuel, stationery, and clei’k-hire, and shall 
annually, within ten days aftei the thirtieth day of June, 
transmit the same, verified by oath, to the proper Auditor, 
who shall annually lay an abstiact of the same before 
Congress. Every collector, naval officei, or surveyor who 
omite or neglects to keep such account, or to transmit the 
same so verified, shall be liable to a penalty of not more 
than five hundred dollars. 

Collectors, naval officers, and surveyors shall attend in 
person at the ports to which they are lespectively ap- 
pointed; and shall keep fair and true accounts and records 
of all their transactions, as officers of the customs, in such 
manner and form as may from time to time be directed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury; and shall at ail times sub- 
mit their books, papers, and accounts to the inspection of 
.such persons as may be appointed for that purpose; and 
shall once in every month, or oftener if they shall be re- 
quired, transmit their accounts for settlement to the officei 
or officers whose duty it shall be to make such settlement. 
And if any' collector, naval officer, or surveyor shall omit 
to keep fair and true accounts, or shall refuse to submit 
forthwith his booksj papers, and accounts to inspeefaon as 
required bylaw, or if any collector shall omit or refuse to 
render his aocouiits for settlement, for a term exceeding 
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three months after the same shall have been required by 
the proper officer, Ihe delinquent officer shall be liable to a 
penalty of one thousand dollars, to bo recovered with costs 
of suit. 

Ev^ery collector, naval officer, and surveyor shall account 
to the lYeasury for all his emoluments, and also f oi all the 
expenses incident to his office. Such accounts, as well of 
expenses as of emoluments, shall be rendeied on oath, at 
such tunes and in such forms, and sliall be supported by 
such proofs, as shall lie prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

The services peifoiined by occasional inspectors shall he 
particularly detailed in the accounts to bo transmitted to 
the Treasury, and certified ]iy the naval officer or surveyor 
of the district, if there be any, as to the necessity for and 
performance of such services 

Every collector, naval officer, and surveyor shalh together 
witli hiB accounts of the expenses incident to his office, 
render a list of the clerks employed by him, stating the 
rate of compensation allowed to each, and the duties which 
they severally perform; and also an account of the sums 
paid for stationery, official or contingent expenses, fuel, and 
office-rent, stating the purposes for which the premises 
rented are applied. 

The collector of customs of each of the districts on the 
northern, northeastern, and north weslein frontiers shall 
reiidei , with liis accounts of the expenses incident to his 
office, a list of the cleiks and other officers of the customs 
employed by him, stating the rate of compensation allowed 
to each, the duties they severally perfoini, and also an 
account of the sums paid for stationery, fuel, and all othei 
office expenses, including office rent; for all of which ex- 
penses he shall submit an estimate each month in advance, 
and shall state the purposes for which anypiemises are 
used; and shall also render an accurate account of all fees 
and commissions collected by him. 

All accounts for salary, compensation, and emoluments 
shall be rendered quarterly, at the end of each quarter of 
the fiscal 3^eai. 

All blank-books, blanks, and stationery of every kind 
required by oollectois and other officers of the customs 
shalK so soon as they can he prepared for deliveiy, by or 
under the direction of the Secretary of the Treasury [or 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labo^, be furnished to 
them for the use of their respective offices, upon requisi- 
tion made liy them, and the expense of sucli books, blanks, 
and stationeiy shall be paid out of the appropriation for 
defraying the expenses of collecting the revenue from 
customs. 

Every collector of customs, every naval officer, and every 
suiTeyor performing or having performed the duties of a 
collector, shall render a quarter-yearly account, under 
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oath, to the Secretar3^ of the Treasuiy, in such form as 
the Secretary shall prescribe, of all sums of money by 
each of them respectively received or collected for fines, 
penalties, or forfeitures, or for seizure of merchandise, or 
u^on compromises made upon any seizure; or on account 
of suits instituted for frauds against the revenue laws; or 
for rent and storage of merchandise, which may be stored 
in the public store-houses, and for which a rent is paid 
beyond the rents paid by the collector or other such 
ofiicer; or for custody of goods in bonded warehouses; 
and if from such accounting it shall appear that the money 
received in any one year by any collector, naval officer, or 
surveyor, on account and for rents and storage, and for 
fees and emoluments, shall in the aggregate exceed the 
sum of two thousand dollars, such excess shall be paid by 
the collector, naval officer, or surveyor, as the cose may 
be, into the Treasury as public money. 

Collectors and suiweyors of the collection-districts on 
the northern, northeastern, and northwestern frontiers are 
authorized to keep on sale, at their several offices, blank 
manifests and clearances leqiiired for the business of their 
districts, and to charge the sum of ten cents, and no more, 
for each blank which shall be prepared and executed by 
them, 

447. Steamboat fnspection Service 

There shall be a supervising inspector-general, who shall 
be appointed from time to time by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, and who shall 
be selected with reference to his fitness and ability to sys- 
tematize and carry into effect all the provisions of law 
relating to the steamboat-inspection service, and who shall 
be entitled to a salary of three thousand five hundred 
dollars a year, and his reasonable traveling expenses, oi 
mileage at the rate of ten cents a mile, incurred in the 
performance of his duty. 

The supervising inspector-general shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, superintend 
the administration of the steamboat-inspection laws, pre- 
side at the meetings of the board of supervising inspectors, 
receive all reports of inspectors, receive and examine all 
accounts of inspectors, report fully at stated periods to the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor upon all matters per- 
taming to his official duties, and produce a correct and 
uniform administration of the inspection laws, rules, and 
regulations. 

There shall be ten supervising inspectors, who shall be 
appomted by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. Each of them shall be selected for 
his knowledge, skill, and practical experience in the uses 
of steam for navigation, and shall be a competent judge of 
the character and qualities of steam-vessel^ and of all parts 
of the machinery enaployed in steaming. Each supervising 
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inspector shall be entitled to a salary of three thousand 
dollars a ^’^ear and his actual and reasonable traveling 
expenses at the rate of ten cents a mile, incurred in the 
performance of his duty, together with his actual and rea-* 
sonable expenses for transportation of instruments, which 
shall be certified and sworn to under such instructions as 
may be given the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

The supervising inspectors and the sujjervising inspector- 
general snail assemble as a board once in each year, at the 
city of Washington, District of Columbia, on the third 
Wednesday in January, and at such other times as the Sec- 
retaiy of Commeice and Labor shall prescribe, for joint 
consultation, and shall assign to each of the supervising 
inspectors the limits of territory within which he shall 
perform his duties. The hoard shall establish all necessary 
I egulations required to carry out in the most effective man- 
ner the provisions of this Title [R S. , 4399-4500], and such 
regulations, when approved by the Secretary of Commerce 
ana Labor, shall have the force of law. The supervising 
inspector for the district embracing the Pacific coast shall 
not be under obligation to attend the meetings of the board 
oftener than once in two j^eai’s, but when he does not at- 
tend such meetings he shall make his communications 
thereto, in the way of a lepoit, in such manner as the 
board shall presciibe. 

The supervising inspectors shall see that the several 
boards of local inspectors within theii respective districts 
execute their duties faithfully, promptly^ and, as far as 
possible, uniformly in all places, by following out the pi'o- 
visions of this Title [R. S., 4399-^6001 accoiding to the 
true intent and meaning thereof, and they shall, as fai as 
practicable, harmonize differences of opinion existing in 
different local boards. 

The supervising inspector shall visit any collection-dis- 
trict in wliich there is at any time no board of inspectors, 
and within which steam-vessels are owned or employed. 
Each supervising inspector shall have full power in any 
such distiict, 01 m any district where, from distance or other 
cause, it is inconvenient to resort to the local hoard, to 
inspect any steam-vessel and the boileis of such steamer, 
and to grant certificates of approval, and to do and perform 
all the duties imposed upon local boards. 

Each supervising inspector shall report, in writing, at 
the annual meetings of the board, the general business 
transacted in his district during the year, embracing all 
violations of the laws regulating steam-vessels, ana the 
action taken in relation to the same, all investigations and 
decisions by local inspectors, and all cases of appeal, and 
the result thereof; and the board shall examine into all the 
acts of each supervising inspector and local board, and all 
complaints made against the same, in relation to^ the per- 
formance of their duties under the law, and the judgment 
of the board in each case shall be entered upon their 
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journal; and the board shall, as far as possible, correct 
mistakes where they exist 

The board of supervising inspectors shall establish such * 
regulations as mw be necessary to make known in a proper 
mannei, to local inspectois, the names of all persons 
licensed under the provisions of this Title [R. S. '±399-4500], 
the names of all persons from whom licenses have been 
withheld, and the names of all whoso licenses have been 
suspended oi revoked; also the names of all steam- vessels 
ne^ecting or refusing to make such repairs as may be 
ordered pursuant to law, and the names of all that have 
been refused certificates of inspection. 

There shall be, in each of tbe following collection dis- 
tricts, one inspector of hulls and one inspector of boilers, 
namely: The districts of New York, New York; Boston, 
Massachusetts; Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; San Fran- 
cisco, California; Albany, New York; New London, Con- 
necticut; Baltimoie, Maryland; Buflalo, New York; 
Cleveland, Ohio; Toledo, Ohio; New Orleans, Louisiana; 
Norfolk, Virginia; Saint Louis, Missouri, Dubuque, Iowa; 
Detroit, Michigan; Chicago, Illinois; Jacksonville, Florida, 
Bangor, Maine; New Haven, Connecticut; Michigan, 
Michigan; Milwaukee, Wisconsin; Port Huron, Michigan; 
Willamette, Oregon; Portland, Maine; Puget Sound, 
Washington; Savannah, Georgia; Pittsburg, Pennsyl- 
vania; Oswego, New York; Charleston, South Caiolina, 
Duluth, Minnesota; Louisville, Kentucky; Evansville, 
Indiana, Memphis, Tennessee; Nashville, Tennessee; Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, Gallipolis, Ohio; Wheeling, West Virginia; 
Superior, Michigan; Burlington, Vermont; Ajialachicola, 
Florida; Galveston, Texas; Mobile, Alabama; Alaska; and 
Providence, Rhode Island. 

The inspector of hulls and the inspector of boilers in the 
districts enumerated in the preceding paiagraph vshall be 
entitled to the following salaries, to be paid under tbe 
direction of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, namely : 

In districts inspecting one hundred steamers and less to 
a salary of one thousand two hundred dollars i)(di' year 
each. 

In districts inspecting over one hundred and less than 
one bundled and fifty steamers, to a salary of one thou- 
sand five hundred dollars per year each. 

In districts inspecting one hundred and fifty and less 
than two hundred steamers, to a salary of one thousand 
eig^ht hundred dollars per year each 

In district inspecting two hundred and less than three 
hundred steamers, to a salary of two thousand dollars per 
year each. 

In districts inspecting three hundred and lebS than five 
hundred steamers, to a salary of two thousand two hundred 
and fifty dollars jper year each. 

In districts inspecting five hundred steameis and 
upward, to a salary of two thousand five hundred dollars 
per year each.

The Supervising Inspector-General shall report to the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor the number of mspec- 3 ®^^ 4 ^ 1 ™ 
tions for the yeai next pieceding the approval of this Act 
and thereafter, at the end of each fiscal year, the number 
of steamers inspected in each local district in that year, 
which number shall be the basis upon which shall be deter- 
mined the salaries to be paid to local inspectors for the 
following- fiscal yeai , in the ratio described in the preceding 
paragraMs of this section. And, in addition, the Secre- 
Wy of Commerce and Labor may appoint, upon the nomi- 
nation of the supervising inspector of the district, in col- 
lection districts where there aie two hundred and twenty- 
five steamers and upward to be inspected annually, assistant 
inspectors, at a salary, for the district of New York, of 
two thousand dollars a year each; foi the district of New 
Orleans, Louisiana, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; Balti- 
more, Maryland; Boston, Massachusetts, Cnicago, Illinois, 
and San Francisco, California, at one thousana eight hun- 
dred dollars per year each; and for all other districts at a 
salary not exceeding one thousand six hundred dollaisa 
year each; and he may appoint a clerk to any such board 
at a compensation not exceeding one thousand two hundred 
dollars a year to each peison so appointed. Every in- iso? 

spector piovided for in this or the preceding sections of 
this Title [R. S , 4399-4500] shall be paid his actual and 
reasonable traveling expenses or mileage at the rate of 
five cents a mile mcurrecl in the performance of hia duties, 
together with his actual and reasonable expenses for trans- 
portation of instiuments, which shall be certified and sworn 
to under such instructions as shall be given by the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor. 

Whenever any vacancy occuis in any local board of 
inspectors, or wlienevei' local inspectors are to be appointed 
for a new district, [the supervising inspectors shall notify 
the collector or other chief oflheer of the customs for the 
district, and the judge of the district court for the district le.iasa 
in which such appointment is to bo made, who, together 
with the supervising inspector, shall meet together as a 
board of designators, and fill the vacant or new inspector- 
ship, Such board, 01 the major part thereof,] when des- 
ignating an inspector of hulls, shall select a person of 
good character and suitable qualifications and attainments 
to perform the seiwices required of inspectors of hulls, 
ami who, from his practical knowledge of sMp-building 
and navigation and the uses of steam in navigation, is fully 
competent to make a leliable estimate of the strength, 
seaworthiness, and other qualities of the hulls of steam- 
vessels and their equipment, deemed essential to safety of 
life in their navigation; and when designating an inspec- 
tor of boilers, shall select a person of good character and 
suitable qualifications and attainments to perform the 
services required of inspectors of boilers, who, from his 
knowledge and experience of the duties of an engineer 
employed in navigating vessels by steam, and also of the 
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construction and use of boiler>s, and machinery, and appur- 
tenances therewith connected, is able to form a leliahle 
opinion of the strength, foim, workmanship, and suitable- 
ness of boilers aucT machinery to be einjiloyed without 
hazaid to life, from impel fection in the material, woik- 
manship, or arrangement of any part of such apparatus 
for steaming. No appointment of an inspector ol hulls or 
boilers shall be made without the concurrence of the super- 
vising inspector. The inspector of hulls and the in- 
qiector of boilers [thus designated,] when approved by the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall, from the date of 
designation, constitute a board of local inspectors* 

No person interested, either directly or indirectly, in 
any patented article required to be used on any steamer 
by this Title [R, S., 4399-^500], oi who is a member of any 
association of owners, masters, engineers, or pilots of 
steamboats, or who is directly or indirectly pecuniarily 
interested in any steam- vessel, or who has not the qualifi- 
cations and requirements prescribed by this Title, oi who 
is intemperate in his habits, shall be eligible to hold the 
office of either supervising or local inspector, or to dis- 
charge the duties thereof; and if anj" such peison shall 
attempt to exercise the functions of the oflice of either 
inspector, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanox , 
punishable by a tine of five hundred dollars, and shall be 
dismissed from office 

Every supervising and local inspector of steamboats 
shall execute a proper bond, to be appioved by the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor, in such foim and upon such 
conditions as the Secretary may prescribe, for the faithful 
peiformance of the duties of his office, and the payment 
in the manner provided b}^ law of all moneys that may be 
received by him. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall procure 
for the several supervising inspectors and local boards of 
inspectors such instroments, stationery, printing, and other 
things necessary foi the use of their respective offices as 
may be required therefor. 

The salaries of the supervising inspector-general, of all 
supervising inspectors, local inspectors, assistant inspect- 
ors, and clerks, provided for by this Title [E. S. , 4399^4500], 
tc^ether with tneir traveling and other expenses when on 
official duty, and all instruments, books, blanks, stationery, 
furniture, and other things necessary to cairy into effect 
the provisions of this title, shall be paid for, under the 
direction of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall make such 
regulations as may be necessary to secure the proper exe- 
cution of this Title [R. S., 4399“-4600]. 

The inspectors of one distinct shall not modify or annul 
the doings of the inspectors of another district in regard 
to xepairs, unless there is a change in the state of things, 
demanding more repairs than were thought necessary when 
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the order was made Nor shall tho inspectors of one district 
license a j^erson coming f i om another district, if such person 
has been rejected for unfitness or want of qualifications. 

The local board of inspectors, when so requested in nfi,4456 
writing by any master oi owner, shall, under the direction 
of tho supervising inspector, inspect steamers in other 
collection districts wlicie no such board is established; and 
if a certificate of approval is not granted, no other inspec- 
tion shall be made by the .saiiie or any other board until 
the objections made by such local board and uureversed 
by tlio supervising inspector of the district, are removed. 

Nothing in this section shall impair the right of tho inspect- 
ors to permit such vessel to go to another port for icpairs, 
if in their opinion it can be done with safety. 

The local inspectors shall keep a record of certificates of ns ,1467 
inspection of vessels, their boilers, engines, and machinery, 
and of all their acts in their examination and inspection of 
steamers, whether of approval or disapproval; and when 
a certificate of approval is recorded, tho original shall be 
delivered to the collector or other chief officer of the cus- 
toms of the district. They shall also keep a like record of 
certificates authorizing gunpowder to be carried as freight 
by any steamer carrying passengers, and of all licenses 
gi anted to masters, mates, pilots, aiul engineers, and of 
all refusals of the same, of all suspensions and revocations 
of license, of all refusals, suspensions, or revocations of 
which they shall receive notices from other districts; and 
shall repoi t to tho supervising inspector of their respective 
districts, in writing, their decisions in cases of refusal of 
licenses, or of the suspension oi revocation thereof, and 
all testimony received by them in such proceedingh. They 
shall also report pronij)t]y to such supervising msjiector 
all violations of the steamboat-laws that come to their 
knowledge. Tliey shall also keep an accurate account of 
eveiy steamer lioarded bj?" them during the year; and of 
all their ofiicTal acts and doings, which, in the foim of a 
I’eport, they shall communicate to the supervising inspector 
of the district, at such times as the board of supervising 
inspectors, by their established rules, shall direct 

Every inspectoi who willfully certifies falsely touching a s ,4423 
any steai^i- vessel, as to her hull, accommodations, boilers, 
engines, machine! y, or then appurtenances, or any of her 
equipments, or any matter or thing contained in any cer- 
tificate signed and sworn to hy him, shall be piiiushcd by 
fine of notraoie than five hundred dollars, or imprison- 
ment for not more than six months, or both. 

Every inspector of steamboats who, upon any pretense, n s , 6482 
receives any fee or reward for his services, except what is 
allowed to him by law, shall foifeit his office, and be other- 
wise punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment not more than six months, or by 
both.

Tho President, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, shall, from time to time, appoint a surgeon to 
‘act as surgeon general of the public health and manne- 
hospital sei vice, who shall, under tho direction of the Sec- 
retary of tho Treasury, supervise all inatteis connected 
with the public healta and niaidne-hospital service, and 
with the disbursement of tho fund for the relief of sick 
and disabled seamen. He shall be entitled to a salary, 
paid out of tho marine-hospital fund, of jive thousand dol- 
lars a year, and io his necessary traveling expenses. And 
he shall make monthly reports to the Secretary of the 
Tieasury. 

Medical officers of the public health and marine-hospital 
service of tho United States shall be apiiointed by the 
President by and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, and no person shall be so appointed until after passing 
a satisfactoiy examination in the several branches of medi- 
cine, surgery and hygiene befoie ahoardof medical officers 
of tho said service. Said examination shall be conducted 
according to rules prepared by the surgeon-general and 
approved the Secretary of the Treasury and the Presi- 
dent. Oiiginal appointments in the service shall only be 
made to the rank of assistant surgeon ; and no officer shall 
be promoted to the rank of past assistant surgeon until 
after four years’ service and a second examination as afore- 
MiicI; and no past assistant siugcon shall be promoted to 
he surgeon until after due examination. 

Tho Suigeon-Cxeneral h authorized to cause tho detail 
of two surgeons and two past assistant surgeons for duty 
in the bureau, who shall each receive the j)ay and allow- 
ances of their lespective grades in tho general service. 

The President is authorized, in his discretion, to utUize 
the Public Health and Marme-Ho&pital Service in times 
of threatened or actual war to such extent and in such 
manner as shall in his judgment promote the public inter- 
est without, however, m any wise impairing the efficiency 
of the sei vice for the purposes foi which the same was 
created and is maintained. 

The President shall from time to time prescribe rules 
for the conduct of the Public Health and Marine- Hospital 
Service. He shall also prescribe legnlations respecting 
its internal administration and disciplme, and the uniforms 
of its officers and employees. It shall be the duty of the 
Sur^on-General to transmit annually to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, for transmission by said Secretary to Con- 
gress, a full and complete x’eport of the transactions of 
said service, including a detailed statement of receixits and 
diaburjbements. 

The medical officers of the United States, duly clothed 
with authority to act os quarantine officers at any port or 
place within the United States, and when performing the 
Said duties, are hereby authorized to take declarations and 
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administer oaths in matters pertaining to the adnunifetra- 
tion of the quarantine laws and regulations of the United 
States. 

The Secretary of the Tieasury is authoiized to lease, or 
to sell at public auction, to the highest and best bidder, 
foL cash, after due notice in the public newspapers, such 
marine-hospital Iniildings and lands appertaining thei'cto 
as he may deem it advisable to sell, and to make, execute, 
and deliver all needful conveyances to the lessees oi pur- 
chasers thereof respectively; and the proceeds of such 
leases and sales are heieby appropriated for the marine- 
hospital establishment. Bub the hospitals at Cleveland in 
Ohio, and Portland in Maine, shall not be sold or leased 
And this section shall not bo construed to authorize the 
Secretary of the Treasury to lease or sell any such ho.bpital 
where the relief furnished to sick marinerh shall show an 
extent of relief e(|ual to twenty cases a day on an average 
for the last preceding four years, or where no other suitable 
and sufficient hospital accommodations can bo piocured 
upon reasonable terms for the comfoit and convenience of 
the patients 

The Secretary of the Treasury may rent oi lease such 
marine-hospital buildings, and the lands appeilaining 
thereto, as lie may deem advisable iu the intciests of the 
public health and nmiine-hospital service; and the pro- 
ceeds of such rents or leases are heioby appropiiated foi 
the said service 

It shall be the duty of the Surgeon-General of the Pub- 
lic Health and Marine Plospital Service, under the dii ection 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, to perform all the duties 
in respect to quarantine and quarantine regulations which 
aie provided for by this act, and to obtain information of 
the sanitary condition of foreign ports and places from 
which contagious and infectious diseases are or may bo im- 
ported into the United States, and to this end the consular 
officer of the United States at such ports and places as 
shall be designated by the Secretary of the Treasuiy shall 
make to the Secretary of the Treasury weekly reports of 
the sanitary condition of the ports and places at which 
they arc respectively stationed, according to su(‘h forms as 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe; and the Sec-

Whenevei the proper authorities of a State shall sur- 
render to the United States the use of the buildings and 
dismfccting apparatus at a State quarantine station, the 
Secretaiy of the Treasury shall be authorized to receive 
thorn and to pay a reasonable compensation to the State 
for their use, if in his opinion they are necessaiy to the 
United States, 

449. immigration Bureau 

The office of commissioner-general of immigration is 
hcieby created and established, and the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, is authorized 
and directed to appoint such officer, whose salary shall be 
lour thousand doifars per annum, payable monthly. The 
commissioner-general of immigration shall be an officer in 
the Department of Oomnierce and Labor, under the control 
and supervision of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
to whom he shall make annual reports in writing of the 
tiansactions of bis office, together with such special 
rcpoi'ts, in writing, as the Secretary of Commerce and 
Lahoi shall require, and in addition to his other duties, 
shall have charge under the Secretary of Commerce and 
Lahorof thoadmimstratiou of the alien-contract labor laws. 

The Secretary shall provide the commissioner-general 
with a suitably furnished offico m the city of Washington, 
and with such books of iccoiffi and facilities for the dis- 
charge of the duties of his office as may be necessary. He 
shall liave a chief clerk at a salary of two thousand dollars 
per annum and two first class clerks. 

Hereafter the CoinmiHsioner-Generalof Immigration, in 
addition to his othei duties, shall have charge of the admin- 
istration of the Chinese exclusion law and of the various 
Acts regulating immigration into the United States, its 
Terxitorios, and fhe District of Columbia, under the super- 
vision and direction of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor. 

The Commissioner-General of Immigration, in addition 
to such other duties as ma;y by law be assigned to him, 
shall, under the direction of the Secretary of Commei'ce 
and Labor, have charge of the administrauon of all laws 
relating to the immigration of ahens into the United States, 
and shall have the control, direction, and vsuper vision of 
all officers, clerks, and employees , appointed thereunder. 
He shall establish such rules and regulations, prescribe 
such forms of bonds, reports, entries, and other papers, 
and shall issue from time to time such instructions, not 
inconsivstent with law, as he shall deem best calculated for 
carrying out the provisions of this Act and for protecting 
the united States and aliens migrating thereto from fraud 
and loss, and shall have authority to enter into contracts 
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for the suppoit and relief of such aliens as ma}" fall into 
distress oi need public aid; all undei the direction or with 
the approval of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 
And it shall be the duty of the Commissioner-General of 
Immigi’ation to detail officers of the immigration service 
from time to time as may be necessary, in his judgment, 
to secure information as to the number of aliens detained 
in the penal, reformatory, and charitable institutions (public 
and private) of the several States and Territories, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and other territory of the United States, 
and to inform the officers of such institutions of the pro- 
visions of law m relation toTlie deportation of alicn>s who 
have become public charges' Pmided^ That the Commis- 
sioner-General of Immigration may, with the approval 
of the Secietaiy of Conimeice and Labor, whenever in his 
judgment such action may bo necessary to accomplish the 
purposes of this Act, detail immigration officers for tem- 
porary service in foreign countries 

The commissioners of immigration at the several ports 
shall be appointed bj" the President, b^^ and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, to hold their offices for the 
term of four j^ears, unless sooner removed, and until then 
successors aie appointed. 

The duties of thecomnnssioner>s of immigration shall ho 
of an administrative character, to be prescribed iii detail 
by icgulationB prepared, under the direction or with the 
approval of the Secretary of Commerce and Lalior 

Immigrant inspectors and other immigration offioeis, 
clerks, and employees shall hereafter be appointed, and 
their compensation fixed and raised oi* decreased fioin 
time to time, hy the Secretary of Commerce and Lalior, 
upon the recommendation of the Commissioner-General of 
Immigiation and in accordance with the provisions of the 
civil-service Act of January sixteenth, eighteen bundled 
and eighty -three. Provickd, That nothing h^erein contained 
shall be construed to alter the mode of appointing com- 
missioners of immigration at the several ports of the 
United States as provided by the sundry civil appiopria- 
tion Act approved August eighteenth, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-four, or the official status of such commission- 
ers heretofore appointed Immigration officers shall have 
power to administer oaths and to take and consider testi- 
mony touching the right of any alien to enter the United 
States, and, where such action may be necessary, to make 
a written record of such testimony, and any person to 
whom such an oath has been administered under the pro- 
visions of this Act who shall knowingly or willfully give 
false testimony or swear to any false statement in any way 
affecting or m relation to the right of an alien to admis- 
sion to the United States shall be deemed guilty of per- 
jury and be punished as provided by section fifty-three 
hundred and ninety-two, united States Revised Statutes. 
The decision of any such officer, if favorable to the ad- 
mission of any alien, >shall be subject to challenge any 
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other uniBigration officer, and such challenge shall operate 
to take the alien whose right to land is so challenged be- 
f 01 c a board of siDecial inquiry for its investigation. Every 
alien who may not appeal to the examining immigrant in- 
spector at the port or arrival to be clearly and beyond a 
doubt entitled to land shall ho detained tor examination 
in relation thereto by a board of special inquiry, 

Such boards of special inquiry shall be appointed by the 
<‘oaimisHioneis of immigration at the various ports of ar- 
rival as may be necessaiyfov the prompt determination 
of all cases of aliens detained at sudi ports under the pro- 
visions of law. Such boards shall consist of three mem- 
bers^ who shall bo selected from such of the immigrant 
officials in the service as the Oommi>ssioner-Gcneral of Im- 
migration, with the appi oval of the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, shall from time to time designate os qualified 
to serve on such boards; Provided^ That at jiorts where 
there are fewer than three immigrant inspectors, the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor, upon lecomuiendation of 
the Commissioner Cencral of Immigration, may designate 
othei United States officials for service on such boards of 
special inquiry. Such boards shall have authority to de- 
termine whetlier an alien who has been duly held shall be 
allowed to land or lie dopoitcd All hearings fiefore 
lioards shall be separate and apart fiom the public, but 
the said boards shall keep complete permanent i eeords of 
their pi oceedmgs and of all such testimony as may be pio- 
ducca ])cfore them; and the decision of any two members 
of a boai d shall prevail and bo final, but either the alien or 
any dissenting member of said board may appeal, through 
the (‘ommisbioner of immigration at tlie port of ariival 
and tlie Commissioner-General of Lnmigration, to the 
Seeretary of Commeice and Labor, whose decision shall 
then be final, and the taking of such appeal shall operate 
to stay any action in I'cgara to the final disposal of the 
alien wliose case is so appealed until tho receipt by the 
commissioner of immigration at the poit of arrival of such 
decision. 

In every case wheio an alien is excluded from admission 
into tho United Shites under any law or treaty now exist- 
ing or hereafter made, tho decision of the appropriate 
immigration offieeis, if ad versa to the admission ox such 
alien, shall be final, unless reversed on appeal to the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor

T]ae President of the United States may, by and with 
the consent of the Senate, appoint a suitable person, who 
shall be familial with the various means employed in tho 
Life-Saving Service for the saving of life and pioperty 
from shipwrecked vessels, as general superintendent of 
the Life-Savmg Service, who shall, under the immediate 
direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, have general 
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charge of the service and of all administrative matters 
connected thei’ewithj and whose compensation shall ho at 
the rate of four thousand dollars per annum, and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is authorized to appoint an assistant 
to the general superintendent, whose compensation shall 
be two thousand nvc hundred dollars per annuiiu 

It shall be the duty of the general superintendent to seo 7 
supervise the organization and government of the em- 
ployees of the service, to prepare and revise regulations 
therefor as may lie necessary, to fix the number and com- 
pensation of surfmen to be employed at the several stations 
within the provisions of law; to supervise the expenditure 
of all approi:)riations made for the support and mainte- 
nance of the Life-Saving -Service, to examine the accounts 
of disbm demerits of the district supeiintendcnts, and to 
certify the same to the aecounting-omcers of the Treasury 
Department; to examine the property returns of the keep- 
ers of the several stations, and see that all public property 
thereto belonging is propci 1}^ accounted tor; to acquaint 
bimsell, as far as piacticahle, with all means employed in 
foreign countries wbich may seem to advantageously^ afl’cel 
the interests of the service, and to cause to bo properly 
investigated all plans, devices, and inventions tor the im- 
provement of life-saving apparatus for use at the stations, 
which may appear to be meiitorious and available, to exer- 
cise supei vision ovei the selection of sites for new stations 
the establishment of which may be authorized by law, or 
for old ones the i*emoval of which may be made necessary 
by the encroachment of the sea or by other causes, to pre- 
pare and submit to the Secretaiy of Iho Trt^asury estimates 
for the support of the service; to collect and compile the 
statistics of marine disastei s contemplated by the act of 
June twentieth, eighteen hundred and sevcnty-foui; and 
to submit to the Secretary of the Treasury, for transmis- 
sion to Congress, an annual report of the expenditures of 
the moneys appiopriated for the maintenance of the Life- 
Saving Service, and of the operatioirs of >said service dur- 
ing the year. 

The Seci etary of the Treasury may detail siicli officer or ^ 
officers of the Revenue Cutter Service as may l)c necessary, 
to act as inspector and assistant inspectors of niationa, who 
shall perform such duties in connection with the conduct 
of the seivico as may be required of them by the general 
superintendent 

Hereafter t!ie compensation of the keepers of life-saving 
stations shall be at the rate of mne hundred dollars per 
annum, each, except that of keepers of stations known as 
hou>ses of refuge, which shall be at the rate of six hundred 
dollars per annum, each, and the compensation of the mem- 
bers of the crews of the stations, during' the time the sta- 
tions are manned, shall be at the rate of sixty-five dollars 
per month, each. 
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The Secretary of tho Ti^easnry is hereby authoripiod, 
whenever, in his opinion, it may liocome necessary for the 
proper administration of the life-saving seivice, and the 
protection of the public property at the stations and houses 
of lefugo herein authorized to be established, to appoint 
one sapexintendent for the oousts of Delawaie and Vir- 

t inia, one for the coast of Florida, one for the coasts of 
takes Erie and Ontario, one for tho coasts ot Lakes Huron 
and Superior, and one for the coast of Lake Michigan, and 
also a keeper for each of said stations and bouses of refuge; 
and the said superinlendents shall have the powers and 
perform the duties of inspectors of customs 
The compensation of each of the superintendents, to be 
appointed under the provisions of the preceding section, 
shall not exceed one thousand dollars per annum, and the 
compensation of the keepers shall not exceed two hundred 
dollars per annum, except that those employed at the 
houses of refuge on the Florida coast shall reside in said 
houses and receive a compensation at tho rate of forty 
dollars per month. 

The Secrctaiy of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
appoint an assistant to the superintendent of the coast of 
Long Island and Rhode Island, who shall port oi ni tho duties 
required of the superintendent at the hfe-saving stations 
wdthin the State of Rhode Island, and leside on Block 
Island, and for his services ho shall receive an annual salary 
of five hundred dollais 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
employ crews of experienced surfmen at such of the sta- 
tions horein denominated complete stations and at such of 
tho lifC“lioat stations on the Pacific coast as ho may deem 
necessary and proper, for such periods, and at such com- 
pensation, not to exceed forty dollars per month, as he may 
deem necessary and reasonable 
The Secretary of the Treasury may accept tho services 
of volunteer crews of any of the life-boat stations herein 
authorized, who shall bo subject to the rules and regula- 
tions governing the life-saving service, and a list of the 
names of each crew shall be kept m the office of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. Such volunteers shall receive no 
compensatmn except a sum of not more than ten dollars 
each for every occasion upon which tlicy shall have been 
instrumental in saving human life, and such of the medals 
herein authorized as they may be entitled to under the 
provivSiona hereinafter made; Provided, That no payment 
shall be made to any person who shall not have actually 
participated in the eftorts to save the life or lives rescued. 

Section six of said act of June twentieth, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy -four, is so amended os to extend the com- 
pensation of the enx'olled members of volunteer crews of 
nfe-boat stations therein named to occasions of actual and 
deserving service at any shipwreck, or in the relief of any 
vessel in distiess, and that such persons as may volunteer 
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to tako the place of any absent or disabled enrolled in em- 
bers of a Clew, and who shall be accepted by the keeper, 
may be paid therefor, in the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Tieasury, a sum not to exceed eight dollars each on 
every such occasion: That ml crews and yolun- 

teers employed under authority of this act who may be 
present at a wreck shall be required to use their utmost 
endeavors to save life and pioperly care for the bodies of 
such as may perish, and, when such efforts are no longer 
necessary, to save property and protect the same, under 
the direction of the senior keeper present or of the super- 
intendent of the district, until the arrival of persons legally 
authorized to take charge; and for the time employed in 
so saving and protecting property volunteers shall be enti- 
tled to compensation not to exceed three dollars per day 
each, in the discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

If any keeper or member of a crew of a life-saving or 
life-boat station shall l)e so disabled reason of any 
wound or injury received or disease contracted in the Life- 
Saving Service in the line of duty a>s to unlit him for the 
performance of duty, such disability to he deteniuued in 
such manner as shall be piesciibed in the regulations of 
the service, he shall be continued upon the rolls of the 
service and entitled to receive his full pay during the con- 
tinuance of such disability, not to exceed the period of one 
year, unless the general superintendent shall recommend, 
upon a statement of facts, the extension of the period 
through a portion or the whole of another year, and said 
recommendation receive the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury as ]ust and reasonable, but in no cose shall 
said cUsablod keeper or member of a crew be continued 
upon the rolls or receive pay for a longer period than two 
years. 

If any keeper or mcmbei of a crew of a life-saving or ^ 
life-boat station shall hereafter die hj reason of periTous 
service or any wound or injury received or disease con- 
tracted in the life-saving service in the line of duty, leaving 
a widow, or a child or cnildren under sixteen j^ears of ago, 
such widow and child or children shall be entitled to receive, 
in equal portions, dining a period of two years, under such 
I'egulationKS as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, 
the same amount payable quarterly, as far as practicable, 
that the husband or father would be entitled to receive as 
pay if he were alive and continued in the service: Fro- 
That if the widow shall re-marry at any time duiing 
the said two years, her portion of said amount shall cease 
to be paid to her from the date of her remarriage, but shall 
be added to the amount to be paid to the remaining bene- 
ficiaries under the provisions of this section, if there be 
any; and if any child shall arrive at the age of sixteen 
years during the said two years, the payment of the por- 
tion of such child shall cease to be paid to such child from 
the date on which such age shall be attained, but shall be 
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added to the amount to he paid to the remaining benefi- 
ciaries, if there be any. 

Upon the occurrence of any shipwreck within the scope 
of the operations of the Life-Saving Service, attended with 
loss of life, the general superintendent shall cause an inves- 
tigation of all the circumstances connected with said dis- 
aster and loss of life to be made, with a view of ascertaining 
the cauvse of the disaster, and whether any of the officers 
or employees of the service have been guilty of neglect or 
misconduct in the premises; and any officer or clerk in the 
employment of the Treasury Department who may be 
detailed to conduct such investigation, or to examine into 
any alleged incompetency or misconduct of any of the 
officers or employees of the Life-Saving Service shall have 
authority to administer an oath to any witness attending 
to testify or depose in the course of such investigation. 

The enrolled members of the crews of life-boat stations 
may be called out for drill and exercise in the life-boat and 
life-saving apparatus as often as the general superintend- 
ent may determine, not to exceed twice a month, for each 
day’s attendance at which thej^ shall be entitled to the sum 
of three dollars each 

The Secietary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
discontinue any life-saving or lite-boat station or house of 
refuge whenevci in his ]U(%ment the interests of commerce 
and humanity no longer lequire its existence. 

The General Superintendent may transfer the apparatus, 
appliances, equipments, and supplies of any discontinued 
station or house of refuge to >siicn other stations or houses 
of refuge as may need them, and may also transfer any 
portion of the apparatus, appliances, equipments, and sup- 
plies, of one station or house of refuge to another whenever 
in his ]udgment the interests of the sci vice may require it. 

Hereafter all district superintendents of life-saving sta- 
tions shall he disbursing officers and paymasters for their 
respective distiicts, and shall give such bonds as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may require, and shall have the 
powers and perform the duties of inspectors of customs. 

Tho appointment of district superintendents, inspectors, 
and keepers and crews of life-saving stations shall be made 
solely with reference to their fitness, and without ref ei ence 
to their political or party affiliations. 

The unexpended balances of appropriations heretofore 
made for the establishment of life-saving and life-boat 
stations are hereby made available for tne payment of 
the expenses of the establishment of the stations herein 
authorized. 

All moneys received from the sale of old stations and 
equipments and other material condemned by a board of 
survey as unserviceable may be expended in lebuilding or 
improving and equipping stations. 
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Hereafter the comiDensation of the keepers of life-saving 
and life-boat stations and houses of refuge shall l)e at the 
rate of four hundred dollars per annum; and they shall 
have the powers of inspectors of customs, but shall receive 
no additional compensation for duties performed as such: 
Pro^rided^ That said keepers shall have authority and be 
required to take charge of and protect all pioperty saved 
from shipwreck at wmch they may be present, until it is 
claimed by parties legally authorized to leceiye it, or until 
otherwise instructed to clispose of it by the Secretary of 
the Tieasury; and keepers of life-saving stations shall be 
required to reside continually at or in the immediate vicinity 
of their respective stations, [Note, Compensation changed 
J une 22, 1892 ; but powers bestowed in this section remain,] 

lleieafter the life-saving stations upon the Atlantic and 
gulf coasts at which crews are employed shall be manned 
and the stations opened for active service on the first day 
of August in each year, and so continue until tlio fiist day 
of June succeeding, and upon the lake coasts from the 
opening to the close of navigation, except such stations as, 
in the discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury, are not 
necessai'y to be manned during the full period specified; 
and the crews shall reside at the stations dm mg said 
periods. 

Provided^ That those surf men who enlist for a tei m includ- 
ing more than eight and a half months of active service, 
and those who enlist to fill vacancies caused by the promo- 
tion, death, I'esignation or dismissal of such surf men shall 
receive sixty dollai's per month diiiing said period of active 
service. 

Crews may be employed at any of the life-saving or life- 
lioat stations on the Pacific coast during hucIi portion of 
the year as the general superintendent may deem necessaiy 

The SSeevetary of the Tieasury is hereby authorized to 
make all necessary regulations for the government of the 
life-saving service not inconsistent with law. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
dispose of, to the best advantage, after due condemnation 
by board of surve^^, such articles oi mateiials belonging 
to the life-saving service as may, from long eontmueefuso 
or other cause, become unserviceable and the proceeds of 
such sale shall be eoveied into the Treasury, 

461 Revenue-Cutter Service. 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall detail a captain of 
the Revenue-Cutter Service who shall be chief of the 
division of Eevenue-Cuttei* Service, and a chief engineer, 
who shall be engineer in chief of said Service, but no addi- 
tional pay or emoluments shall be allowed on account of 
such detail. 

The President may from time to time cause such of the 
revenue-cutters as have become unlit for further service to 
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be sold; and the m^oceeds shall be paid into the Treasury: 
Provided^ That the Secretary of the Treasury may apply, 
in the purchase or construction of reyenue-cutterrS, any 
unexpended balance of the proceeds of revenue-cutters sold 
by him under the authoiity of section two of the act of 
twentieth April, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, chapter 
sixty^three. 

The officers for each revenue-yessel shall be one captain, 
and one one second, and one third lieutenant, and for 
each steam-vessol, in addition, one engineer and one assist- 
ant engineer; but the Secretary of the Treasury may assign 
to any vessel a greater number of officers whenever in lus 
opinion the nature of the service which she is diiected to 
perform acquires it, AndyesseLsof both descriptions shall 
have such number of petty officers and men as in the opinion 
of the jSecretary arc required to make them efficient foi 
their service. 

Hereafter upon the occurring of a vacancy in the grade 
of third lieutenant of Ihellovenue-Cutter Seivice, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may appoint a cadet not loss than 
eighteen nor more than twenty-five years of age with i*ank 
next below that of third lieutenant, avhose pay sliall be ^ 
three-fouiths that of a third lieutenant, and who shall 
not he appointed to a higher grade until he shall have 
seived a satisfactory probationary tcini of throe yeai s and 
passed the examination required by the regulations of said 
service, and upon the promotion of such cadet another 
may lie appointed in his stead, but the whole number of 
third lieutenants and cadets shall at no time exceed the 
number of third lieutenants now authorized hy law. 

The grades of engineers shall be chief engineer, and 
and second assistant enffineci , with the pay and relative 
lank of first, second, ana third lioutonant, respectively. 

Any chief engineer of tlioRe venue-Cutter Service who has 
held the office of engineer m chief shall hereafter receive 
the pay and emoluments of a captain of said service, and 
shall be eligible for appointment to the offic’c of captain of 
engineers in said service, with the pay and emoluments of 
siicli captain. 

The commissioned officers of the revenue-cutter service 
shall be appoinfced by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate 

On and afiei the passage of this Act the commissioned 
officers of the Revenue- Cutter Service shall be as follows* 
Captain^, first lieutenants, *seGond lieutenants, third lieu- 
tenants, captain of engineeis, chief engineers, first assist- 
ant engineers, second assistant engineers, and constructor; 
and the captain of engineers, chief engineers, first assist- 
ant engineers, ^ second assistant engineers shall have the 
rank ot captain, first, second, and third lieutenants, re- 
spectively; and the constructor shah have the rank of first 
lieutenant: ProDided.Jwwevet^ Theie shall be no increase 
in the number of officers upon the active list oyer the 
present numbei in each Class or grade 
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The naicl couiuiiasioncd officers ahall rank as follows* 
Captains with majors in the Army and lieutenant-com- 
manders in the Navy, first lieutenants with captains in the 
Aimy and lieutenants in the Navy; second lieutenant , w^ith 
first lieutenants in the Army and lieutenants (junior grade) 
ill the Nav^y; third lieutenants with second hoateuarits in 
the Aniij^’and ensigns in the Navy Provided^ That when- 
ever forces of the Navy and Revenue-Gutter Service shall 
be serving in coojiemtion pursuant to law (section twenty- 
seven hundred and fifty-seven, Revised Statutes), the offi- 
cers of the Revenue-Cutter Service shall rank as follows: 
Captains mth and next after lieutenant-commandeih in the 
Navy; first lieutenants with and next after lieutenants in 
the Navy, second lieutenants with and next after lieuten- 
ants (puuor grade) in the Navy, thiid lieutenants with and 
next after ensigns in the Navy* PnKuded furtJM\ That 
no provision of this Act shall bo construed as giving any 
officer of the Revenue-Cutter Service military or other 
eoutiol at any time over any vessel, officer, or man of tlie 
naval service* Nor shall an}^ naval officer exercise such 
military or othei control ovei any vessel, officer, or man 
of the ReA^enuc-Cuttcr Service, except by direction of the 
President. 

The commissioned officers of the United States Revenue- 
Cutter Service shall heieafter icccive the same pay and 
allowances, except foiage, as are uoav or may hereafter be 
piovidcd hy law foi officers of corresponding rank in th(' 
Army, including longevity pay. 

When any office! in the Revenue-Cuttei Service has 
reached the age of sixty-four years he shall be retired liy 
the President from active service; and when any oflicei 
has become incapable of performing the duties of hisofiice 
he shall lie either placed upon the retired waiting-orders 
list or dropped from the service by the President, 
hereinafter provided. 

The Secretary of the Treasury^ under the direction of 
the President, shall from time to time assemble a Revenue- 
Cutter Service letinng board, composod of officers of the 
Rovenue-Cuttoi Service and medical officers^of the Pulilic 
Health and Marme-PIospital Service, consisting of not les^ 
than five commissioned officers, two-fifths of whom shall 
he selected from medical officcis of the Public Health and 
Marine-Hospital Service, for the purpose of examining and 
reporting on such officers of the Revenue-Cutter Servi(‘e 
as may be ordered by the Secretary of the Treasury to 
appear before it; and the members of said board shall ])c 
sworn, in every case, to discharge their duties honestly and 
impartially, the oath to be administered to the members 
by the president of the board, and to him by the junior 
membei or recoider; and such board shall inquire into 
and determine the facts touching the nature and occasion 
of the disability of any officer who appears to be incapa- 
ble of perfoiming the duties of his office, and shall have 
such powers as may be necessary for that pui^pose; and 
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when the board finds an officer incapacitated for active 
service it shall also find and report the cause which in its 
judgment has produced his incapacity, whether such cause 
IS an incident of service, whether due to his own vicious 
habits, or the infirmities of ago, or physical oi mental dis- 
ability. The proceedings and decisions of the hoai'd shall 
])0 transmitted to the Secretary of the Treasury, and shall 
by him be laid before the President foi his appioval oi 
disapproral and his orders in the case. 

When a lioard finds that an officer is incapacitated for 
active service, and that his incapacity is the result of an 
incident of service, or is due to the infirmities of age, or 
physical or mental ^disability, and not his own vicious 
habits, and such decision is axijirovcd by the President, he 
shall be retired from active service and jilaced upon a 
retired waiting -orders livst OfficervS thus retired maybe 
assigned to such duties as they may be able to perform, in 
the discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

When a boai d finds that an officer is incapacitated for 
active service, and that such incapacity is the result of his 
own vicious habits and not due to any incident of service, 
and its decision shall bo approved by the President, the 
officer shall be dropped from the service. 

When any commissioned officer is retired fiom active 
service, the next officer in rank shall be promoted according 
to the established rules ot tlio service, and the same rule 
of promotion shall lie applied successively to the vacancies 
consequent upon such retirement: Provided^ That all pro- 
motions shall be subject to examination to detoimine the 
professional qualifications of the candidates, and such ex- 
amination shall be whollv written befoiea ])oardof officers 
of the Revenue-Cutter Service, and their physical qualifi- 
cations shall be reported upon by a lioavd ot medical officers 
of the Public Health and Marme-Ilospital Service; and 
such board shall be convened b3^ the Secretary of the 
Treasmy whenever the exigoncioH of the service require. 

AH officers boino upon the retired or permanent waiting- 
orders list at the date of the jiassagc of this Act, or here- 
after, shall receive seventy-five per centum of tlie duty 
pay, salary, and increase of the lank upon which they have 
been or may be retired Piwided^ That no longevity 
increase of pay shall be allowed for any length of service 
acciuing after retirement. 

No person shall be appointed to the olBce of captain, 
first, second, or third lieutenant, of any revenue-cutter, 
who does not adduce competent proof of proficiency and 
skill in navigation and seamanship. 

The compensation of the officers of the leyenue-cuttei 
service shall be at the following rates while on duty: 

Captains, twenty-five hundred dollars a year each. 

First lieutenant and chief engineeis, eighteen hundred 
dollars a year each, 
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Second lieutenants and fii>t assistant engineers, fifteen 
hundred dollais a year each 

Third lieutenants and second assistant engineers, twelve 
hundred dollar^ a year each 

And at the following rates while on leave of absence or 
while waiting oidcrs* 

Captains, eighteen hundred dollars a year each 

First lieutenants and chief engineers, fifteen hundred 
dollars a year each. 

Second lieutenants and first assistant engineers, twelve 
hundred dollars a year each. 

Third lieutenants and second assistant engineers, nine 
hundred dollars a year each. 

Cadets, five hundred dollars per annum and one ration 
per day each. 

The wages of petty officers and seamen of the revenue 
cutter service shall not exceed the average wages paid for 
like services on the Atlantic or Pacific coasts, respectively, 
111 the merchant service. 

Each officer of the revenuo-cuttei service, while on duty, 
shall 1 )e entitled to one Navy ration per day. 

The Secretary of the Treasuiy may cause contracts to be 
made for the supply of rations foi the officers and men of 
the revenue-outteis. 

The revenue- cutters shall, whenever the President so 
directs, co-operate with the Navy, during which time they 
shall be under the direction of the Secretary of the Navy, 
and the expenses thereof shall be defrayed by the Navy 
Department 

The master of aii}^ le venue-cutter shall make a weekly 
return to the collector, or other officer of the district under 
whose direction it is placed, of the transactions of the cut 
ter, specifying tlie vesseLs that have been boaided, their 
names and descriptions, the names of the masters, fioni 
what port or place they last sailed, whether laden or in 
ballast, to what nation belonging, and whether they have 
the necessary manifersts of their cargoes on board, and 
generally all such inafcteis as it may be necessary for the 
office] s of the customs to know. 

The officers of revenue-cutters shall perform, in addition 
to the duties hereinbefore prescribed, such other duties for 
the collection and seoinity of tbe revenue as from time to 
time shall be directed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
not contrary to law. 

463 UghUHousB Board 

The President shall appoint two officers of the Navy, of 
high rank, two officers of the Corps of Engineers of the 
Army, and two civilians of high scientific attaininents, 
whose sei vices may he at the disposal of the President, 
together with an officer of the Navy and an officer of engi- 
neers of the Army, as secretaries, who shall constitute 
the Light House Board.

Tho Scciotary of Coninicico and Labor ahall lie ex-ofiicio 
president of the Light-House Board. 

The Liglit-House Boaid shall elect, by ballot, one of 
their numbci as chairman of the boardj who shall preside 
at their meetings, when the prOvSident is absent, and per- 
foim such acts as may be prescribed by the rules of tho 
board. 

The Light- Ho use Board shall meet, for the ti^an&action 
of business, on the first Mondays in March, June, Septem- 
lier, and December. But the Secretary of Commeri'e and 
Labor may convene the board whenever, in his judgment, 
the exigencies of the service require it. 

The Light-House Board may adopt such regulations tor 
the government of their meetings as they judge expedient. 

The Light-House Board shall be attached to tho office of 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, and under his 
superintendence shall discharge all administrative duties 
relating to the construction, illumination, inspection, and 
supenntondenco of light-houses, light-yessely, beacons, 
buoys, sca-inaiks, and their appendages, and embracing 
the security of foundations of works already existing, 
procuring illuminating and other apparatus, supplies, and 
materials of all lands for building, and for lebuilding 
when necessary, and keeping in good repair tho light- 
houses, hght-vessols, beacons, and buoys of the United 
States; and shall have tho charge and custody of all the 
archives, books, documents, di a wings, models, returns, 
apparatus, and other things appeitaining to tlie Light- 
rtouse Establishment. 

The Light-House Board shall furnish, upon tho requisi- 
tion of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, all the esti- 
mates of expense which the several blanches of the light- 
house seivice may require, and such other information as 
may be required, to he laid befoie Congress at the com- 
mencement of each session 

The expense of maintaining the vcs>sela of the light-house 
estalilishment, may be paid from any sui^plus of the appro- 
priations for the works, general or special, on which the 
respective vessels aic, for the time being, employed; and 
the cost of lepairs to such vessels may be paid from the 
jipproiiriation underwhich they respectively were employed 
when they were 111 ] ured or became deteriorated to such an 
extent as to render the repairs necessary ; or, if such apij)! o- 
priation be exhausted, then from the appiopriatiou under 
which they are reypectivel3i^ to be next employed. 

Tho Light-House Board is authorized, whenever an appro- 
priation nas been or may be made by Congress for a new 
light-house, the proper site for which does not belong to 
the United States, to purchase the necessary land, provided 
the purchase-money be paid from the amount appropriated 
for such light* house. 
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No hght-housc, beacon , public piers, oi landmark, shall 
be built or elected on any site until cession of juriadiction 
over the same has been made to the United States. 

A cession by a State of jurisdiction ovei a place selected 
as tlie site of a h^t-house, or other structure or work of 
the Light-House Establishment, shall bo deemed sufficient 
within the preceding section, notwithstanding it contains 
a reservation that process issued under authoiity of such 
State may continue to be served within such place. And 
notwithstanding any such cession of jurisdiction contains 
no such reservation, all process may be sei ved and executed 
within the place ceded, in the same manner as if no cession 
had been made. 

Whenever preliminarv surveys are required to ascertain 
the necessity for any light-house, light-ship, beacon, or 
other warning to vessels, the erection of which is or may 
be authorized by law, or to determine the proper site for the 
same, oi to ascertain more fully what the public OYigcncy 
requires, the Sccretaiy of Commerce and Labor may cause 
the nccessaiy examinations and suiveys on the sea-boaid 
to bo made under the direction of the Supeiintendent of 
the Coast Survc}^, and those on the northwestern lakes to 
be made under the duection of the Coips of Engineers. 
In all cases in which adverse reports aic made, they shall 
be submitted to Congress at its next session. In all cases 
in which the objects authorized aio faA'omlily repoited 
ujion, the works may be conimcnced immediately aftei 
valid titles and cessions of jurisdiction shall have been 
obtained to the sites. 

The President shall cause to be detailed fiom the Engi- 
neer Corps of the Army, from time to time, such officers 
as may he necesaaiy to siqiei intend the consti action and 
renovation of light-houses. 

The Light- Ho use Board shall cause to be prepared by the 
engineer sccretaiy of the board, or by such officer of engi- 
neers of the Army as may be detailed for that service, all 
plans, drawings, specification y, and estimatey of cost, of 
all illuminating and other apparatus, and of construction 
and repair of towers, buildings, &c., connected with the 
Light-House Establishment, and no bid or contract shall 
be accepted or entered into, except upon the decision of 
the board, at a icgular or special meeting, and through 
their propeily authorized officeis. 

All materials for the cons triicl ion and repair of light- 
houses, light-vessels, beacons, buoys, and so forth, shall 
be procured by public contracts, under such regulations 
as me board may from time to time adopt, subject to the 
approval of the Secretar}^ of Commerce and Labor, and 
all works of construction, renovation, and lepair shall bo 
made by the orders of the board, under the immediate 
superintendence of thoir engincei secretary, or of such 
engineer of the Army as may be detailed for that service, 
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Hereaftei it shall lie the duty of the Light- House Board 
to apply the money appropriated, other than for surveys, 
as far as can be without detriment to the interests of the 
Government, by contiact. 

No contract for the election of any light-house shall be 
niado except after public advertisement for proposals in 
such form and manner as to secuio geneial notice thereof, 
and the same shall only bo made with the lowest bidder 
therefor, upon security deemed sufficient in the judgment 
of the Secrctar}'' of Commerce and Labor, 

Whenever any of the light-ve&sels occupying positions 
which are adapted to the election of light-houses upon 
pile-foundations lequiro to be rebuilt, or require such ex- 
tensive repairs as to render the substitution of such light- 
house advisable and practicable, such pcrnianenl stiuc- 
tures may be erected in place of any such light- vessels; 
but the expense arising* fioni all such changes and oieetions 
shall be defra3^ed from the general annual appropriations 
for repaus, and so forth, or liglit- vessels, except when a 
special appropriation is made for such change. 

The Light-House Boaid, with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Laboi, shall prescribe, aud from 
time to time may alter or amend, and cause to be distrib- 
uted, such legulations as they deem proper for securing 
an efficient, unifoim, and economical adiuimstration of the 
Light-House Establishment 

The Light-llousc Board shall ariange the ocean, gulf, 
lake, and i iver coasts of the United States into light-liouse 
districts, not exceeding sixteen in luimbei , Au}^ law oi 
icgulation prohibiting the employment in the light-houses 
of the United Stales of persons more than forty-five yeais 
of ago is hereb}^ repealed. 

The jurisdiction of the Light-House Boaid is hereby 
extended over the Mississippi, Ohio and IVlissouri nveis 
for the establishment of such ])cacon lights, day beacons, 
and buoys as may be necessar^^ for the use of vessels 
navigating those streams, and for this purpose the said 
board is hereby required to divide the designated rivers 
into one or two additional ligliL-house districts, to be in 
all respects similar to the alread}^ existing light-house 
districts; and is hereby authorized to lease the necessary 
ground for all such lights and beacons as arc used to point 
out changeable channels and which in consequence can not 
be made pormanout. 

An officer of the Army or Navy shall be assigned to 
each distiictasalighthoiiso inspector, subject to the orders 
of the LigliL-House Board; and shall receive for such serv- 
ice the same pay and emoluments that ho would be entitled 
to bv law for the performance of duty in the regular hoe 
of his profession, aud no other, except the legal allowance 

S er mile, when traveling under orders connected with his 
uties. 
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The Secretary of Commerce and Laboi shall assign to 
any of the collectors of the customs the superintendence 
of sucdi light-houses, beacons, light-ships, and buoys, as he 
deems best. 

The Secretary of Commeice and Labor is authoiized to 
regulate the salaries of the respective keepers of light- 
houses in such manner as he deems just ana proper, but 
the whole sum allowed for such salaiies shall not exceed 
an average of six hundred dollars to each keeper. 

The Seexetary of Commerce and Labor may, upon the 
recommendation of the Light-House Board, discontinue 
from time to time such lights as may from any cause be- 
come useless or unnecessary And he may, upon the like 
recommendation, from time to time ic-estahlish any lights 
which have been thus discontinued, whenever ho believes 
such re-establibhmont to be required by public convenience 
or the necessities of trade or commerce 

The Secretaiy of Commerce and Labor shall have power 
to ordei the sale at auction, after due public notice, of any 
real estate or other property pertaining to the light- 
house establishment, no longer requiied foi light-house 
purposes; the proceeds of such sales, aftei the payment 
therefrom of the expenses of making the same, to be de- 
posited and covered into the Treasmy as miscellaneous 
receipts, as now provided ]>y lavr in like cases 

No additional salary shall bo allowed to tiny civil, iiuh- 
tary, or naval oiScer on account of his being employed on 
the Light-House Board, or being in any manner attached 
to the light-bouse service 

No member of the Light-House Board, inspector, light- 
keeper, or other person in any manner connected with the 
light-house service, shall bo interested, either directly oi 
indirectly, m any contract for labor, materials, or supplies 
for the light house service, or in any patent, plan, or mode 
of construction or illumination, or in any article of supply 
for the light-houso service. 

463 Treasury agents 

The Secretary of the Treasuiy may appoint one super- 
vising special agent, who shall receive in addition to the 
necessaiy tiavehng expenses actually incuired by him, a 
compensation of ton dollars per clay, eighteen special 
agents, who shall each receive m addition to the necessary 
traveling expenses actually incurred by him, a compensa- 
tion to be fixed by the Hecretaiy of the Treasury, not to 
exceed eight dollars pei day; and nine special agents, who 
shall each receive m adchtion to the necessary tiaveling 
expenses actually incurred by him, a compensation to bo 
fixed by the Secretary of the Treasury not to exceed six 
dollars per day, for the purpose of making the examina- 
tions of the books, papers, and accounts of collectors and 
other officers of the customs, and to be employed generally, 
under the direction of the Secretary, in the prevention and 
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detection of fiauds on the customs revenue; and the 
expense thereof shall bo charged to the ^'appropriation to 
def 1 ay the expense of collecting the i evenue from customs. ” 

The Secretary of the Treasury may, from time to time, 
make such regulations not inconsistent with law, for the 
government of the special agents, as he deems expedient, 
and may rescind or alter regulations so made. But no 
special agent, in addition to those authorized by the two 
preceding sections [See. 2649 as amended], shall be ap- 
pointed or employed upon any business relating to the 
customs revenue; nor shall any sum bo paid to any agent 
authorized to be employed for mileage or any other ex- 
penses except such as ax’o actually incurred in the dis- 
charge of his official duty. 

It shall be the duty of all officers of the customs to exe- 
cute and carry into effect all insti actions of the Secretary 
of the Treasury relative to the execution of the revenue 
laws; and in case any difficulty shall arise as to the true 
construction or meaning of any part of the revenue laws, 
the decision of the Secretary of the Treasury shall be 
conclusive and binding upon all officers of the customs. 

The Seorettary of the Trcasui 3 ^ is lioi cby authorized, when- 
ever he shall think it advantageous to the public service, to 
abolish or suspend the office of naval officer, or any other 
suboidinate office, in an}^ collection-district of the United 
States, except in Boston, Now York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Charleston, Savannah, Portland in Maine, and San 
Francisco, and to assign the duties of the office or an}^ 
other subordinate office so abolished or suspended to a 
deput}" collector or iuvspector of the customs; and so much 
of all fines, penalties, and foiffeiturcs as would otherwise 
inuie to either of such naval officers shall, after the dis- 
continuance of their offices, respectively, be paid into the 
Treasuiy of the United States, and there credited to the 
fund for defraying the expenses of collecting the revenue 
from customs. » 

454. Alaska Seal Agents 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor is authorized to 
appoint one agent and three assistant agents, who shall be 
charged with the management of the seal fisheries in Alaska, 
and tlie performance or such other duties as maybe assigned 
to them by the Secretaiy of Commerce and Labor. 

The agent shall receive the sum of ten dollars each day, 
one assistant agent the sum of eig-ht dollars each day, and 
two assistant agents the sum of six dollars each day while 
so employed; and they vshall also be allowed their neces- 
sary traveling expenses in going to and returning from 
Alaska, for ^roich expenses vouchers shall he presented to 
the proper accounting officers of the Tx^easury, and such 
expenses shall not exceed in the aggregate six hundred 
dollars each in any one year. 
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Such agents whall novel be interested, directly or indi- RS,i 976 
rectly, in anj’- lease of the iig^ht to lake seals, nor in any 
proceeds oi profits thereof, eithei as owner, agent, partner, 
or otherwise 

Such agents are empowered to administei oaths in all RB,i 97 g 
cases relating to the seivice of the United States, and to 
take testimony in Alaska for the use of the Goveiiunent in 
any matter concerning the j^uhlic revenues, 

For the piu’pose of better guarding against frauds u 23 on ^ • 2999 
the revenue on foreign merchandise transported lie tween 
the ports of the Atlantic and those of the racitic overland 
through any foreign teriitory, the Socretaiy of the Treas- 
ury may appoint special sworn agents as inspectois of the 
customs, to reside in such foieign teriitoiy whore such 
merchandise may he lauded or embarked, with power to m i-i, 
superintend the landing or shipj^ing of all merchandise, 
passing coastwise between the ports of the United States 
on the Pacific and the Atlantic.

466 Coast and Geodetic Survey 

The President i>s authoiized to cause a survey to lie taken s , lasi 
of the coasts of the United States, in which shall he desig- 
nated the islands and shoals, Avith the loads or jilaces of 
an ch 01 age, within twenty leagues of any part of the shores 
of the United States, and also the resiieotive couises and 
distances between the ^^rincipal capes or headlands, to- 
gether with such other matters as he may deem pioper for 
coiniiletuig an accurate chart of every -part of the {’oasts. 

The President may also cause such examinations and ^ 
observations to he made with respect to 8 aint Geoige’s 
Bank, and to any other bank, 01 shoal, and the Roundings 
and cui rents, although be^'ond the distance of Iwent}’ 
leagues fiom the shore to the Gulf Stream, as he jna^^ deem 
esx)ecially subservient to the commercial interests of the 
United States 

All appi'ojinations made for the work of surveying the h s .-iwis 
coast 01 the United States shall be expended in accordance 
with the plan of re-organijiing the mode of executing the 
survey which has been submitted to the President by a 
board of officers organized under the act of March thiee, 
eighteen hundi ed and forty -three, chaptei one hundred. 

The Pi esident shall carry into effect the ^fian of the board, ^ 

as agreed uipon by a majority of its members; and shall 
cause to be employed as many officei%s of the Army and 
Navy of the Unitecl States as will he compatible with the 
successful prosecution of the work; the officers of the Navy 
to be employed on the hydrographical 2;)arts, and the officers 
of the Army on the toiiograjihical parts of the work; and 
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no officer of tlie Army or Navy fehall receive any extra pay 
out of any appropriations for surveys 

The President is authorized, in executing the provisions 
of this Title [li. 8. , 4681-4691], to use all maps, charts, books, 
instruments, and apparatus belonging to the United States, 
and to direct whore the same shall be deposited, and to 
employ all persons m the land or naval service of the United 
States, and such astionomers and other persons, as he shall 
deem propiei. 

The President is authorii^ed, for any of the purposes of 
surve^dng the coast of the United States, to cause to be 
employed such of the public vessels in actual service as he 
deems it expedient to employ, and to give such instructions 
for legulating their conduct as he deems jiroper, according 
to the tenor of this Title [R S., 4681-4691]. 

Officers of the Army and Navy shall, as far as practica- 
ble, be employed in the work of surveying the coast of the 
United States, whenever and in the mannez requiiedb}^ 
the Department having charge theieof 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor may make such 
allowances to the officers and men of the Army and Navy, 
while employed on Coast Survey service, for subsistence, 
in addition to their compensation, as ho may deem neces- 
sary, not exceeding the sum anthorh^ed by the Treasui’y 
regulation of the eleventh day of May, eighteen hundred 
and f orty-f oui . 

Nor shall there hereafter be made any allowance for sub- 
sistence to officers of the Navy attached to the Coast and 
Greodotic Survey, except that when officers are detached 
to do work away from their vessels under circumstances 
involving them in extra exjDcnditnres, the Superintendent 
may allow to any such oineei* subsistence at a rate not 
exceeding one dollar per day foi the period actually covered 
hj such duty .away from such vessek 

The salary of the Supciintendcnt of the Coast Survey 
shall be six thousand dollars a year. 

The CoasiSuivey report shall be submitted to Congress 
during the month of Decern bei in each year, and >shtdl be 
accompanied by a general chart of the whole coasts of the 
United States, on as laigo a scale as convenient and prac- 
ticable, showing, as near as practicable, the configuration 
of the coasts, and showing, by lines, the probable limits of 
the Gulf Stream, and showing, by lines, the probable limit 
to which the soundings off the coast will extend, and show- 
ing, by the use of colors and explanations, the exact por- 
tions of our coasts, of which complete charts have been 
pirblished by the Coast Survey; also, showing such other 
parts of the coasts of which tKe triangolation, the topog- 
raphy, and the soundings have been completed, but not 
publislaed, and, also, suom parts of the coasts of which the 
triangulation and topography, or the triangulation only, 
have been completed. 
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466 Dtsirict court commfss/o/ters 

The teims of office of all commissioners of the circuit Mayas^iswe 
courts heretofore appointed shall expire on the thirtieth 
day of June, eighteen hundred and ninety-seven* and such 
office shall on that day cease to exist, and said commis- 
sioners shall then deposit all the records and other official 
papers appertaining to their offices in the office of the 
clerk of the circuit court by which they were appointed. 

All proccedingH pending, returnable, unexecuted, or un- 
linished at said date lief ore any -such coniniissionor shall 
be continued and disposed of aecoiding to law by such 
commissioner appointed as heroin provided, as may be 
designated by the disti ict court for that purpose.

[Note ^By section 1 oi the not of June 10, 1886, and section 22 of the act of June 10, 1890, the 
system of comnensating oflicers of tlie Uovemmont enforcing the navigation laws was niatcriallv 
changed Nearly all the fees previously collceLed by them from masters and owners of vessels of 
the United States foi services rendered u ere abolished, and payment made directly from the Treasury 
oil the basis of the former fees For this reason, wherever piacticable in the text of this compilation, 
piovlsione requiring the payment of fees have been omitted ns no longer m force between the master

Such other places [in Alaska] as may be designated by the 
Secretary of the Ti easur}^, as the interests of commerce 
may requite, shall be sulipoits of entry or delivery or both; 
and customs officers shall be stationed at such subports, 
with authority to enter and clear vessels, receive duties, 
fees, and other moneys, and perform such other services 
and receive such compensation as in the judgment of the 
Secretary of the Treasury the exigencies of commerce may 
require.
